Inch  gun  now  In  use  at  most  of  the 
coast  fortifications  of  the  United  States 
would  not  last  through  an  engagement 
of  two  hours,  the  period  that  would 
elapse  from  the  time  the  leading  ves- 
sel of  a  fleet  would  come  within  range 
until  the  last  vessel  would  pass  be- 
yond the  range  of  the  guns.

General  Crozler  thinks  that  It  Is  of 
I  the  utmost  Importance  that  some 
I  method  be  devised  whereby  the  neces- 
I  sary  gun  power  can  be  secured  with 
le.ss  expense  than  Involved  in  using 
'  the  very  high  velocities  of  projectiles 
now  employed,  with  the  accompanying 
rapid  wt-aiing  away  of  the  rilUng  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  destroy  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  gun  after  a  few  rounds.

CZAR  WANTS  BOMB  MAKERS. 

Russia  Seeks  to  Secure  Treaties  Covering 
Compounders  of  Explosives. 

St.  Petersburg,  Nov.  8.— The  Rus- 
sian government,  through  the  foreign 
office,  has  opened  negotiations  with  , 
other  governments  with  the  view  of 
concluding  supplementary  extradi-  I 
tlon  treaties  covering  fugitives  ac- 
cused of  the  preparation  or  appro- 
priation of  explosives  for  use  In  the 
manufacture  of  bombs.

Nov.  8. — An  Imperial  edict, 
esterday,  after  referring  to 
the  previous  command  that  the  na- 
tion prepare  for  a  constitution,  out- 
lines many  changes  in  the  admini- 
strative system,  such  as  the  consoli- 
dation of  various  boards,  the  creation 
and  abolition  of  others,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  political  council, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  gather 
public   opinion. 

The  edict  says  these  changes  are 
made  solely  as  the  foundation  for  a. 
constitution.  If  found  not  to  be 
good,  they  will  be  changed  again.  It 
points  out  that  the  present  situation 
In  China  Is  dangerous,  if  both  high 
and  low  are  not  made  to  obey  th© 
laws,  and  it  calls  on  the  ministers 
to  act  together  in  order  to  Improve 
conditions,  warning  them  that  If 
they  disobey  the  Imperial  commands, 
thus  frustrating  the  hones  of  the 
people,  they  will  be  punished.  It 
declares  that  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions made  by  ancestors  were  good 
for  that  time,  but  that  now  the 
superfluous    must    be    abolished. 

Another  edict  orders  the  viceroys 
and  governors  of  provinces  to  con- 
sider what  steps  shall  be  taken  to- 
prepare  the  general  mass  of  people- 
fur  local   self-government.

The  position  of  furnace 
managers  who  must  now  contract  for  ore

"The  pig  iron  niarketa  are  in  an  un- 
settled condition,  with  little  doing  in  the 
Central  V\''<«t.  where  there  is  little  avail- 
able. On  the  coast  and  the  territory  trib- 
utary to  It.  foreign  pig  iron  Is  playing  an 
Increasing  role.  The  English  trade  papers 
talk  of  purchases  of  warrants  for  Ameri- 
oan  account  aggregating  250,000  tons.

The  blast  furnaces  of  the  Steel  corpora- 
tion produced  In  October,  1,008.433  tons, 
aa  against  999,U)3  tons,  the  best  previous 
record.  In  March.  190<j.  The  steel  plants 
made  a  record  in  October  of  1,6S2,7d<)  tons 
Of  Ingots,  as  compared  with  1.270.S34  tons 
in   March  List. 

"With  the  exception  of  Btructural  steel, 
the  value  of  orders  keeps  up  at  a  tre- 
mendous rate  and  runs  iii  excess  of  cur- 
rent capacity,  great  as  that  Is.  Ship- 
builders have  bix)ked  four  additional  lake 
ve-ssels,  which  call  for  40.000  ton.-j  of  plates 
and  shapes,  which  have  not  yet  been 
placed. 

"One  of  the  leading  Eastern  makers 
of  cast  iron  pipe  has  taken  the  largest 
order  ever  bookud  by  this  long  established 
concern.  In  tubes,  some  very  important 
oil  lines  are  being  figured  on.  and  there 
has  c*jme  to  hand  an  inquiry  for  275  miles 
of   ten-inch   pipe   for   Burmah."

DAIRY  PRIZES 
IN  MINNESOTA 

Governor's    Cups    Are 
Awarded — Fine  Rec- 
ord for  Butter. 

St.  Paul,  Nov.  8.— AUie  Olson  of 
Winsted  has  won  the  governor's  cup 
in  the  whole  milk  butter  class,  with 
an  average  of  'J6.29  per  cent,  while 
Louis  H,  Flagel  has  taken  the  gov- 
ernor a  cup  in  the  hand  separators 
class,  with  an  average  of  i>4.58  per 
cent.  And  the  winner  of  the  gover- 
nor's cup  in  the  cheese  contest  is  G. 
N.  Andrist  of  West  Concord,  with  an 
average   of  97.25   per   cent. 

This  closes  one  of  the  most  suc- 
ce.ssful  educational  contests  ever  held 
In  the  state.  The  scores  represent 
the  average  made  over  a  period  of 
six   months. 

The  biennial  report  of  the  depart- 
ment, upon  which  the  assistants  are 
now  at  work,  will  show  seventy  new 
creameries,  or  a  total  In  the  state 
of  about  900.  The  prize  butter,  which 
holds  the  world's  record,  is  made 
from  milk  given  by  Minnesota  herds, 
comprising  some  800.000  cows,  or 
nearly  two  cows  to  every  man, 
woman  and  child   In   the  state. 

The  record  of  80.000,000  pounds  of 
butter  produced  in  Minnesota  in  1$05 
will  probably  run  up  as  higk  as  90,- 
000,000  pounds  in  1906.  Its  money 
value  in  1905  was  $20,000,000,  and  it  Is 
thought  that  the  values  will  be  in- 
creased materially  this  year,  as  but- 
ter has  been  higher.  It  Is  thought 
that  the  yield  of  milk  marketed 
through  the  creameries  will  run  up 
to  1,850,000  pounds,  as  against  1,350,- 
OOO.OOO   pounds  last   year.

POISON  IN 

TjtrooD 

Servant  GiA  at  Wahpeton 

Tries  to  Commit  Foul 

Murder. 

Confesses  to  Stealing  and 

Attempt  to  Poison  the 

Family. 


Wahpeton,  N.  D.,  Nov.  8.— One  of 
the  most  terrible  crimes  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  country  nas  been  com- 
mitted in  this  city.  Mary  Lev,  a 
domestic  in  the  employ  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Meckstroth,  after  committing 
several  robberies,  made  an  attempt 
to  kill  Mrs.  Mepkstroth  and  her  fam- 
ily by  poisoning.  She  was  arrested 
Thursday,  confessed  the  crimes  and 
now  lies  in  the  county  jail. 

The  girl  l>egan  to  work  for  the 
Meckstroth  family  in  J  una  of  this 
yeai-,  and  appeared  to  be  an  indus- 
trious girl.  Slie  was  an  excellent 
housekeeper,  and  Mrs.  Meckstroth 
thought  a  great  deal  of  her.  in  July 
a  diamond  stud  belonging  to  Dr. 
Meckstroth  was  missed,  and  no  clue 
to  the  thief  could  be  found.  About 
six  weeks  later  a  diamond  was  taken 
trom  a  pin  of  Mrs.  Meckstrolh's,  was 
missed,  and  the  girl  was  then  sus- 
pected, but  she  denied  it  so  emphati- 
cally, and  was  such  a  clever  actor, 
that  she  was  believed.  A  few  days 
later  about  iZ'o  was  taken  from  the 
cash  drawer  In  .  the  doctor's  office, 
and  Sept.  'M  about  $!*  was  taken  from 
a  pocketbook  of,  Mrs.  Meckstroth's. 
The  girl  was  so  skillful  in  covering 
up  her  tracks,  aaid  so  clever  In  ar- 
ranging tilings  so  that  her  mistress 
would  think  that  some  one  had 
broken  into  the  ^ouse.  that  she  was 
hardly  suspected,"  An  imitation  dia- 
mond was  taken  from  a  pin  which 
Mrs.  Meckstroth  had  placed  on  her 
dresser  as  a  trap,  and  Oct.  18,  the 
day  after  the  doctor  left  for  Europe, 
a  drawer  containing  $12  was  missed 
from  a  bedroom  upstairs.  It  was  on 
this  day  that  the  poisoning  com- 
menced. 

in  the  morning  after  breakfast  Mrs. 
Meckstroth  became  violently  ill.  Dr. 
Bates,  wlio  takes  his  meals  with  the 
Meckstroth  family,  was  al.so  taken  sick 
after  he  got  to  his  office.  He  did  not  eat 
any  dinner  or  tjui'per,  and  Mrs.  Meck- 
.stroth  ate  nuthlng  until  evening,  when 
she  had  the  girl  make  some  cream  toast. 
S<>on  after  eating  this  .she  again  was 
taken  violently  ill,  and  from  then  until 
Sunday  noun  she  ate  practically  nothing. 
Sunday  noon  .she  ate  lieartlly  of  chicken 
bjfoth,  and  soon  after  dinner  became  ill 
again.  Up  to  fills  time  the  family  had 
supposed  that  \tlie  sickness  'was  from 
ptoni.iin*'  iwison.  perhaps  contained  in 
canned  fruit,  but  an  investigation  was 
begun.  It  was  not  known  that  the  girl 
had  had  her  llrtle  slstor  buy  rat  bl.scuit 
at  the  local  dtug  store,  and  that  she 
gave  hfiT  mlstrisa  water  and  milk  in 
which  the  poisiuj  had  been  soaked  at 
lea.st  eight  diOVr«iit  Umes  during  tlie 
week.  » 

Thursday  Sheriff  Robblns  questioned  the 
girl,  and  she  confessed  to  everything, 
stealing,  poisoning,  and  all. 

The  girl  gave  no  z-eason  for  her  awful 
crime;  said  she  did  not  .  know  why  she 
did  It.  and  said,  too,  tliat  she  would  do 
It  again  if  sin-  had  a  clianoe.  She  made 
no  (h'monstr.atffin  until  the  sheriff  and 
hi.'?  d<puty  started  to  take  her  to  the 
jail,  when  she  began  to  scream  and  fight. 

It  is  tliought  that  the  girl  Is  insane  and 
has  been  so  for  .some  time.

A  NARROW  ESCAPE 

Man  Who  Was  Bitten  by  Rattlesnake  on 
Prairie. 

The  speaker  was  a  sedate  business  man, 
who  made  a  fortune  in  oil  and  copper, 
which  be  was  heroically  guarding  and 
steadily  enlarging  through  Cliicago  real 
estate  investments,  says  the  Chicago  In- 
ter-Ocean. At  this  moment  he  was  re- 
clining lazily  In  the  smoking  room  of  a 
Detroit  hotel,  after  a  satisfactory  dinner, 
and  idly  following  the  conversation  of  a 
party  of  friends. 

"Tell  us  a  few  good  ones,"  a  bald-head- 
ed  stenographer  suggested  eagerly. 

"Well,"  he  .said,  meditatively,  "about 
the  closest  shave  I  recall  happened  years 
ago  when  I  was  a  young  fellow  just  out 
of  college  and  wooing  fortune  In  the  gold- 
en West.  Accident  and  hard  luck  landed 
me  on  a  big  r.anch  in  Nueces  county,  Tex., 
near  the  Duval  line,  an  upland  plain  as 
dry  as  a  covered  bridge  and  as  lonesome 
as  a  prohibition  convention.  It  was 
miles  from  any  place— nothing  but 
sheep  and  cattle  anywhere  about.  Oh, 
yes,  the  adobe  plains  were  decorated  with 
horned  toads,  tarantulas,  scorpions,  cen- 
tipedes and  an  occasional  rattlesnake 
which  crept  about  in  the  chalky  dust,  too 
stupid  and  discouraged  to  get  out  of  the 
way. 

"I  was  dead  broke  and  had  a  sore  spot 
In  one  of  my  lungs  from  a  too  Intimate 
encounter  with  a  Kansas  blizzard  the  pre- 
vious winter,  so  I  bluffed  the  good-na- 
tured ranchman  for  a  job,  and  he  gave 
me   one    Immediately,    tending    th«   com- 


pany store,  a  solitary  frame  building 
which  stood  absolutely  alone  on  a  small 
hill  about  a  mile  from  the  ranch  in- 
closure,  at  the  f<jrk  where  the  McMullen 
trail  led  off  northwest  from  the  Beevlile, 
Lagarto  and  San  Diego  mail  road.  There 
wasn't  a  railroad  in  all  that  country  ex- 
cept two  streaks  of  rust  and  a  right-of- 
way  that  ran  from  Corpus  Christi  out  to 
San  Diego  and  forgot  where  it  was  going, 
so  it  quit  tliere. 

"The  store  was  pretty  well  patronized 
in  the  evening  by  the  cowboys  and  small 
ranchers,  but  later  In  the  night  it  was  as 
still  as  a  cemetery.  I  had  a  cot  In  one 
corner  and  slept  there  behind  a  pile  of 
flour  sacks.  Up  near  the  front  window  a 
postoffice  had  been  rigged  up  out  of  dry 
goods  boxes,  and  one  of  my  duties  was 
to  sit  up  for  the  Star  Route  mall,  which 
came  through  the  Beville  every  night, 
dropped  a  sack  and  took  one  from  me, 
almost  without  stopping,  on  Its  way  to 
San  Diego. 

"One  night,  I  reckon  it  was  in  July, 
and  pretty  hot,  I  waited  till  about  10 
o'clock,  but  the  mail  wagon  did  not  come, 
and  as  I  was  all  In,  as  you  young  fellows 
say,  I  got  my  mail  sack  ready,  took  off 
my  coat  and  shoes,  and  dropped  down  on 
my  cot   to   rest  a  while. 

"Along  In  the  night  I  was  awakened  by 
the  mall  driver's  horn  and  tumbled  oui, 
still  half  asleep,  grabbed  the  mail  sack 
and  ran  out  with  it  to  the  middle  of  the 
dusty  trail  where  the  stage  stopped.  The 
driver  had  already  tumbled  his  sack  out 
in  the  dust,  so  I  tossed  mine  into  the 
stage,  and  he  was  off  with  a  great  flourish 
of  his  long  whip,  wlille  I  stooped  over  to 
pick  up  the  mall  sack  he  left.  In  doing 
this  I  planted  my  left  foot  square  on  the 
tall  of  one  of  those  devilish  prairie  rattle- 
snakes, and  as  quickly  he  let  drire,  hit- 
ting me  plumb  on  the  ankle  Joint.  The 
moon  was  shining  and  I  could  eee  him 
plainly  where  he  clung  to  my  foot  and 
in  a  furious  rage  I  batted  him  a  dozen 
times  with  the  mall  bag  before  It  occurred 
to  me  to  get  busy  If  I  wanted  to  roani 
the  earth  much  longer,  for  of  all  known 
varieties  the  prairie  rattler  Is  the  most 
deadly. 

I  ran  into  the  store,  grabbed  a  ball  of 
heavy  twine  and  began  winding  It  tightly 
around  my  left  leg  above  the  ankle  till  I 
shut  off  the  circulation.  Then  I  lit  a  lamp 
and  began  to  think,  while  I  looked  sharp 
for  remedies.  I  was  a  novice  then,  but 
I  had  heard  that  whisky  would  drive  out 
the  poison.  We  had  none  in  the  store,  but 
In  one  corner  we  had  several  cases  of 
patent  medicines  which  the  cowboys  often 
bought  before  they  began  to  shoot  up  the 
landscape.  I  picked  out  three  or  four 
kinds  that  loked  particularly  alcoholic, 
knocked  the  top  off  on  the  counter  and 
drank  all  I  could  hold.  It  all  happened 
In  a  minute,  and  by  that  time  my  foot 
was  as  black  as  a  coal  mine  on  a  dark 
night.  I  had  sense  enough  left  to  tumble 
down  on  my  cot,  where  I  rolled  up  like  a 
hoop  and  began  to  suck  the  poison  from 
the  wound  in  my  ankle.

WEALTH  FROM  JUNK. 
Copper  wire  to  the  value  of  $500  was 
stolen  from  the  Postal  Telegraph  com- 
pany's former  office  about  12  o'clock 
Wednesday  night,  says  the  San  Fran- 
cisco   Chronicle.    A    gang    of    five    men 


carried  fifteen  coils  of  wire  to  a  wagon 
which  was  driven  by  a  member  of  the 
gang,  and  before  the  arrival  of  a  patrol 
wagon  loaded  with  policemen,  under 
Detective  Sergeant  Ed»  Gibson,  the 
thieves  escaped  with  their  booty. 

Not  only  the  telegraph  comparrfes, 
but  the  United  Railroads,  and  the  tele- 
phone company  have  been  heavy  losers 
from  the  depredations  of  a  well-organ- 
ized band  of  junk  thieves,  who  dis- 
criminate in  favor  of  the  more  valua- 
ble junk,  such  as  copper  wire  and  brass 
findings, 

A  ready  market  is  found  for  this  loot, 
some  junk  dealers  making  no  scruple 
about  purchasing  all  that  Is  brought 
to  them.  The  wire  is  melted  Into  crude 
ingots  and  sent  to  the  Eastern  smelt- 
ers. 

The  method  of  the  thieves  in  looting- 
the  ruins  In  the  burned  district  are 
extremely  simple. Several  members  of 
the  gang  search  the  ruins,  and  after 
selecting  such  pieces  of  junk  as  will 
command  the  hlgliest  price,  cast  it  in- 
to the  street.  It  is  an  easy  matter  for 
others  to  gather  the  Junk  without  at- 
tracting attention. 

Boys  have  been  engaged  by  junk 
dealers  to  pick  up  bits  of  copper,  and  In 
this  way  have  contributed  largely  to 
making  the  business  of  the  junk  men 
lucrative. 

Great  piles  of  junk  of  all  descriptions 
are  piled  in  the  courtyard  In  the  rear 
of  the  police  headquarters  at  the 
Lowell  high  school.  In  the  days  Im- 
mediately following  the  fire  the  polled 
confiscated  quantities  of  Junk  and  made 
a  great  number  of  arrests.  The  men 
arraigned  in  the  police  court  are  fined 
a  nominal  sum,  which  Is  quickly  paid.

The  latter  talked 
with  the  president  today  particularly 
about  the  machinists,  about  400  of

Isthmus.  Their  arrangement  Into 
classes  is  different  from  that  in  vogue 
in  the  United  States  and  this  compli- 
cates matters.

I  Marines  from  the  foreign  vessels  in 
I  the  harbor  have  been  landed  and  are 
combatting  the  flames.  No  lives  have 
been  lost,  but  the  damage  already 
excet^s  |1,000.«)00.  The  cause  of  the 
fire  is  unknown. 


Minneapolis,  Nov.  8.— (Special  to  the 
Herald.)— Indictments  have  been  re- 
turned by  the  special  federal  grand  jury 
which  convened  here  Oct.  22  to  investigate 
alleged   freight   ret>ates. 

The     minimum    penalty    for    conviction 
In  each   case   is   $1,000  and   the   maximum 
I  $20,000. 

1  None  of  the  interested  railroads  ex- 
I  peeled  that  any  indictments  would  be 
I  returned  against  them.  Each  company 
I  had  disclaimed,  with  apparent  sincerity, 
I  the  possibility  of  any  criminal  act  in 
i  their  relations  with  the  grain  companies, 
concerning  which  their  employes  had 
testified. 

It  is  believed  that  the  grain  companies 
and  individuals  connected  with  them  had 
receved  no  inkling  of  the  fact  that  they 
were  being  investigated  by  the  grand 
Jury.  No  member  of  any  grain  company 
was  called  to  the  stand,  nor  was  any 
railroad  man  who  testified  before  the 
grand  jury   indicted. 

Although  attention  was  constantly 
called  to  the  fact  that  only  men  of 
clerical  rank  and  of  subordinate  posi- 
tions were  being  called  to  the  witness 
stand,  the  higher  officials  failed  to 
"tumble"  to  the  probability  that  their 
own  calling  would  be  of  ;i  more  serious 
nature.  Tliey  laughed  at  the  Jury  pro- 
ceedings, altliough  many  entertained 
secret  misgivings  at  the  length  of 
time  taken  by  the  jury  in  their  prob- 
Ings  and  the  fact  that  back  of  the  in- 
vestigation was  H.  B.  Duncan,  special 
agent  of  the  department  of  Justice, 
wlio  had  brouglit  so  many  similar  in- 
vestigations in  other  places  to  an  in- 
dictment  stage. 

In  the  fact  that  the  Jury  broke  all 
records  in  this  district  for  the  length 
of  Its  sitting,  and  for  the  care  in  its 
examination  of  witnesses  was  con- 
veyed a  significance  which  was  not 
thoroughly  grasped  by  railroads  and 
shippers  generally.  At  last,  however, 
it  Is  borne  in  on  them  that  possibly 
the  present  is  only  the  beginning  of 
other  cases  concerning  which  the  gov- 
ernment   has   been   offered    information.

none  knew  what  happened  between 
the  two  men. 

Judge  Favrot  refused  to  talk  be- 
yond letting  It  be  known  that  the  mat- 
ter was  a  private  quarrel.  He  wan 
arrested  and  put  In  a  cell  In  the 
building  where  he  had  held  court 
during  the  day. 

Judge  Favrot  Is  38  years  old  and 
Is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  bril- 
liant young  men  of  Louisiana.  In 
the  recent  Democratic  primaries  he 
defeated  for  the  nomination  S.  M. 
Robertson,  who  had  been  a  represen- 
tative In  congress  for  twenty  years. 

Dr.  Aldrlch's  friends  offer  no  ex- 
planation for  his  death  and  Judge 
Favrot  after  spending  the  night  In 
jail  said  nothing  to  supplement  his 
explanation  made  immediately  after 
the  shooting  to  the  effect  that  he  had 
"sufficient  cause."

OFMUTUAL 

Insurance  Commissioner 
O'Brien  Looks  Up  Com- 
pany Mettiods. 

Officers  of  Big  Corpora- 
tion Spending  Tiieir 
Money  Freely. 


St.  Paul,  Nov.  8.— Insurance  Commis- 
sioner O'Brien  has  been  Investigatmg 
quietly  tlirough  the  attorney  general's  of- 
rtce,  the  practices  of  the  administration 
of  the  Mutual  Life  of  New  York  to  se- 
cure the  succes  of  the  administration 
ticket  under  the  present  system  of  voting. 

One  of  the  assistant  attorney  generals 
was  in  New  York  recently  and  looked 
inio  the  matter.  He  was  unable  to  Hnd 
Inslances  wliere  the  company  was  direct- 
ly spending  money  of  tho  policyholders  of 
the  company  for  the  election  of  the  ad- 
ministration ticket,  but  he  found  that 
some  of  the  ofllcers  were  spending  their 
money  in  attempting  to  secure  their  re- 
election and  that  all  possible  pressure 
was  being  brought  to  bear  on  the  agents 
over    the    country    to    electioneer    for    the 

administration.  His  report  was  made  to 
Cummissioner  O'Brien. 

It  is  unlikely  ttiat  any  formal  action 
will  be  taken  until  after  the  committee 
Chicagoof  insurance  commi-ssiuners  on 
uniform  legislation  oshali  meet  in  Chi- 
cago ne.xt  Monday  to  formulate  a  tinal 
report  on  uniform  legislation.  The  un- 
derstanding 18  that  the  Mutual  Life  com- 
pany will  then  submit  some  kind  of  a 
state  "ment  and  the  matter  will  otherwise 
be    discussed    by    the    commissioners. 

"There  is  no  question,"  said  Mr. 
O'Brien,  but  that  the  otticers  of  the  com- 
pany have  a  perfect  right  to  circulize 
the  policyholders  to  a  certain  extent.  An 
agent  or  manager  for  tho  purpose  of  ex- 
plaining the  administration  ticket  may 
solicit.  The  law  compels  them  to  desig- 
natt.  thei  rtlcket  as  the  administration 
tiiket  and  it  is  legitimate  thai  they 
should  be  given  a  reasonable  cliance  to 
set  it  before  the  policyholders.  It  would 
not  be  right  to  shut  them  oft  entirely. 
The  law  is  violated,  however,  when  the 
agents  and  managers  use  the  funds  of 
the  company  for  electioneering  purposes. 
It  is  rather  delicate  for  the  other  com- 
mi-^sioners  to  act  for  the  reason  that  tlie 
New  York  officials  have  the  matter  un- 
der their  direct  authority." 

Tlie  investigation  was  prompted  by 
charges  by  the  Fish  committee  that  the 
company  was  using  unfair  means  to  de- 
feat tho  opposition  ticket;  that  the  agents 
and  managers  were  being  coerced  and 
dismissed  when  they  refused  to  support 
the  administration  ticket;  and  that  the 
money  of  the  policyholders  was  actually 
beig  used  to  elect  the  administration 
ticket.

Attorney  General  Moody 

is    Appointed    to 

Supreme  Bench. 


Washington.  Nov.  8.— Secretary  of  the 
Interior  Ethan  Allen  Hitchcock  will  re- 
tire from  President  Roosevelt's  cabinet 
March  4  and  James  R.  Garlleld  of  Ohio, 
commissioner  of  corporations,  will  suc- 
ceed him.  Herbert  Knox  Smith,  now  as- 
sistant coinmi.ssioner  of  corporations,  will 
be  appointed  to  Mr.  Giirlields  place. 
These  changes  and  that  of  the  retirement 
of  Commissioner  Richards  of  the  general 
land  office  March  4  were  announced  in 
the  following  statement  from  the  White 
House  last  night: 

"The  secretary  of  the  interior,  Mr. 
Hitchcock,  has  informed  the  president 
that  he  would  be  unable  to  stay  after 
March  4.  Mr.  Hltclicock  has  for  some 
time  felt  that  the  very  exhausting  work 
he  has  been  engaged  in  for  over  eight 
years  in  the  interior  depiirtmcnt  was 
wearing  on  him  so  as  to  make  it  Im- 
pos.sible  for  him  much  longer  to  re- 
main. 

"At  the  president's  earnest  request  he 
consented  to  accept  a  reappointment  on 
March  4,  1905,  at  the  time  of  the  presi- 
dent's Inauguration.  But  he  then  stated 
that  he  could  not  say  how  long  he  could 
stay,  and  he  feels  now  ho  must  Insist  on 
being  relieved  after  March  4.  The  presi- 
dent urged  him  to  accept  the  amba.ssa- 
dorship  to  France,  but  Mr.  Hitciicock 
feels  that  he  i.n  entitled  to  absolute  rest, 
and  was  obliged  to  refuse  the  offer. 

"The  president  wont  carefully  over  with 
Mr.  Hitciicock  the  choice  of  a  successor 
who  could  be  depended  upon  to  carry  on 
with  absolute  full  lity  the  present  policies 
of  the  departmiiTt,  and  agreed  with  Mr. 
Hitchcock  that  tli«  best  man  to  carry  on 
the  exceedingly  onerous,  difficult  and 
responsible  work  of  the  department  was 
Mr.  James  R.  (Jartield,  at  present  com- 
missioner of  corporalion.s.  Mr.  Garlleld 
has  accordingly  been  notified  tliat  lie  will 
be  appointed  on  March  4,  when  Mr.  Hitch- 
cock   retires. 

"Comml.ssloner  Richards  has  Informed 
the  president  that  in  accordance  wiili 
his  Intention,  expressed  to  Secretary 
Hitchcock  last  May,  ho  will  resign,  liis 
resignation  to  be  effective  March  4.  This 
will  complete  eiglit  yeJirs  of  service  in 
the  land  olfice.  four  years  as  assistant 
commissioner  and  four  years  as  com- 
missioner. Hi.s  successor  lias  not  yet  been 
determined  upun.  The  assistant  commis- 
sioner of  corporations,  Herbert  Knox 
Smith,  will  succeed  Mr.  Garlleld  as  com- 
missioner of  corporations." 

The  president  also  announced  the  ap- 
pointment of  Attorney  General  William 
Ht-nrj'  Moody  of  Mas.sachusetts  as  justice 
of  the(  supreme  court  of  tho  United 
States,  to  succeed  Justice  Henry  Billings 
Brown  of  Michigan,  wiio  retired  some 
time  ago.  Mr.  Moody  has  filled  tho  office 
of  attorney  general  since  July  1,  1S04. 
Previous  to  tliat  time  he  served  for  more 
than  two  years  as  secretary  of  the  navy. 
He  also  represented  his  state  in  the  Fifty- 
fourth.  Fifty-fifth,  Fifty-sixth  and  Fifty- 
seventh  congresses.  It  is  generally  e.x- 
pected  that  he  will  retire  from  the  de- 
partment of  justice  the  latter  part  of 
December.

LABOR  CHIEFS 
SEE  PRESIDENT 

Pearre     Anti-Injunction 

Bill  and  Eight-Hour 

Law  Discussed. 

Washington,  Nov.  8. — The  Pearre  an- 
ti-injunction bill  was  the  subject  of  a 
conference  yesterday  between  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  and  Samuel  Gompers 
and  other  representatives  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor.  The  bill 
has  the  Indorsement  of  the  federation, 
whoso  representatives  are  anxious  that 
some  reconnnendatlons  along  its  lines 
shall  be  made  by  the  president  in  Ills 
annual    message. 

The  president  promised  to  delegate 
four  officials  indentified  with  the  gov- 
ernment's legal  work  to  meet  a  similar 
number  of  labor  representatives  with 
their  attorney,  to  go  over  the  whole 
matter  and  present  their  conclusions  to 
him.  The  president,  Mr.  Gompers  said, 
did  not  define  his  attitude  or  commit 
hln>sclf  on  the  subject  matter  of  the 
bill,  but  expressed  himself  as  determin- 
ed that  absolute  justice  should  be 
done. 

Que^stlons  affecting  the  application  of 
the  eight-hour  law  to  labor  on  the 
Panama  canal  and  its  general  admin- 
istration in  government  work  in  the 
United  States,  together  with  others  af- 
fecting labor  matters  which  the  federa- 
tion is  anxious  the  president  shall  con- 
sider in  his  message  to  congress,  also 
were    talked    over.

WEATHER  CHItF  REBUKED. 

President  Orders  Reprimand  For  Trans- 
fer of  Non-Union  Printer. 

Washington,  Nov.  8.  —  President 
Roosevelt  directed  that  a  reprimand  be 
administered  to  Willis  L.  Moore,  chief 
of  the  weather  bureau,  because  he 
transferred  to  New  Orleans  a  printer, 
named  Cooper,  in  his  office,  who  had 
been  expelled  from  the  typographical 
union  for  not  paying  his  strike  asses- 

ments. 

Moore  is  alleged  to  have  urged  Coop- 
er on  two  occasions  to  pay  his  asses- 
meuts,  but  the  latter  refused.  The 
transfer  to  New  Orleans  followed. 
Cooper  claimed  that  this  was  Intended 
as  punishment  for  not  complying  with 
the  demands  of  the  typographical 
union. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  civil 
service  commission  which,  witiiout  re- 
porting on  the  question  of  whether  or 
not  Cooper's  transfer  was  intended  as  a

"BARLEY"  JONG  IS  DEAD. 

H.  J.  O'Neill,  Former  Great  Minnesota 
Grain  Man,  at  Rest. 

Winona.  Minn.,  Nov.  8. — H.  J. 
O'Neill,  aged  59,  known  as  the  "bar- 
ley king"  of  the  world  from  1890  to 
1898,  during  which  time  he  v.-as  at 
the  head  of  the  Or* el  11  Grain  com- 
pany, which  had  offices  in  the  Chica- 
go board  of  trade  builalng  at  Chicago 
and  also  in  this  citv  ?s  dead  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa.  The  concern  during 
these  years  controlled  the  barley  mar- 
ket.- it  is  said,  and  had  under  its  direc- 
tion the  largest  string  ot  grain  ele- 
vators in  the  world. 

The  life  of  the  O'Neill  company 
was  begun  in  the  early  70"s  and  at 
one  time  Mr.  O'Neill  was  reputed  to 
be  worth  several  million  dollars. 
Family  troubles  cost  him  almost  his 
entire  fortune.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  In  the  employ  of  a 
brewing  company  of  St.  Louis  as  bar- 
ley buyer,  with  headquarters  at  Ce- 
dar Rapids,  Iowa.  Death  was  due  to 
heart  disease..

Harvard  Claimed  to  be 

Stronger  by  New  York 

Critic. 


New  York.  Nov.  8.— Now  that  both  Har- 
vard and  Yale  have  met  the  cadets  in 
battle  within  a  period  of  eight  days, 
everytjody  Is  privileged  to  make  com- 
parisons, render  opinions  on  the  merits 
of  new  and  old  plays  and  in  general  to 
talk   Harvard   and    Yale   football. 

Football  was  scheduled  to  go  on  trial 
during  the  Harvard  and  Yale  games  at 
West  Point.  Harvard's  modilled  old  at- 
tacks did  not  have  a  trial;  Y^ale  was  not 
herself.  Harvard  stuck  to  her  program 
and  gave  every  spectator  a  basis  for 
an  opinion  on  llie  merits  of  Harvard's 
offensive  methods,  but  Yale,  instead  of 
testing  her  radical  football,  went  to 
pieces.  Harvard  played  well  al  West 
i'oini,  but  the  len-yard  rule  kept  the 
score  down.  Yale  fell  below  just  expec- 
tations. So  the  prospect  of  learning  sev- 
eral things  about  tlie  comparative  values 
of  Harvard  and  Yale  offensive  tactics,  as 
they  had  seemed  to  shape  themselves 
prior  to  these  two  Saturdays,  became  at 
best   an  exasperating  prospect. 

In  fact,  Yale  during  the  lirst  half  was 
a  conspicuous  and  altogether  pitiable 
study  in  confusion,  and  Tad  Jones,  the 
pride  of  all  New  Haven  devotees  of  the 
new  wrinkles,  was  a  little  prep  school 
quarterback  in  the  throes  of  mental  and 
physical  helplessness.  And  so  when  Yale 
did  tr>-  radical  football— they  had  an  oc- 
casional chance— they  could  not  execute 
it.  One  great  obstacle  In  their  way  was, 
of  course,  the  speed  and  vigor  of  the 
cadets*  defense;  but  another  very  strik- 
ing obstacle  was  Yale's  own  temporary 
Inefficiency.  Tad  Jones  at  West  Point 
was  only  the  outer  semblance  of  Tad 
Jones  trying  to  play  football.  His  de- 
moralization helped  tiie  vigorous  West 
I'oint  brand  of  football  to  throw  the 
other  members  of  the  Y'ale  team  into 
eonfu.sion— and  away  flew  the  prospects 
of  getting  a  satisfactory  line  on  the  re- 
spective merits  of  Harvard  and  Yale  of 
the  season  of  190tJ.  West  Point  was  a 
very  strong  eleven  both  in  old  and  in 
radical  football,  and,  more  than  thai, 
she  was  stronger  by  30  or  40  per  cent 
than  she  was  one  week  earlier. 

Vale,  although  outplayed  decisively, 
conclusively,  during  the  lirst  half,  Wi's 
able  to  return  to  the  held  in  the  second 
half  and  win,  not  through  superior 
physicial  condition,  but  through  superior 
fcotball  ability.  In  this  result,  the 
punting  of  Paul  Veeder  played  a  most 
important  part.  Another  Individual  whose 
brilliant  work  enabkd  Yale  to  stem  the 
tide  of  defeat,  was  Knox.  His  skill  In 
running  with  Interferences,  In  catching 
and  running  In  punts  especially,  helped 
Yale  not  only  to  regain  her  mental 
e(|uillbrium,  but  to  make  some  headway 
against    the    cadets. 

By  old  standards.  Indeed,  Harvard  is 
apparently  a  much  better  eleven,  of- 
fensively and  defensively,  and  Its  cap- 
able individuals  are  more  numerous.  Its 
cortidence  is  greater.  It  is  hard  to  ac- 
cept the  theory  that  Harvard  might  go 
to  piece:^  as  Yale  broke  up  during  the 
lirst  half  Saturday  afternoon.  Harvard's 
mental  machine  seems  to  be  more  firmly 
constructed  for  emergencies,  such  as,  for 
Instance,  setbacks,  including  touchdowns 
by  the  opponents.  Certainly  at  West 
Point,  Harvard,  despite  its  glaring  Inet- 
fectiveness  on  the  ends,  played  with  all 
the  confidence  in  the  world.  But.  of 
course,  failure  to  cover  punts  is  by  no 
means  as  heartbreaking  as  fumbles  in 
your  own  territory.  So  far  as  native 
pow  er  goes  Harvard  is  stronger  than 
Yale.

But  the 
proposition  was  turned  down  by  the 
Brooklyn  people. 

The  offer  to  trade  three  such  well- 
known  players  at  Hofinan.  Slagle  and 
Ileulbach  for  one  ouifielier  will  come 
as  a  surprise  to  looal  fans.  Slagle 
played  winning  ball  for  the  Cubs 
until  late  In  the  s?is.»;i,  when  he  was 
injured.  Hofman  v/os  a  star  while 
hlling  Slagle's  shoes,  especially  in  the 
world's  series,  and  Reulbach  won  a 
big  percentage  of  his  games.  How- 
ever, the  Cub  management  probably 
figured,  as  it  did  in  the  deal  for 
Sheckard,  when  four  good  men  were 
traded  for  one  wonder — the  one  man 
was  all  that  was  needed  to  round  out 
the   team. 

If  there  was  any  weak  spot  on  the 
Cub  team  last  year  it  was  center 
field.  While  Slagle  put  up  a  strong 
game  In  fielding,  he  didn't  hit  as 
well  as  tho  rest  of  the  regulars — 
Tinker  being  the  sole  exception.  The 
little  fellow  fielded  in  brilliant  style, 
and  ran  the  bases  cleverly,  but  he 
didn't  slam  out  the  two-baggers  and 
homers  the  way  Lumley  did.

Illinois  Central  Completes 

Great  Coast  to  Coast 

System. 

Fish  Makes  Brave  But 

Vain  Figlit  Against 

Foes. 


New  York,  Nov.  8.— By  the  election  yes- 
terday of  J.  T.  Harahan  as  president  of 
the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  company  to 
succeed  Stuyvesant  Fish,  E.  H.  Harriman 
has  at  last  realized  his  long-cherished 
ambition  to  control  a  railroad  system 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  coast, 
and  from  the  Great  Lakes  to  the  Gulf. 
In  this  great  plan  the  Illinois  Central 
was   the  one   link   missing  to   complete  a 

line  of  track  from  New  York  to  San 
Francisco  and  Portland,  Or.,  from  the 
Great  Lakes  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexica,  and 
from  the  Gulf  to  the  Pacific  again,  the 
Eastern  terminals  of  the  Harriman  sys- 
tem having  been  at  Kansas  City,  Omaha 
and  New  Orleans. 

The  first  Important  step  In  the  direction 
of  securing  the  Atlantic  seaboard  outlet 
was  taken  several  weeks  ago  when 
one  of  the  railroads  under  his  control 
secured  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  by  the  pur- 
chase of  a  block  of  40,tXiO  shares  of  that 
company,  which  was  sold  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  company.  This  gave  him 
a  route  from  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  to 
Baltimore  and  New  York. 

To  complete  the  ambitious  proposition 
for  a  continuous  line  from  ocean  to  ocean 
It  was  necessary  only .  to  connect,  the 
Western  terminals  of  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  with  the  Ea.stern  terminals  of  the 
Southern   Pacific  and  Union  Pacific.     For

this  purpose  the  Illinois  Central  serves 
amply.  Its  line  from  Omaha  ties  to- 
gether the  Union  Pacific  and  Baltimore  tSc 
Ohio,  Avhile  the  Illinois  Central  branch 
from  Chicago  to  New  Orleans  gives  the 
Southern  Pacific  entrance  to  Chicago  and 
the  seaboard.

The  Illinois  Central  directors  who 
voted  for  Mr.  Harahan  and  against  Mr. 
Fish  were  John  Jacob  Astor,  John  W. 
Auchincloss,  Robert  W.  Goelet,  James  T. 
Harahan,  E.  H.  Harriman,  Walter  Lutt- 
gen,  Charles  A.  Peabody  and  Cornelius 
Vanderbllt.  Stuyvesant  Fish,  Charles  M. 
Bach,  J.  De  Witt  Cutting  and  Charles  S. 
Denecn,  governor  of  lilinfils,  who  is  ex 
officio  a  member  of  the  board,  refused  to 
vole. 

Shortly  before  the  meeting  the  eight 
directors  who  voted  for  Mr.  Harahan  sent 
a  letter  to  President  Fit^h,  giving  their 
reasons  for  refusing  to  vote  for  his  re- 
election. This  declared  that  in  June  last, 
without  consulting  the  other  members  of 
tlie  board,  Mr.  Fish  Issued  a  circular  to 
the  stockholders  requesting  proxies  for 
the  annual  election.  At  the  next  meeting 
of  the  board,  it  was  declared,  Mr.  Pea- 
body  offered  a  resolution  that  a  commit- 
tee of  director.^,  including  Messrs. i,Astor, 
Auchincloss.  Gcelet,  Luttgen  and  Van- 
derbllt, be  appointed  to  request  proxies 
from  stockholders  for  the  annual  meeting. 
It  was  declared  that  Mr.  P'ish  defeated 
such  action  by  leaving  the  room  and 
breaking  a  quorum.  The  board  then  ad- 
journed, and  during  the  following  week, 
it  was  declared.  Messrs.  Fish,  Ptabody 
and  Harriman  signed  an  agreement  that 
the  successor  to  W.  Morton  Grlnnell  be 
selected  by  a  majority  of  the  directors; 
that  Mr.  Peabodys  resolution  be  with- 
drawn and  not  revived,  and  that  Mr. 
Harriman  be  asked  that  the  Harriman- 
Kulm-Loeb  proxies  be  given  to  Mr.  Fish. 
This  agreement  is  said  to  have  been  made 
to  secure  peace,  and  provided  that  Mr. 
Fish  was  to  vote  all  proxies. 

President  Fish  opened  the  meeting  by 
expressing  the  opinion  that  the  general 
counsel  of  the  company  should  be  called 
to  settle  three  points:  Fir.st,  whether  it 
wa.';  ^egal  to  hold  an  election  of  general 
officers  outside  of  Illinois;  second, 
whether  the  charter  did  not  provide  that 
the  committee  on  law  and  finance  and  on 
railroad  shoiiUl  be  elected  at  a  regular 
meeting  and  not  a  .special  meeting;  and 
third,  if  the  constitution  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  granting  the  company  its  charter 
does  not  provide  that:  "No  railroad  cor- 
poration shall  consolidate  its  stock,  prop- 
erty, or  franchises  with  any  other  rail- 
road corporation  owning  a  parallel  or 
competing  line;  and  in  no  case  shall  any 
consolidation  take  place,  except  upon 
public  notice  given  of  at  least  sixty  days, 
to  all  stockholders  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  provided  by  law." 

Governor  Deneen  declined  to  vote  on 
the  questions  raised  until  the  attorney 
general  of  Illinois  had  given  an  opinion. 
Ko  action  was  taken  on  the  points  raised 
by  Mr.  Fish.  The  election  then  took 
place. 

After  the  meeting  Mr.  Harriman  said: 
'This  isn't  my  fight.  It  is  a  fight  of  the 
beard  of  directors  and  Mr.  Fish.  I  ac- 
ceded to  the  July  agreement  regarding 
the  election  of  directors  at  the  annual 
meeting,  only  in  deference  to  the  wishes 
of  the  board.  The  July  agreement  was 
made  primarily  to  quiet  the  public  clamor 
which  was  being  raised  In  the  press  and 
to  silence  the  various  remarks  which 
were  being  made  in  the  public  prints,  as 
an  outcome  of  the  contention  which  had 
arisen  in  the  board  of  directors.  Per- 
sonally, I  had  not  a  word  to  say  at  to- 
day's meeting  of  the  board.  The  board 
took  no  action  whatever  In  regard  to 
the  appointment  of  any  committee  to 
take  charge  of  the  management  of  the 
road." 


FILE  ANSWERS 
IN  TAX  CASES 

Corporations  Claim  As- 
sessment Figures  Are 
Too  Higli. 

Several  answers  of  defendants  In  tho 
proceedings  started  by  the  state  to 
enforce  the  collection  of  the  1905  per- 
sonal taxes  were  filed  in  the  district 
court  yesterday  afternoon.  The  court 
intends  to  take  up  the  tax  cases  after 
the    Jury    trials. 

The  Pabst  Brewing  company  which 
has  been  cited  to  appear  for  the  non- 
payment of  some  ptrsonal  property 
taxes  at  Chisholm  denies  that  it  haa 
any  personal  property  in  that  village, 
except  an  old  wagon,  an  old  sleigh, 
and  a  small  ice  shed.  The  company- 
claims  the  total  assessable  value  of  the 
property  is  not  over  $50. 

The  Boston  &  Duluth  Farm  Land 
company,  claims  that  the  $22.06  which 
it  is  taxed  for  logs  is  unfair  for  the 
reason  that  it  does  not  own  them.  It  Is 
alleged  that  the  logs  were  cut  on  tho 
company's  lands  near  Burnett  by  a 
person  who  had  been  given  permission 
to  do   so. 

The  Duluth  Wholesale  Supply  com- 
pany denies  that  it  owned  any  personal 
property  in  St.  Louis  county  when  th© 
assessment  was  made  against  it  last 
May. 

The  Northern  Land  &  Lumber  com- 
pany claims  that  its  assessment  of 
$4,000  for  manufactured  articles  In  St. 
Louis  county  is  arbitrary  and  unjust. 
The  company  alleges  that  after  Dec. 
20,  1904,  it  had  no  property  In  the 
county,  that  the  amount  assessed 
against  it  should  have  been  asseE«ed 
against  another  concern  that  owns  the 
property  taxed.  The  Northern  Land  & 
Lumber  company  says  that  the  county 
board  of  equalization  recommended  an 
abatement  of  the  tax  to  the  state 
board,  but  that  the  latter  refused  to 
do  so.     The  amount  involved  is  $131.60. 

The  largest  abatement  asked  was 
noted  in  the  answer  of  the  Scott-GrafC 
Lumber  company,  filed  yesterday  morn- 
ing. The  company  claims  that  the  as- 
sessor's valuation  of  $54,060  was  correct 
but  that  the  county  board  of  equaliza« 
tion  arbitrarily  raised  the  figure*  to 
$79,260.

COURT  DENIES 
INJUNCTION 

Tea  Company  Cannot  Pre- 
vent Discharged  Driver 
Working  for  Competitor. 

Judge  Dibell  has  made  an  order  deny- 
ing the  temporary  injunction  asked  by 
the  Sundby  Tea  company  against  Gust 
Johnson,  a  former  driver-salesman,  to 
restrain  him  from  continuing  in  the 
employ  of  a  competitor. 

The  tea  company  asked  the  injunc- 
tion on  the  grounds  that  Johnson  had 
violated  his  alleged  contract  which  was 
that  he  should  not  enter  the  employ 
of  a  competitor  for  a  period  of  six 
months  after  terminating  his  contract 
with  the  Sundby  Tea  company.  It  was 
charged  that  he  left  the  employ  of 
the  Sundby  Tea  company  some  weeks 
ago,  and  that  immediately  thereafter 
he  entered  the  employ  of  a  competing 
tea  and   coffee   concern. 

The  court  holds,  in  his  memorandum 
that  the  evidence  tends  to  show  John- 
son was  discharged  by  the  tea  com- 
pany, and  that  such  discharge  was  not 
rightful.  The  court  says  It  is  a  general 
principle  of  law  that  an  Innocent  party 
to  a  partially  executed  contract  may, 
on  Its  breach  by  the  other  party,  re- 
nounce liability  under  it  and  refuse  to 
perform  the  things  that  he  may  have 
stipulated.

MISSOURI  BACK  IN  LINE. 

Democrats   Sure  of  All  But    Supreme 
Judge  ani  Pour  Congressmen. 

St.  Louis,  Nov.  8.— Unofficial  returns 
from  li'f>  of  the  114  counties  in  Missouri 
show  lh.it  tlie  Democratic  state  ticket 
has  won  by  a  majority  of  probably  »J.WO 
and  th;it  twelve  of  the  sixteen  con- 
gressmen are  Democrats.  There  is  still 
sonic  uncertainty  as  to  the  result  of  the 
contest  for  supreme  judge  for  the  long 
term  of  ten  years.  Kennish,  Kepub- 
llcan,  has  led  his  ticket  in  every  county 
thxis  far  heard  from,  whereas  Woodson, 
Democrat,  is  slightly  behind  and  It 
may   necessitate   full    returns    to  dechle. 

Nineteen  state  senators  were  elected 
Tuesday.  Of  this  number  fourteen  are 
Democrats  and  five  are  Republicans. 
As  thev  serve  for  four  years  they  will 
have  a  voice  in  the  selection  of  a  United 
States  senator  in  \%9.  In  the  next  leg. 
islature  the  liemocrats  will  have  a  ma- 
jority     of   thirty   on  joint   ballot.

ASKS  BIG  DAMAGES. 

Two  Harbors,  Minn,.  Nov.  8.— William 
T.  Leonard,  who  was  first  mate  of  the 
steamer  John  B.  Cowles.  Sept.  17.  liW4,  Is 
suing  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  rail- 
road for  injuries  that  he  claims  to 
have  received  at  the  company's  Two 
Harbors  docks  on  the  date  indlcattd 
and  in  his  complaint  he  asks  J17,5(il 
damages.  His  claim  is  that  a  spout 
from  an  ore  chute,  with  a  defective 
brake,  was  inadvertently  loosed  just 
above  the  deck  of  the  steamer  Cowles 
on  Sept.  17,  VJ*4,  as  he  was  working  at 
jv  hatchway  nearby  and  that  the  cliute 
struck  the  timbers  on  the  hatch,  whic  i 
In  turn  struck  and  crushed  Leonards 
foot  against  the  boat.  His  claim  is 
that  he  was  permanently  disabh  d.  His 
earning  power  before  the  accident  he 
puts  at  $1W  per  month,  which  was  the 
amount  he  is  claimed  to  have  earned 
in  his  capacity  aa  second  mate  of  the 
Cowles.

As  is  usual  with  a  general  election  in 
this  county,  the  returns  of-  official  re- 
turns have  been  slow  in  reaching  the 
city.

There  are  not 
many  voters  in  either  of  the  missing  pre- 
cincts, so  that  the  general  result  cannot 
be  changed  very  much. 

Based  on  the  returns  already  in,  it  is 
thought  that  Governor  Johnson's  ma- 
jority in  St.  Louis  county  will  be  about 
1.3o0  and  it  may  run  over  1,400.  He  will 
come  very  near  carrying  the  county  out- 
side of  the  city.  With  eleven  precincts 
to  hear  from,  he  leads  by  1,44S. 

Senator  Pugh  is  elected  by  a  majority 
of  SOu. 

The  county  board  of  canvassers  began 
work  at  10  o'clock  this  morning  and  by 
noon  had  canvassed  the  vote  for  five 
wards  of  the  city  of  Duluth.  It  was  ex- 
pected that  the  board  would  finish  the 
canvass  of  tlie  city  vote  andd  possibly 
all  the  county  vote  outside  the  city, 
providing  tliey  get  the  returns  from  ilie 
missing  j)recincts  before  this  evening.

Dunn  car- 
ried Houston  county  in  1904  by  So2 
majority. 

The  outlook  is  that  S.  G.  Iverson.  for 
state  auditor,  has  the  largest  majority 
of  any  candidate  on  the  Republican 
ticket.  Attorney  General  Young  comes 
next,  with  C.  C.  Dinehart  for  state 
treasurer  following.  Julius  Schmahl's 
majority  for  secretary  of  state  is  close 
to  50,000.  Pldgeon  and  Staples  follow 
close   together,  with   Eberhardt  last. 

Chairman  Frank  A.  Day  of  the  Dem- 
ocratic state  central  committee,  is  be- 
ing warmly  congratulated  on  the  re- 
sults of  the  campaign  which  he  con- 
ducted for  Governor  Johnson.  He  had 
a  splendid  organization  and  managed 
a  clean  and  aggressive  fight,  leaving 
nothing  to  explain  or  apologize  for. 
Chairman  A.  B.  Cole  of  the  Republican 
state  central  committee  has  given  out 
the  following  statement  on  the  result 
of  the  election:

Paul  postofTlce  receipts  for  October 
was  one  of  the  effects.  From  the  Re- 
publican headquarters  were  sent  out 
more  personal  letters  than  ever  were 
sent  in  the  history  of  any  campaign. 
Nearly  l,000,tKJO  1  and  S-cent  stamps 
were  used  by  Chairman  Cole  and  his 
associates;  then  there  were  hundreds 
of  express  packages  containing  printed 
matter.  Besides  this,  there  was  an 
office  expense  of  hundreds  of  dollars 
a  week,  not  to  speak  of  a  score  or 
nore  of  speakers  out  in  the  field, 
whose  railroad  fare  and  traveling  ex- 
penses had  to  be  paid.  Altogither  it 
represented  a  tidy  sum,  and  the  can- 
dates    with    Mr.    Cole    paid    the    bills. 

At  the  Democratic  headquarters 
close  to  500,000  stamps  were  used.  One 
lot  of  70,000  letters  alone,  bearing  the 
governor's  signature,  were  sent  out.

He  was  something  of  a  national  figure  when  he 
tntered  the  campaign,  but  he  will  be  more  so  now. 

Attention  abroad  was  first  attracted  to  him  by  his 
notable  triumph  of  two  years  ago.  Then,  with  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  carrymg  the  state  by  the  unprecedented 
plurality  of  l6l,ooo,  he  was  elected  by  a  plurality  of  over 
8,ooo.  one  of  the  most  complete  upheavals  in  the  history 
of  the  state.  Then,  his  success  was  partially,  even  large- 
ly, due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a  bad  tight  in  the  Re- 
publican ranks.

evi!.5,  and  being  commended  for  his  activity  in  a  presi- 
dential ^lessa^^t■  to  congress. 

And  now  cnit^s  a  second  victory,  more  notable  and 
more  revolutionary  than  the  iirst.  There  was  no  party 
fight  to  help  him  this  time.  The  Republican  organiza- 
tion was  umtcd.  and  there  was  no  dissension  in  the 
ranks.  The  victory  was  purely  personal,  and  it  was  the 
greatest  personal  victory  in  the  history  of  the  state  if 
hot  in  the  history  of  the  nation.

Glasgow  is  far  advanced,  for  besides 
operating  her  own  street  railway,  her  own  water,  gas 
and  electric  plants  and  her  own  telephone  system,  she 
has  a  host  of  smaller  enterprises  that  pay  both  her  and 
all  her  citizens. 


GET    TOGETHER. 

Crookston  Times:  State  development  did  not  get 
to  be  much  of  an  issue  after  all.  It  is  hard  to  make 
an  issuw  out  of  sonifelhing  that  everybody   is  for. 

State  devclopiiiciit  was  not  much  uf  an  issue  in  the 
campaign  just  cl^scJ.  It  could  not  be  made  an  issue 
unless  Governor  Johnson  opposed  it,  and  there  was 
ample  evidence  that  he  was  as  much  for  it  as  anybodj', 
and  that  before  it  was  dreanicl  it  as  a  state  issue  and 
before  the  Rcpui)lican  candidate  had  made  his  excellent 
record  in  promoting  it,  he  Iiad  .strongly  urged  in  his  mes- 
sage to  the  legislature  prompt  and  vigorous  action  along 
that  line. 

If  It  had  any  effect  at  all  upon  the  policy  of  state  de- 
▼elopment  to  put  it  into  politics,  that  effect  was  to  delay 
it  rather  than  t<j  expedite  it  If  state  development  was 
an  issue,  with  Mr.  Cole  i'>r  it  and  Governor  Johnson 
against  it,  it  now  occupies  the  position  of  being  hope- 
lessly defeated.  But  it  \\a>  it^t  an  issue,  and  it  is  not 
defeated.  It  is  just  as  safe  in  Governor  Johnson's  hands 
as  It  would  have  been  in  Mr.  Cole's  care. 

Governors,  after  all.  can  only  recommend.  They 
cannot  pass  laws.  They  cannot  even  go  upon  the  floor 
of  the  legislative  chamber  and  lobby  for  measures.  It 
is  the  legislature  that  must  develop  Minnesota,  and  it  13 
upon  the  legishunre  that  pressure  must  be  brought  to 
bear  to  accompti>h  the  things  that  Minnesota,  and  par- 
ticularly   Northern    Minnesota,    needs. 

The  senai  ■  and  representatives  from  Northern 
Minnesota  must  go  after  what  they  want  earnestly  and 
systematically.  They  must  get  together  and  pool  their 
common  interests,  and  go  upon  the  principle  of  "all  for 
one  and  one  for  all." 

It  13  not  going  to  be  so  hard  as  many  people  imag- 
ine. .Southern  Minnesota  is  not  going  to  appear  in  an 
attitude  of  hostility  to  Northern  Minnesota.  When  the 
members  from  that  part  of  the  state  thoroughly  under- 
stand that  the  i:;  isures  proposed  for  the  aid  of  North- 
ern -Minnesota  mean  the  ilevelopment  and  increased 
prosperity  of  the  entire  state,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect 
that  they  will  join  heartily  in  the  movement. 

But  there  is  some  misunderstanding  now  upon  the 
subject,  and  tliat  must  be  cleared  away.  There  are

NORTH  DAKOTA'S  VICTORY. 

Minnesota  can  shake  hands  with  her  sister  state  of 
North  Dakota,  which  has  just  recorded  another  victory 
for  the  people  in  the  election  of  "Honest  John"  Burke 
as  governor  and  Judge  Fisk  as  justice  of  the  supreme 
court. 

It  was  another  case  of  an  independent  uprising  of 
the  people  to  secure  their  own  best  interests,  impatiently 

brushing  aside  the  limitations  of  party  lines  to  do  it. 

North  Dakota  has  been  disgraced  in  the  past  by  one 
of  the  most  corrupt  political  machines  in  the  country, 
the  notorious  McKenzie  ring.  A  fight  was  made  upon 
the  machine  in  the  state  convention,  but  it  was  not  suc- 
cessful, and  the  organization  nominated  its  pets  regard- 
less of  public  sentiment.  Either  it  was  so  confident  of 
its  own  power  that  it  cared  nothing  for  public  opinion, 
or  it  underestimated  the  strength  of  the  popular  revul- 
sion against  the  rule  of  the  ring. 

At  any  rate,  the  machine  carried  its  plans  through 
with  a  high  hand,  nominating  its  candidate  for  governor, 
and  placing  on  the  ticket  with  him  for  supreme  court 
judge  a  protege  of  the  ring  who  v.as  rejected  by  the 
bar  of  the  state  with  indignation. 

The  Democrats  had  wit  enough  to  profit  by  the  mis- 
takes of  their  political  opponents,  and  nominated  in 
John  Burke  and  in  Judge  Fisk  two  of  the  strongest  men 
in  the  party  in  North  Dakota.  The  result  was  that 
while  the  remainder  of  the  state  ticket  went  Republican, 
Burke  defeated  Governor  Sarles  and  Judge  Fisk  beat 
John  Kuauf  by  a  still  greater  plurality. 

It  is  to  gain  such  ends  that  The  Herald  has  preached 
independence.  It  is  to  defeat  such  wholesome  results 
for  the  people  that  the  bosses  perpetually  plead  with 
the  voters  to  "stand  by  the  ticket"  and  "vote  it  straight." 
Never  mind  the  men,  they  say;  parties  are  greater  than 
men;  vote  for  the  party,  which  stands  for  principles. 

But  the  first  thing  the  voters  know,  if  they  heed  such 
advice,  the  party  is  standing,  not  for  principles,  but  for 
a  lot  of  unprincipled  rascals  that  are  seeking  to  fatten 
themselves  at  the  public  expense.

That  is  the  only  way 
to  make  the  party  realize  that  to  continue  to  have  the 
confidence  of  its  members  it  must  continue  to  deserve 
their  confidence. 

If  it  was  said  once  in  Duluth  and  in  many  other 
cities  yesterday  it  was  said  thousands  of  times,  that  the 
day  of  the  yellow  dog  in  politics  has  passed.  North 
Dakota  certainly  showed  that  it  has  passed  there.

I  had  heard 
several  speak  of  it  as  being  a  very  at- 
tractive city,  and  was  not  at  all  disap- 
pointed in  11.  de.spiiu  the  Haltering  de- 
scriptions I  had  received.  It  is  clean  and 
neat,  and  the  business  district  Is  bunched 
together,  so  a  man  d  >esirt  have  to  wan- 
der all  over  creation  to  find  the  place 
he    wants. 

"Morally  all  of  th^>3«*  towns  appear  to 
be  on  a  much  higlier  plane  than  they 
were  ten  years  ago.  wlien  I  made  my  first 
trip  to  the  coa.-5t.  In  those  days  the 
gambling  halls  were  wide  open  m  all 
parts  of  town,  and  liiere  was  no  attempt 
at  concealment.  Practically  every  saloon 
liad  a  gambling  layout,  and  some  of  the 
palaces  built  for  the  expensive  pleasure 
of  gamblers  and  otiiers  whose  vices  took 
on  other  forms  wire  quite  gorgeous. 
Tiieie  Were  some  of  the  queerest  gam- 
bling layouts  1  ever  saw.  and  some  of  the 
games    Were    entirely    new    to    me. 

"Seattle  was  particularly  tough,  and  all 
sorts  of  crimes  wen'  commitlfd  there. 
Then  the  reform  element  got  in  its 
work,  and  Tacoma,  Seattle  and  Spokane 
all  closed  up  at  about  the  same  time. 
I  suppose  some  of  tlie  smaller  towns  are 
still  hitting  a  merry  pace  in  their  sinful 
ways,  but  it  will  be  a  matter  of  only 
a  short   time  before  vice   is  stamped  out 

in    all   of    them."

"The  commission  system  was  not  re- 
sorted to  until  after  serious  debate  and 
consideration,  and  w;t3  decided  upon  for 
tho  purpose  of  divorcing  tiie  city  from 
mercenary  politics  aad  guaranteeing  a 
Ijusiness  adminisiraticpi  of  city  alfairs. 
The  practical  test  given  the  system  has 
demonstrated  that  the  new  methods  are 
entirely  satisfactory  from  the  standpoint 
of  the   tax-paying  ciJiZL-n."

EVELETH'S  CITY 
HALL  COMPLETED 

And  Most  of  City  Offi- 
cials in  Their  New 
Quarters. 

Eveleth.  Minn..  Nov.  8.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— After  many  delays  Eve- 
leths  new  city  hall  has  finally  been 
completed  and  most  of  the  city  officials 
are  in  their  new  quarters. 

The  new  building  is  located  on  the 
north  side  of  Pierce  street,  between 
Monroe  and  Grant  avenues,  and  was 
built  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $15,000. 
The  material  used  for  the  structure  is 
Roman  brick,  and  Its  outside  appear- 
ance Justilies  the  city  in  being  proud 
of   Its   architecture. 

The  lower  floor  is  occupied  by  the 
fire  department  which  is  being  equipped 
with  the  latest  improved  apparatus,  and 
when  reorganized  as  planned,  the  city 
will  have  the  most  efficient  fire-ftghting 
system  on  the  range.  In  the  rear  of  the 
fire  department's  rooms,  the  cells  for 
the  jail  have  been  constructed,  a  few 
of  which  are  expressly  for  female  pris- 
oners. 

On  the  second  floor  are  rooms  for  the 
city  council,  the  mayor,  the  city  clerk, 
and  the  municipal  court.  Municipal 
Judge  Prince  moved  into  his  new 
quarters  Monday  night,  and  the  other 
officials  will  do  likewise,  as  soon  as 
the  furniture  arrives.  The  fire  depart- 
ment  moved   into  its   rooms  last  week. 

The  first  prisoner  to  occupy  one  of 
the  cells  in  the  new  jail  was,  Gus  Aho, 
charged  with  intentionally  damaging  a 
rig  belonging  to  Mayor  Jesmore.

Tribute  to  Daring 

Conductor. 


The  efforts  of  the  health  department 
to  get  control  of  the  diphtheria  epi- 
demic in  the  hill  district  above  Sixth 
street  and  between  Fourth  avenue  east 
and  Second  avenue  west,  resulted  in 
another  arrest  for  the  .  breaking  of 
quarantine  regulations  this  morning. 

In    the    district    mentioned,    there    are 

twelve  houses  under  quarantine  at     the 

present  time,  and  this  constitutes  about 

the  diphtheria   there   is   in   the   city. 

: In    all    the    rest    of    the    city    there    arc 

but  five  cases  at   the  present  time,   and 

two   of   these    are    so    far    on    the     road 

toward    recovery    that    the     quarai'tine 

will   be   removed   either   this   afternoon 

;  or  tomorrow. 

The  disease  Is  therefore  confined  to 
I  the  district  mentioned  and  the  health 
I  department  is  making  every  effort  to 
I  stamp   It  out. 

It  gained  headway  because  of  tne 
fact  that  the  first  person  afflicted  in 
the  district  was  not  treated  by  a 
physician.  No  doctor  was  called  in, 
and  before  the  health  department  got 
wind  of  it  the  disease  was  carried  into 
the  parish  school,  which  was  later 
closed    on    account    of   it. 

The  health  department  has  had  great 
difficulty  In  enforcing  the  quarantine 
regulations  and  no  less  than  four  ar- 
rests have  been  made,  three  resulting 
in   convictions   and   fines. 

Anton  Niczgocke  was  the  last  pris- 
oner brought  before  the  municipal 
court,  being  arraigned  this  morning. 
He  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  was 
fined   $10  and   costs. 

Dr  Murray  stated  this  morning  that 
he  liad  been  given  mat<'rial  assistance 
by  the  priest  of  the  Polish  parisii.  who 
had  aided  him  in  every  way  possible  to 
enforce  the  quarantine  regulations,  the 
priest  is  himself  a  physician  and  the 
school  will  probably  be  opened  next 
week  under  his  direct  supervision,  the 
pupils  being  examined  for  suspicious 
sore    throats.

From  his  tirst  speech  in  the  first  act 
wherein  he  announces  from  the  bitter- 
nes.^-  of  his  lieart  that  if  he  cannot  be  a 
lover  and  command  th*^  attention  of  peo- 
ple in  one  way  he  will  In  another,  to  his 
pitiful  death  In  the  end  Mr.  Griffith  in 
his  af'ting  of  Richard  was  splendidly 
satisfactory.

Ban  Francisco.  CaL,  Nov.  8. — Agi- 
tation against  the  Japanese  i»  becom- 
ing more  general  and  int.  t;?-.-  i-n  tliis 
coast.  It  has  its  center  in  fan  Fran- 
Cisco,  wliere  the  Japanese  congregate 
and  where  the  labor  unions  are 
■trongest.  Public  opinion  here  seems 
to  be  united  in  the  convicti-"  ^h>\t  the 
Japanese    must    be    exclud'  haps 

as  rigorously  as  the  Chinese,  if  a  race 
war  Is  to  be  averted.  The  leaders  of 
the  movement  to  exclude  the  Japan- 
ese are  the  labt-r  unionists,  but  the 
feeling  against  the  Orientals  is  by  no 
means  confitifd  to  those  who  feel  the 
effects   of  their   competition. 

The  chief  point  of  friction  thus  far 
developed  between  the  whites  and  the 
Japs  is  the  use  of  the  public  schools- 
Unlike  the  Chinese,  the  Japs  are  quick 
to  seize  upon  every  opportunity  to  ac- 
quire English.  Most  of  them  are  young 
men,  even  boys,  and  they  have  en- 
tered the  scho<ils  here  in  great  num- 
bers, cro'vdint;  c>ut  white  children  in 
Bome  Parents    object    to    the

fully  grown  (.irienlals  with  their  chil- 
dren, and  ca.«es  are  cited  with  moie 
or  less  evidence  to  prove  that  vicious 
habits  have  been  acquired  by  Ameri- 
can youth  through  thi.«  contact. 

On  account  of  the  protest  that  wt*nt 
up,  Japanese  scholars  have  been 
forced  by  the  school  authorities  to 
take  a  back  seat,  and  it  is  possible 
that  they  will  be  excluded  entirely 
from  the  schools.  The  immediate  re- 
sult of  this  action  has  been  to  raise 
a  counter  protest  in  Japan,  where  the

Chinaman.  The  Chinaman  flocks  by 
himself,  and  never  butts  in  where  ho 
is  not  wanted.  His  vices  affect 
himself,  but  the  white  Is  rarely  con- 
taminated. He  is  usually  a  man  of 
his  word,  and  after  making  a  hard 
bargain  he  will  keep  it.  He  docs 
not     quarrel      with     outsiders.  His 

hatchet  and  pistol  arc  exercised  al- 
most exclusively  In  his  own  high- 
binder .scraps,  which  concern  the 
whites   not   at   all. 

The  Jap,  as  he  is  found  and  devel- 
oped on  this  coast  is  often  a  trick- 
ster, quarrelsome,  totally  unreliable, 
and  otherwise  otTensive.  Perhaps  the 
stories  of  immorality  which  are  cur- 
rent here  should  be  taken  with  a 
pinch  of  .salt,  but  thore  is  no  doubt 
that  the  Jap  in  an  American  com- 
munity is  far  from  beinff  the  quaint, 
cleanly,  honest,  smiling  little  fellow 
he  is  pictured  to  be  at  home.  There 
is  enough  of  the  Malay  In  him  to 
keep  him  at  cross  purposes  with  the 
white  man  at  all  times.  The  less 
said  of  the  Japanese  women  whu  in- 
fest San   Francisco   the   better. 

The  immigration  reports  show  that 
over  11.000  Japanese  entered  the 
United  States  in  1905.  and  the  num- 
ber arriving  in  1906  will  greatly  ex- 
ceed that  figure.  More  than  half  of 
the  Japs  came  under  the  flag  at 
Hawaii.  As  no  account  is  kept  of 
passengers  arriving  from  Hawaii,  it 
is  Impossible  to  tell  what  propor- 
tion of  the  6.600  Japanese  arriving 
at  Hawaii  last  year  continued  their 
journey  to  California.  The  number 
wa.s  very  large.^  This  year  the  Jap- 
enise  entries  by  the  way  of  Hawaii 
have  been  larger  than  ever  before. 
Every  steamer  from  the  island  brings 
its  contingent  of  the  brown  men, 
sometimes  several  hundreds  at  a 
time. 

The  time  has  not  arrived  when 
hostile  demonstrations  are  made 
against  the  Japanese,  but  it  is  sure 
to  come,  in  the  opinion  of  people  on 
this  coast,  if  the  Immigration  Is  not 
lessened.  Mutterlngs     against      the 

Japs  resemble  those  which  preceded 
the  outbreak  against  the  Chine.se 
years  ago.  The  greatest  resentment 
is  expressed  by  laboring  men  and 
lho.se  representing  them.  These 
people  pay  no  attention  to  interna- 
tional comity  and  treaty  obliga- 
tions. If  they  think  a  foreigner,  and 
particularly  an  Oriental,  is  working 
for  less  wages  than  themselves,  they 
are  likely  to  try  to  remedy  the 
situation  by  the  most  convincing 
argument  known  to  the:n,  which  is 
corporal  punishment  and  threats  of 
death.  Possibly  the  feeling  is  mo.st 
intense  in  those  laboring  people  who 
are  themselves  recently  from  foreign 
lands. 

The  Japanese  government  has  re- 
peatedly declared  that  it  Is  not  anxi- 
ous to  see  an  increase  of  emigration 
to     the     United     States.  It     stated 

this  position  before  the  war  with 
Ru.ssla,  and  has  stated  it  since  more 
emphatically,  pointing  out  that  the 
development  of  Korea  and  Manchuria 
reciuires  the  presence  of  Japanese  and 
gives  sufficient  outlet  to  the  surplus 
population    of    the    empire. 

Nevertheless,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  the  system  of  assisting  emi-

The  agitation  for  the  exclusion  of  the 
Japanese  is  led  by  the  Japanese  and 
Korean  Exclusion  league,  which  is  com- 
posed largely  of  union  labor  representa- 
tives. Memorials  have  been  sent  to 
congress,  and  the  California  delegation 
in  congress  has  made  pome  stir  toward 
discussion  of  the  Japanese  Immigration 
question.  The  best  informed  people 
here  perceive  that  the  East  is  not 
ready  at  this  time  to  consider  Japanese 
exclusion,  but  they  are  convinced  that 
the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when 
something  must  be  done  to  protect  thl.s 
coast  from  the  demoralizing  influences 
of  the  Japanese.  If  exclusion  i.s  im- 
possible, they  will  demand  restriction, 
at  least.  If  this  is  not  forthcoming, 
tliey  believe  the  answer  will  be  an  up- 
rising against   the   Japanese.

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STATE  PAPERS 
BOLDLY  STOLEN 

Austro-Hungarian    Pre- 
mier Loses  Document 
of  Vast  Value. 

London.   Nov.    8. — According   to  the 
!  Vienna   correspondent   of     the      Daily 
Telegraph,    a    valise    containing    docu- 
ments   belonging   to      the      Hungarian 
premier.    Dr.    Wekerle,    Including    two 
protocols  of  sittings  of  the  ministerial 
council  and  other  important  state  pa- 
pers,   has  disappeared     in      Budapest. 
In    political    circles    theie    is   a    su.-pi- 
cion  of  criminal  manipulation,  as  one 
of  the  documents  was  the  original  texi 
I  of  the    much  discussed   "pactum"   be- 
jtween     the     emperor-king     and     the 


members  of  the  Hungarian  coalition 
party  concerning  the  military  system. 
The  loss  of  the  valise  was  reported 
by  a  servant,  who  had  been  charged 
to  carry  it  to  the  railroad  station  at 
Budapest.  It  is  surmised,  however, 
that  it  was  either  stolen  from  the  car- 
riage  or  that  the  servant   was   bribed. 


PIPE-SMOKING  RACE. 

Novel  Event  for  the  Smoking  Cham- 
pionship of  England. 

London,  Nov.  S.— Pipe-smoking  as  an 
art  w-as  exemplified  by  a  most  novel  com- 
petition held  at  the  Brewers'  &  Allied 
Trades'      exhibition      at      Islington     last 

week. 

Although  such  competitions  have  been 
held  in  Germany,  this  is  the  first  In  Eng- 
land. The  brewers  believe  the  art  has 
been  long  enough  obscured  by  music, 
painting  and  literature,  and  so  will  give  it 
in  future  a  place  on  the  ladder  of  fame. 
It  is  contended  that  a  man  who  can  keep 
his  pipe  going  for  half  an  hour  with  one 
lighting  is  an  artist.  He  is  usually  an 
IrlBh  laborer,  a  stolid  German  or  an  Eng- 
lish  navvy. 

The  prizes   were  nine  in   number.     Tho 


conditions  were  as  follows: 

Bring  your  own  pipes.  Lady  smokers 
will  not  be  barred.  Tobacco— one  tighth 
of  an  ounce  of  Virginia— will  be  pro- 
vided. 

Pipes  will  be  inspected  by  the  judges 
before   filling. 

Pipes  must  be  filled  once  only. 

Forty  seconds  will  be  allowed  for  light- 
ing. 

No  relighting  permitted. 

The  smoker  wlio  makes  his  tobacco 
last  the  longest  will  be  the  champion  pipe 
smoker  of  England. 

Weingott  a  well-known  plpemaker  of 
England,  interviewed,  offered  this  advice 
to  the  comeptitors: 

"The  man  who  wants  to  win  must  have 
a  largt'  briar  pipe  of  respectable  age. 
The  inside  dimensions  of  the  bowl  should 
be  1^  inches  in  depth  by  seven-eighths 
of  an  inch  in  diameter.  This  will  hold 
comfortably  the  amount  of  tobacco  al- 
lowed, and  any  expert  pipe-smoker  would 
be  able  to  Iceep  it  alight  for  at  least  half 
an  hour." 

Tlie  world's  record  is  held  by  a  sau- 
sage manufacturer  in  Berlin,  who  last 
summer  kept  his  pipe  going  in  the  na- 
tional pipe  race  for  a  few  minutes  over 
an  hour.

New   urieans  who   needed  assistance. 

The  Italian  can  get  worlc  the  day  he 
lands  here,  and  he  begins  savmg  money 
the  first  week.  At  their  arrival  Italians 
usually  go  to  work  on  sugar  plaataiiuus, 
where  they  are  rapidly  displacing  the 
negroes,  proving  more  efflcleat  in  every 
respect. 

In  eight  or  ten  years  they  have  saved 
t^nough  to  go  into  business  or  to  buy  a 
farm.  For  miles  around  New  Orleans 
they  are  going  into  the  trucK-farming 
business  and  are  prospering.  In  New 
Orleans  they  have  crowded  into  nt^arly 
every  line  of  industry,  and  into  every 
piofession. 

la  the  cane  fields  the  Italian  had 
shown  himself  a  good  worker.  A  tra- 
dition comes  from  slavery  days  that  the 
negro  band  Is  more  apprehensive  than 
that  of  the  whites  and  is  better  suited 
for  cotton  picking,  and  also  that  there 
Is  some  bond  of  sympathy  between  the 
negro  and  the  mule,  which  t-nables  the 
ntgro  to  handle  a  mule  beter  than  a 
white  man  can.  The  Italian  haa  dis- 
proved   that    tradition. 

For  the  last  few  years  the  Italians 
have  been  pouring  Into  the  cotton  coun- 
try and  into  Mississippi  tlirough  the 
Yazoo  delta.  Shall  this  immigralion  be 
coiuinued,  discouraged  and  extended.  Is 
the  question  which  the  voters  of  Mis- 
Blssippt    win    be    asked    to    pass    on. 

Mr.  Scott  strongly  advocates  this  im- 
migration, pointing  to  the  success  of 
Lousiniana,  formerly  a  nt-gro  state,  but 
now  with  a  white  majority  which  is 
growing  larger  every  day.

Tlte  county  has  practically  com- 
pleted negotiations  for  the  purchase 
of  a  fractional  lot  just  east  of  the 
postotflce,  having  a  frontage  of 
twenty  feet  on  West  First  street,  to 
be  used  In  connection  with  the  re- 
maining eastern  portion  of  the  block 
purchased  for  the  new  courthouse 
and   Jail. 

The  tieal  has  been  made  by  a  com- 
mittee comprised  of  County  Commis- 
sioners J.  M,  Sundeen  and  F.  W. 
Kugler  and  Assista.nt  County  Attor- 
ney W.  G.  Crosby.  The  purchase 
price  is  Jit,500.  The  deeds  are  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  heirs  of  the  Fow- 
ler estate   to   be  executed. 

When    the    county    acquire    the    east 
half    of    the    postoflHce    block    for    the 
new  courthouse  location,   through  con- 
demnation    proceedings,     it     failed     to 
get  a  twenty-foot  fractional  lot   which 
formed  a   portion   of   the   7u-foot   prop- 
erty,   adjoining    the    government    prop- 
erty, and  owned  by  s^^  Fowler  estate. 
Recognizing    the    desilrajjility    of    hav-

direct    purchase,    if    it    could    be    had 
at    a    reasonable    pr|p«,    without    con- 
demnation    proceedings.       The     county 
offered     $9.50U     for     the     property,     the 
same    amount    that    the    Fowler    heirs 
were    about    to    sell    it    for    some    time 
ago.    before    the    county    selected      the 
courthouse     site,     and     the     oiler     was 
accepted. 

Under  the  condemnation  proceed- 
ings the  county  bought  the  east  half 
of  the  block  for  »136.y00.  With  the 
additional  Ja.iiOO  for  the  20-foot  lot. 
the  aggregate  cost  of  the  new  coiurt- 
house    site    is    J14G,4uO. 

By  resolution  of  Commissioner  Sun- 
deen, the  county  board,  yesterday  af- 
ternoon, authorized  the  purchase  of 
the  lot,  the  same  to  be  approved  by 
the  courtliouse  commission,  and  the 
title  to  be  passed  on  by  the  county 
attorney. 


A  CRAZY  NEWSPAPER. 


Inmates    of  Austrian   Insane  Asylam 
Issue  Their  Own  Paper. 

Vienna.  Nov.  8.— Peculiarly  happy  was 
thought  of  the  management  of  the 
Maufr-Ochllnger  insane  asylum  in 
starting  a  newspaper  written  and  pub- 
lished by  the  Inmates.  The  paper  is 
tailed  tno  M-O  Asylum  News.  The 
first  number  has  Just  been  published 
nnd  has  achieved  a  great  success.  It 
Is  to  be  a  monthly. 

The  asylum,  which  is  the  biggest  m 
the  world,  is  situated  Just  outside  Vi- 
enna. Among  the  inmates  are  several 
newspaper  men  and  authors,  printers, 
pressmen   and   plenty   of   poets. 

When  the  herr  director  of  the  asylum 
proposed  the  scheme.  It  was  aailed 
with  delight  by  the  newspaper  coterie 
of  Inmates  and  they  all  went  frantic- 
ally to  work.  A  printing  plant  was  al- 
ready in  existence  In  the  asylum.  In 
his  opening  address  the  editor  details 
all  this  and  then  says:  "What  then  is 
lacking?  Workers?  A  program?  ^e 
need  not  shrink  from  these."  He 
concludes  with  "And  now  forward! 
Every  contribution  will  bo  received 
with  pleasure  by  the  editor  and  care- 
fully examined  as  to  suitability.  No 
remuneration.  It  is  true,  can  be  given 
to  successful  authors,  as  the  manage- 
ment is,  alas,  poor  and  has  no  funds. 
But  to  be  printed  in  the  M-O  News  is 
something!"  .  ,  , 

One  of  the  interesting  articles  Is 
headed  "The  System  of  Healing  by 
Work-Opinions  of  Patients  on  the 
Value  of  Occupation."  An  artist  inmate 
writes:  "In  my  Judgment  one  may  say,  i 
and  with  perfect  truth,  that  work  is 
life  and  the  spice  of  life.  The  history 
of  civilization  proves  it.  '  Another  pa- 
tient says  he  was  suffering  from  de- 
pression. He  was  put  to  playing  tennis, 
billiards,  reading  and  so  on.  But  these 
did  not  Interest  him.  The  herr  director 
tlien  advised  him  to  try  carving  toys 
out  of  wood.  He  laughed  at  the  sug- 
gestion as  he  was  most  awkward  with 
his  lingers.  However  he  tried  It.  Prac- 
tice made  him  skillful.  He  became  in- 
terested and  is  now  practically  cured 
of  melancholia.  There  are  a  dozen 
such    statements. 

Two  or  three  columns  of  the  paper 
are  devoted  to  hygiene,  advice  and 
suggestions  of  treatment.  There  is  a 
puzzle  page  with  three  prizes  of  75 
cents,  50  cents  and  28  cents. 

Critical  essays,  reviews  of  books  and 
publications  with  a  scattering  of  Jokes 
and  a  dramatic  critic's  column  make 
up  the  rest  of  this  highly  original  four- 
page  paper,  which,  as  Its  motto  says. 
Is   "For  the  Mad,   by   the   Mad." 

The  dramatic  critic  writes  of  a 
negro  minstrel  show  at  the  asylum.  He 
ends  his  notice  bv  saying:  "Particu- 
larly charming  was  the  little  nigger.  4 
years  old.  who  Joined  in  the  cakewalk 
right  merrily!  The  artistic  results  ar- 
rived at.  however,  were  on  the  whole 
more  original  than  high  class."

As  the 
vessel  started  President  Roosevelt  ap- 
peared on  deck  and  shouted  a  goodbye 
to  the  crowd,  which   had   assembled.

SHEEHY  IS 
CONVICTED 

Jury  Finds  Him  Guilty 

of  Issuing  Libelous 

Circulars. 


Judge  Cutting  Gives  Him 
Stiff  Sentence

Guilty  was  the  verdict  returned  by 
the  jury  in  Judge  Cutting's  courtroom, 
after  a  few  minutes  deliberation,  yes- 
terday afternoon,  on  the  case  of  Joseph 
ISheehy,  the  former  pugilist  and  em- 
ployment agent,  who  was  charged  with 
i-ssuing  libelous  circulars  against  T.  J. 
McKeon,  the  assistant  city  attorney. 

The  jury  in  the  former  trial  dis- 
agreed, standing,  it  is  understood 
eleven  to  one  for  conviction. 

Judge  Cutting  promptly  sentenced 
Sheehy  to  ninety  days  in  jail  at  hard 
labor   without    the   option   of  a   fine. 

Sheehys  attorney,  Judge  Martin  of 
Virginia,  asked  for  a  stay  of  sentence, 
pending  an  appeal,  and  the  bail  was 
fixed   at   $300,   which   was   furnished. 

The  conviction  of  Sheehy  marks  the 
end  of  a  long  series  of  petty  annoy- 
ances which  the  public  otTicials  have 
had  to  suffer  at  Sheeliy's  hands. 
Every  person  who  opposed  him  in  any 
way,  was  made  the  victim  of  a  savage 
attack,  and  the  aldermen,  police  and 
city  attorney  have  all  suffered  from 
them. 

The  climax  came  when  he  distributed 
a  number  of  circulars  intimating  that 
tlie  city  attorney  was  guilty  of  graft- 
ing, and  cited  a  case  in  which  it  was 
claimed  he  got  $2..50.  The  charge  was 
utterly  groundless  and  simply  showed 
Sheehy's  ignorance  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  municipal  business  was 
transacted.  To  any  person  familiar 
with  the  manner  in  which  the  munici- 
pal affair  -.  are  conducted,  the  charge 
would  have  been  seen  to  be  baseless, 
but  Mr.  McKcon  felt  tliat  there  were 
many  people  who  would  argue  that 
where  there  was  so  much  smoke  there 
would  i)e  some  fire,  and  that  the  charge 
would  stick  In  the  minds  of  many  who 
were  not  familiar  with  tJie  circum- 
stances. He  therefore  had  a  warrant 
sworn  out  for  Sheehy's  arrest.  Sheehy 
left  the  cit.v  and  remained  away  for 
nearly  a  year.  The  warrant  was  serv- 
ed on  his  return,  and  yesterday's  ver-

SOME  GASOLINE  D0N7S. 

How  Not  to  Blow  Up  Your  House  and 
Family. 

H.  D.  Davis,  who  is  the  state  fire 
marshal  of  Ohio,  and  who  has  prepared 
.some  very  unpleasant  statistics  in  re- 
gard to  gasoline  stoves,  h.-^ts  prepared 
also  the  following  "don'ts"  for  gaso- 
i  line  consumers,  says  the  New  York 
ISjn. 

I  Don't  fill  the  stove's  reservoir  while 
ith?  burner  is  alight.  Vapor  of  gaso- 
j  line,  lieing  heavier  than  air,  will  reach 
the  flame  and  the  flash  will  so  fright- 
en the  filler  that  more  gasoline  will 
be  spilled,  and  the  room  instantly  filled 
with  flame. 

Don't  fill  the  can  quite  full,  for  gaso- 
line expands  much  more  than  water 
when  it  becomes  warm  and  is  likely 
t.">  force  open  a  seam  in  the  reservoir. 

Don't  fail  to  turn  the  burner  shut  be- 
fore filling  the  reservoir,  for  tlie  fluid 
leakiiig  through  it  will  make  a  vapor 
which  will  set  on  fire  one  who  strikes 
a  match  to  light  the  stove. 

Don't  allow  too  much  fluid  Into  the 
burner  or  fail  to  close  it  tight  when 
putting  the  fire  out. 

Don't  pour  ga.soline  from  one  vessel  to 
another  in  a  room  in  which  there  is  a 
fire  or  light,  because  the  invisible  va- 
por of  gasolene  will  be  drawn  to  any 
nearby   fire,   lamp,  candle  or  gas  jet. 

Don't  fall  to  watch  closclj'  for  leaks 
In  reservoir  or  burner,  because  gaso- 
line, being  but  two-thirds  as  dense  as 
water,  will  exude  through  a  smaller 
hole.  Remember,  too,  that  when  the 
leak  is  small  there  is  no  drop  or  damp 
spot  anywhere  to  show  Its  existence, 
because  the  gasoline  vaporizes  as  fast 
as  it  exudes.  * 

Don't  slop  the  stuff,  for  It  Is  more 
!  dangerous  than  powder.  Three-fourths 
I  of  the  stove  acidenls  occur  wliile  fill- 
I  Ing  the  reservoir. 

I      Don't  keep  gasoline  in  .iny  jug  or  in 
i  a  can  larger  than  tv.o  gallons,  because 
it    is    difficult    to    pour    the    thin    stuff 
from    either   without    spilling   it. 

Don't  get  your  gasoline  and  kerosene 
cans  mixed.  That  error  cost  two  lives 
in  Ohio  last  year. 

Don't  leave  any  gasoline  can  open, 
because  currents  of  air  draw  out  the 
vapor.    The  reservoir  of  every  gasoline

People  Who  Have  Refused  to  Accept  For- 
tunes Left  Them. 


It  is  safe  to  assu;;ic,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  human  nature  is  jrobabiy 
less  black  than  gent  rally  palnttd.  that 
the  world  contains  vtry  few  men  who 
would  refuse  the  btquest  of  a  fortune  for 
conscience  sake— fewer  by  far  than  men 
who  liave  turne<J  awiiy  from  wealth  m 
order  to  espouse  wo.^ltn  of  Ihtir  own 
choice.  ^ 

Herr  J.  Brengwjn.  a  young  German 
bank  clerk,  is  one  of  the  few  who  have 
set  conscience  before  ca.-h  in  this  manner, 
savs  the  London  Tit-Bits.  For  some 
years  Herr  Brengwin  lins  been  employed 
at  a  modest  salary  in  a  branch  bank  m 
Berlin,  and  recently  he  became  entitled  to 
a  fortune  of  very  nearly  £100.ln»C«,  under 
the  will  of  an  uncle  of  whom  he  had 
scarcely  ever  heard,  and  who  had  made 
him  his  sole  heir. 

Naturallv  enough,  tlie  young  man  was 
deHjjhted  by  his  unexpected  stroke  of 
pood  luck  and.  resiuning  his  clerkship, 
he  repaired  to  Vienna,  where  his  uncle 
had  lived  and  dud.  to  take  over  the  estate, 
the  bulk  of  wliich  was  personal  property 
Becoming  aware  that  his  uncle  had 
amassed  his  fortune  by  usury  and  that 
his  name  had  become  a  byword  in  Aus- 
tria, the  conscientious  heir  absolutely  re- 
fused to  accept  a  penny  of  the  estate, 
resolutely  returning  to  Berlin  and  getting 
him.«clf  reinstated  on  his  old  stool  at  the 
bank. 

What  was  perhaps  the  largest  fortune 
evt  r  refused  lor  conscience  sake  was  that 
from  which  Frederick  N.  Charrlngton. 
the  famous  temperance  advocate  and  re- 
ligious worker  in  the  East  end  of  London, 
turned  aside.  Mr.  Charrine:ton  was  en- 
till,  d  to  a  share  in  his  laliier's  great 
br.  werv  business— one  of  the  largest  in 
Luidoii:  and  it  is  estimated  that  the 
share  ho  refustd  was  worth  £h2n:Ki<W 
when  he  made  up  his  mind  that  he  would 
not    accept    it.  ,    ,  .. 

The  story  is  told  of  how  he  was  led  to 
make  his  momentous  resolve.  He  chancfd 
to  be  standing  outside  a  public  house  in 
th<'  East  end,  when  he  saw  a  drunken 
man  shot  throuRh  the  doors  into  the  arms 
of  a  wretched-looking  woman,  who  was 
patlentlv  awaiting  him.  The  druuKard 
struck  the  woman  and  heaped  the  vilest 
abus^  on  lier  without  any  apparent  pro- 
vocation; and  as  they  slouched  away  Mr. 
Charringion.  chancing  to  glance  up,  saw 
his  own  name  In  large  gilt  lett-  rs  on  the 
public  house  sign.  It  was  one  of  the 
brewery's    tied    houses.

When  travelling  with  a  baby  In  a 
I  sleeping  car,  says  Gtod  Housekeeping, 
insure  a  good  night's  rest  for  j'our-  j 
self  and  the  baby,  not  to  mention  your 
fellow  travellers,  by  putting  him  to 
sleep  in  the  little  hammock  which  is  | 
to  be  found  in  the  berth.  I 

This  procedure  Is  practicable  for  all  | 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  and  is  ' 
the  only  absolutely  safe  sleeping  place  : 
for  them.  j 

Provide  yourself  In  advance  with  a 
piece  of  cotton  rope  two  feet  in  length. 
With  this  one  end  of  the  hammock 
Is  to  be  made  fast  to  the  lower  end 
of  the  chain  or  cable  by  which  the 
upper  berth  is  suspended;  the  other  end 
of  the  hammock  hs  left  on  the  hook 
from  which  it  usually  hangs. 

The  hammock  Is  thus  suspended  di- 
agonally ac.-oss  the  berth;  now  put 
in  two  pillows  end  to  end.  These  serve 
the  double  purpose  of  spreader  and 
bedding.  If  the  hammock  is  strung 
tightly  it  will  swing  clear  of  the  per- 
son sleeping  below  and  the  rougher 
the  road,  the  more  the  ham.mock 
swings,  and  the  sounder  the  baby 
sleeps.

BIGAMY  IS 
THE^ARGE 

Which  New  YorRcr  Makes 

Against  Wife  Suing 

for  Divorce. 


Claims  That  She  Has  a 

Husband  Living  in 

Mexico. 


New  York,  Nov.  9.— "Your  honor, 
no  man  with  a  spark  of  decency 
could  live  with  this  woman.  She  de- 
ceived this  defendant  into  marrying 
her  while  she  has  another  husband 
living.      She    is    guilty    of    bigamy!" 

This  was  the  sensational  state- 
ment made  by  Lawyer  David  M.  Neu- 
berger  in  opposing  the  motion  for 
alimony  and  counsel  fees  made  before 
Justice  Keogli  in  special  term  of  the 
supreme  court  by  Lawyer  P.  Smith, 
un  behalf  of  Martha  Wegener,  in  her 
suit  for  separation  against  her  hus- 
band,   Charles    F.    Wegener. 

Lawyer  Neuberger  then  summed  up 
the    conteuts    of    the   affidavit    of    the 


defendant  to  the  action,  saying:  'The 
defendant's  wife  died  about  a  year 
ago,  leaving  him  with  three  small 
children,  girls.  Shortlj'  after  his  be- 
reavement lie  heard  trom  this  woman 
to  whom  he  is  now  married,  and  who 
is  bringing  tills  action,  and  who  had 
been  his  friend  of  fifteen  years  ago. 
i>he  told  him  of  learning  of  the 
death  of  his  wife,  and  offered  her 
sympathy.  She  Invited  him  to  call 
and    they    renewed    their    friendship. 

"She  often  spoke  of  her  sorrow  for 
his  tliree  motherless  little  ones,  and 
he  in  his  sorrow  believed  her  and 
married  her.  She  operated  a  lodging 
house  at  207  Clinton  street,  where  she 
also  carried  on  a  dressmaking  estab- 
lishment. 

"She  said  that  she  had  a  good  In- 
come and  that  she  had  a  couple  of 
thousand  dollars  in  the  bank.  He  fell 
a  victim  to  the  spell  of  the  woman, 
and  married  her  on  April  26  last. 
Before  marrying  her  he  knew  her  as 
the  widow  of  a  man  named  Cole,  and 
married  her  as   such. 

"He  was  in  the  saloon  business, 
and  she  said  that  with  her  Income 
all  that  he  would  have  to  do  was  to 
provide  $15  a  week  for  the  support 
of  the  children.  Shortly  after  they 
were  married  this  woman  began  to 
entertain  a  man  whose  name  I  won't 
mention  publicly,  but  which  Is  in  the 
affidavits. 

"Leaving  the  three  children  to  them- 
selves she  went  out  with  this  man  and 
drank  with  him.  She  often  entertained 
this  man  at  her  home,  and,  if  your  hon- 
or win  take  one  of  the  little  daughters 
into  private  examination,  your  honor 
will  learn  enough  to  refuse  alimony 
to  this  woman." 

An  affidavit  by  Wegener  said  that  he 
spent  all  his  ready  money  on  a  six 
week's  trip  which  he,  with  his  wife, 
made  to  Europe  on  Aug.  2.  and  that 
where  he  formerly  owned  a  saloon  In 
Maohatan.  he  la  now  worklnir  for  wagea 


of  $20  a   week. 

On  the  return  of  the  couple  from  Eu- 
rope on  Sept.  25  the  action  for  separa- 
tion was  begun  by  Mrs.  Wegener,  who 
charges  cruel  and  inhuman  treatment. 
He  continues  that  for  the  welfare  of  his 
children  lie  was  compelled  to  remove 
them  from  tlie  environments  In  which 
he  had  placed  them  by  marriage. 

The  atfidavit  continues  that  since  hla 
marrlagt:  Wegener  has  been  informed 
that  at  the  time  of  his  marriage  to  Mrs. 
Wegener,  she  had  a  husband  named 
I  Wright  living,  who  is  now  in  Mexico. 
The  affidavit  named  Charles  D'ller  as 
the  man  entertained  by  Mrs.  Wegener, 
I  and  says  that  her  marriage  to  the  de- 
fendant was  a  conspiracy  between  Dill- 
er  and  Mrs.  Wegener,  the  latter  con- 
cealing her  marriage  to  Wright  so  that 
she  might  entrap  Wegener  and  continue 
her  relations  with   Diller. 

Lawyer  Neuberger  told  the  court  that 
he  had  to  start  to  the  Southwest  at 
once  and  asked  for  an  adjournment. 
Justice  Keough  granted  three  weeks 
and  ordered  that  alimony  of  $12  a  week 
and  $100  counsel  fees  be  paid  In  the 
meantime. 

When  asked  outside  the  courtroom 
Neuberger  denied  that  the  object  of 
his  visit  to  the  Southwest  was  to  look 
up  Wright.

In  Dublin.

Is  at  pres- 
ent In  IrelaJid,  and  Is  staying  with 
frtends  in  one  of  the  Dublin  suburbs.

Charles,  than 
any  -oir  of  her  family.    Her  sister.

"The  Destiny  of  Ireland,"  when  she 
anticipated,  only  too  soon,  her  own 
early  death,  and   asked: 

Shall    mine   eyes    behold   thy    glory. 
Oh,    my    country? 

Miss  Anna  Parnell  had  not  so  con- 
tinuously identified  herself  with  the 
National  movement  as  her  younger 
sister;  but  that  she  felt  the  same  In- 
dignation of  Swift  al>out  the  misgov- 
ernment  of  Ireland  by  England  was 
fairly  well  known  when,  as  a  young 
girl,  she  took  hold  of  the  bridle  of 
Lord  Spencer's  horse  In  Westmoreland 
street,  and  asked  liim  why  he  allowed 
poor  peasants  In  the  West  to  bo  thrown 
on  the  roadside. 

The  incident,  at  the  time,  created  a 
tremendous   senaalion.    It    was   almost 


as  if  a  bomb  had  exploded  in  the  vaults 
of  Dublin  castle,  or  as  if  a  new  Titus 
Oates'  conspiracy  had  been  discovered. 
Since  that  dramatic  incident  Miss 
Parnell  has  not  taken  any  kind  of 
prominent  part  In  connection  with  Irish 
politics,  but  a  letter  which  she  wrote  a 
few  years  ago  in  connection  with  the 
vLsit  of  Queen  Victoria  showed  that  she 
still  held  the  opinions  of  early  'SOs, 
when  she  was  one  of  the  moat  ener- 
getic members  of  the  Ladies*  Land 
League. 

Miss  Parnell  visited  Olasnevln  three 
months  after  the  death  of  her  brother, 
in  order  to  see  his  grave,  and  since 
then  she  has  not  been  in  this  country. 
"There  Is  a  tradition  among  the  sur- 
vivors of  the  literary  staff  of  the  Irish 


People  newspaper,"  says  T.  P.  O'Con- 
nor, in  his  •Parnell  Movement,"  of  a 
young  lady,  heavily  veiled,  coming 
with  a  contribution  to  the  office  of  the 
Journal  during  its  troubled  career. 
This  was  Miss  Fanny  Parnell.  There 
was  not  a  member  of  the  family,  from 
the  mother  to  the  youngest  daughter, 
who  had  not  this  intense  love  of  their 
country.

mory. It  states  that  eight  guns,  pre- 
sumably bronze,  have  been  located, 
also  a  chest.  The  sea  being  calm  and 
the  weather  fine  the  work  Is  still  be- 
ing carried  on  vigorously.  So  far  no 
portion  of  tlie  wrecked  ship  has  been 
loeated.  The  chief  diffieulty  whicli  tlie 
exploit rs  have  to  overcome  Is  the  pres- 
ence of  the  large  quantity  of  sand  and 
slimy  mud  which  has  been  silted  up 
during  the  three  centuries  by  the  burn 
vhlch  flows  into  th*-  bay  at  the  point 
where  ti'e  vessel  was  blown  up,  and  the 
area,  some  200  yards  whieh  has  to  be 
probed.  The  syndicate  is,  however, 
quite  satisfied  with  the  progress  of 
tlie  operations  so  far  and  are  hopeful 
that  they  will  yet  discover  the  poop  of 
the  vessel,  in  wnich,  it  Is  believed,  not 
only  the  tieasnr'».  but  the  captain's 
valuable  gold  plate  will  be  found.

A  HOBBY^F  MEDICINE. 

Brussels.  Nov.  9.-The  future  queen 
of  the  Belgians.  Princess  Elizabeth,  has 
made  a  hobby  of  medicine,  and  has 
studied  the  science  so  thoroughly  that 
she  holds  the  degree  of  M.  D.  Recently 
she  established  the  Alljert  and  Eliza- 
Ijeth  dispensary  in  Brussels,  a  chari- 
table Institution  for  tuberculosis 
patients.  She  visits  the  dispensary 
every  day  and  gives  practical  help  in 
treating  the  poor  patients. 

Princess  Elizabeth,  who  is  the  wife 
of  Prince  Albert,  the  heir  apparent, 
commenced  her  medical  studies  at  the 
age  of  IS,  taking  here  degree  seven 
years  afterward  at  Leipzig.  It  was 
from  her  father,  Duke  Charles  Theo- 
dore of  Bavaria,  who  Is  a  famous  ocu- 
list, that  she  inherited  her  love  of  the 
healing  art. 

Medicine,  however,  Is  not  the  only 
branch  of  learning  the  princess  has 
taken  up.  She  has  written  a  number 
of  books  on  various  subjects,  the  lar- 
gest of  which  perhaps  is  a  collection  of 
anecdotes  about  animals.  In  this  vol- 
ume she  tells  some  amusing  stories  of 
her  own  horses  and  dogs,  of  which 
she  is  passionately  fond. 

Practical  automobilism  is  another  of 
the  versatile  princess'  hobbies.  As  a 
"chauffeuse"  she  had  nothing  to  learn. 
Prince  Albert  and  his  wife,  who  are 
fond  of  motoring  together  without  a 
professional  driver,  were  stopped  on 
one  of  these  spins  by  a  punctured  tire, 
but  together  they  were  able  to  patch  It 
up  without  having  recourse  to  a  repair 
depot.  The  princess  has  even  been 
known  to  use  her  auto  in  the  hunting 
field. 

The  home  life  of  the  princess  and 
her  husband  is  one  of  domestic  sim- 
plicity, which  should  be  an  example 
to  their  uncle,  the  king.  They  occupy 
the  palace  of  the  Marquis  d'Assche, 
which  was  the  American  legation  when 
Bellamy  Storer  was  United  States  min- 
ister to  Belgium.

EXPERT  GIVES 

TESTIMONY 

Division    Engineer   for 

Railroad  Talks  About 

Tunnel  Blasting. 

John  Krey.  division  engineer  for  the 
Wisconsin  Central  Railway  company,  tes- 
tified before  the  appraisers  yesterday  con- 
cerning the  extent  of  the  blasting  that 
would  be  done  in  opening  a  tunnel  under 
Michigan  street  from  Twelfth  to  Eighth 
avenues  west.  Mr.  Krey  said  he  believed 
the  safest  way  would  be  for  the  railway 
company  to  do  the  blasting  work  with- 
out letting  it  to  contractors. 

Mr.  Krey  was  engineer  In  charge  of  the 
New  York  Central  at  New  York  when 
the  subway  was  constructed  and  liad 
ample  opportunity"  to  Investigate  the  ef- 
fects of  the  bli-silng.  He  says  that  ex- 
cavation was  made  within  a  foot  of  the 
foundation  to  the  Lincoln  National  bank, 
but*that  not  a  jar  was  felt  in  the  build- 


ing while  the  subway  work  was  under 
v/ay. 

That  the  nature  of  the  rock  to  be  en- 
countered would  have  a  oearing  on  the 
difficulty  in  the  work  was  admitted  by 
Mr  Krey,  who  believes  that  it  is  mosUy 
of  granite  formation.  He  said  the  com- 
pany would  probably  not  go  more  than 
two  feet  out  of  its  line  with  the  blasting 
and  that  the  tunnel  would  be  lined  more 
strongly  at  the  points  where  there  is  the 
least   solid   rock. 

Mr  Krey  has  had  considerable  experi- 
ence in  blasting  rock  cuts  on  the  range 
for  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  road.  i±Q 
also  attended  to  the  blowing  up  of  the 
old  steamer  Winnipeg. 

FIRE  WIPES  OUT  FAMILY. 

New  York  Woman  and  Her  Foar  Chil- 
dren Suffocated  in  Tenement. 

New  York.  Nov.  9.— In  a  fire  In  an  East 
side  five-story  tenement  liouse  on  Madison 
street  last  night  Mrs.  Ginsberg  and  her 
five  children  living  on  an  upper  ftoor  were 
cut  off  by  the  smoke  and  fianies  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  building.  After  the 
firemen  had  rescued  fifty  women  and 
children,  they  found  the  bodies  of  three 
of  the  Ginsberg  children  on  the  stairs, 
where  they  had  been  overcome  by  the 
smoke.  In  one  of  the  flats  on  that  floor 
they  also  found  the  bodies  of  the  woman 
and  the  fourth  child,  who  also  had  been 
suftocated.

St.  I'aul,  Nov.  9.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—The  :-tate  supreme  court  today  af- 
firmed the  St.  Louis  county  court  in  the 
case  of  Felix  Sarja  against  the  Great 
Northern  railroad.  A  freight  train  killed 
two  of  Sarjas  cattle,  which  had  gone  on 
to  an  unfenced  portion  of  the  railroad 
track.  The  court  held  that  because  SarJa 
had  allowed  his  cattle  to  run  at  large  un- 
lawfully that  WHS  not  contributory  negli- 
gence. SarJa  got  a  verdict  for  $110  below. 
The  supreme  court  reversed  the  order 
I  of  the  McLeod  county  court  In  the  case 
I  of  the  state  against  E.  Burton  Strait,  who 
was  indicted  and  convicted  below  of  re- 
ceiving a  deposit  of  $90  in  a  bank,  know- 
ing It  was  insolvent.

Scandal  and  Not  Politics 

Cause    of    the 

Tragedy. 


Philadelphia.  Pa.,  Nov.  9.— Frederick 
Schaffhauser,  a  civil  engineer  in  the  bu- 
reau of  water  supply  of  this  city,  and  a 
star  witness  in  the  conspiracy  ca.se 
against  John  W.  Hill,  former  he.ad  of 
the  filtration  bureau,  was  shot  and  pro- 
bably fatally  wounded  while  at  work 
on  the  seventh  floor  of  the  city  hall,  to- 
day, by  Frederick  Hornberger,  a  fire- 
man at  one  of  the  city  pumping 
stations. 

At  first  it  was  believed  that  the 
shooting  was  the  result  of  politics,  but 
later  it  developed  that  it  was  caused  by 
domestic  affairs. 

Schaffhauser  was  called  from  his  of- 
fice to  the  corridor  of  the  seventh 
floor  on  the  pretence  that  a  friend  wish- 
ed to  see  him.  He  was  met  by  Horn- 
berger, who  shouted:  "You  have  killed 
my  wife,  and  I  am  going  to  kill — ."  He 
had  not  finished  the  sentence  when  he 
began  firing.  He  shot  five  times,  two 
of  the  bullets  taking  effect. 

The  victim  fell  and  Hornberger  start- 
ed to  walk  away,  but  ivas  intercepted 
and  held  by  eye  witnesses  until  placed 
under  arrest. 

At  the  Central  police  station  Horn- 
berger told  the  police  that  Schaffhauser 
had  been  intimate  with  his  wife,  and 
that  her  relations  with  him  resulted  in 
her  death  recently. 

Schaffhauser  was  removed  to  a  hos- 
pital, where  his  condition  was  found 
to  be  so  critical  that  the  physicians 
ssnt  for  a  magistrate  to  take  his  ante- 
mortem  statement. 

The  shooting  caused  considerable  ex- 
clfement  in  and  about  the  city  hall, 
and  political  leaders  and  others  inter- 
ested in  the  reform  movement  in  Phila- 
delphia  hurried    to    the    building   when 


they   heard   of   the   shooting,   expecting 
to  hear  of  some  political  developments. 

RAISING  BLUE  FOXES. 

But  one  litter  is  born  each  year, 
and  that  in  May.  The  number  of  cubs 
ranges  from  four  to  as  high  as  eleven, 
.<5ays  Forest  and  Stream.  The  average 
number  that  reach  maturity  Is  about 
two  or  three  to  the  feinale.  The  fox 
lives  and  brings  forth  its  young  In  a 
burrow  or  den  about  like  that  of  a 
red  fox,  except  that  the  blue  fox  is 
very  fond  of  digging  under  the  build- 
ings on  the  islands.  If  there  Is  a  floor 
they  are  sure  to  have  one  or  two  dens 
under  It  If  permitted  to  do  so.  They 
will  also  den  under  suitable  piles  of 
old  lumber,  logs  or  trash  of  any  kind 
that   will   keep   the   water  off. 

Thej'  are  very  suspicious  of  any  per- 
son or  things  coming  near  their  bur- 
rows. If  they  are  at  all  disturbed 
while  their  pups  are  young,  they  are 
said  to  move  thfeir  young  to  another 
burrow.  This  is  one  reason  why  It  la 
a  bad  plan  to  keep  cattle  on  the  same 
island  with  or  on  that  part  of  the  isl- 
and frequented  by  the  foxes  and  used 
for  burrows.  They  are  not  quarrel- 
some or  vicious  like  other  foxes.  In 
close  confinement  they  will  kill  and 
eat  one  of  their  own  kind  that  Is  in- 
jured or  weak  and  I  suppose  If 
starved  to  it  would  eat  each  other. 

It  is  difficult  to  learn  very  much 
about  their  habits  where  they  are  run- 
j  niiig  loose  on  an  Island.  They  now 
!  and  then  have  "scraps."  Let  a  fox 
go  where  he  does  not  belong  and  you 
will  soon  hear  a  great  racket.  You 
will  think  a  fox  is  being  killed,  and 
if  in  sight  will  soon  see  one  getting 
away  as  fast  as  possible,  yelping  Ilka 
a  whipped  dog.

Has  Taken  Firm  Hold 

on  Istlimus. 


Judges,  Engineers  and 

Governors  Are  All 

Taking  Part. 


"Washington,  Nov.  9.— Baseball  has  taken 
Panama  by  storm  since  the  arrival  on 
tlie  canal  zone  of  large  numbers  of  en- 
thusiastic American  fans.  The  love  of 
the  sport  has  spread  from  the  marines, 
clerks  and  other  employes  of  the  isthmus 
canal,  and  the  commission  and  the  social 
leaders  of  Panama  have  placed  their 
stamp  of  approval  upon  the  great  Ameri- 
can  game. 

Not  content  with  watching  others  play 
baseball,  Chief  Engineer  J<din  F.  Stevens, 
Judge  Gudger  of  the  canal  zone  supreme 
court,  Governor  Melendez  and  a  score  of 
other  prominent  men  recently  organized 
their  rival  teams  known  as  "Old  Timers" 
and  "New  Comers,"  and  played  a  game 
at  Cocoa  Grove  near  the  city  of  Panama,

SUPPOISED 
BY  REDMOND 

Irish  Leader  n  Refers  to 

Triumph  of  i(Policy  of 

Conciliation. 

National    Unity    Spirit 
Grows— Country  De- 
veloping Resources. 


Dublin,  Nov.  9.— There  are  many 
slgnificatit  signs  of  the  growth  of  the 
spirit  of  national  unity  In  Ireland  and 
the  triumph  of  the  policy  of  concilia- 
tion. Nothing  more  strikingly  illus- 
trates this  than  the  character  of  the 
nionster  meeting  which  John  E.  Iled- 
mond  addressed  at  Coalisland,  LTlster. 
the  other  day,  and  the  tone  of  the 
speech  delivered  by  the  Irish  leader. 
Every  county  in  the  province  was 
represented,  wliich  naturally  elicited 
from  Mr.  Redmond  a  vigorous  repu- 
diation of  the  calumny  that  Ulster  Is 
opposed  to  home  rule.  The  people  of 
the  other  three  provinces  are  practical- 
ly juanimous.  In  Ulster  alone  is  there 
any  division  on  tlie  suOjeci.  Out  liie 
substantial  majority,  even  in  Ulster,  is 
in  accord  witli  tlie  demand  for  national 
self-government.  Referring  to  the 
minority  which  is  still  hostile  to  it, 
Mr.  Redmond  said: 

"Now,  over  those  men  1  say,  if  I  can 
avoid  it.  I  want  no  party  triumph.  But 
1  want  to  infiueiice  their  intelligence,  I 
want  to  dissipate  alsa  Ijieir  suspicions, 
and  I  want  to  soften  tiieir  liearts,  and, 
therefore,  so  long  as  it  is  possible  for 
me  to  do  so  even  against  hope,  I  will 
preach  to  them  the  doctrine  of  con- 
cillialion.  Tliere  is,  thank  God,  a  move- 
ment today  amongst  tluso  men.  We  see 
it  in  Belfast,  and  we  see  it  in  all  the 
agricultural  constituencies  almost  in 
Ulster,  a  movement  wliich  shows  that 
the  sentiment  of  Protestant  I'lster  is 
no  longer  properly  peppc.sented  by  the 
Ignorant  intolerance  'which  so  long 
has  spoken  for  Ulster,  iftnd  that  a  spirit 
of  toleration  and  of  ^Independence  is 
spreading.  Let  us  Nationalists  respond 
to  that  spirit.  I  say-ljare  today  there 
was  no  lengths  short  of  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  principles  which  you  and 
1  hold,  to  wliich,  4  wouldhot  go  to  win 
the  conrtdence  of  these  men  and  not 
have  them  lost  to  Ireland.  There  are 
no  safeguards  which  I  would  object 
to  in  a  home  rule  bill  tomorrow,  to 
satisfy  the  fears  which  these  men  en- 
tertain about  their  religious  interests, 
and  I  say  he  Is  the  best  Irishman  wlio 
docs  his  best  today,  by  preaching  tol- 
eration an  conciliation  to  these  men. 
to  bring  all  the  sons  of  galant  I'lster 
Into  line  in  the  battle  for  Ireland." 

After  that  It  will  no  longer  be  pos- 
sible to  represent  the  Irish  leader  as  an 
opponent  of  the  polioy  of  concilia- 
tion. Commenting  on  \he  »peech,  there 
appears  a  significant  declaration  in  the 
London  Tribune,  which  dainis  to  be 
a  reliable  governments  organ,  that  the 
battle   for  home   rule   is  virtually   won: 

"Mr.  Redmond  struck  a  generous  and 
statesmanlike  note  yesterday  when  he 
preached  a  policy  of  tolerance  and  con- 
ciliation toward  the  province  which  he 
dcscril>ed  as  'gallant  I'lster.'  So  long 
as  the  majority  in  Ireland  was  busied 
in  fighting  a  long  and  up-hill  battle, 
often  against  all  human  hojie.  for  the 
ideal  of  self-government,  they  were 
compelled  to  carry  on  the  feud  with 
the  minority,  which  had  the  sympathies 
of  the  governing  classes  in  England.

ce.ss.     The    troubles    in    Cuba    and    the 
! prospects  of  a  sugar   combine     in     the 
j  United   States   are    viewed    with     sonv: 
'alarm  iu  Ireland,  as  it  is  felt  that  tlie 
: price   of   sugar    would    enorniously     in- 
■crea-se.     If   cane    sugar   goes      up     beet 
sugar  is  bound  to  follow.     Col.  Evcrard. 
[who  was   the  first   to   see  the  possibili- 
'ties  of  tobacco   culture   in   Ireland   and 
i demonstrate  its  practicability,  is  equal- 
ly  as  enthusiastic   with    regard  to   the 
growth   of  beets  in  Ireland.     He  points 
out    that    Ireland   imports   a.s   much   as 
135,0OJ  tons  of  sugar  annually,  most  of 
which    he   believes    might    be   produced 
at   home.    The   coloiiel   maintains     that 
the   beet  grown   in   Ireland   is   quite  as 
good  as,  if  not  superior,  to  that  raised 
in   Germany,    which    has    400    beet    fac- 
tories, producing  2,0000,000  tons  of  sugar 
annually.     When     his      attention      was 
called    to   the  fact  that   flermany     has 
protection,   he   replied,    "True  Germany 
has    protection    and    France    feeds    her 
beet    sugar    Industry,    but    a      patriotic 
preference    might    be    as    efficacious    in 
Ireland,    especially   if   the   price   of   Im- 
ported   sugar    rises    appreciably."     Th? 
colonel   is   endeavoring   to   get   some   of 
the  wealthy  nun  interested   in    the   in- 
dustrial devrlopment  movement  to  ex- 
amine  his  beet-growing  scheme. 

Some  indication  of  the  growth  and 
development  of  native  industries  in 
Ireland  may  be  gathered  from  a  gov- 
ernment return  just  issued.  It  is 
recorded  that  there  are  twenty-four 
coal  mines  employing  on  an  average 
750  hand.s,  fourteen  iron  mines  em- 
ploying 350  and  twenty-live  other  mines 
employing  about-  400.  There  are  537 
quarrries  giving  employment  to  about 
o.OuO.  What  is  considered  as  most  re- 
markable is  that  only  five  fatalities 
have  occurred  during  the  last  twelve 
months  In  connection  with  these  indus- 
tries. John  P.  Boland,  M.  P.,  for 
Kerry,  who  is  an  enthusiast  in  the  pro- 
motion of  native  industries,  says:  "If 
it  were  not  for  extortionate  railway 
z-ates  we  could  double  the  output  of 
coal,  marble  and  granite  in  the  next 
twelve  months.  Great  things  are  ex- 
pected from  the  comini.ssion  of  inquiry 
on  Irish  railways,  which  is  now  sit- 
ting in  Dublin,  but  I  personally  have 
very  little  hope  of  any  thing  practical 
arising  out  of  it.  Until  we  have  an 
Irish  parliament  the  present  railway 
system  in  Ireland  will  never  undergo 
any  substantial   alteration." 

One  of  the  strangest  wills  of  modern 
times  has  just  been  proved  in  the  pro- 
bate courts  in  Dublin  and  discloses  re- 
ligious enthusiasm  of  a  singular  order. 
An  Iri.sh  Catholic  woman  connected 
with  one  of  the  oldest  families  in  the 
west  of  Ireland  has  just  died,  leaving 
a  substantial  fortune.  She  bequeaths 
no  less  a  sum  that  $L'5.000  to  various 
Koman  Catholic  priests  in  Dublin  and 
other  parts  of  Ireland  for  the  purpose 
of  having  masses  said  for  the  repose 
of  her  soul.  From  inquiries  made  in 
official  Roman  Catholic  quarters  this 
is  the  largest  sum  that  has  ever  been 
left  in  this  or  any  other  country  for  a 
similar  purpose.  Considering  that  a 
dollar  or  two  Is  the  usual  offering  to  a 
clergyman  for  saying  a  mass  for  such 
a  purpose.  It  will  be  interesting  to 
know  whether  many  of  these  Roman 
Catholic  priests,  who  are  now  mostly 
old  men,  will  ever  accomplish  the  task 
of  exhauslng  the  fund  which  this  pious 
lady  has  committed  to  their  charge. 
While  she  has  acted  in  such  a  generous 
spirit  in  the  Interests  of  her  soul  she 
has  only  left  $1,250  for  the  poor  of  hef 
native  place.  Probate  of  the  will  has 
just  been  taken  out  by  her  brother.

NORTHYAKIMAMAN 
FALLS  INTO  RIVER 

Spent  Hours  in  Ice  Cold 

Water   Before   Aid 

Arrived. 

North  Yakima.  Wash.,  Nov.  9.— An 
experience  like  that  which  befel  old 
man  Mock  of  South  Kittitas  avenue, 
who  spent  several  hours  in  the  ice 
cold  water  of  the  Yakima  river  re- 
cently, would  probably  have  resulted  j 
seriously  with  any  other  person  than 
this  sturdy  German  of  three  score 
years  and  ten. 

He  slipped  down  the  embankment 
of  the  railroad,  north  of  Hillside, 
about  two  miles,  and  being  injrcd 
in  the  fall,  he  stood  for  several  hours 
in  the  water  up  to  his  waist  before 
he  was  rescued  by  the  night  watch- 
man   In    the   canyon   at   this   point. 

Adam  Meek  is  an  old  German  who 
came  to  the  United  States  forty 
years    ag>.      Ho    said    ha    left    the    old 

country  because  he  could  get  only 
$20  a  year  and  his  board  for  laboring 
in  his  native  land.  He  had  taken  a 
contract  with  a  stage  driver  In  that 
country  to  drive  a  stage  for  him 
twelve  years  at  that  price,  and  as 
soon  as  his  contract  expired  he  came 
to  America  and  settled  in  New  York 
state. 

He  came  to  the  state  of  Washing- 
ton twelve  years  ago  and  settled  in 
Kittitas  county.     He  brought  hia  fam- 


ily, a  wife  and  four  boys,  w!ih  him. 
The  old  man  is  past  70  years  of  age. 

Some  time  ago  he  sold  hia  place  In 
Kittitas  county  to  his  sons  for  $2,000. 
This  is  far  below  the  real  valuo  ot 
the  property,  but  because  his  sona 
were  the  purchasers,  lie  let  them  nave 
It  cheaper  than  anyone  eiso  could 
have  got  the  property.  They  only 
paid  him  $60  down,  and  gave  their 
notes  for  the  balance.  He  gave  to 
his  wife  her  share  of  the  notes  and 
kept  the  other  half.  The  &op3  are 
supposed  to  pay  incerest  o.i  these 
notes,  and  it  seems  ^hat  Iho  inter- 
est  of   $88   coming  to  him   is   past   due. 

One  morning  his  wife  iintiounced 
her  intention,  so  the  old  man  said,  of 
going  to  Ellensburg.  Ills  story  Is  In 
substance  that  he  feared  his  wife 
aoa  sons  were  trying  to  beat  him  out 
of  the  money  coming  lo  him,  and  that 
was  the  reason  he  wanted  to  go  to 
Ellensburg   at    this    time. 

It  so  happened,  however,  that  Mr.q. 
Mock  missed  the  train  that  .nornlng. 
and  had  Intended  to  leav.»  the  next 
morning  for  Ellensburg.  Tne  old  man. 
decided  to  walk  up  to  tho  'ourg,  al- 
though he  had  $40  la  gul  on  hlj 
person.  He  has  mad"^  »ne  trip  many 
times  In  a  day,  but  ho  was  younger 
than   he   is   now. 

Accordingly,  he  left  here  some  time 
in  the  forenoon,  and  had  gotten  alonff 
about  seventeen  miles  from  town 
when  darkness  overtook  him.  While 
trudging  slowlj'  in  the  darkness  along 
the  path  on  the  out.slde  of  the  track 
he  stumbled  on  a  rock  and  fell  down 
the  embankmkent. 

It  is  in  the  deepest  gorge  of  the 
Yakima  canyon,  and  the  river  runs 
Glo.se  to  the  track,  but  the  water's 
edge  is  possibly  twelve  feet  below 
the  track  level.  In  the  fall  vhe  old 
man  injured  himself,  and  wnon  the 
cold  water  struck  him  'le  be:auio 
numb  and  could  not  mive.  His  face 
was  bruised  and  his  nose  badly 
scarred. 

He  does  not  know  exactly  how  long 
he  remained  in  the  water,  but  it  was 
probably  three  hours  before  the  night 
watchman  on  the  railroad  at  that 
point  heard  the  groans  of  the  old 
man    and    rescued    him. 

He  was  taken  to  the  section  house 
at  Selah  and  cared  for.  The  sheriffs 
office  was  notified,  and  Sheriff  Grant 
sent  Lew  Buckholtz  after  the  un- 
fortunate man. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  old  man  Is 
perhaps  a  Httle  childish,  and  the  au- 
thorities are  of  the  opinion  that  prob- 
ably his  belief  that  his  wife  and  sons 
are  trying  to  beat  him  out  of  his 
money  Is  a  fancied  Injury.  They 
will,    however,    Investigate    the    matter.

Broadly  speaking,  every 
inttrn;-.!  change  call<  d  for  by  the  press 
Is  in  the  riKht  direction,  but  the  methods 
are  crudo  and  the  achievement  so  far  Is 
inconsiderable.  Most  satisfactory  is  the 
continued  extension  of  western  education, 
tdr  iKnurance  is  the  chief  danger  in 
t'hiii.L.  Greater  knowledge  must  bring 
iKreater  security  for  the  foreigner  and  a 
greater  demand  for  foreign  things.  Thus 
eviiy  power  is  willing  to  assist  the 
PX>reail  of  education,  yet  every  puwer  is 
confronted  with  the  difnculiy  of  dealing 
with  China  In  the  present  condition  of 
the  Wai-wa-pu.  The  removal  of  Prlnc- 
Ching  from  the  post  of  president  Is  .\ 
pre;-.sing  neces.sity.  The  prince  never  at- 
tends the  office,  but  dwelling  on  a  high- 
er plane,  grants  rare  audiences  to  for- 
eign ministers  at  his  private  residence. 
Ignores  dispatches  and  is  absorbed  in 
anuussing  wealth. 

To  any  one  who  has  witnessed  and 
Ptu'lied  the  rise  of  Chinese  Journal- 
ism, tii<!  remarkable  talent  and  enter- 
prise displayed  by  the  Chinese  In  edit- 
ing and  conducting  their  vernacular 
press  cannot  fail  to  convey  a  sense  of 
admiration.  Similarly  to  their  general 
capafiiv  for  handling  the  latest  In- 
ventions of  a  mechanical  age,  such  as 
the  motor  in  all  its  forms,  and  emulat- 
ing many  of  the  meiliods  of  modern 
civillzatilJn  they  have  acquired  the  art 
of  Journalism  In  the  most  natural  v.ay. 
With  no  lix^ieritcd  nualification  or  ex- 
perience to  guide  them,  handicapped 
as  they  have  been  till  recently  by  an 
ignorant  and  meagre  clientele  and  by 
the  hostility  of  the  official  classes  of 
all  degrees,  the  fact  that  they  have 
succeeded  in  produ<  in"  organs  wnich 
are  having  an  enormous  Influence  on 
the  evolution  of  the  New  «'luna.  Is  an- 
other proof  of  the  untiring  p.-jtience, 
perserverance  and  industry  of  the  Chi- 
nese. When  one  remembers  that  only 
ten  vtai-s  ago  there  was  hardly  a  (  hi- 
ne"e  newspaper  in  China,  and  that  the 
one  ortwo%?umpery  sheets  which  t  kmj 
did  exist  had  a  circulation  of  a  tew 
lundieds  only.  It  Is  of  a  truth  wonder- 
ful to  know  that  there  are  now  organs 
whose  circulation  runs  into  hundreds 
of  thousands,  and  whose  status  Is  such 
that  not  only  do  the  local  foreign  pa- 
pers quote  largely  from  them,  but  for- 
eigners of  standing  contribute  t'>  them 
and  read  them.  It  Is  equally  of  interest 
vo  remember  that  this  remarkatde  prog- 
ress is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the 
comprehensive  liberty  of  the  subject 
or  Individual  which  is  afforded  by  the 
treaty  ports  that  at  present  form 
«!iich  a  prominent  factor  in  the 
relations  exiatinK  Lelwecn  the  foreigner 


and  the  Chinese,  lender  the  British  flag 
in  Canton  and  Hongkong,  in  the  inter- 
national settlement  of  Shanghai  and 
tiie  cosmopolitan  concession  of  Tien- 
tsin, to  say  nothing  of  extr.i-tf  rritorial 
communities  scattered  along  the  sea- 
board of  the  Celestial  empire,  tlie  writ 
of    the    Chinese    government    does    not 

ruia.

COIN  MULTILATOR  IS 

AT  WORKJN  SEAHLE. 

Seattle,  Wash..  Nov.  &. — Scores  on 
Ecorts  cf  $5  and  $10  gold  pieces  are 
being  mutiiated  in  this  city  by  some 
industrious  criminal,  who  is  appar- 
ently trying  to  follow  in  the  foot- 
steps of  George  W.  He«s,  who  re- 
cently completed  a  term  of  imprison- 
ment   here    for   a   similar   offense. 

It  is  estimated  by  Capt.  B,  W.  Bell 
of  the  United  States  secret  service 
bureau  that  tho  coin  mutilator  Is 
making  on  an  average  of  50  cents  on 
each  So  piece  that  he  tampers  with, 
and  about  $1  from  the  $10  gold  pieces. 

The  wc»rk  is  apparently  being  done 
hy  a  skilled  machinist,  and  is  so  well 
done  that  many  banks  are  now 
known  to  have  in  their  cash  drawers 
specimens  of  the  coins  that  have 
gone  through  the  hands  cf  the  un- 
known criminal,  but  which  the  cash- 
iers have  not  detected. 

Apparently  the  man  has  a  iathe  in 
which  he  sets  the  coins  that  are  to  be 
"shaved."  A  knife,  running  around 
the  outside  rim  of  the  cola  tjliavcs  off 
tiny  circles  of  the  gold  from  the 
edges  outside  of  the  milling.  The 
machine  is  so  accurate  that  the  work 
is  done  smoothly.  The  edges  of  the 
coin  are  made  a  trifle  thinner  than 
the  body  of  the  gold  piece.  The  only 
way  the  fraud  can  be  discovered  with 
certainty   is   by   weighing  the   coin. 

Tlie  system  pursued  by  George  W. 
Hess  was  to  shave  all  around  the  rim 
of  the  coin,  destroying  the  milling 
and  rendering  It  necessary  to  make 
new  milling.  The  man  now  operat- 
ing, however,  is  careful  not  to  so 
n^utilate  the  money,  and  his  work  is 
of  a  far  more  dangerous  character.

The  aiumal  meeting  of  the  Wom- 
an's Council  was  held  this  morning 
at  the  club  room  of  the  library,  with 
Mrs.  E.  \V.  Matter  presiding,  in  the 
absence  of  the  president,  Mrs.  J.  L. 
Washburn,  who,  through  Illness,  was 
unablo  to  be  present.  The  principle 
-work  of    iha   s.  esljti    \va3   the  ^> 

of  officers  far  the  ensuing  year,  and 
the  officers  who  will  servo  th«  organl- 
«atiun  are:  r'ie.-<i<ltnt.  Mrs.  James  D. 
Morrison;    vic^    pr._siiient,    Mrs.    E.    W. 

Matter;  secretary.  Miss  Ensign,  and 
treasurer.  Mrs.  E.  W.  Markell.  The 
menibifrs  of  the  Council  are  much 
pleasei  at  securing  Mrs.  Morrison 
for  the  executive  officer  for  the  year. 
as  during  her  active  service  in  the 
Council  she  has  been  most  helpful  la 
suggestions   and   valuable    work. 

The  reports  of  the  officers  were 
given,  anl  of  the  various  committees, 
namely,  cooking  school,  school  gar- 
dens, se-d.  arts  and  craft,  play- 
grounds, smoke  nuisance  and  ['reser- 
vation of  natural  beauty,  by  the 
chairmen.  The  work  of  these  com- 
mittees is  familiar  in  great  part  to 
those  Interested  in  the  work  of  the 
Council. 

One  of  the  moat  Interesting  features 
of  the  meeting  was  a  communication 
from  Mis:*  Mary  Statham.  read  by 
her,  urging  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil to  form  In  Duiuth  a  women's  club, 
which  would  include  all  the  numerous 
women's  organizations  of  the  city. 
that  they  may  become  a  greater 
power  for  good  in  the  community.  U 
was  movid  that  the  Council  mem- 
bers report  tht*  project  to  the  various 
clubs  which  they  repre.sent  and  great 
approval  was  expressed  In  the  Infor- 
mal  discussion   which   followed. 

The  secretary  was  also  directed  to 
extend  to  the  retiring  president  a 
most  hearty  vote  of  thanks  for  her 
work  during  tho  past  four  years,  and 
also  to  Miss  Poirier  and  her  assist- 
ants at  the  library  for  their  help  In 
the  spring  In  the  distribution  of 
seeds. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  A.  W.  Bradley, 
It  was  decided  that  the  Council  pro- 
vide a  box  for  offerings  toward  the 
help  of  strange  girls  coming  into  the 
city,  who  need  a  little  assistance,  and 
which  has  been  often  extended  by  the 
depot  matron  In  the  past.  A  com- 
mittee was  also  appointed,  consisting 
of  Mrs.  A.  W.  Bradley  and  Mrs.  W. 
6.  Woodbridge,  to  look  Into  the  pos- 
sibility  of   securing   a   police   matron. 

Mrs.  Washburn's  annual  address, 
which  was  read  at  the  meeting,  is  of 
Interest  to  ao  large  a  number  of  the 
Dulutli  club  women  that  it  is  given 
In  full: 

"Tho  council's  work  f>r  tho  year 
Just  clos  >d  is  most  satisfactory.  The 
summer  cooking  school  committee, 
under  the  efficient  chairmanship  of 
Mr.s.  A.  H.  Comstock,  has  done  even 
more  than  that  committee  did  last 
year,  in  that  It  has  practically  linanc- 
ed  the  work  undertaken  by  it.  More- 
over the  fund  raised  by  the  committee 
ia  a  permanent  fund,  cuming  in  regu- 
larly each  year.  This  assures  the  suc- 
cess arid  permanency  of  the  vacation 
cooking  -school.  Forty  more  girls  were 
given  lessons  th!o  year  than  were  ac- 
comodated last  year,  each  girl  having 
two  les.sons  a  week.  The  equipment 
also  has  been  very  much  Improved  this 
season.  I  am  going  somewhat  In  detail 
as  to  the  work  of  this  committee,  as  I 
know  that  its  chairman  has  no  report. 

"I  want  to  call  special  attention  to 
the  good  work  uf  the  seed  committee 
and  particularly  to  commend  the 
chairman  fir  the  way  in  which  she 
keeps  at  her  work,  liie  busy  time  of 
this  committee  Is  earlr  In  the  season, 
when  the  seeds  for  the  different  schools 


ar  distributed.  It  would  not  be  strange 
of  the  committee  should  feel  after  this 
arduous  labor  that  It  could  rest  on  Its 
oars  and  let  the  boat  run  Itself.  But 
no,  when  school  opens  in  the  fall,  there 
Is  Miss  Anderson,  arranging  for  ex- 
hibits, judges  and  prizes.  This  makes 
the  children  feel  that  some  one  is  in- 
terested In  their  little  gardens,  and 
anxious  for  their  success.  I  am  glad 
of  the  arrangement  by  which  different 
clubs  assume  tho  responsibility  for 
prizes  at  the  various  school  buildings 
where  exhibits  are  held.  It  is  good 
for  the  club,  good  for  the  council,  and 
good    for    the    little   gardeners. 

"The  question  as  to  the  school  gar- 
den arises  again  this  year  as  It  did 
last.  Are  we  getting  good  value  for 
the  money,  time  and  effort  expended? 
We  don't  seem  to  be  able  to  get  near 
enough  to  the  boys  and  get  them  to 
do  anything  regularly  and  systematic- 
ally. It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  com- 
mittee; they  have  labored  diligently 
and  introduced  the  new  features  of  last 
spring  of  having  different  people  ad- 
dress the  school  In  tlie  vicinity  of  the 
garden  on  the  subject.  If  we  had  a 
regular  teacher  who  could  hold  the 
boys  to  regular  class  room  work  for 
one-half  day  a  week,  from  which  class 
room  they  would  go  out  to  their  gar- 
dens to  make  application  of  what  they 
had  learned.  I  am  sure  we  could  make 
a  success  of  school  gardens  here,  as 
well  as  In  other  places  where  it  has 
been  tried.  I  have  been  wondering  if 
one  of  the  science  teachers  of  the  high 
school  might  not  like  to  undertake 
this   work. 

We  could  ask  him  to  give  from  one  to 
three  half  days  a  week,  according  to 
the  number  of  gardens  undertaken.  Hf 
would  not  be  expected  to  do  the  work 
which  a  gardener  does,  but  he  could 
make  the  boys  do  it.  I  am  Inclined  to 
think  that  this  might  be  done  with  ua 
greater  expense  than  under  the  present 
plan. 

!  •'I  am  hoping  much  from  the  arts  and 
'crafts  committee.  In  my  mind's  eye  I 
already  see  a  fine  trade  school  here  or 
a  Mechanic  Arts  high  school  like  the 
splendid  one  in  St.  Paul.  Be  ready  to 
give  that  committee  a  helping  hand 
whenever  needed,  for  it  promises  some- 
thing worth  while  for  the  city. 

•Wo  need  an  Industrial  committee 
in  our  Council.  That  would  cover  a 
multitude  of  cases  whore  our  help  la 
wanted. 

More  than  three  years  I  have  been 
president  of  this  organization,  years  of 
hapi)y.  profitable  labor.  During  thi.i 
time  I  have  seen  It  grow  from  a  tiny 
plant  to  the  goodly  tree  in  whose  shade 
we  sometimes  sit  and  felicitate  our- 
selves upon  its  beauty  and  u.sefulness. 
I  We  have  told  the  story  of  Its  growth 
{of  leaf  and  flowers  and  fruit  many 
j times  over,  but  here  at  the  close  of 
|niy  connection  with  It  as  president.  I 
jcan  not  forbear  to  recapitulate  briefly: 
I  "Picture  for  the  library  paid  for; 
domestic  science  department  establish- 
ed at  the  normal  school;  summer  cook- 
jlng  school  established  at  the  Adam<« 
school  and  maintained  for  two  seasons; 
school  gardens  maintained  for  two 
summers;  thousands  upon  thou.sands  of 
packages  of  rlower  and  vegetable  seeds 
and  pansy  plants  distributed  to  the 
school  children  of  tho  city  for  their 
home  gardens;  the  district  federation 
entertained  twice;  also  two  midwinter 
Head   of  the   Lakes   luncheons  held. 

"The  work  is  very  dear  to  me.  The 
council  Is  my  favorite  child.  I  yield 
its  care  to  others  with  reluctance. 
But  I  know  that  It  Is  right  that  I 
should  give  It  up  now.  The  responsi- 
bility of  this  and  the  federation  are 
too  much  and  I  am  very,  very  tired. 
My  decision  la  irrevocable  and  I  ifope 
that  no  one  will  be  so  unkind  as  to 
urge  me  to  reconsider,  for  it  would 
do  no  good  and  would  merely  waste 
time  and  energy.  A  friend  trjing  to 
change    my    decision,    said:     "But    you 


iknow  the  council  work  will  stop  if  you 
leave  the  presidency."  That  Is  folly, 
even  If  I  could  have  tho  sublime  con- 
ceit to  believe  it.  No  work  that  is 
worth  doing  will  cease  because  of  the 
removal  from  active  service  of  any 
personality,  and  I  think  we  all  believe 
the  council  work  to  be  worth  doing 
sometimes  in  an  organization,  if  one 
per.son  has  carried  the  whole  burden 
and  responsibility,  and  If  she  drops 
out  it  takes  a  little  time  for  the  body 
to  readjust  lt.self  and  go  on  independ- 
ently. But  that  Is  not  true  of  the 
council.  Each  committee  has  been 
responsible  for  its  own  work  and  has 
done  It  at  the  proper  time.  It  Is  a 
splendidly  organized  body  of  fine  wo- 
men and  my  successor  will  find  her 
work  pleasant  and  not  too  difficult.  I 
hope  that  she  will  not  diHdine  the  of- 
fice, even  though  at  first  it  may  seem 
Impossible.  Let  her  consider  tho  long 
years  of  faithful  service  given  bj'  our 
secretary  and  ask  henself  If  she  Is  not 
willing  to  take  the  helm  for  a  year  at 
least. 

"To  those  who  have  so  faithfully 
co-operated  In  the  plans  and  purposes 
of  the  president,  and  who  have  been 
fertile  In  suggesting  and  aiding  to 
carrj-  out  others,  I  can  but  say  'Thank 
you.* 

'1   shall    hfl  Just   as   much   interested 
In    the    work   of   the   council     as     ever 
though    for   a    little   time    without    any 
responsibility.    And    so    we    say, 
"The  queen   Is   dead 
Long    live    tho    queen."

It  is  the  story,  of  the  Indian  girl  after 
whom  Winona  Is  named,  told  In  charm- 
ing verso  by  H.  L.  Gordon,  in  his 
"Feast  of  the  Virgins.'"  As  it  con- 
cerns Duluth's  patron  .saint  likewise,  it 
seems  not  out  of  place  to  relate  it  at 
this    time. 

'•Two  liundred  white  winters  and 
more"  ago,  there  dwelt  in  tho  Indian 
village  of  Kathaga,  where  Minneapolis 
now  stands,  a  Ijeautifui  Indian  girl 
named  Winona,  the  daughter  of  the 
warrior  Ta-te-psin.  The  belle  of  the 
village  and  the  pride  of  her  father's 
heart,  she  lived  the  life  of  the  other 
Indian  girls,  thought  their  thoughts, 
and  dreamed  their  dreams,  until  ther^ 
came  one  day  into  her  life  Father  Rene 
Menard.  Indian  braves  had  found  liim. 
Inst  and  starvintr,  in  the  wilderness 
and  led  him   thither. 

The  Indians  treated  the  sufferer  with 
rude  kindness,  and  though  the  end 
was  rapidly  approaching,  he  masterel 
the  Dacotah  tongue  and  Imparted  to 
them  the  rudiments  of  Christianity. 
Rut  it  was  the  dark-eyed  Winona, 
whose  savage  soul  was  warm  with 
dreams,  who  came  nftenest  to  his  tepee, 
bringing  him  sweet  nuts  and  bison, 
and  gifts  of  faX^n-skih  moecasins  and 
leggins.  And  most  she  loved  to  sit  in 
tlie  tepee  while  with  soul  and  sense 
she  drank  In  the  stoHes  of  the  Rlack 
Robe"s  country,  the  sunny  land  of  New 
France,  and  the  wonderful  race  of 
brave  and  gallant  Frenchmen  "whose 
eyes  were  the  eyes  of  the  swan,  but 
whose  hearts  were  the  hearts  of  the 
eagles." 

Rut  winter  came  on  and  the  united 
skill  of  the  medicine  men  could  not 
prolong  the  life  of  Father  Menard.  He 
died,  and  the  one  mourner  who  fol- 
lowed him  to  his  lonely  resting  place, 
was  the  daughter  of  Ta-te-psln. 

Months  succeeded  each  other. 
Winona  remained  unwed,  though  tho 
light  of  the  lover  burned  often  in  her 
tepee,  always  she  covered  her  head 
as  a  sign  of  rejection.  For  a  new  ele- 
ment had  been  developed  in  her  soul, 
and  her  dreams  were  of  a  warrior  from 
the  land  of  the  stranger.  One  day, 
in  the  'Moon  of  the  Red  Lilies"  as 
Winona  and  her  companions  sported  in 
the  waters  of  the  river,  they  heard  the 
sound  of  singing  voices.  A  boat  came 
floating  to  the  shore  in  which  were  the 
forms  of  strange  warriors. 

The  girls  ran  to  the  shelter  of  th© 
trees  and  peering  through  the  screen 
of  leaves,  saw  the  strangers  alight  and 
go  straight  to  the  head  chief.  They 
were  treated  with  Indian  kindness  and 
led  to  the  lodge  of  the  stranger. 

Tlie  leader  of  the  adventuresome 
band  was  Daniel  Greysolon  Du  Luth. 

Winona,  wide-ej-ed,  silent  and  won- 
dering stood  like  a  young  queen  among 
the  maidens.  She  at  once  attracted  the 
notice  of  Du  Luth,'  who  bestowed  upon 
her  the  choicest  of  the  gifts  of  red 
robes,  trinkets  and  ribbons,  which  were 
distributed  among  tho  women. 

Until  tlie  full  of  the  harvest  moon 
young  Du  Lulh  romainod  in  Kathaga. 
And  though  in  far  away  Lyon,  in  the 
vineyard  valleys  of  the  Rhone,  the 
world  wanderer  had  left  his  heart  in 
the  keeping  of  a  fair  young  Norman 
girl,  he  soon  won  the  love  of  the  dark- 
eyed    WiTiona. 

Tamdoka.  a  fierce  Dacotah  suitor  for 
the  hand  ot  the  Indian  beauty,  became 
intensely  jealous  of  Du  Luth.  and  when 
the  Frenchman  added  to  the  grievances 
of  the  Ii>dian  by  defeating  him  In  the 
annual  races,  the  wily  savage,  with  all 
the  hatred  of  his  race,  sought  and 
waited   for  revenge. 

With  fawning  pretense  of  friendship 
he  offered  to  be  Du  I.,uth's  guide  In  the 
journey  he  was  about  to  take.  Winona 
begged  the  gallant  Du  Luth  to  permit 
her  to  accompatiy  him,  protesting  that 
her  heart  must  follow  whereso  led  the 
steps  of  the  brave  blue-eyed  French- 
man. Her  father,  she  said,  was  weak 
and  old,  and  must  soon  die.  and  then 
who  was  to  save  her  from  Tamdoka? 
Thrice  had  he  borne  the  gifts  of  the 
bride  to  her  father's  tepee. 

Rut  Du  Luth  painted  to  her  the 
dangers  of  the  journey  before  him.  He 
promised  to  return  to  Kathaga.  when 
he  would  remain  many  moons.  Winona 
warned  hirn^  of  Tamdoka"s  treachery, 
and  the  revenge  upon  which  he  was 
bent.  And  as  the  canoe  of  the  voya- 
gers clove  a  white  line  up  tlie  Missess- 
Ippl,  the  "Wihl  Rose  of  the  Prairies" 
returned  to  her  tepee. 

That  night  Du  Luth  and  his  men 
slept  in  the  open.  In  the  white  light 
of  the  harvest  moon.  At  midnight,  in 
the  hush  of  the  pines  and  the  stillness 
of  the  solitudes,  dark  forms  crept 
stealthily  from  the  shadows.  Treach- 
'Tous  hands  uprai-sed  the  knife, 
and  the  Frenchmen  would  have  slept 
forever,  had  rot  the  warning  words  of 
Winona  disturbed  the  fitful  slumber  of 
Du  Luth.  He  awoke,  and  though  he 
and  his  men  kille^  seven  of  the  sav- 
ages, Tamdoka  escaped. 

The  months  wore  on.  Rack  In 
Kathaga  Winona  waited,  and  prayed  to 
the  white  man's  GrOd  for  the  coming  of 
Du   Luth. 

With  the  coming  of  winter,  famine 
set  in.  Winona's  father  was  now  too 
weak  and  feoWe   U>  hunt  the  deer.    In 


his  distress  he  begged  his  daughter  to 
wed  Tamdoka,  and  save  them  all  from 
the  horrors  of  starvation.  Hut  Winona 
went  out  into  the  forest  and  trailed  the 
red  deer,  and  all  the  long  winter 
braved  the  dangers  of  the  forest  and 
filled  her  father's  lodge  with  plenty. 
All  winter  she  cared  for  her  father, 
stepmother  and  herself.  In  the  spring 
her  father  died.  Reside  the  Ha  Ha  (St. 
j  Anthony's  Falls)  they  buried  him  and 
Winona  was  alone  to  await  the  coming 
of    the   white   cliief. 

Rut  her  stepmother  had  listened  to 
I  the  suit  of  Tamdoka,  and  his  lavish 
gifts  had  won  her  to  his  cause.  She 
[commanded  the  girl  to  accept  him.  In 
jthe  unwritten  Indian  code  lier  word 
was  law.  Henceforth  inust  Winona 
'live  in  the  lodge  of  her  foe  and  kindle 
'  the  flre  in  his  tepee. 

I  It  was  the  day  on  which 
j  the  celebration  of  the  marriage 
j  rites  were  set.  From  far  and  near 
the  warriors  were  wending  their  way 
to  Keoza  to  attend  the  j'early  games. 
It  was  May'.  Winona,  watching,  wait- 
ing, with  failing  hope  for  the  coming 
of  the  white  chief's  boat  climbed  In  the 
dusk  of  the  evening  to  the  cliff  over- 
looking the  falls.  In  the  dusk  and 
dew  her  wild  despairing  chant  was 
heard.  The  Indians  knew  it  for  her 
death  .song.  I'p  the  cliff  started  the 
lleetest  runners.  Tamdoka  in  the  lead. 
Refore  they  reached  the  spot,  Winona 
had  hurled  herself  from  the  crag  into 
the  water  below. 

At  that  moment,  amid  the  lamenta- 
tions of  the  women  and  the  silence  of 
the  warriors,  a  boat  darted  swiftly 
acro.ss  the  water. 

It  was  the  bark  of  Du  Luth  on  his 
way  to  the  games  at  Keoza.

Four  divorce  actions  were  heard  by 
Judge  Ensign  this  morning.  The  court 
took  one  under  advisement,  held  two  open 
for  further  evidence  and  the  fourth  case, 
the  only  one  in  which  there  is  a  contest, 
was  still  on  trial  when  the  noon  adjourn- 
ment was  taken. 

Claiming   desertion   and   non-support   of 

herself    and    family    since    July      4,     1904, 

Katie  Keenan.  of  this  city,   is   making  a 

hard   fight   for  a   decree   of   divorce   from 

Walter  W.  Keenan,  a  deputy  state  boiler 

inspector,  and  the  custody  of  their  three 

children  who  have  been  cared  for  at  the 

Children's  Home  in  this  city  for  the  past 
two  years. 

Keenan  is  opposing  his  wife's  attempt 
to  get  the  divorce.  He  lias  made  answer 
to  the  complaint,  denying  that  he  de- 
serted his  Wife  and  clainimg  that  she  de- 
serted him.  On  this  counter  claim  Keen- 
an asks  for  a  divorce  and  the  custody  of 
the    children. 

Mrs.  Keenan,  who  was  on  the  witness 
stand  under  cross-examination  when  the 
court  adjourned  this  noon,  testified  that 
she  is  29  ye^itrs  old  and  tier  liusband  is  43 
years  old.  that  tiiey  were  married  at 
Preston,  Minn.,  thirteen  years  ago.  Since 
that  dale  they  have  resided  in  Winona, 
Minneapolis,   Allouez  Bay   a.nd   Duiuth. 

Mrs.  Keenan  said  that  the  three  chil- 
dren, whose  ages  are  9,  11  and  12  year.^!, 
respt-ctively,  were  se-nt  to  the  Children's 
home  over  two  years  ago  and  that  she 
and  Keenan  at  that  time  occupied  fur- 
nit^ht-d  rooms  at  Third  avenue  west  and 
Fltth  street.  She  s.a.d  that  she  wiis  at 
the  lime  sick,  nearlng  cc>nfinement,  and 
was  unable  to  go  out  much  or  to  woik. 
and  that  her  husband  was  employed  at 
the  blast  furnace  in  Wes^t  Duiuth.  at 
which  part  of  the  city  he  boarded,  coming 
home  nights  to  sleep.  Mrs.  Keenan 
claimed  that  all  she  got  to  eat  was  a 
pl«  ce  of  meat,  a  potato  and  a  piece  of 
broad  that  Keenan  would  bring  home  in 
his  pocket  every  night,  stuff  that  he  told 
her  he  took  from  the  table  where  he 
boarded  in  West  I'uluth.  The  wife 
claimed  that  Keenan  said  he  was  earning 
J3  p«T  day.  but  that  he  refused  to  give 
her  money  with  which  to  bay  food  and 
once  told  her  that  if  she  did  not  like  the 
way  he  was  supporting  her  she  could  get 
out. 

Further  along  in  her  story  of  alleged 
bad  treatment  by  her  husband  Mrs. 
Keenan  said  that  he  told  her  one  day. 
•that  she  must  find  work  and  earn  enough 
to  pay  for  the  room  rent  and  her  board 
and.  upon  her  refusal  to  go  out  cooking 
and  washing  dishes,  because  of  her  phy- 
sical condition,  he  carried  out  his  threat 
to  leave  her.  She  claims  that  she  re- 
mained at  the  rooms  five  days,  during 
which  time  Keenan  did  not  return  or 
send  anv  means  of  support.  She  says 
that  Mrs.  Robinson,  a  woman  she  had 
formerlv  worked  for,  gave  her  a  din- 
ner every  day  and  that  was  all  that  kept 
her  frem  starving.  ^      ^      -,-, 

Mrs.  Keenan  tes^tified  that  she  finally 
went  to  Minneapolis  in  search  of  em- 
pkAment  and  found  a  place  with  an  old 
friend  of  h»^  r  father's  family,  where  she 
did  hou.«^ework  until  her  baby  was  born. 
Thp  child  lived  but  one  month.  She 
claimed  tliat  Keenan  sent  her  $15  to  help 
defray  her  expenses  at  the  hospital,  but 
that  a  friend  paid  the  rest  of  the  ex- 
penses, also  the  burial  expenses  of  the 
infant.  Since  that  time,  Mrs.  Keenan 
claimed,  her  husband  ha?  not  contributed 
a  cent  to  her  support,  nor  to  that  of  the 
children. 

Mr.«.  Keenan  said  that  after  she  re- 
turned to  Duiuth  she  worked  out  as  a 
8eani.=tress,    a    ceK>k.    and    Las    been    em- 


ployed at  times  at  restaurants.  She  claims 
that  her  father  Is  a  well-to-do  farmer  of 
Fillmore  county,  Minn.,  and  has  offered 
to  take  care  of  he-rself  and  the  children 
if  they  will  go  to  him. 

Mrs.  Keenan  is  represented  at  the  trial 
by  H.  H.  Hawkins,  and  her  husband  by 
H.    S.    Lord.     Mrs.    Keenan   was  attended 

'  by  two  of  her  women  friends,  while  Keen- 
an sat  alone  until  called  by  his  attorney 

'  for  consultation  over  the  cross-examina- 
tion  of   his  yife. 

Cruel  and  abusive  treatment  were  the 
grounds  on  which  Victoria  King  asked  a 
divorce     from     John     King.      Mrs.     King 

j  keeps  boarders  and  takes  in  washing  at 
Virginia  for  a  living.  She  supports  her- 
self and  two  children  aged  8  and  10  years 
respectively.  Marie  Antoinette,  the  oldest 
daughter,  was  a  witness  for  her  mother. 
The  court  heard  the  testimony  and  took 
the  case  under  advisement. 

Edward  F.  Thomas  of  Hibbing  asked 
for  a  legal  separation  from  Nellie  Thomas, 
his  grounds  bfing  drunkenness  and  deser- 
tion. Thomas,  who  is  a  bartender,  testi- 
fied that  when   he   formerly  ran  a  saloon 

;  eif  his  e^wn  his  wife  would  get  liquet  to 
drink  when  he  left  her  in  charge  of  the 
bar,  and  that  al  other  times  she  would 
send  out  and  buy  it  elsewhere.  He  claimed 
he  never  gave  her  any  liquor.  The  court 
held  the  case  open  for  additional  evi- 
dence.

SWITCHMEN  NOT 
SURE  OF  RAISE 

Hitch  in  Chicago  and  St. 

Paul  Men  Growing 

Restive. 

St.  Paul,  Nov.  9.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  members  of  the  general 
adjustment  committee  of  the  Switch- 
men's Union  of  North  America,  meet- 
ing at  the  Foley  hotel  today,  ex- 
pressed no  little  disappointment  that 
this  morning's  advices  failed  to  bring 
news  of  an  agreement  between  the 
union   and   the  railroads. 

"Yesterday  afternoon."  said  Chair- 
men R.  J.  Martin,  "we  all  felt  reason- 
ably certain  that  the  railroads  and 
the  union  were  on  the  eve  of  a  solu- 
tion of  the  wages  difficulty.  We  were 
informed  from  Chicago  that  our  prop- 
osition of  at  least  4  cents  an  hour 
Increase,  with  the  exact  amount  to 
be  settie-d  by  arbitration,  would  be 
adopted.  Now  I  have  been  informed 
that  no  settlement  has  yet  been 
reached,  and  thr.t  a  hitch  has  oc- 
curred in  the  negotiations  between 
the  railroads  them.selves.  It  seems 
that  three  line  east  of  Buffalo.  N.  Y., 
have  balked  on  the  3-cent  rate.  If 
this  is  true  it  throws  the  situation 
into    chaos. 

"Our  men  are  getting  so  Impatient 
that  the  officers  of  the  adjustment 
committee  hardly  dare  go  down  Into 
the  yards.  We  have  been  doing  our 
best  to  smooth  matters  over  and  to 
keep  our  men  in  line,  but  they  aro 
eager  to  throw  down  their  work  at  a 
moment's   notice."

half  to  death  In  Minnesota  McClcary*vvas  defeated, 
and  the  news  tinkled  pleasantly  in  the  ears  of  all  who 
favor  tftritY  revisim.  Republicans  and  Democrats  alike. 
In  V.;-  ;^in  Babcock  went  dnvn  to  defeat,  and  this 
fall,  too,  made  a  merry  noise  in  the  ears  of  the  people. 
DalzelW  greater  than  McClcary  as  a  standpatter  and 
friend  of  the  trusts,  won  out.  but  he  had  a  hard  fight, 
and  vast  sums  of  money  had  to  be  poured  into  his  dis- 
trict to  save  him.  In  New  York  Wadsworth,  the  man 
that  stood  by  the  beef  trust  in  the  congressional  action 
on  meat  inspection,  was  defeated.  Fred  Landis  of  In- 
diana, the  man  that  got  up  in  gingress  last  winter  and 
admitte<l  that  American-made  goods  wore  sold  abroad 
cheaper  than  at  home,  owing  to  the  tariff,  and  gloried  in 
It,  shard  tlie  fate  of  McCleary,  Wadsworth  and  Bab- 
cock. 

The  Republicans  still  have  a  majority  in  congress, 
something  le-.s  than  half  of  the  majority  in  the  present 
congres,,  but  the  battle-scarred  victors  who  gather  in 
the  next  congress  will  have  learned  something.  They 
will  have  learned  that  the  people  want  tariff  revision, 
and  that  tlicy  have  little  patience  with  the  McClearys 
that  try  to  make  themselves  greater  than  their  constitu- 
encies and  oppose  the  will  of  the  people.  ^ 

It  IS  significant,  too,  that  the  Republican  orators  who 
started  preaching  standpatism  early  in  the  campaign 
had  to  abandon  it  in  a  panic  before  it  was  over.  Tariff 
revision  has  undoubtedly  gained  very  much  in  the  past 
few  months,  and  its  growth  has  reached  a  stage  where  it 
becomes  foolhardiness  for  the  Republican  party  to 
ignore  it  Secretary  Taft's  speech  in  favor  of  revision 
had  much  to  do  with  strengthening  this  tendency.  Many 
Republicans  who  hestitated  to  tly  in  the  face  of  author- 
ity by  coming  out  for  revision  have  been  encouraged 
by  the  knowledge  that  so  great  a  man  in  the  party  coun- 
cils as  Taft  is  not  afraid  to  declare  himself. 


MIGHTY  POOR  ADVICE. 

It  is  characteristic  of  Secretary  Shaw's  attitude  to- 
ward public  affairs  that  he  should  have  said,  in  a  speech 
at  St.  Louis  recently:  "I  advise  young  men  to  vote  for 
parties  and  not  men,  for  parties  stand  for  principles  and 
men  do  not  always  do  so." 

This  is  about  the  view  of  it  that  Speaker  Cannon 
would    take,   that    Standpat    McCleary    would    take,    that 


Standpat  Dalzcli-  would  take,  and  that  every  survivor  of 
another  day  in  politics  would  take  who  still  places  party- 
ism  above  patriotism,  who  loves  his  party  more  than  he 
does  his  country,  and  who  makes  all  other  interests  sub- 
ordinate  to  the  '"good   of  the   party." 

But  the  advice  given  by  -Secretary  Shaw  is  antedilu- 
vian, absurd,  unpatriotic. 

It  is  the  voting  for  parties  rather  than  for  men  that 
has  placed  our  large  cities  in  the  grip  of  corrupt  ma- 
chines. It  is  voting  for  parties  rather  than  for  men  that 
has  made  congress  so  subservient  to  the  "large  inter- 
ests" that  only  an  irresistible  exhibition  of  public  senti- 
ment could  force  it  to  half-heartedly  adopt  some  half- 
way reform  measures. 

When  men  surrender  the  precious  privilege  of  the  bal- 
lot to  the  managers  of  a  party,  whatever  that  party  may 
be.  reserving  to  themselves  not  even  the  right  of  judi- 
cious discrimination,  they  become  vassals  of  the  corrupt 
machine  such  unlimited  power  is  certain  to  create.  They 
are  no  longer  freemen;  they  are  slaves.  They  vote,  it  is 
true,  but  they  vote  for  candidates  selected  for  them  by 
party  managers,  and  they  have  no  voice  in  their  selec- 
tion themselves.  They  may  think  they  have  a  voice; 
they  vote  to  send  delegates  to  the  conventions  that  make 
the  nominations,  but  under  the  convention  system  the 
delegates  are  selected  by  the  bosses,  and  their  votes  dic- 
tated by  them. 

When  the  ticket  is  complete  the  kind  of  a  party  man 
that  Secretary  Shaw  approves  votes  that  ticket  straight 
and  boasts  that  he  swallowed  it  whole.  He  asks  noth- 
ing further  than  the  knowledge  that  the  candidates  bear 
his  party's  stamp;  that  they  call  themselves  Democrats 
or  Republicans.  Knowing  so  much,  he  asks  no  more. 
He  does  not  ask  if  they  are  rascals,  or  if  they  are  putty- 
brained,  backboneless  figureheads  that  rascals  manipu- 
late.    They   bear   the   party   stamp,  and   that   is   enough. 

Those  who  follow  Secretary  Shaw's  advice  put  good 
government,  equality  ol  opportunity,  and  the  protection 
of  the  masses  from  the  aggressions  of  overgrown  capital 
out  of  consideration.  Bad  government,  the  destruction 
of  opportunity  and  the  encouragement  of  wholesale 
plundering  of  the  people  are  produced  by  following  his 
counsel.  Much  better  to  follow  what  another  Repub- 
lican, Senator   Beveridge,  said  the  other  day: 

The  only  question  before  the  American  voters  In 
this  campai.^n  l^  good  government.  There  are  no 
Issues  of  poll.  V  dividing  political  partl'^s— no  con- 
fll'n  of  principle  to  take  the  people's  minds  from 
practical  proc»»ss  of  running  the  government.  The 
individual  and  not  the  party  at  this  moment  dom- 
inates our  political   life 

THE  PULLMAN  HOTEL. 

Washington  Post:  The  Pullman  company  Insists 
that  It  is  not  engaged  in  the  tran-sportatlon  businf.s.s. 
but  simply  operates  a  number  of  hotels.  .Still,  a 
Pullman  hotel  without  wheels  would  not  got  very 
far  with  a  bid  for  patronage. 

There  is  more  than  a  joke  in  that  paragraph. 

The  Pullman  company  seeks  to  evade  the  new  inter- 
state cotnmerce  law  by  proving  that  it  is  not  a  common 
carrier,  but  a  hotel  keeper. 

There  is  one  marked  difference  between  the  Pullman 
hotels,  admitting  them  to  be  such  for  the  sake  of  argu- 
ment, and  ordinary  hotels,  and  that  is  in  the  choice 
offered  to  patrons. 

When  a  traveler  enters  a  strange  town  where  he  has 
to  pass  the  niglit,  he  is  not  limited  to  one  hostelry,  but 
he  may  pick  his  lodging  place  with  reference  to  his 
taste  and  to  the  capacity  of  his  purse. 

When  a  traveler  is  upon  a  railroad  train,  and  night 
falls,  he  has  no  choice,  except  that  between  patronizing 
a  Pullman  hotel  and  trying  to  catch  a  few  winks  of 
sleep  sitting  up  in  a  day  coach.  If  he  would  go  to  bed, 
he  must  take  what  the  Pullman  company  gives  him,  and 
pay  what  the  Pullman  company  asks  him  to  pay.  Also, 
he  must  pay  the  wages  of  the  colored  functionary  who 
\n§h\i  upoii  blacking  his  boots  and  brushing  him  off  at 
his  journey's  end. 

This  is  difference  enough  between  a  Pullman  hotel 
and  an  ordinary  hotel  to  dispose  of  the  Pullman  com- 
pany's claim  that  it  should  not  be  regulated  by  the  in- 
terstate commerce  law. 

So  far  as  the  traveler  is  concerned,  the  Pullman  com- 
pany has  a  monopoly,  and  unless  the  government  steps 
in  and  compels  that  monopoly  to  be  administered  merci- 
fully, the  traveler  has  no  relief  at  all. 

If  he  is  patronizing  a  hotel  that  has  no  wheels,  but 
is  stuck  fast  in  a  town  here  it  cannot  get  away,  the 
traveler  is  in  a  position  of  complete  independence.  If 
one  hotel  docs  not  st»it  his  tastes,  he  can  seek  another 
that  docs.  If  one  hotel  charges  prices  too  altitudinous 
for  his  modest  purse  to  stand,  he  can  seek  one  whose 
prices  are  nearer  the  ground,  and  also  nearer  the  capac- 
ity of  Iiis  pocketbook. 

With  the  Pullman  "hotel"  he  can  take  what  he  is 
given  and  pay  what  is  demanded,  or  he  can  sit  up  all 
night  and  curse  the  railroad  company  for  exposing  him  to 
the  merciless  exactions  of  a  monopoly. 

Since  the  Pullmans  are  virtually  a  monopoly,  they 
must  be  controlled,  for  an  uncontrolled  monopoly  is  as 
certain  to  become  a  public  nuisance  as  day  is  to  turn 
into  night.  If  the  Pullman  company  is  able  to  uphold 
its  contention  that  it  is  immune  from  federal  cojitrol, 
there  is  ample  remedy  at  hand. 

That  is  to  compel  the  railroads,  which  are  admit- 
tedly subject  to  government  control,  to  furnish  the  serv- 
ice they  now  let  the  Pullman  company  provide.

"There  are  plenty  of.  opportunities  for 
[the  pi-ofltabie  Investment  of  American 
capital.  In  fact  niuai  ut'  the  merchants 
and  rtnanclera  of  trie  island  are  very 
anxious  that  not  only  the  United  States 
should  either  aiuiex  or  establi.sli  a  pro- 
tectorate over  tlve  i«^and,  but  that 
American  capital  siiouW  also  seek  In- 
Vfcstnieivt    there. 

"Nearly  every  one  with  whom  I  con- 
versed on  this  matter  was  of  tlie  same 
opinion,  that  there  was  no  question  of 
a  great  development  of  the  varied  re- 
sources of  the  Island,  if  capital  be  sup- 
plied and  peace  and  quiet  be  assured.  And 
the  only  way  they  aeeined  to  tiiink  that 
could  l>e  assured  wad  by  tlie  United 
States  intervening  and  taking  charge  of 
affairs.  Financial  Interests  at  present 
are  large-^ly  In  the  hands  of  foreigners, 
especially  Canadians.  Two  or  three 
Canadian  banks        have        established 

branches  in  Havana.  The  only  public 
bank  of  any  alze  Is  the  National  Bank  of 
Cuba,  which  has  headquarters  In  Havana 
with  blanches  in  many  of  the  principal 
cities    of    the    island. 

"While  I  was  ih-re  business  was  prac- 
tically at  a  standstill,  owing  to  the  un- 
settled political  situation  then  existing, 
and  which  was  most  imereaiing  to  an 
American.  There  are  two  partiea  on  the 
island.  Moderates  and  Liberais.  Tiie 
Liberals  claim  that  the  Mederates  were 
elected  by  fraud  and  that  itiey  were  tak- 
ing advantage  of  tlieir  power  to  line  their 
pockets  through  vanous  forms  of  graft. 

"Whatever  may  be  the  facts  in  the 
case,  it  is  odd  to  tind  the  defea/ted  party 
resorting  to  an  insurrection  to  gain  its 
end.  The  whole  insurrection  was  nothing 
but  a  political  demonatralion,  but  it  was 
certainlj'  managed  in  a  very  clever  man- 
ner by  the  leaders  of  the  Liberal  party. 
Insurgents  in  the  fleld  evidently  acting 
entirely  upon  instructions  received  from 
headquarters. 

"There  was  practically  no  fighting,  and 
very  little  damage  was  done  to  any  prop- 
erty outside  of  the  blowing  up  of  a  few 
culverts  on  the  Cuban  Central  i-ailway, 
the  destruction  of  two  or  three  loco- 
motives and  some  ft-eight  and  passenger 
cars  on  the  road.  Thia,  1  was  told  by 
an  Insurgent  himaelf.  vAis  done  in  order 
to  bring  about  American  intervention. 

"I  was  fortunaio  .eno,ugh  to  be  in  a 
position  to  see  a  g'X)d  dial  of  the  actions 
of  the  insurgents.  About  95  per  cent  of 
those  In  the  field  were  negroes.  They 
were  very  quiet,  and  did  little  damage 
other  than  taking  horse*  and  cattle  from 
the  various  plantations,  as  well  as  any 
supplies  they  migiu  need  from  different 
ojuntry  stores.  They  latd  complete  con- 
trol of  the  country,  tlie*  rural  or  govern- 
meiU  guards  being  confined  to  the  several 
cities.  These  rural  guards  made  a  great 
display  In  patrolling  the  streets  of  the 
cities,  but  as  far  as  any  fighting  was 
concerned  In  the  section  of  the  country 
whcere  I  was,  I  heard  of  only  one  akir- 
mish.  and,  in  fact,  assisted  in  bringln.g 
Into  one  of  the  small  towns  near  where 
I  was  about  nine  of  the  wounded.  It  evi- 
dently had  been  quite  a  sharp  fight,  but 
I  understood   no  one  was   killed. 

"The  population  of  Cuba  is  between 
1,600.000  and  l,SOO,iJ<30  at  the  present  time, 
and  there  Is  no  question  that  immigra- 
tion from  the  Southern  countrie^i  of 
Europe  should  be  encouraged  by  the 
Cuban  government.  Tiiere  are  lar*ge 
areas  in  Cuba  which  are  still  ab3olu"'ly 
virgin  land,  and  which  are  rich,  not  only 
in  .soil  for  agricultural  purposes  but  also 
in  forests  of  mahogany,  cedar  and  ebony 
and    many    other   hardwoods,    as    well   as 

large  mineral  deposits."

He  will  be— If  he  is  Mr.  Hughes— the 
sixth  Republican  governor  since  the 
election  of  Levi  P.  Morton  In  !S;>1  ended 
the  twelve  years'  Den.oeratic  tenure  be- 
gun   by   Cleveland   in    1S«.3. 

Of  New  York's  governors  three  bo- 
came  presidents,  two  were  the  presi- 
dential nomlneea  of  party  conventions 
and  seven  either  received  electoral 
votes  or  were  voted  for  in  convention. 
One  became  vice  president,  one  chief 
Justice  of  the  United  States  .supreme 
court  and  ten  were  chosen  United 
States  senators. 

The  total  vote  for  president  In  Now 
York  state  in  1904  was  1,617,770.  This  is 
a  larger  number  than  Pi-^rce  received 
for  the  presidency  In  1S52  and  more 
thrin  the  total  vote  for  all  candidates  in 
1S36  the  ye;ir  of  Van  Buren's  election. 
It  is  ten  times  greater  than  the  vote 
for  Andrew  Jackson  in  1*>.:4.  It  is  near- 
ly as  great  as  the  vote  in  the  entire  na- 
tion that  elected  Lincoln  In   IStJO.

SEPARATIOX  OF  WHITE  AND 
Ct'LORKI)  PArfSKNGERS.— Consldor- 
able  light  is  thrown  upon  the  constitu- 
tional requirement  as  to  legislation 
relative  to  the  separation  of  the  races 
in  public  conveyances  by  three  cases 
recently  decided  in  Florida.  In  the  lirst 
case  (State  v.  Patterson,  39  riouthern 
Reporter,  398)  the  court  holds  that  a 
statute  requiring  street  car  companies 
to  provide  separate  compartment  for 
the  races,  and  prohibiting  persons  of 
either  race  from  occupying  the  com- 
partment set  apart  for  the  other  race, 
but  providing  that  the  act  shall  not 
apply  to  colored  nurses  having  the 
care  of  white  children  or  sick  white 
persons,  is  void  for  discrimination.  In 
the  subsequent  cases  of  Grooms  v. 
Schad.  40  Southern  Reporter.  497.  and 
Patterson  v.  Taylor.  40  .Southern  Re- 
porter. 493,  two  city  ordinances  con- 
taining much  the  same  provision,  one 
of  which,  however,  excepted  all  nurses 
from  Its  provision,  while  the  other  con- 
tained no  exception  whatever,  were  up- 
held.

MUNICIPAL  CONSTRUCTION  OF 
AUDITORIUM— In  view  of  the  appar- 
ently growing  inclination  of  cities  to 
give  municipal  aid  to  the  erection  of 
structures  designed  for  auditorium  pur- 
poses, we  call  attention  to  the  recent 
holding  of  the  supreme  court  of  Colo- 
rado in  the  city  and  county  of  Denver 
V.  Hallett,  33  Pacific  Reporter.  1066. 
The  court  there  declares  that  Colorado 
constitution,  120,  granting  home  rule 
to  the  city  of  Denver,  and  providing 
that  the  people  In  the  city  shall  always 
]iave  the  exclusive  power  of  making, 
altering,  revising,  or  amending  their 
charter,  bestowed  upon  the  people  all 
the  power  possessed  by  the  legislature, 
so  that  they  were  authorized  to  provide 
by  charter  for  the  erection  of  an  audi- 
torium, to  purchase  a  sit  therefor,  and 
to  issue  bonds  to  discharge  the  indebt- 
edness arising  from  Its  construction. 

EASEMENT  IN  PARTY-WALL.— A 
decision  which  conforms  to  the  prin- 
ciples which  govern  the  holdings  con- 
cerning party- walls,  although  the  facts 
are  a  tritle  pecullai-,  is  contained  in 
Jack.son  v.  Bruns.

Lard  prices  have  establish^nl  a  new 
high  mark  for  themselves  this  fall. 

The  price  has  soared  as  liigh  as  10% 
cents,  whf  rta.s  in  fniDier  years  9  cents 
•was  thought  a  high  price  for  lard,  and 
the  usual  run  of  luii  ■  a  was  between 
Tand    S    cents. 

The  incn-a.-i».ul  in-  .f  ,.n.i  i.-,  attributed 
partly  to  tlie  ikw  law.  which  forbids 
the  packing  house.s  using  any  beef 
tallow  in  the  lard.  The  law  prescribes 
that  the  lard  shall  be  absolutely  pure 
and  the  inspectors  are  said  to  be  en- 
forcing thi-s  provision. 

The  packftf  say  that  the  beef  tal- 
low did  not  make  the  lard  any  less 
pure,  and  that  It  tended  to  cheapen  the 
cost    of   it. 

Whatever  the  cause  may  be,  the  fact 
retnain.s  that  lard  prices  are  moving 
on  a  lilghiT  level  than  they  did  six 
months  or  a  year  ago,  and  the  price 
appears  d.siiiifl  to  move  between  10 
and  11  cents,  inslrad  of  between  7  and 
8  cents  or  even   8  and  9  cents.

APPLICATION  OF  GAME  LAWS.— 
A  very  far  reaching  holding  concerning 
the  effect  and  application  of  the  game 
laws  is  contained  in  People  ex  rel.  Hill 
V.  Hesterberger.  76  Northeastern  Re- 
porter, 1032,  where  it  is  in  effect  held 
that  New  York  laws,  prohibiting  the 
possession  of  certain  game  birds  during 
th^  clo.«ied  season,  apply  to  game  birds 
which  are  not  of  the  same  variety  as 
tho.se  known  by  the  same  name  in  New- 
York,  and  vvliich  were  in  fact  imported 
from    foreign    countries. 

PRIMARY  ELECTION     STATUTES. 
— Various     provisions     of     the     Illinois 
primary  election  law  are  declared  to  be 
unconstitutional  in  People  v.  Board  of 
Commissioners    of    Chicago,    77    North- 
eastern Reporter.  321.    A  provision  that 
in    a    senatorial    district,    consisting  of 
two  counties,   not  more   than   two   per- 
.sons   of  the   same   political   party,   that 
is,  one  candidate  for  senator  and  one 
I  for    repre.Hentatlve,   shall   be   nominated 
'  from   any  one  county,   is  lield  in  con- 
flict   with    the   constitutional    provisi4)n 
merely    requiring    that      senators      and 
representatives  shall  be  residents  of  the 
di.strict.     Other  provisions  to  the  effect 
that  in  Cook  county  no  party  may  hold 
a    primary    election,    unless    it    cast    20 
pe^  cent  of  the  vote  at  the  last  election 
for  president,  while  outside  that  county 
a    party    which    cast   10   per   cent    may 
hold  a  primary  electi<}n,  and  that  out- 
side   of    Cook    county    a    person    may 
vote    at    the    primaries    by    stating    his 
present  party  aflillations.  while  in  Cook

SALE  OF  PLEDGED  STOCK— 
Content  v.  Banner,  76  Northeastern 
Reporter,  913.  the  New  York 'Court  of 
Appeals,  reversing  both  the  trial  court 
and  the  appelate  division,  holds  that, 
where  a  stockbroker  advances  all  the 
money  and  buys  securities  for  a  cus- 
tomer, a  written  notice  to  the  customer 
to  take  up  the  securities  so  bought  or 
supply  margins  for  carrying  them,  and 
stating  that  unless  he  does  so  l>efore  a 
certain  date  the  broker  will  sell  the 
stock  for  his  account  and  hold  him 
re.sponsiblo  for  the  amount,  is  defec- 
tive, where  it  contains  no  statement 
as  to  the  time  or  place  of  sale,  and 
that,  in  the  absence  of  any  agreement 
dispensing  with  notice,  a  sale  on  the 
"curb"  constitutes  a  conversion  though 
the  customer  has  failed  to  respond  on 
the  date  stated. 

CONSTRUCTION    OF    ANTI-TRUST 
STATUTE— The    anti-trust    statute     of 
Texas,  requiring  every  railroad  to  fur- 
nish reasonable  and  equal   facilities  for 
all  corporations  engaged  iti  the  express 
business,    and    defining    a    trust    as      a 
combination  of  capital,  skill,  or  acts  of 
two  or  more  persons  to  create  or  carry 
I  out   restrictions   in    the   free   pursuit   of 
any   business,    is  construed   in   State   v. 
M..  K.  &  T.  Ry  Co.  of  Texas.  91  South- 
western Reporter,  214,  as  prohibiting  a 
contract   between    a   railroad    company 
I  and   an   express  company   whereby  the 
ilaiter    was    given    exclusive    privileges, 
and  the  farmer  bound  itself  not  to  com- 
j tract    with    others    to    do     an     express 
i  business  on  the  road,  and  agreed   that 
I  In    case    privileges   should    be   accorded 
others    by    legislation    or    judicial    pro- 
ceedings the  express  company  in  ques- 
tion  should    have    credit    for   the   sums 
paid  by  other  companies. 

RIGHT  OF  MURDERER  TO  IN- 
HERit  FROM  VICTIM— The  Supreme 
Court  of  Kansas  declares  in  McAllister 
V.  Fair.  84  Pacific  Reporter.  112.  that 
under  a  statute  of  Kansas,  providing  in 
! clear  language  that  a  husband  shall  in- 
herit from  his  deceased  wife,  and  mak- 
ing no  exception  to  the  rule,  the  court 
is  not  Justified  In  reading  into  the 
statute  a  clause  dlslnherititig  a  hus- 
band l)ecause  h*-  feloniously  killed  his 
intestate  wife  for  the  purpose  of  ac- 
quiring her  property. 

REGULATION  OF  BILL-BOARDS— 
Tlie  popular  movement  looking  to- 
1  wards  the  abolition,  or  at  least  regula- 
tion of  blll-board.s,  meets  with  some 
local  discouragement  in  the  case  of 
City  of  Passaic  v.  Paterson  Bill-Post- 
ing. Advertising  &  Sign  Painting  Co., 
62  Atlantic  Reporter,  where  an  ordi- 
nance requiring  that  sign-boards  shall 
be  constructed  not  less  than  ten  feet 
from  the  street  line,  and  that  no  sign 
or  bill-board  shall  be  at  any  point  more 
tlian  eight  feet  above  the  surface  of 
the  ground.  Is  held  to  be  a  regulation 
not  reas<inably  necessary  for  the  public 
safety,  and  not  justified  as  an  exercise 
of  the  police  power.

EXAMINATION  OF  NON-RESI- 
DENT CORPORATE  OFFICERS— The 
provision  of  the  Missouri  statutes  that 
when  the  attorney  general,  in  proceed- 
ings against  a  corporation  under  the 
anti-trust  law,  files  a  statement  giv- 
ing the  names  of  the  non-resident  offi- 
cers of  the  corporation,  whose  testi- 
mony he  desires,  the  court  shall  Issue 
a  notice  to  the  attorney  of  record  for 
the  corporation  notifying  him  that  the 
testimony  of  th^  persons  named  Is  de- 
sired, and  requiring  him  to  have  the.n 
pre.sent  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  for 
their  examination,  is  upheld  In  State 
v  Standard  Oil  company  of  Indiana, 
91  Southwestern  Reporter,  1062.  and  it 
Is  also  maintained  thaF  foreign  corpoi-- 
ations  are  to  l>e  regarded  as  being 
bound  by  the  provisions  of  the  statute 
or  the  principle  that,  by  coming  into 
the  state  to  do  business  pursuant  to 
the  terms  pre8cril)ed  by  the  legislat^ur?. 
a  contract  requiring  them  to  conform 
to   the   existing  laws  is  to    be   implied. 

CONTEMPT— LABOR  ORGANIZA- 
TION-PUNISHMENT OF  INDIVID- 
UAL MEMBER.S— The  opinion  of  the 
superior  court  of  Penn.sylvania  in 
Patterson  v,  Wyoming  Valley  District 
Counsel  is  of  unu-sjial  importance. 
The  court  holds  that  where  the  de- 
cree of  a  court  enjoining  a  labor  or- 
ganization and  its  members  from 
maintaining  a  boycott  has  been  dis- 
obeyed, the  officers  may  be  compelled 
to  produce  the  books  and  records  in 
contempt  proceedings,  and  that  such 
proceedings  are  civil  in  their  nature, 
and  not  criminal,  within  the  meaning 
of  the  federal  and  state  constitutions. 
The  court  further  holds  that  the  Indi- 
vidual members  of  aa  unincorporated 
labor  organizatii)n  are  In  much  tlie 
same  position  as  tha  members  of  a 
business  partnership,  and  may  be 
punished  for  a  contempt  committed 
by  the  organization. 

EVIDENCE  OF  EXPERIMENTS.— 
An   exceedingly   interesting   holding  on 

the  question  of  the  admissibility  of 
evidence  of  experiments  is  contained 
in  Tackman  v.  Brotherliood  of  Amer- 
ican Yeomen,  lii6  Northwestern  Re- 
porter. 350.  The  action  was  on  a 
miitual  benefit  certificate,  and  the 
association  defended  on  the  ground 
that  insured  had  committed  suicide. 
The  only  facts  shown  were  that  de- 
ceased went  to  his  barn  to  get  liis 
team,  and  in  about  an  hour  was  found 
dead,  suspended  by  the  neck  from  a 
tie  strap  attached  to  a  bridle  hanging 
on  a  peg  where  deceased  usually 
hung  his  harness.  At  the  trial  a  wit- 
jiess  testified  that  he  had  hung  a 
bridle  witii  a  tie  strap  attached  on 
the  peg,  throwing  the  tie  strap  over 
thj  peg  in  the  usual  manner,  so  as 
to  leave  it  hanging  down,  and  by  a 
Series  of  experiments  found  that.  If 
he  walked  towards  the  bridle  and 
stumbled  and  fell  with  his  head  in  a 
loop  formed  by  the  strap,  it  was 
drawn  around  his  neck  in  such  a 
way  that  it  caught  or  drew  over  it- 
self, and  would  have  choked  him  had 
he  not  regained  Lis  balance.  The 
witness  was  a  man  of  about  the  same 
weight  and  height  as  deceased,  and 
a  number  of  experiments  showed  that 
the  result  mentioned  ensued  aljout 
three  times  out  of  four.  This  evi- 
dence was  held  to  be  admi-ssiblo  as 
throwing  light  upon  the  manner  in 
which  the  death  might  have  oc- 
curred.

CARRIERS— LOSS  OF  M.SS.— MEA- 
SURE OF  DAMAGES.— The  Interest- 
ing question  arose  in  Southern  Ex- 
press Co.  v.  Owens.  41  Southern  Re- 
porter, 752,  as  to  how  damages  were 
to  be  determined  for  the  loss  of  a 
manuscript  in  the  absence  of  evidence 
of  a  market  value.  The  manuscript 
was  a  school  book  history  on  a  sub- 
ject on  which  there  was  no  test-book, 
and  the  supreme  court  of  Alabama 
determined  that  it  was  proper  to 
permit  the  plaintiff  to  testify  as  to 
the  amount  of  lime  he  had  spent  in 
the  preparation  of  the  manuscript, 
and  what  he  considered  It  worth,  the 
court  adding  that  where  an  article  is 
so  unusual  in  character  that  the 
market    value    cannot    be    determined. 


TRADE-MARKS  AND  TRADE- 
NAMES.—The  supreme  court  of  Mich- 
igan in  Warren  Bros.  v.  Barber  As- 
phalt Paving  Co..  lOS  Northwestern 
Reporter,  652,  holds  that  where  a  city 
calls  for  proposals  for  the  construc- 
tion of  "Bitulithic"  pavement,  and 
requires  the  i)avoment  to  be  made 
according  to  certain  specifications,  a 
coinpany  might  be  awarded  the  con- 
tract for  the  work,  although  another 
company  has  habitually  used  the  word 
"bitulithic"  as  a  name  for  the  par- 
ticular pavement  made  by  tliem,  and 
had  had  this  trade-name  registered, 
and  also  filed  for  record  as  a  trade- 
name in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
the  state  of  Michigan.  The  court 
says  that  the  injunction  must  be  de- 
nied because  a  trade-name  does  not 
give  one  the  exclusive  right  to  make 
or  sell  a  given  kind  of  goods,  the 
trade-name  being  simply  to  point  out 
tlie  origin  or  ownership  of  the  article 
to  which  it  is  afilxed  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  consumer,  and  that  In 
cases  where  the  rights  to  the  use  of 
a  trade-name  are  invaded  the  wrong 
consists  in  the  .sale  of  goods  of  one 
manufacturer  under  the  false  repre- 
sentation that  they  are  the  goods  of 
another.

AUSTRALIAN  PEST  BEING 
TURNED  TO  GOOD  ACCOUNT 

Ottawa,  Nov.  9.— According  to  the  state- 
ments of  R.  J.  Godfrey,  an  Australian, 
who  passed  througli  here  on  his  way  to 
Europe,  having  como  by  way  ol  the  Pa- 
cific coast,  the  rabbits,  wliicb  so  long 
have  been 'the  scourge  of  Australia,  are 
now  becoming  a  prolific  source  of  I'evenue 
to  the  farmers  there. 

The  rabbit,  Mr.  Godfrey  states,  has  be- 
come a  valuable  commercial  asset,  and 
it  has  bi'on  estimated  that  this  litt.e 
animal  bring.s  fully  $10,000,000  a  year  to 
the  commonwealth.  The  rabbit  indu.s- 
try,  however,  ia  yet  in  its  infancy,  and 
judging  from  the  developments  of  the 
past  two  or  three  years,  is  capable  of 
great  expansion. 

The  rabbit  carcasses  are  put  In  cold 
storage  and  shipped  to  England  and 
points  in  the  Far  East.  Thousands  of 
crates  of  these  carcasses  are  turned  out 
every  day.  But  this  is  only  a  part  of 
the  whole  protit.  There  is  good  money 
In  canned  rabbits  as  well,  but  the  great- 
est returns  of  all  are  derived  from  the 
skin.?. 

Last  year  the  value  of  the  exported 
skins  exceeded  that  of  the  carcasses. 
Every  week  about  150  tons  of  the  skins 
are  sold  In  Sydney  and  fully  ten  tons 
more  In  Melbourne.  The  price  also  of 
the  skins  lias  advanced  50  per  cent  since 
last  January.  So  profltal>le.  Indeed,  ha^i 
become  this  part  of  the  Industry  that 
many  trappers  are  devoting  themselves 
to  it  entirely,  discarding  the  carcasses 
and  retaining  only  the  skins.

The  smooth  shave  is  the  key  to  the 
sanitary  condition  and,  if  tlie  wise  doc- 
tors have  their  way.  half  of  the  men  of 
Kansas  will  be  made  unrecognizable.

They  all  smoke  but  the  women,  and 
smoke  rapidly  and  almost  continu- 
ously. 

•We  smoke  too  much."  said  one  of 
the  men.  puffing  a  corn  cob  pipe.

It  is  too  dark  in  the  corridor  to 
rea<i,  except  directly  under  the  lights 
and  near  the  windows,  and  not  a 
great  deal  of  reading  is  done.

Cards  are  one  form  of  recreation, 
and  occasionally  grames  of  "smear" 
or  "pinochle"  or  "solitaire"  are  seen 
in   progress.

Following  IS  a  communicanon  ad- 
dressed to  the  editor  of  The  Herald:

In  1849.  at  the  time  when  Hungary  rose 
in  revolt  against  the  dominion  of  Austria, 
a  dog  belonging  to  a  Magyar  patriot 
chanced  to  bark  at  an  Austrian  officer.

SOCIETY  OF 
ARTS  AND  CRAFTS 

Duluth  Women  Organize 

to  Promote  Them  in 

Duluth. 

Duluth  now  Ixiasts  a  Society  of 
Arts  and  Crafts,  and  though  it  is 
but  an  infant,  it  appears  to  be  sturdy 
and  healthy,  and  is  expected  to  de- 
velop to  well-rounded  dimensions  as 
the  years  advance.  This  society  has 
been  established  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  arts  and  crafts  in  Duluth. 
This  city,  having  so  large  a  forelg)i 
element  in  its  population,  it  was  sur- 
mised by  some  far-sightt^d  women 
that  there  must  be  many  persons 
among  the  different  natiunalities  who 
had  learned  in  their  fatherland  some 
of  the  arts  and  crafts  so  well  under- 
stood among  the  workers  of  the 
countries  of  Kurope,  such  as  artistic 
work  In  metals,  leather,  wood,  book- 
binding, illuminating,  modeling  in 
clay,  weaving,  lace  making,  etc.  It  Is 
hoped  that  this  society  may  be  the 
means  of  bringing  to  light  much  of 
this  work,  now  unknown  and  unap- 
preciated, and  inciting  in  those  ac- 
(lualnted  with  it  a  desire  to  do  better 
and  iTiore  elficient  work,  by  creating 
a  demand  for  it.  and  thus  alTordlng 
a  market  for  the  productions  of  these 
workers. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  about 
the  last  of  September,  at  the  home 
of  Mrs.  Henry  C.  Marshall,,  when  the 
forming  of  such  a  society  was  dis- 
cussed, and  committees  were  ap- 
pointed to  ascertain  the  address  and 
ability  of  some  of  these  crafts  men 
and   women. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Nov.  8  a  second 
meeting    waa    held    in    th©    club    room 


of  the  library,  Mrs.  Henry  C.  Mar- 
shall presiding,  to  discuss  the  work 
done,  and  to  organize  a  society.  The 
following  ladles  were  appointed  as 
committees  for  the  different  branches 
of  the  work:  Melals,  Miss  Carey; 
leather  work.  Miss  Bainbridge;  laces, 
Miss  Everett;  wood  carving,  Miss 
Italnbrldge  and  Miss  Jean  Polrler; 
pottery.  Miss  Jennie  Thompson; 
bookbinding  and  book  plates,  Miss 
Lydia  Polrler;  weaving,  Mrs.  T.  J. 
Davis  Miss  May  .Shannon  and  Miss 
Ella  Floe;  illuminating,  Mrs,  Weston; 
and  designing.,  Mrs.  Robert  Seymour. 
Mrs.  J.  R.  Glffert  was  appointed 
as  chairman,  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Sievert  as 
secretary. 

It  had  been  proposed  to  liave  an  ex- 
hibit Including  a  loan  collection  for  sale 
before  Christmas,  but  many  of  tlie 
workers  found  it  difficult  to  get  arliclos 
ready  In  that  short  time,  and  it  was 
decided  to  postpone  the  exhibit  until 
the  week  after  Easter,  to  be  held 
Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  of 
that  week.  A  r(X)m  has  been  secured 
In  the  library,  where  articles  may  be 
.sent,  and  kept  safely  under  lock  and 
key,  and  the  exhibit  will  be  held  In  the 
club  room  of  the  library.  Mr.  Bradley 
has  very  kln<lly  offered  to  do  the  neces- 
sary printing,  and  Mr.  Silberstein  to 
furnish    and    place    the    show    cases. 

Anyone  who  does  work  In  aiiy  kind 
of  these  crafLs.  and  wishes  to  exhibit 
will  refer  to  the  committee  having 
charge  of  the  craft.  Any  Informa- 
tion desired  may  be  obtained  by  ap- 
plying to  Miss  Lydia  Porler  at  the 
public  library,  corner  of  Second  avenue 
west  and  Second  street. 

It  was  decided  to  levy  a  tax  of  5 
per  cent  on  each  sale,  in  order  to  help 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  exhibit.  It  is 
hoped  that  an  interest  may  be  awak- 
ened in  ihis  movement,  and  that  Ameri- 
can born  chlldern  may  learn  to  ap- 
preciate the  worth  of  the  craft  learned 
by  their  parents  in  the  old  country, 
and  study  such  work;  and  that  they 
may  be  proud  to  learn  it.  is  one  object 
of  this  society;  that  these  arts  and 
crafts  may  not  fall  unused  and  for- 
gotten, but  that  they  may  be  foster- 
ed. It  will  be  necessary  to  have  judges 
of  the  merit  of  the  work  brought  In, 
and  for  this  work.  Miss  Carey,  Mrs. 
JCobert  Seymour,  Miss  Poirier,  and 
Mrs.  Weston  were  appointed.  The  .so- 
ciety will  try  to  keep  in  touch  with 
the  national  society,  and  will  doubt« 
less  become  a  part  of  that  organiza- 
tion.

While  the  empress  is  69,  and  has 
lived  since  she  was  a  girl  in  the 
heaith  destroying  Russian  court,  she 
was,  until  two  years  ago,  a  person 
of  remarkably  youthful  appearance, 
slim  figure  nd  buoyantly  hopeful  dis- 
posiiton.  She  evtn  rivaled  her  sister, 
Alexandra  of  England,  who  is  only 
three  years  her  senior,  in  tlie  ex- 
quisite preservation  of  all  her 
charms. 

Though  never  at  any  time  has  she 
boasted  the  beauty  of  the  English 
queen,  she  has  always  rejoiced  iTi  the 
possession  of  an  Intellectual  vivacity 
that  was  inherited  from  her  mother, 
Queen  Louise  of  Denmark,  and  like 
old  Queen  Louise,  Dagmar,  as  she 
has  always  been  called  in  spite 
of  her  change  of  name  on  entering 
the  Russian  chui^ch,  was  deeply  and 
determinedly  ambitious.  Moreover, 
she  was  her  shrewd  mother's  favorite 
daughter,  and  to  her  marriage  the 
consort  of  the  good  and  mild  old 
King  Christian  devoted  the  great 
diplomatic  skill  .she  possessed.  Noth- 
ing, indeed,  in  all  her  long  and  suc- 
cessful life  gave  Queen  Louise  the 
satisfaction  that  she  derived  from 
the  union  of  her  second  daughter,  in 
1866,  with  the  then  czarevitch  of 
Russia,  who  later 
Alexander    III. 

Fortunitely  the  mother-in-law  of 
Europe,  as  Queen  Louise  was  some- 
times ealled,  died  before  troubles 
thick  and  fast  began  to  fall  In  the 
path  of  her  child.  For  all  gossip  to 
the  contrary,  and  in  spile  of  the 
severe  etiquette  of  the  Russian 
court,  as  well  as  the  very  gloomy 
temperament  of  Emperor  Alexander, 
and  the  daily  peril  in  which  Russian 
rulers  have  lived  since  the  rise  of 
nihilism,  Dagmar  was  for  years  one 
of  the  happiest  women  on  thrones  in 
Europe.

BOERS  START 
AN  OUTBREAK 

Band  From  German  Col- 
ony Makes  Raid  on 
Cape  Police. 

Capetown,  Cape  Colony,  Nov.  10. — 
In  the  northwestern  part  of  Cap© 
Colony,  a  party  of  Boers  led  by  a 
man  named  Ferreira,  recently  em- 
ployed in  German  Southwest  Africa, 
surprised  a  police  camp  In  the  vicin- 
ity of  Witkop.  wounded  two  troopers, 
seized  their  arms  and  ammunition 
and  subsequently  captured  a  cor- 
poral of  police. 

At  Abiquasaar,  Fererrla,  a  Trans-

According  to  the  published  ac- 
count the  victims  of  agrophobia  have 
an  unre.isonlng  fear  for  the  first  time 
even  of  crossing  a  city  square  and  are 
never  so  happy  as  when  nestling  clo.se 
to  the  side  of  a  modern  skyscraper. 
even  going  to  and  from  their  plai;e3  of 
business  Uirovigli  narrow  alleys  and 
thickly  built  up  streets. 

"Agoraphobia  isn't  a  new  disease. ' 
said  a  special i.st  In  nervous  dlseasf-s 
connected  with  the  Post  Graduate  iios- 
pital  In  New  York,  commenting  upon 
this  alleged  discovery,  'its  very,  very 
old.  and.  furthennoru.  It  Isn't  a  disease 
at  all.  but  one  of  the  numberless  symp- 
toms of  the  great  American  affliction, 
neurasthenia.  Why,  I  know  a  man 
right  here  In  New  York  who  has  this 
phase  of  nervousness  in  a  highly  de- 
veloped form.  He  Is  perfectly  sane 
and  an  excellent  business  man,  yet  he 
has  a  mortal  dread  of  any  wide,  open 
apace.  He  became  aware  of  his  fear 
while  driving  around  Union  square  in 
this  city.  Glancing  out  of  the  window. 
he  became  suddenly  panic  stricken, 
with  but  one  idea  uppermost,  to  get  out 
and  run  home.  This  he  did,  keeping 
up  a  hot  pace  until  the  doors  of  his 
hou-se  closed  upon  him.  Now  he  goes 
to  and  from  his  office  In  a  closed  car-

People  ."^o  afflcted  are  con- 
tinually tiking  'i>aths  or  changing  their 
clothes  anil  are  constantly  In  terror 
lest  they  routrict  sonip  dis^a.^e.  The 
queere.^t  illustration  of  this  fear  with- 
in niv  kniiwledge  Is  a  liorror  of  un- 
dertake! s  .Hliops  .and  wagons  The 
woman  wlio  hsirbors  this  particular 
dread    l'<    for<  "d    by    It    to    hurry    hotne 


and  change  her  dress  after  Inadver- 
tently passing  an  undertaker's  estab- 
lishment or  If  passed  on  the  street  by 
otie  of  the  familiar  black  wagons  used 
by  those  who  perform  the  last  offices 
for  the  dead.  She  believes  lliat  in 
some  way  she  has  been  contaminated. 

'•These  fears  have  been  given  charac- 
teristic namfs  because  they  are  well 
known  symptoms  of  neurasthenia  and 
the  same  nuiy  be  said  of  such  terrors 
as  are  caused  by  darkness,  crowds, 
storms  and  certain  localities.  There  Is 
phobiaphobia,  which  me.ins  a  fear  of 
having  a  fear.  In  addition  to  these 
recognized  symptoms  victims  of  the 
disease  exhibit  original  hallucinations. 
Individual  rather  than  typical  of  a 
class. 

■'One  man  Imagined  that  the  clock 
talked  to  him.  1  went  to  see  him  one 
night,  and  after  greeting  me  he  said  that 
the  clock  In  his  room  persisted  in  making 
unpleasant  suggestions. 

■  'Is  it  talking  to  you  now?'  I  said. 

'■  'Yes,'  he  replied.  'If s  saying:  "Go 
kill  yourself,  go  kill  yourself,"  over  and 
over.' 

"He  wanted  to  know  how  It  could  bo 
stopped,  so  1  told  him  the  easiest  way 
was  to  stop  the  clock.  Another  patient 
told  me  In  a  hushed  voice,  though  with 
more  Interest  than  fear,  that  tho  walls 
of  hid  room  were  covered  with  cam- 
paign buttons  and  umbrella .s.  Still  an- 
other refused  to  stay  in  his  room  be- 
cause the  walla  were  covered  with 
bloody  hand.-<  and  luxuriantly  sprouting 
vegetables  of  all  descriptions.  Delusions 
of  this  kind  are  not  Indications  of  in- 
sanity, which  Is  something  altogether  dif- 
ferent and  far  more  serious.  They  are 
the  residts  of  nervous  exhaustion  and 
often  dl.sappear  through  treatment.  You 
.^ee.  In  neurasthenia,  illusions  are  recog- 
nized as  su  h  by  the  victim  even  though 
he  cannot  dispel  them. 

"It  Is  ordinarily  the  cag<»  with  the.se 
fears  and  lUu.slons  th-it  t.he  3urf*»rer  from 
them  refrains  from  talking  of  hl.«;  trouble 
as  long  as  po.sslble.  When  worry  event- 
ually drives  him  to  a  physician  he  must, 
of  course,  tell  the  doctor,  but  Is  just  as 
silent  as  ev»-r  wiiere  his  friends  are  con- 
cerned. To  the  doctor  the  story  Is  an 
old  one,  only  one  of  the  manv  curious 
things  that  he  meets  In  his  dally  prac- 
tice. In  the  hospitals  e.specially  we  en- 
counter many  of  these  strange  Ulu.sions. 
and  the  victims  come  from  all  walks  and 
occupations  of  life.  There  are  business 
men  who  have  been  overworking,  some 
who  have  used  too  much  alcohol,  others 
who  have  had  trouble  and  sorrow  to  com- 
bat; in  short,  the  ranks  are  recruited 
from  among  those  who  have  In  one  way 
or  anothtT  overtaxed  the  nerve  force 
wldeh  each  has  In  varying  degree. 

"The  old  method  of  treating  neuras- 
thenia, or  nervous  breakdown— 'nervous 
prostration'  It  is  .'sometimes  called— was 
by  the  ailministration  of  strong  tonics. 
In  most  instances  the.s«  tonics  are  n<>t 
only  useless  but  positively  harmful.  In 
the  hospital  the  treatment  prescribed  Is 
rest  and  a  proper  diet,  few  drugs  being 
given.  Sometimes  the  patient  Is  merely 
required  to  stay  In  bed  a  certain  lensth 
of  time  and  to  remain  as  quiet  as  possible. 
In  the  effort  to  obtain  complete  rest,  his 
food  even  l>Mng  given  him  by  a  nurse. 
In  other  Instances  only  partial  rest  Is  re- 
quired, a  change  of  occupation,  or  per- 
haps a  vacation  of  several  weeks  spent 
In  complete  idleness.  Even  after  an  im- 
provement has  been  effected  In  the  con- 
dition of  the  patient  it  is  pos.^ible  to  undo 
all  the  good  by  the  old  metliod  of  dosing 
him  with  tonics. 

"Neurasthenia  In  Its  milder  forms 
might  almost  be  said  to  be  a  household 
disease.  It  is  an  effeciion  which  does 
not  limit  Itself  to  any  part  of  the  ner- 
vous system,  hnt  affects  It  as  a  whole— 
hrnin,    spinal    -.ird.    and    p-^riph-'r il    ner- 


vous system,  or  that  part  of  the  nervous 
system  leading  from  the  spmal  cord 
to  the  outer  parts  of  the  body.  The 
headway  It  has  gained  in  our  great, 
noisy  cities  is  what  gives  rise  to  the 
belief  that  neurasthenia  is  a  new  dis- 
ease, created  by  modern  conditions.  In 
point  of  fact,  It  exists  in  quiet  country 
villages  as  well  as  In  congested  cen- 
ters, and  was  known  as  early  as  the 
sixteenth  century  when  trolley  cars, 
factory  wiiiatles,  clanging  bells  and  the 
myriad  noises  of  a  later  day  had  not 
begun  to  add  to  the  turmoil  of  exist- 
ence. In  olden  times  it  was  known  sim- 
ply as  nervousness  and  was  so  vaguely 
described  by  Robert  Whyte.  of  Edin- 
burgh, In  1675.  The  first  use  of  the  term 
neurasthenia  was  in  l»i33  in  Dunglesons 
Medical  dictionary.  In  this  country  Dr. 
E.  H.  Van  Dusen.  of  Kalamazoo.  Mich., 
originally  made  use  of  the  word  In  his 
'Biennial  Report  to  the  Michigan  Asy- 
lum'  of  1S67. 

"Thousands  of  people  experience 
symptoms  of  neurasthenia,  but  do  not 
recognize  them  as  such.  For  Instance. 
a  dull  headache  at  the  back  of  the 
head,  above  the  brow,  or  over  the  eyes, 
which  comes  on  during  severe  mental 
exercise  and  disappears  with  relaxation 
from  work.  Is  one  Indication  of  the 
disease.  Insomnia  Is  another  and  very- 
Important  signal  from  the  overworked 
nervous  system.  The  fact  that  one 
wakes  In  the  morning  totally  unre- 
freshed  by  the  night's  sleep  is  sufficient 
cause  for  apprehension.  Some  patients 
Bleep  heavily,  others  lightly,  they  tell 
me,  but  In  either  case  the  complaint  is 
the  same,  "I  get  no  rest  from  my  sleep 
and  am  just  as  tired  in  the  morning  as 
when  I  went  to  bed.'  Most  of  this  cla.ss 
of  sufferers  are  extremely  irritable, 
trifles  which  a  healthy  person  would 
scarcely  notice  causing  them  to  lose 
control  of   themselves. 

"In  short,  when  one  feels  depressed, 
enervated,  and  not  up  to  his  usual  con- 
dition a  careful  consideration  of  the 
cause  will  frequently  save  mucn  future 
trouble.  The  symptoms  may  be  mental, 
or  as  we  say  psychic,  or  they  may  be 
purely  physical,  but  in  either  case  un- 
less the  cause  is  otherwise  self  evident 
It's  likely  to  be  a  case  of  nerves."

Two  suits  by  creditors  of  the  estate 
of  Charles  Gasper,  deceased,  were 
started  In  the  district  court  this  morn- 
ing against  W.  G.  Joeriis,  administra- 
tor of  the  estate.

been  brought  to  almost  perfect  health. 

The   camp    itself   consists     of     about 
thirty    tents,    set    in    a    hollow     s-juar-i 
about   a  field   of  very   long   dry  grass.

Inside  there  is  a  shelf 
for  the  little  cup  used  by  the  sick,  a 
double  iron  bedstead,  whitened  over,  a 
small  iron  cot  ,and  a  table  resting  on  a 
rug.  The.se  tables  have  their  oilcloth 
covers,  a  lamp  and  books  and  papers.

The  tents  are  practically  all  the  .same 
size.    12x14    feet.     To    them    the    charity 
furnishes    bed    and      bedding,      chairs 
stove  and  washing  utensils. 

The  charity  is  open  to  any  one.  The 
day's  work  at  the  camp  is  most  simple. 
Patients  breakfast  at  7:30  o'clock  on 
mush  and  milk,  eggs  and  coffee.  At 
noon  there  is  soup,  a  little  meat  and 
but  no  dessert.

As   a   re- 
sult,  there   is   not    much   water  for  the 
benefit  of  the  thirsty  pulmonary  tuber- 
cle,   and    without    moisture    he    cannot 
incubate.

SPLITTING  ROCK    WITH  AIR. 

The  expansive  force  of  compressed  air 
Is  employed  in  a  very  Interesting  way 
by  a  North  Carolina  granite  company, 
says  the  Youth's  Companion.  On  a 
sloping  hillside,  composi-d  of  granite 
which  shows  no  bed  planes,  but  splits 
readily  In  any  direction  when  staffej 
a  three-inch  bore  is  sunk  about  eight 
feet  deep,  and  the  boitoin  is  enlarged 
by  exploding  half  a  stick  of  dynamite. 

A  small  charge  of  powder  is  fired  in 
this  hole,  whicli  starts  a  horizontal 
crack  of  cleavag<'.  Charges  increasing 
in  size  are  exploded  until  the  cleavage 
h.as  extended  over  a  radius  of  seventy- 
five  or  a  hundred  feet.  Then  a  pipe  Is 
cemented  into  the  bore,  and  air  Is 
forced  In,  under  a  pres.sure  o  ffron\ 
eighty    to    a    hundred    pounds. 

'rhe  expansion  of  the  air  extends  the 
cleavage  until  it  comes  out  at  the  sur- 
face on  the  slope  of  the  hill.  A  sheet 
of  granite  several  acres  in  extent  ma-jr 
thus   be  separated.

The  building  Is  two  stories  In 
height,  with  four  class  rooms  on 
the  first  floor,  and  six  on  the  second, 
each  having  a  capacity  of  about  fifty 
scholars.  The  class  rooms  are  each 
30  by  25  feet  In  size,  and  there  Is 
a  central  corridor,  the  dimensions 
of  which  are  28  by  50  feet.       On  the 


first  floor,  besides  the  class  rooms, 
there  is  a  spacious  principal's  room 
and  several  cloak  rooms  and  store- 
rooms. Each  room  has  two  Indi- 
vidual  cloak   rooms   and   closets. 

The  heating  plant  is  situated  in  a 
separate  building,  directly  In  the 
rear  of  the  main  building.  The  plan 
of  heating  is  that  of  the  fan-hot 
air  method,  the  hot  air  being 
forced  into  the  rooms  by  a  current 
created  by  large  fans.  This  plan 
has  been  tried  In  numerous  big 
buildings  and  has  been  found  to  be 
the  best  and  especially  for  this 
class     of     buildings.  The     best     of 

ventilation    is    obtained    and    the    air, 
which    is    forced    into    the    rooms 
pure    and    fresh. 

The  building,  which  will  cost  when 
completed  JSO.OOO,  will  probably  not 
be  occupied  until  the  first  of  the 
yeaf  at  the  earliest,  although  It  will 
probably  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
November.

SHERMAN  FEELS  JUBILANT. 

Republican  Successes  In  Congressional

There  are  thirty  counts  against  the 
men  and  it  is  alleged  the  conspiracy 
was  in  operation  from  1892  to  Jan.  1, 
1905;  that  the  defective  tubes  were 
placed  in  boilers  used  on  twelve  war 
vessels,  among  them  being  the  Louisi- 
ana, on  which  President  Roosevelt  is 
now  making  his  trip  to  Panama,  the 
Maine,  Pennsylvania,  Georgia,  Colorado, 
Vermont,  Maryland,  Tennessee,  Wash- 
ington, Minnesota,  Nebraska  and 
Charle.ston;  that  Dunn,  now  superin- 
tendent of  all  the  seamless  tube  mills 
of  the  Shelby  Tube  company,  was  the 
superintendent  of  the  Greenville  mills, 
where  the  boiler  tubes  were  made. 

The  indictments  are  the  outcome  of 
an  Investigation  started  a  month  or 
more  ago  upon  information  furnished 
by  Eminett.  Judge  Ewing  issued  bench 
warrants  for  the  three  men.

Chicago.  Nov.  10. — Increases  of 
wages  amounting  lo  millions  on  mill- 
ions of  dollars  have  either  been 
grunitd  or  will  soon  be  announced  by 

practical ly  all  of  the  great  railroad 
and  induiilriul  corporations  of  the 
country. 

it  is  almost  certain  that  the  action 
of  tlie  Pennsylvania  system  in  ad- 
vancinj'  the  pay  of  its  army  of 
165,000  employes  nearly  $12,000,000 
a  year  will  soon  be  followed  gener- 
ally  l»y   transportation  companies. 

The  Philadelphia  :\  Heading,  the 
New  York  Central,  the  Lackawanna 
and  other  Eastern  roads  either  have 
been  requested  to  advance  the  wages 
of  the  employes  or  have  taken  some 
steps   to    do   so. 

Exact  reports  concerning  the 
amount  of  the  increases  on  thu 
Western  roads  cannot  be  learned,  but 
it  ai>pears  to  be  a  settlt-d  policy. 
Judging  from  statements  made  by 
leading  Western  railroad  otfiolals, 
that  compromises  will  be  made 
which  will  be  satisfactory  to 
the  workmen.  Railroads  which  are 
expected  to  take  such  action  are  the 
Chicago.  Milwaukee  St.  Paul,  the 
Rock  island,  St.  Louis  &  San  Fran- 
cisco system,  and  the  North-West- 
ern. In  some  other  railroads  termin- 
ating in  Chicago  it  is  expected  thAt 
advances  will  be  given  to  special 
departments   of   labor. 

Thf  Standard  Oil  company  has 
tak.n  the  lead  among  the  industrial 
corpi  .rations  by  adding  considerably 
to  the  remuneration  of  its  60,000 
men. 

Information  comes  from  Montana 
that  the  Amalgamated  Copper  com- 
pany, which  employs  near  15,000 
men  in  the  mines  of  that  state,  al- 
ready lias  made  a  proposal  to  its  em- 
ployes increasing  their  wages  10  per 
cent. 

The  United  States  Steel  corpora- 
tion, whlcli  granted  an  advance  to 
175.000  employes  in  March,  1905, 
without  solicitation  from  the  men, 
also  is  considering  the  question  of 
another    Increase. 

Ont  reason  for  the  general  ten- 
den(  y  to  give  more  pay  was  brought 
out  yesterday  by  Dun's,  trade  agency, 
which  reported  that  the  cost  of  living 
was  the  highe.st  In  twenty  years.  An- 
other reason  given  by  financiers  is 
that  the  industrial  corporations  are 
all  In  a  highly  prosperous  condition 
and  the  scores  of  plants  are  being 
worked  to  their  full  capacity  and  un- 
der high  pressure.  Under  these  con- 
ditions, it  is  said  to  be  the  desire 
of  the  managements  of  the  larger 
corporations  to  have  their  workmen 
participate    in    tVtis    prosperity. 

Men  of  prominence  in  the  finan- 
cial world  see  in  the  concerted  action 
of  the  great  corporations  a  desire 
to  checkmate  the  growing  tide  of  an- 
tagonl.sm  to  corporations,  such  as  was 
brought  out  in  the  recent  election. 
The  di.'icontent  among  the  laboring 
element,  the  higher  cost  of  living, 
the  lowered  purchasing  power  of  the 
dollar  and  the  effect  of  the  disclos- 
ures of  corporate  abuses.  It  is  gen- 
erally admitted,  have  forced  the  cor- 
poratl<»ns  to  adopt  a  more  liberal 
policy  toward  the  worklngmen  and 
thereby  conciliate  the  active  antagon- 
ism which  was  reflected  In  the  elec- 
tion.

St.  Petersburg,  Nov.  10. — The 
most  recent  exploit  of  the  St.  Peters- 
burg revolutionists  is  the  theft  of  a 
machine  gun  of  the  latest  model  and 
a  large  supply  of  cartridges.  It  is 
presumed  that  an  expert  gunner  Is 
involved,  because  all  the  neces.sary 
accessories  were  simultaneously  ab- 
stracted from  the  armory.  The 
prefect  of  police  has  Issued  an  order 
.specially  emphasizing  the  necessity  of 
recapturln-    the  gun. 

The  man  named  Schekter,  who 
threw  the  bomb  at  Police  Captain 
Sam.sonoff  of  Bialystok,  one  of  the 
terroristic  acts  precipitating  the  Jew- 
ish massacre  there,  was  convicted  to- 
day and  sentenced  to  ten  years  at 
hard  labor.  The  prisoner,  who  Is  a 
mere  youth,  testified  that  he  entered 
the  terrorist  organization  as  a  spy, 
at  the  Instance  of  the  police  in  1904, 
and  served  the  police  faitlifully  for 
two  years,  but  he  became  converted 
to  the  theories  of  the  revolutionists 
and  determined  to  expiate  his  treach- 
ery   by   killing   Capt.    Samsonoff. 

This  recalls  the  famous  case  of 
Degdieff,  a  member  of  the  inner 
council  of  the  terrorist  organization, 
who,  after  the  a.ssasslnation  of  Em- 
peror Alexander  II  in  18S1,  sold  him- 
self to  Col.  Suderkin,  chief  of  the 
secret  police,  betrayed  a  thousand 
of  his  comrades  and  finally  confessed 
his  treachery  and  atoned  for  it  by 
killing  Suderkin  in  18«3.  Degdieff 
fled  to  America,  where  it  was  report- 
ed he  took  up  his  abode  under  an- 
other name.

Money  came  fairly  raining  in  to  the 
swindlers.  The  annual  Income  of  ten 
groups  of  them,  operating  from  New 
York  in  the  early  '80s,  has  been  esti- 
matid  by  the  police  at  upward  of 
$9(.i0,o00.  Old  Jimmy  McNally,  now  down 
and  out,  made  his  hundred  thousand  a 
year  then,  say  the  posloffice  inspectors, 
as  regularly  as  if  it  was  a  mere  mat- 
ter of   clipping  coupons. 

A  picturesque  east  side  figure,  a 
politician  in  a  small  way  all  his  long 
life,  died  a  few  years  ago  leaving  a 
fortune!  of  $-00,000,  nearly  all  amassed 
by  prudent  investments  in  the  green 
goods  business.  He  put  up  the  roll  of 
real  money  used  in  working  the  game. 
Half  the  returns  went  to  him,  and  as 
he  knew  liis  men  there  was  never  any 
squealing.  He  was  a  faithful  church- 
goer all  his  life,  a  generous  giver  to 
charities,  and  always  known  as  not 
only  an  honest  but  a  sympathetic  man. 

Then,  about  ISSCi,  came  the  passage  of 
the  federal  enactments  making  use  of 
the  mails  with  Intent  to  defraud  an  of- 
fense punishable  by  eigx..een  months' 
imprisonment  and  $liX)  fine;  likewise, 
tliat  giving  the  postmaster  general 
power  to  issue  fraud  orders.  This  was 
the  first  real  blow  and,  up  to  a  few 
years  ago,  the  only  effective  one  that 
had  ever  been  struck  at  me  game. 

For  a  time  it   made  all  the  operators 
practically   give   up   business,    but    in    a 
few    years    such    men    as    William    C. 
Woodworth,    known    all     through     tne 
criminal     world    as    Big    Hawlcy,    and 
Jimniic    McNally,    then    and    afterward 
the   king  of   e.ie  con  men,  with  the  as- 
sistance   of    the    sliyster    lawyers    that 
are    alwavs    on    the    staff   of    such 
as     Goslin,     Larry      Summerhead 
tiieir   ilk.   had  devised  an  entirely 
form  of  the  game. 

The  real  effect  of  the  new  federal 
law  up  to  the  time  Chief  Mayer  took 
office,  eighteen  months  ago,  was  mere- 
Iv  to  invent  a  more  ingenious  scheme 
than  over.  This  worked  almost  without 
hindrance  for  a  long  time,  certainly 
without  any  eiicctive  curbing  of  the 
swindlers.  _     , 

The  chief  now  feature  of  the  game 
was  the  use  of  the  telegraph.  Many  of 
the  generals  and  princes  of  the  game 
have  claimed  the  credit  of  suggesting 
this  amendment  to  the  old  game,  but, 
according  to  Postoffice  Inspector  Ja- 
cobs and  Inspector  Boyle  of  the  New- 
York  office  and  Inspector  Snow  of  the 
Boston  office,  William  C.  Avoodworth 
(Big  Hawley)  deserves  the  credit  of  the 
Invention.  ,  „,, 

Big  Hawley  later  became  known  all 
over  the  country  as  perhaps  the  best 
confidence  man  alivo.  As  Lord  Lionel 
Musgrave  he  Is  alleged  to  have  swindled

GREEN  GOODS  PASSING. 

Some  Ancient  Swindles  That  Netted  For- 
tunes About  Ended. 

The  green  goods  g.ime  Is  passing.  Not 
that  the  definite  end  of  so  ingenious  and 
el&ive  a  swindle  will  be  seen  in  the  im- 
eluslve  future,  but  the  scheme  that 
earned  $75,(X»0  a  year  for  Jimmie  McNally, 
the  Con  Kmg,  in  the  old  days  and  gave 
small  fortunes  to  more  East  Side  ward 
heelers,  than  New  York  will  ever  realize, 
IS  rapidly  passing  into  tlie  misty  distance 
of  the  "con  "  man's  golden  age,  says  tlie 
New    York   Sun.  _^_ 

The  L'niied  riiates  Post  Office  inspectors 
have  at  last  discovered  an  efiective 
means  of  crippling  the  green  goods  game. 
The  fact  is  that  the  local  Inspectors, 
under  the  direction  of  Chief  Walter  S. 
Aiayer,  have  gone  into  the  business 
ibemselves  in  a  modest  way,  makmg 
about  $1,000  a  month  for  Cncie  Sam  out 
of  the  operators  of  the  game.  And  the 
ci.ances  of  a  green  goods  sharper's  catch- 
ing a  tartar  in  the  supposed  come-on  and 
having  to  give  up  two  or  three  thousand 
dollars  in  real  money  to  help  the  Gov- 
eri  mtnt  pay  his  board  in  Kings  County 
Penitentiary  are  getting  to  be  so  good 
that  the  more  di.screet  confidence  men 
aro  turning  their  attention  to  fresher  and 
les?    dangerous    fields. 

Chief  Mayer  has  accomplished  this  by 
pushing  two  measure.s  of  attack.  In  the 
fust  place  he  has  made  it  almost  Im- 
po.ssible  for  the  sharpers  to  keep  up 
C'Mnmunication  with  their  Intended  vic- 
tim after  he  has  received  the  first  clr- 1 
culars  that  made  him  anxious  to  do 
business.  This  has  been  done  by  the 
practical  elimination  of  that  obscure  but  i 
indispensable  go-between,  the  telegraph  I 
operator— upon  whose  secret  aid  depends 
llie  maintenance  of  a  receiving  address 
by  the  swindlers.  In  the  second  placo 
Chief  Mayer  has  done  his  utmost  to  ba.ar 
at  once  the  swindlers  and  their  bank- 
According  to  the  police  and  the .  post 
office  inspectors  the  green  goods  game 
\s  one  of  the  few  new  things  under  the 
sun.  It  only  came  Into  being,  they  say, 
around    the   year  1870.  .  ,       ^ 

Although  many  crooks  have  claimed  It 
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ciety'wlio  have  been 
swindling  schemes  at

The  other  radical  improvement  over  the 
old  scheme  provided  for  a  divi.sion  of 
labor.  Instead  of  being  worked  by  one 
man  or  group  of  men  in  the  good  old 
fashion,  the  new  scheme  fell  into  the 
hands  of  two  different  parties  of  opera- 
tors, quite  unconnected,  and  headend  b> 
two  men  called  In  the  par  ance  of  the 
underworld  the  writer  and  the  tracker. 

The  writer  first  got  up  the  corculars  and 
sent  them  out  by  the  hundred,  lie  kept 
the  venal  telegraph  operators  on  his  pay 
r.^11  to  receive  the  telegrams  from  the 
victims.  He  arranged  with  other  tools  to 
get  tliese  dispatches,  and  with  the  steer- 
ers  to  meet  the  victim. 

With  that  Ins  part  in  the  game  was 
finished.     Tlte  backer  now  took  hold. 

He  was  the  man  who  provided  the  roll 
of  from  $2,000  to  $10,000  in  good  greenbacks 
used  as  bait.  He  lilred  the  turner  the 
man  to  whom  another  steerer,  also  hired 
bv  him,  brought  the  victim  from  the 
writer's  steerer  to  be  swindled.  The 
backer  likewise  hired  the  ringer 
effected  the  rapid  substitution  of 
green  paper  for  the  good  money,  if 
was  done.  In  the  turning  joint.  He 
engaged  the  tailors  who  kept  watch 
outside  the  turning  joint  while  the  victim 
was  being  fleeced,  and  the  one  who  put 
him  on  a   through  train   for  home  after-

Sav  the  come-on  was  robbed  of  $1,000. 
Half  wont  to  the  writer,  half  to  tiie  back- 
er The  backer  paid  a  good  rent  for  the 
turning  joint,  gave  the  turner  who  did  tlie 
actual  swindle  a  quarter  of  his  pile,  and 
his  steerer.  tailors  and  ringer  $d  or  $10 
each  The  writer  gave  his  telegraph 
oDorators  $25  a  month  right  along,  and 
the  steerers.  u.sually  broken-down  crooks 
like  the  turner's  minor  assistants,  $a 
apiece. 

Thus  writer  and  backers  each  made 
from  $340  to  $375  on  the  turn  witliout 
coming  anywhere  within  reach  of  the  arm 
of  the  law  themselves.  Both  kept  out  of 
sight  at  all  stages  of  the  swindle;  and  it 
was  a  poor  week  when  such  men  as 
Jimmie  McNally  or  Big  Hawley  couldn't 
turn   eight  or   ten   come-ons. 

A  politician  who  was  backing  four  writ- 
ers at  the  same  time  made  from  $1,500  to 
$2  500  a  Week  for  five  years.  In  that  time 
he  went  bail  for  half  a  dozen  of  his 
steerers  arrested  by  the  postal  inspectors 
on  suspicion.  Two  steerers  jumped  their 
bail  and  he  paid  it.  „.        „.       , 

His  turner  was  sent  to  Sing  Sing  for  six 
vears  for  murderously  assaulting  a  come- 
on  who  flashed  his  money  but  refused  to 
give  It  up.  The  backer  supported  tlio 
turner's  family  until  he  was  out  and  could 
begin  to  make  a  living  out  of  the  game 
again.  When  the  backer  retired  at  the 
end  of  his  five  years  he  had  paid  all  ex- 
penses, had  lived  rather  expensively 
and   had  a  quarter  of  a   million  clear  in 

It  'was  this  dexterous  ^and  elusive 
swindle  that  Chief  Mayer  found  in  full 
operation  when  he  became  head  of  the 
Nt>w  York  division  on  Jan.  1,  190u.  His 
first  step  was  to  provide  come-ons  to  re- 
ply to  the  green  goods  circulars  that 
came   into    his   hands. 

One  supposed  come-on  whom  steerers 
often  met  in  Jcr.sey  City  was  a  borrowed 
police  officer.  The  game  would  proceed 
along  the  regular  lines;  but  when  the 
turner  fiashed  his  genuine  roll  the  pseudo 
victim  pulled  his  gun. 

Chief  Mayer's  orders  were  "shoot  to  kill 
if  necessary,  but  bag  the  turner  and  the 
roll  at  anv  cost."  Policeman  Peter  Dun- 
can, who  played  the  come-on  eight  times, 
until  the  operators  got  wise  to  him,  had 
to  shoot  the  first  turner  In  the  shoulder 
in  self-defense.  He  didn't  have  to  shoot 
In  the   later  captures. 

As   soon  as   the  bunco   men   got  one  of 


and     went     through 
playing  the  come-on. 

Chief  Mayer  next  turned  his  attentloa 
to  the  crooked  telegraph  operators,  with- 
out whose  help  the  swindler  could  nut 
be  worked.  The  green  goods  men  had 
upward  of  fifty  addresses  in  New  Y^ork 
where  they  were  receiving  telegrams  and 
as  many  more  in  Brooklyn  and  Jersey 
City. 

He  set  to  work  at  once  to  reduce  this 
total  of  one  hundred  odd  to  zero.  Ho 
did  It  by  collecting  proof  that  certain 
operators  were  receiving  dispatches  for 
the  benefit  of  green  goods  men.  Then 
he  took  his  case  to  the  authorities  of 
the    telegraph    company. 

"Mistake  or  no  mistake,"  he  said, 
"these  swindlers  have  received  telegrams 
secretly  and  unlawfully  through  this 
man,  your  employee.  1  can  convict  him 
of  crime  without  great  difficulty;  but  I 
am  satisfied  of  his  guilt  and  1  ask  his 
dismissal." 

Tiie  officials  were  ready  enough  to  stop 
the  crooked  work  when  it  was  put  up  to 
them,  and  the  man  was  dismissed.  So 
one  by  one,  the  forty  or  fifty  crooked 
operators  In  Greater  New  York,  each 
keeping  up  one  or  two  crooked  addresses 
for  the  swindlers  and  the  hundred  tele- 
graph addresses  went  out  of  being. 

A  relic  of  the  time  when  the  operators 
heard  from  their  victims  through  their 
accomplices,  the  telegraphers,  is  an  indict-

When  Mike  Ryan,  an  al- 
leged writer,  learned  that  the  general 
manager  of  the  company  had  dismissed 
an  operator  suspected  of  being  in  liis 
pay  he  came  out  into  the  open,  de- 
manded that  the  te.egrams  be  sent  to 
him  and  on  the  company's  refusal 
brought  suit  against  It  for  heavy  dam- 
It  was  then,  on  April  14,  1905,  that 
Chief  Aiayer  backed  up  the  company's 
stand  by  having  Ryan's  alleged  accom- 
plice, Carey,  the  125th  street  manager 
indicted.  Soon  after  Ryan  had  dropped 
tne  damage  suit  he  was  caught  by  one 
of  Chief  Alayer's  inspectors  witli  the 
goods  on  in  another  green  goods  opera- 
tion, pleaded  guilty  and  paid   his  line.

In  which 
Congressman  Longworth  spoke  this 
fall,  the  Republicans  met  with  a  sharp 
rebuff. 

"Nick"  spoke  in  the  Sixth  Ohio,  and 
Charles  G.  Hildebrand,  the  Republi- 
can candidate,  was  defeated.  He  spoke 
In  the  Ninth  Ohio  and  H.  C.  McClel- 
land, the  Republican  candidate,  was  de- 
feated. He  spoke  in  the  Eleventh  In- 
diana and  Congressman  Fred  Landis. 
the  Republican  candidate,  was  defeat- 
ed. He  spoke  in  the  Eight  Ohio  and 
Congressman  Ralph  D.  Cole,  the  suc- 
cessful Republican  candidate,  suffered 
a  loss  of  5,000  in  his  plurality. 

Longworth  himself  suffered  a  loss  of 
lO.OOO  from  his  plurality  of  two  yeaxs 
ago.

But  there  were  both  Demo- 
cratic and  Populist  candidates  to  divide  the  vote 
that  v  -•-  and  Xelson  fell  363  votes  short  of  hav- 
ing .;  ,  'lity  Governor  Johnson  not  only  suc- 
ceeded in  gaining  a  much  greater  plurality  than 
did  Nelson,  but  he  also  gained  a  tremendous  ma- 
jority. 

The  next  largest  plurality  received  by  a  Minne- 
sota governor  was  that  given  Van  Sant  in  1902, 
when  he  got  56,487  on  the  merger  runaway,  while 
the  state  was  merger-mad.  Yet  Governor  John- 
son's majority  is  nearly  as  great  as  that  plurality, 
and  the  official  returns  may  make  it  greater.  Van 
Sant  got  a  majority  of  40,810  in  that  election,  and 
he  was  the  only  candidate  to  receive  a  majority 
vote  in  the  last  twenty  years,  e.xcept  W.  R.  Mer- 
riam,  who  had  a  majority  of  7.078  in  1888. 

Before  this  election,  the  average  Republican 
plurality  for  governor  in  the  last  ten  elections  was 
13,788  The  election  of  last  Tuesday,  figuring 
Governor  Johnson's  plurality  at  70,000,  reduces 
this  average  plurality,  in  the  last  eleven  elections, 

to  6.171 

The  pluralities,  in  order  of  size,  in  the  last 
eleven  state  elections,  were  as  follows:  John  A. 
Johnson  in  i()o6,  70,000;  Knute  Nelson  in  1894, 
60,053;  S  R  Van  Sant  in  1902,  56,487;  W.  R.  Mer- 
riam  in  1888,  24,104;  John  Lind  in  1898,  20,194; 
Knute  Nelson  in  1892,  14.620;  John  A.  Johnson  in 
1904.  7.862;  D.  M.  Clough  in  1896,  3,552;  A.  R.  Mc- 
Gill  in  1886,  2,600;  W.  R.  Merriam  in  1890,  2.267; 
S.  R.  Van  Sant  in  1900,  2,254. 

No  such  revolution  ever  took  place  in  Minne- 
sota before,  and  no  other  state,  so  far  as  the  rec- 
ords at  hand  show,  has  ever  experienced  such  a 
complete   turning  over. 

It  is  a  magnificent  tribute  to  personal  merit, 
and  establishes  the  popularity  of  Governor  Johnson 
beyond  attack  It  has  been  the  habit  of  the  Re- 
publicans, when  they  have  been  beaten  in  the  past, 
to  explain  it  by  saying  that  "the  Swedes  did  it." 
This  excuse  is  eliminated  by  this  election.  Gov- 
ernor Johnson  carried  many  counties  where  the 
Swedish  vote  is  very  light,  and  the  evidence  shows 
that  tlie  fealty  of  tlie  Swedes  was  no  greater  than 
that  of  almost  any  other  nationality  that  could  be 
named. 

Tln^  election  shows  that  the  Swedes  are  not  the 
only  ones  that  have  learned  to  vote  independently 
Nationality  cut  less  figure  in  this  election  than  it 
ever  did  where  it  could  possibly  be  made  an  issue. 
Without  reKard  to  nationality  or  partisanship,  the 
voter,  of  Minnesota  picked  the  better  man,  and 
gave  him  an  endorsement  tliat  is  eminently  worth 
while 


A  WARNING. 

Opinions  upon  William  Randolph  Hearst,  who 
was  defeated  for  governor  of  New  York  Tuesday, 
differ  widely,  definitely  and  even  bitterly.  There 
does  not  appear  to  be  any  half-way  business  about 
it.  Either  he  ii  a  whole-souled  champion  of  the 
people,  or  lie  is  a  self-seeking  demagogue. 

But  whatever  people  may  think  of  Mr.  Hearst, 
two  things  stand  out  clearly  and  unchallenged; 
The  evils  he  complains  of  are  real  evils,  dangerous 
ei'ils,  evils  calling  l-iidly  tor  remedy;  and  the  reme- 
dies lie  p:')i>oies  are  popular,  and,  in  the  main, 
just. 

His  defeat  by  wliat  is,  under  the  circumstances, 
rather  a  narri)\v  margin,  makes  more  real  the 
danger,  as  his  enemies  termed  it,  of  his  election. 
He  came  closer  to  victory  than  many  people,  out- 
side of  New  York,  had  anticipated.  He  received 
thousands  of  votes  from  people  that  did  not  believe 
in  him  personally,  but  they  did  believe  in  the  evils 
which  he  arraigned,  and  they  did  want  them  cor- 
rected, and  they  hoped  that  he  would  correct  them. 

His  large  plurality  in  Greater  New  York  is  sig- 
nificant. That  city  is  the  nation's  capital  of 
wealth.  Enormous  fortunes  are  common  there. 
The  arrogance  of  plutocracy  is  flaunted  in  the  face 
of  the  people  more  pitilessly  than  it  is  anywhere 
else.  The  evils  of  combined  wealth,  and  the  un- 
fairness of  the  present  methods  of  distributing  the 
benefits  of  civilization,  are  more  conspicuous  there 
than  they  are  anywhere  else  in  the  land.  Side  by 
side  live  the  direst  poverty  and  the  most  extrava- 
gant wealth. 

By  Its  arrogance  overgrown  wealth  has  chal- 
lenged such  a  result  as  the  election  of  Hearst 
would  have  brought  about.  Its  merciless  exactions, 
its  wholesale  heartlessness,  its  brazen  confidence 
in  the  supinencss  of  the  people,  have  stirred  popu- 
lar sentiment  to  its  depths,  and  has  given  birth 
to  chi>s  distinctions  and  class  hatred  that  should 
have  no  place  in  this  fair  land. 

It  is  small  wonder,  therefore,  that  a  man  who 
bend>  all  his  energies  toward  fostering  this  class 
hatred,  and  who  promised  to  rebuke  the  arrogance 
of  wealth,   should   have   received   many   votes.     It 


V 


would  have  been  no  great  wonder  had  he  been 
elected. 

And  if  the  evils  that  brought  about  this  situa- 
tion are  not  corrected,  he  and  worse  than  he  may 
be  elected  to  almost  any  office.  If  present  condi- 
tions persist,  conservatism  will  find  itself  brushed 
aside  as  lightly  as  a  whisp  of  straw  might  be  blown 
out  of  the  road  by  a  wintry  blast. 

Demagogism  is  a  bad  thing,  but  so  is  plutocracy, 
and  plutocracy  makes  demagogism  possible. 

The  people  are  long-suffering.  They  have  stood 
much,  and  they  will  probably  stand  more.  But 
there  is  a  limit.  If  the  people  are  crowded  to  that 
limit  without  relief,  there  may  be  a  sudden  and 
sharp  revolt  in  which  all  the  accumulated  rage  and 
hate  of  years  will  burst  forth  in  a  sudden  explosion 
that  will  rock  the  foundations  of  the  government. 


AMERICAN  NOVELS. 

A  writer  in  the  Book  News  M'jnthly  expresses 
real  regret  that  so  few  American  novelists  are 
concerning  themselves,  with  writing  novels  of  our 
own  soil,  novels  which  are  the  natural  growth  of 
our  national  life  and  character. 

The  novels  that  appeal  most  strongly  to  Ameri- 
can readers  are  novels  that  deal  most  truthfully 
and  most  interestingly  with  things  that  are  familiar 
to  those  readers. 

A  glance  over  the  list  of  "best  sellers"  in  the 
past  few  years  will  show  that  a  great  proportion 
of  them  deal  with  modern  American  life.  A  cer- 
tain proportion  of  them  have  been  historical,  and 
in  them  the  thing  that  has  appealed  has  been  pure 
romance,  the  relation  of  the  deeds  of  men  and 
women  when  surroundings  were  more  conducive 
to  romance  than  they  are  today. 

Political  and  social  novels,  dealing  with  condi- 
tions that  are  acutely  evident  to  everybody,  have 
been  financial  successes  if  they  have  been  half  way 
well  done.  "The  Jungle"  sold  enormously,  not 
because  it  was  a  pretty  book,  or  because  it  was 
particularly  pleasant  reading,  but  because  it  dealt 
with  a  subject  that  was  of  vitil  interest  to  the 
people.  • 

Sectional  stories,  like  "The  Virginian,"  dealing 
with  the  West,  and  "The  Clansman."  dealing  with 
the  South,  have  attracted  wide' interest  because 
they  pictured  details  of  real  American  life.  People 
like  to  read  about  things  that  they  already  know 
about.  They  would  rather  do  that  than  be  in- 
structed in  the  manners  and  customs  of  strange 
peoples.  The  average  reader  would  rather  enjoy 
a  novel  dealing  with  life  in  his  home  town,  even 
if  it  were  not  so  well  done,  than  to  read  one  deal- 
ing with  life  on  some  strange  soil  that  he  has  never 
seen  and  never  hopes  to  see. 

Marion  Crawford  has  a  steady,  reliable  patron- 
age of  his  novels.  He  is  an  accomplished  and  in- 
dustrious workman,  and  his  novels  are  a  credit 
to  American  letters.  But  it  is  a  safe  venture  to 
guess  that  if  he  lived  in  America,  instead  of  in 
Italy,  and  wrote  American  novels  instead  of  Italian 
novels,  his  genius  would  yield  him  very  much 
larger  financial  returns,  and  his  books  would  be 
more  widely  read  and  more  widely  enjoyed. 

The  "great  American  novel"  has  not  come,  nor 
is  it  threatened,  because  America  is  too  many-sided 
to  be  pictured  in  one  book.  There  may  be  a  great 
American  novel  of  New  England,  a  great  Ameri- 
can novel  of  the  West,  a  great  American  novel 
of  the  South,  and  even  a  great  American  novel  of 
Indian^.  Minnesota  or  Maryland;  but  if  an  author 
deals  justly  and  artistically  with  one  section,  he  is 
doing  as  much  as  may  be  expected  of  him. 

However,  if  an  author  wishes  to  be  certain  of 
an  appreciative  audience,  he  must  write  of  the 
things  that  audience  knows,  and  therefore  he  must 
write  carefully.  It  is  strange,  when  it  is  so  evi- 
dent that  novels  that  get  close  to  American  life  are 
the  most  popular,  that  there  are  not  more  of  them. 


THE  LAKE  FISHERIES. 

Few  people  have  an  idea  that  the  fisheries  of 
the  great  lakes  form  an  industry  as  great  as  they 
do.  A  report  just  issued  by  the  national  bureau  of 
fisheries,  based  on  returns  for  1903,  shows  that  in 
that  year  9,333  persons  were  employed  and  that  194 
vessels  with  a  tonnage  of  3,506  tons  and  worth 
$634,450,  were  occupied  in  the  fishing  trade.  These 
were  equipped  with  outfits  worth  $147,402,  and 
besides  them,  340  vessels  were  engaged  in  trans- 
porting fish. 

Employed  in  fishing  were  3,170  small  boats, 
worth  $317,060.  and  110,457  nets  of  various  sorts, 
worth  $1,310,300.  The  cash  capital  employed  was 
$2,119,479.  and  the  industry  represented  a  total 
investment  of  $7,474,422. 

Practically  every  variety  of  freshwater  fish  in 
common  use  as  food  is  found  in  the  Great  Lakes. 
The  principal  yield  is  trout,  whitefish  and  herring, 
but  there  are  dozens  of  other  kinds  that  are  taken 
in  considerable  quantities.  Even  the  despised 
sucker  represents,  in  this  report,  a  value  of  $121,576 
in  1903.  Sturgeons  were  caught  to  the  value  of 
$39,394,  and  sturgeon  caviar  was  produced  to  the 
value  of  $13,223.  This  has  doubtless  been  sold 
in  the  market  as  the  imported  Russian  product. 
Yellow  perch  amounted  to  $139,670.  pike-perch  or 
wall-eyed  pike  to  $407,367,  German  carp  to  $71.-85, 
turtles  to  $2,372. 

Whitefish  have  steadily  declined  as  a  factor  in 
the  lake  fisheries,  and  unless  efforts  to  propagate 
them  are  more  successful  than  the  efforts  to  get 
them  to  the  market,  they  will  presently  be  extinct. 
In  1903  the  take  of  whitefish  was  valued  at  $337,866. 
while  the  trout  caught  was  worth  $722,542  and  the 
herring  $815,428. 

The  control  of  the  industry  is  closely  held,  and 
fishermen  have  been  complaining  in  the  past  sea- 
son that  they  have  been  compelled  to  suflFer  by 
the  growth  of  the  monopoly.  The  prices  paid  fish- 
ermen for  their  catch  has  been  reduced  about  40 
per  cent  in  a  few  years  without  corresponding  re- 
duction in  the  price  paid  by  the  public. 


ment  at  Niagara  has  joined  the  American  members 
of  the  International  Waterways  commission  in  a 
recommendation  to  Secretary  Taft  to  permit  the 
admission  of  160,000  electrical  horse-power  from 
the  Canadian  side. 

According  to  Mr.  McFarland,  the  result  of 
favorable  action  by  Secretary  Ta(.t  on  this  recom- 
mendation would  be  to  abstract  from  the  Niagara 
river  above  the  falls  a  vast  amount  of  water,  equal 
in  flow,  in  connection  with  the  quantity  now  being 
diverted  on  the  American  side,  to  a  rapidly  run- 
ning river  nearly  half  .a  mile  wide  and  eighteen 
feet  deep.  It  is  urged  that  such  a  withdrawal  of 
water  "may"  not  interfere  with  the  preservation  of 
the  falls,  but  it  is  hardly  conceivable  that  such  an 
inroad  on  the  water  supply  will  not  work  great 
injury  to  them. 

Technically,  this  claim  may  be  correct.  The 
falls  will  be  there  yet,  but  there  won't  be  enough 
water  running  over  them  to  make  a  decent  show, 
if  the  manufacturers  have  their  way.  If  they  were 
given  full  play,  there  is  not  the  slightest  doubt 
that  they  would  take  every  drop  of  water  that 
could  be  used  to  make  power.  The  cliff  over 
which  the  water  now  falls  in  solemn  grandeur 
would  be  dry  and  moss-covered.  The  water  would 
all  be  diverted  to  the  mills  along  the  shore  of  the 
river,  and  one  of  the  grandest  bits  of  scenery  in 
this  land  of  unparalleled  picturesquencss  would  be 
gone. 

It  is  necessary  to  curb  them,  therefore,  if  this 
country  would  preserve  Niagara  Falls.  There 
should  be  some  spots  in  the  country  that  are  left 
immune  from  the  contaminating  touch  of  com- 
mercialism. We  must  not  get  so  intensely  practi- 
cal that  scenery  becomes  nothing  to  us  but  a  means 
of  making  money.  We  must  preserve  some  of  our 
other  instincts,  and  not  let  the  instinct  of  commer- 
cialism become  the  monarch  of  our  souls.  If  we 
suffer  this,  so  much  the  worse  for  us  and  our  ideals. 

If  the  proposed  withdrawal  of  water  threatens 
the  falls  as  it  seems  to,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  Sec- 
retary Taft  will  sit  down  upon  it  with  all  the 
power  of  his  physical   and  mental  weight. 


CONGRESS  AGAIN. 

In  less  than  a  month  now  the  people  of  this 
country  will  have   congress  on  their  hands   again. 

This  can  hardly  be  so  important  a  session  as 
that  of  last  winter.  For  one  thing,  it  is  the  "short 
session,"  ending  March  4,  when  the  terms  expire 
and  the  new  congressmen  take  their  places.  That 
is,  they  begin  to  draw  salaries,  but  they  will  not 
be  able  to  take  their  seats,  unless  there  is  a  spe- 
cial session,  until  a  year  from  next  month. 

Important  matters,  however,  will  press  for 
action.  The  tariflt  is  foremost  in  the  popular  mind, 
but  it  will  occupy  but  a  small  place  in  the  con- 
gressional vision.  There  is  no  election  for  two 
years,  and  the  congressmen  do  not  need  to  keep 
so  close  an  eye  on  their  constituencies  as  they  do 
in  the  long  session  just  preceding  an  election.  The 
present  house  is  hopelessly  standpat,  and  those 
who  would  attempt  tariff  revision  at  this  session 
would  find  themselves  so  circumscribed  by  hos- 
tility that  they  would  quickly  subside,  unless  they 
are  possessed  of  unusual  strength  and  determina- 
tion. 

The  pure  food  bill,  the  meat  inspection  law,  the 
denatured  alcohol  law  and  the  railroad  rate  law, 
the  important  products  of  last  winter's  session, 
will  need  a  little  tinkering,  flaws  having  been  found 
in  all  of  them. 

Cuba  will  probably  be  the  subject  of  some  dis- 
cussion, and  those  favoring  annexation  are  quite 
likely  to  make  their  ideas  known  before  the  session 
closes.  Annexation  is  not  popular,  and  therefore 
it  may  not  gain  much  headway,  but  it  is  certain  to 
be  discussed. 

The  merchant  marine  subsidy,  the  currency 
question,  the  Philippine  tariff  measure  and  other 
important  subjects,  are  very  likely  to  find  them- 
selves shunted  off  on  the  next  congress  for  set- 
tlement. 

Labor  has  some  measures  still  awaiting  atten- 
tion, such  as  the  anti-injunction  bill  and  the  bill 
limiting  the  hours  of  employment  of  railroad  work- 
ers. The  former  stands  little  show  of  passage,  at 
least  in  its  present  broad  form,  which  makes  labor 
the  only  exception  from  the  operation  of  the  writ 
of  injunction.  The  bill  that  would  place  a  reason- 
able limit  on  the  time  during  which  railroad  train- 
men may  be  employed  is  so  obviously  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  public  safety  that  it  ought  not  to 
have  any  real  opposition,  though  it  is  certain  to 
meet  with  some. 

It  will  be  a  busy  session,  with  little  time  for 
speech-making,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  note 
whether  the  warnings  of  the  recent  election  will 
have  any  effect  upon  the  conservatism  of  congress. 


ATTACKING  NIAGARA  FALLS. 

The  American  Civic  i'ederation,  which  has  been 
giving  its  attention  to  the  preservation  of  Niagara 
Falls  from  the  encroachments  of  concerns  that 
would  turn  all  of  its  scenic  beauty  into  prosaic 
power,  has  issued  a  warning  against  a  new  attempt 
to  despoil  the  falls. 

President  J.  H.  McFarland  of  Ilarrisburg.  Pa., 
is  out  with  a  circular  addressed  to  the  members 
of  the  association  in  which  he  says  that  all  the 
work  done  for  Niagara  preservation  is  endangered 
by  a  situation  that  has  developed  since  the  recent 
Milwaukee  convention  of  the  association. 

The  engineer  officer  appointed  by  Secretary

HOTEL  GOSSIP. 

"It  now  looks  very  much  as  if  a  first- 
class  country  road  from  Wrenshall  to 
Duluth  were  a  sure  go,"  said  C.  M.  Crom- 
well of  Carlton.  Mlnii.,  at  the  Lenox. 
"Much  of  the  road  is  built  already,  and 
next  year  Uie  finishing  touchts  will  be 
placed  on  it.  I  understand  that  negotia- 
tions for  the  construction  of  a  bridge 
across  the  St.  Louis  river  at  Fond  du  Lac 
have  not  been  entirely  completed,  but 
they  are  far  enough  along  to  insure  some 
moans  of  getting  across  the  strtjam.  That 
Is  the  only  thing  in  the  way  of  the  road 
at    present. 

■'When  the  highway  is  completed  and  in 
good  condition  It  will  be  u.sed  very  largely, 
not  only  in  a  business  way,  but  for 
pleasure  as  well.  It  will  be  a  popular 
thoroughfare  for  automobiles  and  car- 
riages, especially  down  toward  this  end. 
The  farmers  will  use  it  most  extensively, 
of  course,  bringing  their  products  to  Du- 
luth for  sale  and  to  do  their  trading.  The 
co-operative  storo  that  is  to  be  estab- 
lished at  West  Duluth  for  their  benefit 
will  be  a  nice  thing,  and  will  prove  an 
additional  attraction  to  draw  the  country 
dwellers  to  Duluth. 

"These  co-operative  stores  have  been 
successes  In  other  parts  of  the  country, 
and  1  see  no  reason  why  one  should  not 
succeed  here,  unless  It  be  the  fact  tliat 
I  farmers  here  are  not  so  numerous  as  else- 
where.  The  deficiency  in  this  respect, 
however,  could  be  made  up  from  patron- 
age accorded  by  residents  of  the  city,  and 
time  will  provide  a  remedy  In  more  set- 
tlors^ anyway. 

"Wrenshall  is  a  very  small  town.  It 
boasts  a  brickyard,  and  that  is  about 
all,  outside  the  dwelling  houses.  The 
country  around  there  is  pretty  well  taken 
up  by  settlers,  however.  One  stock  farm 
takes  in  a  large  area,  and  the  owner  is 
getting  along  in  fine  shape  with  the  ven- 
ture. He  has  a  select  bunch  of  stock, 
and  finds  the  climatic  and  other  condi- 
tions peculiarly  fitted  to  stock-raising 
and  dairying.  I  believe  with  others  that 
stock-raising  and  dairying  will  be  the 
principal  industry  of  Northern  Minne- 
sota."

"I'll  wager  that  more  deer  are  shot 
during  the  week  preceding  the  opening 
of  the  season  than  during  any  week 
during  the  open  season,"  .said  d'D.  Nel- 
son of  Bemidji  at  the  McKay.  "Last 
year  I  came  to  Duluth  the  n»ornlng  the 
season  opened,  leaving  Bemidji  on  the 
Great  Northern  train  in  the  early 
morning  hours,  and  arriving  at  Wa- 
wena,  a  small  station  not  a  great  ways 
from  Floodwood,  not  long  after  day- 
light. Eighteen  deer  carcasses  were 
waiting  at  the  station  to  be  loaded  onto 
the  train.  Now.  how  could  eighteen 
deer  be  killed  after  midnight  back 
there  in  the  woods  somewhere,  dress- 
ed, and  hauled  to  the  station  before 
daylight? 

"In  addition  to  the  eighteen  there 
probably  were  two  or  three  score  more 
scattered  througJi  the  swamps,  hung 
there  by  the  hunters  to  await  the  time 
of  breaking  camp.  There  isn't  much 
use  kicking  on  the  practice,  for  so 
many  men  do  It,  and  there  appears  to 
be  no  way  of  stopping  them.  The  prac- 
tice Is  becoming  more  general  every 
year,  though. 

"When  a  man  goes  Into  the  woods 
■and  finds  that  his  favorite  ground  has 
been  thoroughly  hunted  over  before 
the  opening  of  the  se:vson.  It  naturally 
puts  him  out  somewhat,  and  .as  a  result 
of  his  wrath  he  usually  derides  to  get 
on  the  ground  early  himself  the  next 
time,  and  the  following  year  will  like 
as  not  find  him  killing  deer  a  week 
before  season  opens.  At  this  time  of 
the  year  a  deer's  carcass  may  be  hung 
in  the  woods  and  kept  for  weeks  at  a 
time  with  perfect  safety,  so  far  as  the 
preserving  of  the  meat  is  concerned, 
for  the  weather  is  cold  enough  to  keep 
it  In   good  condition. 

"About  the  only  danger  Is  wolves  or 
other  hunters  of  a  thieving  disposition, 
and  if  the  deer  Is  hung  high  enough 
the  wolves  cannot  get  at  it.  Sportsmen 
are  usually  not  at  all  inclined  to  take 
game  killed  by  another,  but  occasion- 
ally a  man  is  found  who  will  stoop 
to  anything,  and  who  will  carry  off  a 
carcass  or  a  part  of  a  carcass,  taking 
It  as  a  matter  of  course."

"The  political  ma.rket  Is  now  a  good 
deal  like  the  stock  market,  where  values 
not  always  are  determined  by  innate 
worth,  but  by  subtle  manipulations  that 
make  intelligent  forecasting  Impossible," 
said  T.  P.  Arnold  of  Minneapolis,  at  the 
St.  Loula.  "The  recent  gubernatorial  elec- 
tion in  Minnesota  was,  I  believe,  an  ex- 
ception to  the  general  rule,  the  worth  of 
the  man  counting  for  everything  but  in 
ordinary  elections  the  man  doesn  t  count 
for  much  as  does  what  is  behind  the 
man. 

"A  man  may  know  the  situation  thor- 
oughly, may  be  in  absolute  control  of 
knowledge  of  all  social,  economic  and  in- 
dustrial conditions  that  would  naturally 
Influence  the  stock  market  or  political 
situation,  and  yet  his  knowledge  is  use- 
less, for  a  trustworthy  stock  goes  down 
and  a  valueless  stock  goes  up,  not  be- 
cause of  natural  depressing  or  favorable 
influences,  but  because  a  band  of  men  on 
the  inside  have  determined  upon  a 
scheme  to  work  the  situation.  Candi- 
dates are  worked  the  same  as  stocks,  and 
good  men  go  down  and  bad  men  go  up 
at  the  dictation  of  the  party  bosses.  This 
is  not  so  true  now  as  it  once  was,  but 
boss  rule  still  maintains  in  several  states, 
and  will  continue  to  rule  lor  some  time 
to    come."

Whether  any  of 
those  changes  will  occur  In  the  Duluth 
district  remains  to  be  seen. 

W.  E.  McEwen,  chairman  of  the 
Democratic  county  committee,  was  in 
the  Twin  Cities  yesterday,  supposedly 
in  consultation  with  Governor  Johnson 
and  Frank  A  Day,  chairman  of  th© 
state  central  committee.  Whether  this 
means  that  Mr.  McEwen  would  accept 
a  public  office  If  the  right  sort  of  one 
seemed  available,  and  whether  such  a 
one  will  be  available  will  soon  develop. 
Mr.  McEwen  announced  positively  a 
day  or  two  before  election  that  he  had 
no  hopes  or  expectations  In  the  office 
line,  and  said  he  knew  of  no  state  of- 
fice that  was  likely  to  come  his  way 
that  would  pay  him  as  much  as  he  was 
getting  out  of  his  newspaper,  the  Labor 
World.  A  state  job  would  not  neces- 
sarily mean  that  he  would  have  to 
quit  the  paper  business  altogether, 
however,  so  there  appears  to  be  fairly 
good  reason  to  believe  that  Mr.  Mc- 
Ewen may  have  a  plum  handed  him.

Satisfaction  over  the  election  re- 
sults Is  general.  The  Democrats  did 
not  have  any  expectations  of  getting 
any  other  of  their  candidates  than 
the  governor  in  the  state  office,  and 
so  had  every  reason  to  be  more  than 
satisfied  with  the  results.  The  Re- 
publicans, on  the  other  hand,  knew 
well  enough  that  Johnson  stood  a 
good  show  of  winning  out,  so  were 
prepared  not  to  be  too  much  disap- 
pointed in  the  event  of  defeat.  The 
big  majorities  their  other  candidates 
for  state  office  received  made  up 
.somewhat  for  the  defeat  of  the  gub- 
.rnatorlal  nominee,  and  their  satis- 
faction over  the  d^-feat  of  Hearst  in 
.New  York  added  further  to  tlie  balm 
for    their    disappointment. 

The  defeat  of  Congressman  Mc- 
Cleary  in  his  home  district  pleased 
Duluth  Republicans  and  Demorats, 
and  a  good  deal  of  pleasure  was  ex- 
pressed locally  over  the  victory  of 
Burke  for  governor  in  North  Dakota, 
and  Judge  Fiske.  in  his  candidacy  for 

a  position  on  the  supreme  bench.

Representative  N.  F.  Hugo  says  he 
lias  more  reason  than  ever  since  the 
election  to  believe  that  he  will  be 
chosen  speaker  of  the  house.  Only 
three  men  who  pledged  him  their 
support  in  his  campaign  failed  of 
election,  and  he  has  .sufficient  assur- 
ance of  support  to  afford  plenty  of 
ground  for  the  confidence  he  appears 
to  feel.  Mr.  Hugo  will  open  head- 
quarters in  the  Merchants  hotel  at 
St.  Paul  next  week,  and  every 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  will  be 
prepared    to    greet    his    friends    there.

The  Lake  County  Republican  com- 
mittee was  shown  to  be  sadly  out  of 
touch  with  political  affairs  in  its 
own  district  by  the  election  returns. 
Members  of  the  committee  repeatedly 
told  Duluth  men  that  Mr.  Fulton, 
Prohibition  candidate  for  the  legisla- 
ture from  the  Fifty-first  di.strict, 
would  get  not  more  than  thirty  or 
forty  votes  In  Two  Harbors,  and 
only  a  few  outside  of  Two  Harbors. 
They  .said  ho  had  no  strength  at  all 
politically.  The  results  showed  they 
were  very  much  mistaken,  for  he 
carried  both  Two  Harbors  and  Ely. 
The  vote  in  Duluth  was  too  heavy 
against  him  to  allow  liim  any  chance 
of  victory,  however.

Private  Property  and  Per- 
sonal Rights  Strongly 
Upheld. 


Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  Nov.  10. — The 
Society  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee 
selected  Gen.  Greenville  M.  Dodge 
president,  and  selected  Vicksburg, 
Aliss.,  as  the  place  of  meeting  in 
1907.  An  important  feature  of  the 
deliberations  was  the  passage  of  a 
resolution  strongly  denying  the  state- 
ment of  an  orator  at  a  recent  func- 
tion at  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant's  monu- 
ment, that  Gen.  Grant  aspired  to  a 
dictatorship   at   the   close  of  the  Civil 

war.  Gen.  O.  O.  Howard,  Gen.  John 
C.  Black  and  Mrs.  John  A.  Logan 
joined  In  the  denunciation  of  tliis 
aspersion  as  calumny,  and  Gen. 
Frederick  D.  Grant  declared  that  it 
was  without  the  least  foundation  in 
fact. 

At  the  closing  banquet  in  the  even- 
ing. Archbisliop  Ireland,  in  respond- 
ing to  the  toast,  "Our  Country,"  said: 
"Tiiat  all  Is  perfect  in  pre.sent  condi- 
tions we  must  not  asert,  but  thi.s  we 
mu.st  as.sert,  tliat  nothing  should  be 
done  subversive  of  public  order,  de- 
structive of  the  spirit  of  the  country 
and    of   its   institutions. 

"The  wild  anarchist,  the  would-be 
assassin,  are  public  enemies  of  soci- 
ety, whom  to  tolerate,  Is  to  tolerate 
open  sedition.  An  enemy  too  of 
public  order  is  the  workingman  who, 
refusing  his  own  labor,  deters  by 
violence  a  brother  workman  from  his 
offering  of  his  labor  as  is,  even  in 
a  greater  degree,  the  strong  and  the 
powerful  who  override  the  law  of  the 
land  in  carrying  out  the  schemes  of 
their  ambition. 

"Private  property,  and  the  right  of 
every  man  to  own  and  dispose  of  the 
fruits  of  the  brain  and  hand  must 
be  regarded  as  sacred  and  inviolable. 
It  is  the  cornerstone  of  the  social 
structure.  Destroy  it,  weaken  it, 
you  arrest  ambition  and  effort;  you 
give  room  to  carelessness  of  the 
morrow,  to  Idleness;  you  establish 
barbarism.  Barbarism  is  that  state 
of  society  wiiere  mea  having  nothing 
which  Is  the  exclusive  possession  of 
any,  prey  upon  the  strength  and  the 
labor   of   others. 

"That  in  the  holding  of  private 
property  there  will  ije  inequality  is  a 
fact  that  Is  inevitable.  Men  are  not 
and  never  will  be  equal,  in  the  powder 
that  builds  up  property,  In  the  sacri- 
fice of  self,  or  In  the  economy  that 
preserves  and  Increases  It.  The 
preaching  of  Utopias  In  remedy  of

SENSATIONAL   STRIKE   MADE

BIsbee,  Ariz.,  Nov.  10.— John  H. 
Talbot  superintendent  of  tho  Cananea 
Central  property  at  Cananea,  was  in 
the  city  recently  to  consult  with  Gen- 
eral Manager  Powell  on  matters  In 
connection  with  the  property.  When 
asked  concerning  operations  at  the 
big  property,  Talbot  said:  "At  the 
present  time  wo  are  operating  in  four 
shafts  on  what  was  formerly  the 
America  property^  and  all  of  tho 
workings  are  in  ore.

"The  Idea  at  the  present  time  is 
to  develop  the  property  in  such  a 
way  that  v.hcn  we  aro  ready  jto 
place  it  on  a  big  producing  ba.s|s. 
there  will  be  absolutely  no  trouble. 
The  oro  which  wo  are  taking  out 
at  the  present  time  is  that  which 
we  find  In  the  course  of  deveicpment 
work,  and  we  aro  not  making  any 
ettort  to  run  up  a  big  production  un- 
til the  property   Is   well  opened  up.

The  communieatlon  which  was  read 
yesterday  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Women's  Council  by  Miss  Mary  B. 
Stathajn  will  undoubtedly  prove  of  un- 
usual interest  to  the  club  women  of  tlic 
city.     It  Is  herewith  given  In  full: 

"A  short  time  ago  a  well  icnown  lawyer 
said  to  mo  that  Dulutli  women  were  club- 
ridden;  That  If!'  no  other  city  had  he 
ever  heard  of  so  many  women's  clubs 
and  practically  with  tho  same  alms  and 
purposes.  That  tliere  seemed  to  bo  a 
wplrit  of  rivalry  or  jettlousy  between  them 
and  that  in  the  circumstances  they  could 
never  accomplish  any  real  good,  in  tact, 
not  until  th«  Duluth  club  women  would 
unite  into  one  large  body  would  they 
be  a  real  power  for  good  in  the  commun- 
ity." 

•There  would  then  bo  a  concentration 
of  energy  for  tho  general  cause  of  educa- 
tional work,  good  citizenship  and  the  city 
beautiful.  Every  movement  that  would 
emanate  from  tills  great  body  of  women 
would  carry  wiili  It  great  force  and 
power.     In  union  there  is  strength. 

"Now.  can  we  not  prove  to  the  men 
that  we  are  not  narrow  and  jealous.  That 
we  are  willing  to  put  aside  any  sellLsli 
feeling  that  wo  may  have  about  our 
small  clubs  and  unite  together  for  the 
larger  and  broader  education  and  good 
citizonsliip? 

"At  present  we  have  In  our  town  the 
Woman's  Council,  the  Matinee  Muslcale. 
the  Cecllian  club,  the  Art  club.  tho 
Twentieth  Century  club,  the  Saturday 
club,  the  Ladies'  Literature  Class,  the 
Lester  Park  club,  tlie  Bishop's  club,  the 
Unity  club,  the  Outlook  club,  the  Duluth 
Heights  club,  the  Souvenir  Spoon  club 
and  the  heuvons  only  knows  how  many 
other  clubs. 

'Would  It  not  be  well  for  us  all  to 
unite  into  one  grand  con»l>ination  with 
many  departnu-nts  of  work  and  thus  be- 
come that  great  power  for  good?  I  cer- 
tainly  think  30. 

"So  many  elubs  exhaust  our  energies 
and  take  so  uuieh  of  our  time.  To  my 
c-rtain  knowledge  the  president  of  the 
Twentieth  Century  club  has  to  preside 
at  tho  monthly  social  and  program  meet- 
irig  of  that  cluh'  attend  an  executive 
board  meeting-  i^nch  month,  and  is  expect- 
ed to  be  present  at  many  ot  the  weekly 
cK-^-ss  meoiing.s.  Besides,  she  is  a.skcd  to 
serve  on  two  eom|nilte»-s  in  the  Woman's 
Council,  and  id  invited  and  expected  to 
be  present  at  a  number  of  outside  club 
meetings  and.  copveutiona  during  the 
ytar. 

"You  can  readily  Jud.ge  from  this  calen- 
dar what  mu.st  also  be  the  experience 
of  other  club-  w(fnen.  Sliould  they  at- 
tend half  th«e  fti»>otings  or  do  half  the 
wrik  expected  of  them  no  lime  would  be 
left  f»r  domestic  affairs  or  other  social 
plf^asures. 

"We.  should  only  believe  In  clubs  just 
sj  far  a.'i  they  aid  in  developing  woman 
intellectually  and  lifting  her  for  her  home 
life.  Club  life  f'hould  in  a  way  tearh  her 
how  to  svalematize  her  daily  work  and 
not  take  "her  from  it  or  to  neglect  it.  It 
should  also  broaden  a  woman  and  make 
hei  more  charitable  in  speech  and  more 
sympathetic  Jn  temperament.  In  this 
great  club  ther^  would  be  fewer  duties 
for  th*«  individual  club  woman.  The  work 
could  be  so  apr"rtloned  that  each  mem- 
ber need  have  little  else  but  to  come  and 
be  edihed. 

"L«jt  u.s  fori»  this  great  club  at  an  early 
.lal(-  and  let  us  eall  It  the  Woman's  club 
of  Dulutli.:  Jk.  eU*b  tlutt  would  be  di- 
vided into  as  maiiy  departments  as  would 
mpet  the  dt-mawi^Pt  all  these  smaller 
club.s.  Let  us  b»V^e  pomprehenslve  con- 
stitution a«5  b.\-r«w."t  that  would  meet 
everv  contlngeni  y  and  a  large  executive 
b<iard  to  .shat%  tli.^  work. 

"Let  us  have  more  lectures  on  special 
subiects  for  the  benefit  of  these  depart- 
ni(  nts.  yet  do  away  witli  some  of  the.^e 
Bpmll  .'•tttdy  glasses.  However,  should 
then-  be  a  demand  for  them,  these  classes 
could  be  kppt  Kolng  under  the  manago- 
m»  nt  of  one  department— that  of  litera- 
ture and  history. 

"The  music  ^nd  the  art  clubs  could  be 
nrIt<Hl  ?n  the  mu.>4ic  or  the  art  depart- 
ments. KJi  so  largp  a  club  otir  appvoprta- 
ttons  for  the.^e  departments  alone  could 
extend  to  the  thousand-dollar  mark,  since 
all  could  enjoy  the  benefit.s  of  them.  We 
could  give  our  mfmbefs  and  citizens  such 
concerts  and  lectures  as  tliey  have  rarely 
before  htard  in  Duluth.  In  this  great 
combination  wo  could  have  tho  means  to 
send  a  manibfcr  of  r>ur  music  and  art  com- 
mit tte."*  to  the  aijnual  meetings  of  the 
national  as.sooiations,  who  would  keep 
those  departments  in  touch  with  all  that 
is  worth  whd«  In  4 heir  lines. 

"There  woaU  b^  no  need  of  the  pres- 
ent muslr-al  arid  ai;t  clubs  to  change  their 
form  of  organizJition.  Only  the  titles 
of  their  oillcers  would  need  a  change. 
The  presidents  wfculd  be  the  chairmen 
of  their  rc-qpeef  1  Te  committees,  of  the 
departments,  and  'tlie  remaining  otticers 
the  members  of  the  same,  with  a  secretary 
and  treasurer  for  the  committeps.  With 
practically  the  .'^anie  executive  board  that 
now    forms   o\tr   woman's    council. 

"Among  our  departments  we  should 
have  home  aiid  education,  which  should 
include  domestic  KOit-nre  and  health  and 
hypiene.  In  the  last  nannvl  our  women 
could  do  a  prent  d<^al  to  assist  the  medi- 
cal societies  without  any  spirit  of  med- 
dling, for  cN-ery  mother  should  have  an 
intelligent  idea  of  tho  prevention  of  di.->- 
ea.«e  as  well  .as  Ji  correct  idea  of  the 
moral     training   -Or    her    children. 

"We  should  also  have  departments  of 
reform,  of  science,  of  miscellaneous  en- 
tertainment, and  ftvening  departments 
for  the  V>usy  ^om^n.  if  there  should 
l)-^  a  demand  for  them.  However,  the 
V.  W.  C.  a.ssoclation  has  such  classes 
so  well  in  hand  that  other  classes  might  ' 
seem    supertliious. 

"The  plan  of  the  Woman's  club  of 
Milwaukee,  Wis.,  lias  appealed  to  me 
as  a  good  one  and  this  club  Is  housed 
in  an  appropriate  building.  I  will  quote 
from  the  letter  of  a  frb-nd  and  meni- 
V>er  of  this  club  about  It:  T  am  sorry 
that  I  cannot  send  pbtures  of  this 
bniblinB:  which  is  an  Ideal  one  for  our 
club.  It  does  not.  however,  belong  to 
the  Woman's  elnb.  but  to  the  Athen- 
a«^um  assoclatioTU.a  stock  company  or- 
ganized, however,  for  the  purpose  of 
iiousing  the  club.  The  basement  has 
dinlner  room  and  kitchen,  the  first  floor, 
the  Woman's  club  room, , library,  hall, 
tea  room  and  a  room  for  history 
classes.  The  .second  floor  Is  devoted 
to  amusement  purposes,  having  a  large 
dancing  hall  with  dressing  rooms  ad- 
joining.    This    hail    has   a    raised    plat-

la  In  almost  constant  use  for  nine 
months  of  the  year.  So  much  for  tho 
ijuilding  itself. 

"  '1  am  sending  with  this  letter  a  year 
book  and  a  copy  of  the  constitution.  It 
is  last  year's  book,  but  I  know  it 
would  strve  your  purpose,  as  each 
year's  general  plan  of  work  Is  the 
same.  Each  committee  has  an  ap- 
propriation for  Its  season's  share  of  the 
work,  and  each  comnvittee.  you  will 
notice,  provides  the  program  for  two 
afternoons.  The  initiation  fee  has  late- 
ly been  ral.sed  from  JIO  to  $15,  and  the 
annual    dues    from   $5    to   $10. 

'  'It  would  be  a  great  thing  for  the 
Duluth  women  if  such  a  combination  as 
you  write  of  could  be  effected,  and  I 
wish  you  success  in  your  enterprise.' 

"The  Milwaukee  Woman's  club  has 
been  in  existence  for  thirty  years  and 
is  now  enjoying  tiio  most  successful 
period  of  Us  existence.  The  club  build- 
ing is  said  to  have  been  a  good  paying 
Investment    from    tho    start. 

"With  such  a  club  as  ours  where  there 
would  be  no  limit  to  membership  until 
it  had  reached  1,000  in  numbers  we 
could  hope  also  for  a  handsome  build- 
ing. It  could  be  owned  by  our  own 
club  women  and  interested  citizens  who 
n^ight    be    associate    members. 

"A  great  auditorium  would  be  a  fine 
place  where  all  our  monthly  or  semi- 
monthly meetings,  concerts,  lectures, 
etc..  could  be  hold.  This  hali  also 
could  be  sub-let  for  dances,  balls  and 
parties,  beside  to  other  organizations 
when  their  meetings  would  not  conflict 
with  ours.  Lectures  and  muslcales 
sliould  bo  made  the  prominent  features 
of  our  new  club  since  every  member 
could  have  the  benefit  of  attending 
them. 

"I  would  not  recommend  such  enor- 
mous fees  as  the  above  for  our  club, 
as  they  might  frighten  away  the 
women.  However,  it  would  be  reason- 
able to  recommend  the  sum  of  $5  per 
annum  to  charter  members,  without 
initiation  fee  and  $5  per  annum  to 
members  joining  after  the  formation  of 
the  club. 

"One  thousand  members  nt  5-^  per 
capita  would  give  us  splendid  working 
capital,  and  we  could  command  tire 
very  best  lecturers  for  all  the  depart- 
ments. Of  course  we  could  not  expect 
to  command  good  lecturers  and  other 
good  things  for  a  less  amount  per  per- 
son per  annum.  The  dignity  of  a  great 
club  would  not  admit  of  it,  and  we 
should   not    wish    it   otherwise. 

"Tho  time  is  now  ripe  for  such 
a  club.  Our  city  contains  near- 
ly 75,000  people  and  we  should  be 
able  to  draw  together  from  this  number 
at  least  500  or  l.OOO  women  for  -so  great  a 
purpose.  And  would  it  not  be  an  appro- 
priate idea  to  look  to  one  of  the  oldest 
clubs  or  classes  for  tlie  first  president  of 
of  our  great  club?  There  could  then  be 
no  jealousies  among  the  women  of  the 
more  recently  formed  clubs,  and  it  should 
give  us  no  small  pleasure  to  thus  honor 
one  of  our  older  settlers  and  to  show 
her  our  respect  and  esteem. 

"As    our   distinguished    president    closed 
her   annual    address   at    our    state    federa- 
tion meeting,   .so  shall   I  close  my  appeal 
to  the  club  women  of  Dulutli:     'Have  we 
not    all    common    Interests,    common    pur- 
Let    us.    then,    give    of    our    best 
looking    for    nothing    in    return; 
a     hand     wherever     needed;     re- 
a{    successes,    sympatiiizing    wltli 
And   so,   a    well   disciplined   crew 
on  the  good  ship  Federation— or  Co-opera- 
tion—shall  it  be  given  to  us  to  land  many 
a   valuable   cargo   whicli    shall   add   to   tho 
wealth  of  the  world  and  to  tlie  well-being 
of   humanity.'     And    we   may    add,    to    the 
wraith  of  woman's  understanding  and  to 
our   citv   beautiful. 

"I  respectfully  submit  this  plan  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Woman's  council, 
and  pray  tliat  it  will  favor  and  hasten  it 
to  a  happy  realization." 

The  plan  is  one  which  h.as  bpen  thought 
of  in  former  years  by  a  few  of  the  women 
of  the  city;  in  fact,  at  the  time  of  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Twentieth  Century  club 
the  idea  of  the  founders  was  for  a  de- 
partment club.  The  club  idea  was  new 
In  Duluth,  the  few  clubs  that  were  or- 
ganized were  bound  by  individual  consid- 
erations, and  it  ultimately  proved  that 
the  time  was  not  then  ripe  for  such  an 
organization,  and  but  little  has  been 
heard  of  it  during  the  past  few  years. 
Miss  Statham's  suggestion  comes  at  an 
opportune  time,  and  will  probably  receive 
the  support  of  every  interested  club  wom- 
on  of  the  city. 

The  matter  was  Informally  discussed 
at  yesterday'.s  council  meeting,  and  It  was 
most  highly  approved  by  these  represen- 
tative women.  Mrs.  W.  S.  Woodbridge, 
the  only  remaining  charter  member  of  the 
Ladles'  Literature  class,  the  oldest, 
mo.st  conservative  and  hard-working  of 
the  study  clubs  of  this  city,  .said,  in  speak- 
ing of  the  proposed  Womcm's  club:  "The 
lime  seems  to  have  come  for  such  a  uni- 
fying of  Interest  among  the  women's  clubs 
of  this  city.  The  union  will  make  practi- 
cally no  difference  in  the  study  to  be  pur- 
sued, each  class  making  its  rules  as  strin- 
gent and  binding  for  personal  study  as  it 
chooses,  and  the  membtT  of  ttie  club 
choosing  at  will  the  class  with  which  she 
will  identify  her.-^elf.

Pin  cushions  In  floral  devices  have 
quite  supplanted  the  more  prosaic  and 
stereotyped  forms  which  have  long  been 
Indicative  of  this  toilet  necessity,  and 
bureau?,  chiffoniers  and  toilet  tables 
will  this  winter  blossom  out  into  regu- 
lar flower  g-ardens  with  their  new  ap- 
pointments. 

Made  of  silk  or  satin,  the  color  of  the 
natural  flowers  or  in  shades  that  har- 
monize with  the  surroundings,  tht-se 
cushions  are  decidedly  effective  and  are 
particularly  appropriate  for  a  young 
girl's  bedroom  or  for  use  in  the  guest 
chamber  they  add  a  freshness  and 
beauty  to  the  dresser  that  is  indescrib- 
able. 

Effective  as  these  cushion?  are  they 
are  simple  to  make,  and  any  woman 
fond  of  fancy  work  will  have  no  diffi- 
culty in  fashioning  a  wild  rose  or  a 
gorgeous  sunflower  pin  cushion  for  the 
bureau. 

Simplest  of  these  cushions  are  made 
in  the  shape  of  a  bag.  the  top  of  which 
spreads  out  into  a  pretty  blossom.  For 
the  bottom  of  the  bag  a  square  or  round 
piece  of  cardboard  is  first  covered  with 
white  or  colored  silk  to  harmonize  with 
the  flower  itself.  To  this  cardboard  cov- 
ered circle  or  square  four  panels  of  silk 
or  lengths  of  satin  ribbon  are  Joined  to- 
gether and  attached  which  forms  a  bag 


Into  which  cotton,  curkd  hair,  sawdust 
or  any  other  filling  is  packed  and  the 
top  gathered  and  tied  with  narrow  baby 
ribbon. 

The  tops  which  are  formed  Into  the 
flowers,  though  complicated  in  appear- 
ance when  finished,  are  easily  made. 
The  panels  of  white,  pink  or  whatever 
the  color  may  be,  are  cut  from  the  tied 
ends  of  the  ribbon  and  knotted  to  im- 
itate the  scalloped  edges  of  the  real 
leaves,  but  if  a  pansy  or  a  daisy  Is  to 
be  fashioned, the  petals  are  turned  down 
slightly  at  either  side  and  the  effect  is 
decidedly  natural.  Artificial  centers 
may  either  be  bought  for  a  small  sum 
or  made  by  working  French  knots  of 
embroidery  silk  and  attaching  them  to 
twisted  threads  waxed  so  they  will 
stand  up  In  place. 

A  pretty  cushion  that  is  even  less  dif- 
ficult to  make  is  fashioned  out  of  a 
round  piece  of  cardboard,  covered  with 
silk  with  a  layer  of  cotton  batting  be- 
neath. On  top  two  or  three  roses  in  a 
cluster  make  this  cushion  effective  and 
decorative.  At  the  top  a  twisted  piece 
of  ribbon  Is  sewed  to  the  edge  so  It  can 
be  hung  up. 

Pond  lllles,the  most  attractive  of  the 
flower  cushions,  are  made  on  wire 
frames.  The  stem  of  wire  la  covered 
with  a  piece  of  green  silk,  while  the  Illy 
Itself  Is  built  around  a  circular  piece  of 


preen  silk,  the  shade  of  the  real  flower, 
and  about  Is  shirred  a  large  puff  of 
white  satin.  Out  of  this  the  white  pet- 
als made  of  other  puffs  of  white  satin 
stand  out  prettily,  and  in  the  center 
there  is  a  heart  made  of  French  knots 
In  yellow  silk  that  complete  a  realistic 
Imitation  of  a  natural  pond  lily. 

None  of  these  floral  cushions  is  more 
attractive  than  the  sunflower.  It  is 
made  on  a  round  piece  of  cardboard, 
with  a  thick  padding  of  cotton  batting, 
over  the  edge  of  which  there  is  sewed 
a  large  puff  of  yellow  silk  closely 
shirred  and  In  the  center  a  heart  of 
French  knots. 

Flower  pin  cushions  are  not  the  only 
floral  decorative  pieces  that  will  be 
used  on  dressing  tables,  for  there  are 
hat  pin  and  hair  pin  holders  that  are 
made  In  imitation  of  apple  blossoms 
and  wild  roses.  These  are  easily  made 
by  covering  a  glass  tube  with  a  netting, 
to  which  the  ribbons  may  be  sewed. 
About  eight  pieces  of  narrow  satin  rib- 
bon will  cover  an  ordinary  tube.  These 
pieces  are  sewed  together  to  make  a 
bag  and  are  held  in  place  at  the  top 
by  a  narrow  piece  of  baby  ribbon. 
Above  the  baby  ribbon,  so  the  petals 
fall  over  and  Inside  the  tube,  the  petals 
of  a  rose  or  dal-sy  are  attached,  and 
with  vellow  centers  look  like  a  flower 
that  has  Just  burst  Into  full  bloom.

Society  women  have  tak- 
en up  the  craze  and  hand  made  eve- 
ning wraps  will  be  in  evidence  during 
the  social  season,  and  surely  there  is 
more  to  recommend  them  than  most 
of  the  fancy  work  w«men  Indulge  in. 
for  a  wrap  of  this  sort  will  take  rank 
JTNlth  the  family  jewels  and  other  heir- 
looms  of  value,  for  It  will  last  for 
years  and  can  be  handed  down  from 
one  generation  to  another,  the  san^e  as 
any  other  rare  old  laces. 

In  order  to  .show  at  a  glance  that  the 
work  is  done  by  hand  no  two  sides  of 
the  wrap  are  alike.  For  instance,  the 
motifs,  either  medallions  or  leaves,  are 
used  only  in  one  position  on  the  wrap, 
the  opposite  side  being  wholly  different. 
This  gives  the  wrap  an  individuality 
that  few  such  garments  possess.  This 
determination  on  the  part  of  the  women 
cunstructing  them  to  have  no  two  sides 
alike  has  resulted  In  their  sending 
abroad  for  motifs  in  order  to  insure 
•something  quite  new  and  different.  The 
latter  feature,  however,  Increases  the 
price  of  the  garment  perceptibly,  but  if 
a  woman  is  content  to  use  two  or  three 
of  the  same  devices  on  one  coat  a 
handsi.me  garment  may  be  made  at 
home  for  a  really  small  sum.    _ 

The  work  is  not  exceedingly  tedious 
and  any  amateur  can  do  it,  for  it  con- 
sists of  carefully  placing  the  Irish  cro- 
chet braid  on  designs  stamped  on  cam- 
bric and  then  sewing  ihem  in  accurate 
positions.  The  only  part  that  is  dif- 
ficult is  filling  the  centers  with  thread.

For  instance,  where  a  coat  la 
made  up  of  fioral  patterns,  all  the 
medallions  and  figures  used  should  be 
fiower-liko.  while  if  it  is  a  series  of 
scrolls  or  geometric  devices,  the  con- 
necting lines  should  be  curves,  oi 
squares  to  correspond. 

Floral  figures  will  be  most  in  vogue 
this  season,  and  of  these  the  daisy, 
rose,  chrysanthemum,  lily-of-the-vailey, 
with  ivy.  oak,  maple  and  convention- 
alized leaves,  will  be  favorites. 

For  warmth  these  evening  wraps 
have  siik  lining,  fit  her  with  or  without 
wadding,  according  to  the  weather.

in  festoons,  or  even  miniature  sun- 
flowers, similarly  applied,  that  are 
decidedly  effective.  The  top  of  such 
a  shade  Is  naturally  simple,  to  give 
all  prominence  to  the  lower  portion, 
so  only  a  fluted  or  accordian  pleated 
ruffle  is  used.  The  fringe,  v.hen  put 
on   in  scallops,  is   eithex  long  or  very 


ffhort.  according  to  the  size  of  the 
candlestick. 

To  make  a  candle  shade,  first  bind 
the  wire  frame  top  and  bottom  with 
a  narrow  strip  of  soft  cotton  cloth, 
to  give  something  to  sew  to.  Then 
for  the  lining,  take  a  strip  the  depth 
of  the  frame,  pin  it  to  the  bottom, 
then  gore  it  at  the  ribs  by  pinning 
to  fit.  Remove  the  silk  and  sew  up 
the  gores,  trim  and  press  the  seams 
open.  Then  sew  into  place  on  the 
frame,  turning  the  seams  toward  the 
outside  of  the  frame  so  that  when 
covered  they  will  not  show.  Next 
sew  the  material  straight  about  the 
lower  edge  or  pleat  it  plainly  in  fine 
pleats  if  more  fullness  is  desired. 
Draw  the  material  up  to  the  top  of 
the  frame,  and  first  fasten  with  pins 
if  the  silk  or  cretonne  is  pleated,  so 
as  to  get  the  folds  exact.  Or.  In  the 
case  of  shirring  the  silk,  should  first 
be  gathered,  then  the  fullness  placed 
before    the   final    sewing. 

If  the  shades  are  made  in  scallops 
each  piece,  both  the  lining  and  out- 
side,  must  be  fitted  in  place.

Telford:— Would  you  please 
send  me  through  your  paper  the  recipe 
for  Welsh  rarebit  to  be  made  with- 
out ale.  and  oblige.      MISS  ALICE  M. 

The  Boston  Welsh  rarebit  Is  made 
without  liquor  of  any  sort  and  Is  an 
excellent  rule  for  an  amateur  to  follow, 
as  there  is  absolutely  no  danger  of  Its 
stringing.  Cut  into  small  pieces  one 
pound  mild  American  chee.se.  Put  Into 
the  chafing  dl.>»h  blazer  or  saucepan 
with  two  levels  tablespoonfuls  butter. 
Soften,  btlrrlng  and  mashing  the  cheese 
all  the  time  ov.-r  the  blaze,  adding  as 
It  softens  a  half  tablespoonful  .salt,  a 
saltspoonful  mustard  and  rod  pepper 
to  taste.  Whf-n  well  mixed,  add  one- 
half  cup  crt-am  and  stir  until  light  and 
creamy.  Then  add  two  eggs  beaten 
light,  stir  hard  Just  a  moment,  put  on 
a  cover  and  let  the  rarebit  rest  a  few 
seconds  over  the  heat.

Milwaukee.  Nov.  10.— The  rejected 
love  of  Lulu  Ruscha,  a  stenographer  In 
the  office  of  Ferry  &  Clas,  for  Frank 
Bader,  the  superintendent  of  the  con- 
cern, was  the  explanation,  it  is  now 
said  for  the  arrest  of  the  girl  for  open- 
ing Bader's  mail.  It  was  only  after  the 
girl  escaped  the  police  for  nearly  two 
ydars  that  they  caught  her  by  sending 
an  imitation  infernal  machine  through 
the  mail. 

When  the  girl  opened  this  package 
there  was  an  explosion  that  brought 
to  the  scene  the  detective  who  was  dis- 
guised* a^  a  carpenter. 

Back  of  the  arrest  there  is  a  strange 
story  of  a  girl's  method  of  securing  re- 
venge, as  she  thought,  and  of  bringing 
back  to  her  the  love  of  the  man  she 
lost.  This  is  the  story  given  out  by 
I  the  police  of  the  efforts  they  made  to 
I  detect  her.  It  is  intimated  she  may  not 
jhave  been  the  girl  at  fault,  in  reality, 
land  that  she  was  acting  for  another. 
This  will  be  her  defense,  that  it  was 
her  friend  who  loved  Bader  and  that 
she  was  the  one  to  pull  out  the  chest- 
nuts for  the  other.

Mr.  An- 
drews being  the  sporting  editor  of  the 
Evening  Wisconsin  for  a  dozen  years 
past. 

When  Bader  Jilted  his  sweetheart  a 
series  of  anonymous  letters,  the  police 
say,  began  to  bombard  his  friends.  He 
was  charged  with  all  sorts  of  offenses 
against  the  social  code.  But  the  An- 
drews, husband  and  wife,  stood  by 
their  friend,  and  became  the  objects 
of  persecution.  The  husband  received 
letters  saying  that  his  wife  had  been 
seen  with  Bau--r,  giving  the  place, 
dates,  and  the  like.

Anoka  Letter  Carrier  Has  Peculiar  En- 
counter With  Bird. 

Anoka,  Minn.,  Nov.  10.— While  Mall 
Carrier  Forest  Hunter  was  returning 
home  from  his  day's  work  he  was  sud- 
denly atacked  by  a  large  eagle  near 
Cook  creek.  He  was  riding  through 
some  thick  underbrush  when  he  heard 
a  noise  that  sounded  something  like 
a  skyrocket  going  through  the  air.  and 
on  looking  out  he  saw  the  bird  coming 
towards  him.  He  thought  at  first  it 
was  a  seagull,  until  it  Hew  into  the  open 
door  of  his  rig.  It  first  began  to  bite 
and  pick  his  feet  and  then  it  flew  to- 
wards his  face.  He  managed  to  knock 
It  out  of  the  rig,  and  he  luckily  had- 
his  rltle  with  him,  so  that  he  shot  it 
before  it  flew  away. 

The  bird  measured  nearly  five  feet 
from  tip  to  tip  of  his  wings,  and  his 
claws   were  about    two  inches  long   . 

It  is  the  first  lime  an  eagle  has  been 
seen  in  this  part  of  the  country,  and  It 
would  probably  have  done  a  great  deal 
of  damage  if  it  had  not  been  shot.

systems  of  morality  and  philosophy  ever 
perpetrated.  It  was  the  formula  of  the 
Sl!akesp+«^rean  clown  to  make  his  folly 
the  stalking  horse  of  his  wisdom.  Mr. 
Shaw  makes  hi.s  morality  the  stalking 
horse  for  his  folly. 

His  airiest  nothing  he  gives  a  local  hab- 
itation between  a  portentous  introduction 
and  contentious  notes  and  a  philosophic 
n^me.  With  a  vivacity  and  apparent  con- 
\€  Hon  worthy  of  a  patent  medicine  faker, 
he  argues  that  the  true  elixir  Is  to  be  had 
only  in  his  bottles,  and  that  all  others 
are  impostors.  'Ceasaj-  and  Cleopatra"  h<^ 
proclaims  as  better  than  Shakespeare— 
Ik.  I  lor  a.s  natural  hi.story  of  the  human 
animal,  he  adds  with  effective  modesty, 
though  not  as  a  drartia. 

Two  salient  impressions  remain  of 
Forbes  Robertson's  production  at  the 
New  Amsterdam.  One  is  a  preposterous 
medley  of  genres,  ranging  from  farcical 
burlesque  to  high  tragedy,  and  tlie  other 
Is  of  a  delight  as  exhilarating  as  it  is 
varied,  with  only  occasional  intervals  of 
boredom. 

What  is  the  explanation  of  so  stranpe  a 
phenomenon?  When  Shaw  was  shown  a 
batch  of  New  York  ciriticlsms  on  one  or 
his  plays  he  descended  to  the  obvious 
truism  that  he  could  have  written  them 
better  him.self.  But  the  fact  remains  that 
he  has  failed  as  signally  as  any  of  his 
critics  to  point  out  tlie  precise  line  at 
which  he  ceases  to  be  the  blower  of  in- 
tellectual  bubbles  and   becomes   serious. 

This  much,  however,  is  certain.  If  Shaw 
had  had  the  power  of  self-criticism  gen- 
erally found  in  complete  genius  he  w<juld 
have  spared  us  the  formless  inaptitudes 
of  his  play  and  given  us  a  complete  and 
harmonious  fabric.  No  one  objects  to 
shamelessly  gagging  the  lines  of  "Julius 
Caesar"  or  to  intellectually  playing  horse 
with  him.  That  is  the  best  thing  Shaw 
does.  But  if  he  had  known  how  little 
serious  he  Is  as  a  philosopher  and  how 
very  serious  as  an  artist  la  nonsense, 
there  wouM  have  been  no  bloody  murder 
on  the  stage  and  no  tedious  melodramatic 
plotting.  Folly  of  the  most  Irresponsible 
is  apt  stalking  horse  to  wisdom,  even  to 
wisdom  with  a  suffusion  of  the  high  tra- 
gedy of  thought.  But  it  is  fatal  to  the 
drama  of  human  passions. 

One  element  in  the  play,  however, 
maintains  its  own  integrity,  and  that  is 
this  Shawesque  Caesar.  I  doubt  whether 
any  of  us.  in  the  first  night  reports  of 
the  performance,  had  time  to  realize  how 
lovable,  vast  and  solidly  constructed  a 
character  be  is,  and  with  what  tender 
divination  Forbes  Robertson  portrays 
him.  In  moral  and  spiritual  fiber  he  is 
closely  allied  to  Hamlet— emphatically  It 
iS  not  the  fact  that  Forbes  Robertson  em- 
bodies him  whlcli  suggests  this.  That  is 
one  of  the  multitude  of  reasons  why  he 
Is  not  true  to  the  natural  history  of  the 
mightiest  Julius.  Of  the  energy,  will  and 
practical  scope  of  the  Colossus  of  Empire 
there  is  no  adequate  suggestion. — or, 
rather,  the  insistence  on  the  minutiae 
of  the  man's  life  dispels  all  possible  illu- 
sion of  tliese  things.  No  man,  it  may  be 
true,  is  a  hero  to  his  valet.  He  may  even 
be,  as  Shaw  here  makes  out.  the  occa- 
sion for  topical  Jest.  But  there  is  no 
reason  why  either  history  or  drama 
should  be  limited  to  the  i>olnt  of  view  of 
the  servants'  quarters. 

Where  this  Caesar  shines  is  in  his  pol- 
ished address  as  man  of  the  world,  in  his 
friendly,  humorous  and  intelligent  loquac- 
ity, his  half  loverlike  sympathy  with  the 
girlish  Cleopatra,  his  half  fatherly  con- 
cern for  her.  His  emotion  upon  hearing 
of  the  murder  of  Pompey  is  as  finely  con- 
ceived as  Hamlet's  on  seeing  the  skull  of 
Yoriok.  and  Instinct  with  a  deeper  hu- 
manity. As  the  scene  went  off  it  was 
marred  by  juxtaposition  witii  such  fool- 
ing, but  while  that  negatived  the  fine  and 
deep  skill  of  the  actor.  It  could  not  de- 
stroy the  excellence  of  the  lines  in  them- 
selves. 

It  is  as  the  prophet  of  forbearance,  of 
clemency,  that  this  Caesar  rises  to  his 
most  spiritual  heights.  The  girlish  Cleo- 
patra, drunk  with  her  newly  dl.scovered 
power,  has  procured  the  murder  of  her 
enemy.  Pothinus.  and  in  justifying  herself 
to  Caesar,  says:  "If  one  man  in  all  Alex- 
andria can  be  found  to  say  that  I  did 
wrong,  I  swear  to  have  myself  crucified 
at  the  door  of  the  palace  by  my  own 
slaves."  Caesar  answers:  "If  one  man 
in  all  the  world  can  be  found,  now  or 
forever,  to  know  that  you  did  wrong, 
that  man  will  have  either  to  conquer  the 
world,  as  I  have,  or  be  crucified  by  It." 
The  uproar  of  the  populace  besieging  the 
palace  Increases.  "Tht'se  knockera  in 
the  streets  are  also  believers  in  ven- 
geance and  stabbing.  You  have  slain 
their  leader.  It  is  right  that  they  shall 
slay  you.  And  then,  in  the  name  of  that 
right  shall  I  not  slay  them  for  murdering 
their  queen,  and  be  slain  in  ray  turn  by 
their  countrymen  as  the  invaders  of  their 
fatherland?  Can  Rome  do  less  than  slay  > 
these  slayers,  too?  And  so,  to  the  end 
of  history,  murder  shall  breed  murder, 
always  in  the  name  of  right  and  honor 
and  peace,  until  the  gods  are  tired  of 
blood  and  create  a  race  of  men  that  can 
understand." 

This  is,  of  course,  not  the  spirit  of  the 
congueror  of  the  world,  of  the  slayer  of 
Verclngetorlx.  of  the  usurper  of  the  liber- 
ties of  Rome.  It  is  the  spirit  of  Little 
England,  and  G.  B.  S.  is  its  prophet.  The 
opening  allusion  to  the  crucifixion  Is  an 
anachronism,  willful  and  conscious— an 
intrusion  of  the  point  of  view  of  the 
dramatist  which  would  ruin  the  .scene  If 
anything  could.  But  given  the  premises 
of  the  play,  and  with  Forbes  Robertson 
to  read  the  fines,  the  effect  rises  very 
high  into  the  region  of  the  tragedy  of 
thought.  It  is  a  thousand  pities  that 
Shaw  did  not  respect  his  own  limita- 
tions and  the  limitations  of  the  kind  of 
piece  he  was  writing.  Essentially  the 
play  Is  a  Jeu  desprit  of  a  very  high  order 
—So  high  that  as  long  as  the  playwright 
maintains  his  equilibrium  no  reach  of  the 
mind  or  the  soul  i.s  too  high  for  it.  para- 
dox, quip,  paradox  and  anachronism  not- 
withstanding. But  this  very  speech  was 
preceded  by  the  death  gurgle  of  Pothinus 
and  followed  by  the  eight  of  Ftatateeta— 
a  comic  opera  «urse,  mind  you,  even  in 
her  name— lying  at  the  foot  of  the  idol  of 
Ra,  her  blood  deluging  the  white  stone  of 
Its  pedestal.

by  one  central  character.  Its  faults 
are  those  frequently  found  in  drama- 
tized novels,  a  lack  of  compactness, 
lucidity  and  climax  in  the  construction' 
and  the  absence  of  any  dramatic  at- 
mosphere other  than  is  given  by  the 
backdrop.

The  buckeye  belong.>--   to  the  tree  family 
of   which  the  horse  chestnut   is  the  most  i  meeting 
conspicuous    member. 

"In  plain  English,"  sa>"s  a  writer  in 
the  Ohio  Magazine,  "the  family  name  is 
soap  berry— suggestive  of  the  cleanliness 
of  our  state,   morally   and  physically. 

"It  grows  to  a  height  of  from  eighteen 
to  thirty-five  feet  and  is  often  very  grace- 
ful In  contour,  sometimes  like  a  great 
soft,  green  ball  fleckt  d  here  and  there 
with    pale    yelluwish    bloFSoms. 

"No  other  nut  is  so  beautiful  wilh  its 
rich  mahogany  coloring,  highly  pcdished 
and  distinctly  marked  with  a  white  scar 
like  the  iris  of  the  eye.  It  was  from 
this  resemblance  to  the  dusky  eye  of  a 
buck  that  the  Indans  gave  it  the  name 
of  hetuck  or  buckeye. 

"During  the  early  days  of  Marietta  a

Paris  Long  Held  Undisputed  First  Place,  But  Vienna 
is  Now  Awarded  the  Palm  by  Some,  While  Buda- 
pest Has  Beauty  Spots   Which  Clearly  Entitle 
Her  to   High   Rank— Munich,   Dresden    and 
Brussels  Complete  the  Half  Dozen  Cities 
Most  Often  Spoken  of  by  Europeans  Be- 
cause of  Their  Beauty,  But  This  List  is 
by  No  Means  Universally  Accepted. 
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Paris.  Oct.  30 — Seated  at  the  east- 
ern base  of  the  Tyrolen  Alps,  just 
where  the  Danube  escapes  itnpetu-  , 
o'usly  from  b-tuttn  tortuous  rock 
walla  to  wind  peacefully  across  the 
mountain  circled  plain  of  Austria, 
Vienna,  capital  and  home  of  the  most 
•xcluslve  aristocracy  in  existence. 
now  lays  claim  to  be  held  the  most 
beautiful    city    in    the    world. 

But  Vienna's  claim  is  disputed 
ylgorously,  first  by  Paris  and  then 
by  Budapest,  further  down  the  Dan- 
ube and  chief  city  of  Au.stria's  twin 
■tate,  Hungary.  For  many  year  the 
claim  of  Paris  as  the  most  beautiful 
qlty  was  almost  universally  accepted 
and  the  French  capital  would  proba- 
bly get  a  majority  of  beauty  votes  to 
this  day.  Certainly  each  of  the 
thre«  cities  named  Is  warranted  In 
beins:  proud  of  Its  looks,  but  to  say 
that  any  one  of  them  is  the  most 
beautiful  in  the  world  would  be  to 
chance   an    endless    discussion. 

Munich,  in  Bavaria,  which  Is  out-

them,  would  lend  distinction  to  any 
city  in  tht!  world.  Every  day  except 
the  one  mentioned  the  gates  of  the 
great  semi-wooded  tract  are  open  to 
whoever  will  enter  them,  and  the 
deer,  of  which  there  are  thousands, 
are  treated  so  well  that  they  have  no 
fear  whatever  of  man.  I  have  known 
a  coachman  to  be  ol>liged  to  shoo 
them  out  of  the  driveway  before  he 
could   proceed. 

Though  Hamburg's  chief  distinction 
is  commercial,  Its  lakes  and  canals 
present  extremely  agreeable  views, 
'  and  it  has  much  good  architecture. 
I  its  city  hall,  for  instance,  is  a  atruc- 
{  ture  to  which  the  headquarters  of  no 
'  municipal  government  In  the  United 
j  States  can  even  remotely  be  compared 
'  for  beauty. 

I     But    iiamburg    also    has    a    colossal 
I  statue  of  Bismarck,   higher  than   many 
I  of    the   city's   houses,    which    has    been 
I  more  laughed  at  by  the  world's  sight- 
seers than  any   other   work  of  alleged 
art   on    the   continent.     It   Is   placed   in 
an    open    space    In    a    park,    where    It 
may    be    seen    for    miles,    and    on    Sun- 
days   and    holidays,     when    the    people 
liock      by      thousands      to      the      great 
breathing    space    around    It,    they    look 
from   a   distance   more   like   a   conven- 
tion   of   black    and    gaily    colored    ants 
at   the   feet   of  a   statue   made  of   pure 
white  augar  than  atiythlng  else. 

It  must  be  admitted,  however,,  that 
the  great  ettlgy  of  the  man  of  blood 
and  iron  presents  a  certain  dignity 
when  the  observer  la  not  too  near.

They  are 
even  more  uninteresting  than  some  of 
the  so-called  'monumental"  streets  on 
the  upper  part  of  Manhattan  Island  or 
the  bare,  bleak  streets  of  Philadelphia, 
the  house  fronts  of  which  are  relieved 
only  by  little  flights  of  white  marble 
steps. 

But  If  you  peer  through  the  maj?sive 
archways    as    you    pass    you    will    per- 


ceive   that    beautiful    vistas    of    green 
trees,    smooth    lawns,     brilliant    flower 
beds   and   flashing,    plashing   fountains 
lurk  behind  the  frowning  walls.     In  the 
Italian  cities  some  of  the  most  forbid- 
ding,    narrowest,     crookedest     streets — 
sometimes    ill    smelling,      and.    In      the 
summer   time,  always  sizzling  under  a 
! truly  unmerciful  sun— run  between  the 
'walls  of  old-time  palaces,  whose  court- 
I  yards    are    laid    out    with     the    rarest 
I  artistic  skill  and   discrimination. 

Formerly  the.se  palaces  were  the 
homes  of  princes  and  nobles.  Some 
of  them  still  are,  but  others  are  now 
the  abodes  of  money  kings,  the 
"industrialists,"  who  are  slowly  be- 
coming aa  important  In  tha  Old 
World  as  In  the  New,  and  whose 
distinction  has  been  won  In  the  fields 
of  trade,  manufacture  and  transpor- 
tation. Mixed  up  with  these  palaces 
are  buildings  devoted  to  the  mean- 
est uses;  while  many  of  the  palaces 
themselvea  have  been  given  over  to  ' 
dealers  In  stove  wood  and  junk,  to  : 
butcher  shops  and  bakeries  and  what

Beautiful    Bu.sinos.s    Structures. 

To  ortset  the  monumental  appear- 
ance of  their  many  miles  of  uniform 
and  courtyard  streets,  the  city  build- 
ers in  Europe  have  a  habit  of  de- 
signing even  their  warehouses  with 
an  eye  to  the  beautiful,  both  aa  a 
whole    and    In    detail. 

This  is  not  universal  of  course,  but 
It  may  fairly  be  termed  general.  In 
Hamburg,  for  Instance,  you  will  see 
long  rows  of  warehouses,  both  In  and 
outside  the  free  port,  which,  if  built 
along  the  Broklyn  water  front  or  In 
St.  Louis  or  Buffalo  or  Chicago, 
would  be  ornamented  about  as  much 
!  as  if  they  were  gigantic  wooden 
packing    cases. 

i      In   Hamburg,   they  have   been    built 
I  with   almost  as  much   of  an  effort   to 
'  please    the    eye    as    to    hold    the    mer- 
'  chandise  from   the  ends  of  the  earth, 
'  which     they    .«ihelter.         The     row     of 
I  buildings  in   that  German  city,   which 
is   .shown    in    one    of    the    pictures    ac- 
artlcle    is    made    up 
uses. 
The  truth  is  that  the  European  eye 
looks  for  beauty  in  the  most  utilitar- 
ian  things. 

The  effort  to  obtain  beauty  In  de- 
sign Is  by  no  means  confined  to  the 
architects.  It  would  be  hard,  for 
instance,  to  find  a  bridge  In  any 
European    city    without    a    distinctive 


beauty  of  Its  own.  The  elevated 
railroad  in  Berlin  is  by  no  means 
Buch  an  ugly,  iron  trestle  work  as 
are  the  .structures  In  New  York, 
Chicago  and  Boston,  over  which 
trains  run  In  the  air,  but  a  light 
elegant  structure  of  ornamented  up- 
rights  and   springing  arches. 

Nor  Is  it  allowed  to  incumber  the 
streets;  In  Berlin  proper  It  runs  along 
the  bank  of  one  of  the  canals  into 
which  the  river  Spree  is  divided  as  it 
passes  through  the  city.  In  the  sub- 
urb of  Charlottenburg,  with  200.Ut}0 
population,  and  continuous  with  the 
capital,  but  not  annexed,  there  being 
na  canal,  the  line  was  ordered  by 
the  eniperor  to  be  continued  under 
ground,  rather  than  to  disfigure  the 
streets. 

Designs  for  beauty  as  well  as 
utility  are  almost  universal.  There 
are  no  plain,  unsightly  trolley  poles 
in  the  cities,  but  Instead  gracefully 
made  supports  which,  if  anything, 
add  to  the  sightliness  of  the  streets. 
It  is  so  with  telegraph  and  telephone 
supports  also,  when,  as  rarely,  the 
wires  are  not  put  under  ground.  In 
many  cases  when  the  streets  are  nar- 
row the  overhead  trolley  wires  are 
supported  by  cross  wires  anchored 
to  the  ^^a^s  of  the  houses  on  either 
side.  Wooden  houses  being  non-exist- 
ent, this  is  practicable  in  Europe, 
where  as  It  would  not  be  In  the 
United  States. 

In  nearly  every  European  city  there 
Is  much  more  sculptural  ornamenta- 
tion on  the  fronts  of  buildings  than 
in  the  United  States.  Some  of  the 
finest  examples  of  this  sort  of  mu- 
nicipal beautificatlon  are  seen  on  the 
Rathhaua  of  city  hail  In  Munich. 
The  effect  of  this  structure  as  a 
whole  is  marred  somewhat  by  the 
fact  that  there  is  not  aufTicient  free 
space  about  it  for  the  observer  to 
get  a  comprehensive  view  from  any 
point. 

In  this  respect,  however,  the  de- 
signers of  the  Munich  Rathhaus  were 
lesser  sinners  than  the  designers  of 
some  of  the  new  skyscrapers  In  half 
a  dozen  American  cities,  who  have 
placed  elaborate  carvings  In  marble 
and  other  stone  hundreds  of  feet 
above  the  street  level,  where  they 
cannot  be   seen  at  all. 

Every  city  of  any  size  in  Europe 
has  much  more  Imposing,  more  beau- 
tiful public  buildings  than  any  Amer- 
ican city,  and  the  difference  never 
can  be  equalized,  for  the  palaces  of 
royalty,  past  and  present,  are  almost 
Invariably  the  largest.  handsomest 
structures  In  every  city.  A  note- 
worthy exception  is  the  Kaiser  Wil- 
hclm's  palace  in  Berlin. 

Many  tourists  will  tell  you  that  al- 
though the  Berllners,  under  the  kais- 
er's direction,  are  trying  hard  to  make 
tho  imperial  German  city  a  beautiful 
one.  they  are  not  succeeding  very 
well.  Others  think  the  dcslred 
end  Is  being  rapidly  attained,  and 
experience!  sightseers  are  not  wanting 
who  .say  In  Berlin  Is  even  now  one  of 
the  world's  most  beautiful  capitals. 

It  may  be  that  the  efforts  of  the 
Kaiser  and  the  local  authorities,  who 
bend  to  his  will  in  practically  every- 
thing, are  a  trifle  too  geometrical.  It 
may  be  that  .some  of  the  Berlin  statu- 
ary Is  more  Impressive  by  reason  of 
Its  grace.  It  Is  certain  that  many  of 
the  streets  In  Berlin  are  unforglveably 
dull  and  uninteresting. 

There  is  a  reason  for  Berlin's  I 
straight  streets,  more  of  which  are  to 
be  seen  there  than  in  any  city  outside 
of  the  United  States,  and  which  sug- 
gest the  geometrical  comparison. 
Crix»ked  streets  are  under  the  ban  In 
Berlin  because  projectiles  from  big 
guns  cannot  be  made  to  go  around  cor- 
ners nor  follow  the  Imperial  German 
policy  to  have  the  streets  of  the  capi- 
tal so  laid  out  that  artillery  could 
sweep  them  In  case  of  revolution. 

And  while  the  Kaiser's  government  Is 
I  anxious  for  a  beautiful  capital,  it  is 
i  also  anxious  to  keep  constant  remlnd- 
1  era  of  Prsslan  and  German  military 
I  glory  before  the  eyes  of  Berllners.  This 
,  Is  the  reason  for  the  numerous  statues 
of  the  first  Kaiser  Wilhelm,  of  Bls- 
■  marck  and  of  Moltke.  the  three  men 
I  who  destroyed  the  third  empire  In 
I  France  and  made  Prussia  .so  great 
■■  that  all  the  German  states  save  Aus- 
I  tria  were  glad  to  get  under  Prussia's 
I  wing  and  Join  the  confederation  known 
I  as  the  German  Empire. 
!     The  criticisms  of  the  straight  streets 


and  the  uncouth  statues  are  biota

la  one  of  two  or  three  most  Impressivo 
streets  In  the  world.  Its  two  rows  of 
rather  ragged  looking  trees;  its  bridle 
path,  on  which  few  equestrians  are  to 
be  seen,  however;  its  prespective  of 
palaces,  embassies,  theaters,  hotels,  re- 
tall  shops  and  all  the  rest;  Its  easy  go- 
ing crowd.-?,  well  dressed  In  the  main; 
Its  automobiles,  whizzing  over  asphalt 
that  is  unvexed  by  street  car  rails 
and  over  which  the  huge  gasoline  auio 
busses  are  forbidden  to  run,  all  com- 
bine to  form  a  general  whole  that  la 
not  elsewhere  paralleled. 

The   great   playground   known    as   th© 
Thler    Garten,    beginning    to    the    west 
of  and   at   the  head   of  Unter  den   Lin- 
den, Is  a  park  of  which  any  city  might 
'be  proud.     It  is  much  bigger  than  New 
I  York's  Centra!  park  or  than  any  Amer- 
jican  par  so  near  the  center  of  njunlcl- 
ipal  life  as  It  is.       And  It  Is  different. 
j     Berlin    being   as   flat   as   Chicago,   the 
Thler  Garten   Is   not   diver.sified   by   hill 
'and   dale,    Berlin   being   without   stony 
I  foundations  of  any  .sort,  the  Thler  Gar- 
|ten  has  feAv   "rockeries,"  and   they  are 
so  obviously  piled   up  by   the  hands  of 
men    that    they    detract     from     rather 
I  than    add    to    the   park's    beauty. 

In  place   of  the  comeliness  given   by 
.irregularities    of    surface,      the      Thler 
Garten  possesses  the  surpa.sslng  beauty 
of    trees,    planted   in    the   greatest   pro- 
I  fusion.    Trees  of  every  variety  that  will 
'grow    In    Berlin's    sandy    ground.      en- 
riched   through    constant    irrigation    by 
;the  canalized  waters  of  the  Spree  and 
iby    the    lavish    enrichment   of   the    soil. 
Trees  set  so  close  together  that  at  first 
their    shade    seems    too    deep    and    tho 
great  park  almost  gloomy.  Trees  which 
are   reflected   in    Innumerable    stretches 
'of  quiet  water.     Trees  under  which  thd 
thick    sward    Is    shaven    to    a    velvety 
smoothness   In    places,    while   In    othera 
It  grows  ragged  and  unmolested.  Trees 
whose  deep  verdure  is  set  off  by  gUam- 
Ing  arched    marble   bridges   and    sculp- 
tured Venuses,  lions  and  warriors.    Old 
trees,   young    trees,    trees   by    the    hun- 
dreds    of     thousands,     apparently;      a 
veritable  forest  In  the  midst  of  a  great 
capital,   accessible   to   the   millions   and 
used    by   them    freely. 

Here  in  Paris  the  Bols  de  Boulogne 
has  a  great  profusion  of  trees,  al.so,  but 
they  are  not  so  beautiful  as  those  In 
the  Thier  Garten.  Great  old  trees,  by 
the  way,  are  surprisingly  rare  In  Eu- 
ropean cities,  when  you  remember  the 
age  of  the  cities. 

Berlin  Is  now  said  to  be  the  cleanest 
city  In  Europe  and  apparentlj-  justifies 
the  saying.  It  is  cleaner  than  Paris  or 
London  or  Vienna  or  Budapest.  Tha 
street  sweepers  are  contsantly  at  work 
and  no  litter  of  any  sort,  not  even  the 
litter  made  by  the  builders,  is  allowed 
to   remain   long   undisturbed. 

There  is  more  of  this  latter  In  Berlin, 
by  the  wav  than  in  most  Continental 
cities,  for  Berlin  Is  the  youngest  capital 
of  Europe.  At  the  close  of  the  Franco- 
Prussian  war  it  was  only  the  skeleton 
of  its  modern  self,  small,  dirty  and 
Insignificant. 

It  Is  still  growing  about  aa 
rapidly  in  percentages  aa  Lon- 
don or  New  York  or  Chi- 
cago, and  new  structures  are  constantly 
being  erected.  Its  building  regulations 
are  not  excelled  In  severity  by  those  of 
any  other  city.  A  police  permit  is 
neces.sary  to  change  the  size,  shape  or 
[location  of  a  window  even;  while  as 
for  skyscrapers,  or  the  deviation  of 
even  one  story  from  the  uniform  height 
o  fthe  buildings  on  any  street,  they 
would  not  bo  tolerated  for  a  moment. 
Difficult  as  the  achievement  seems 
even  now,  after  more  than  thirty  years 
of  the  greatest  effort  Imaginable,  Ber- 
lin may  some  day  be  one  of  Europe's 
most  beautiful  cities. 

Its  Improvement  In  beauty  and  clean- 
liness has  been  as  rapid  as  that  of 
the  chief  American  cities,  which  only 
those  comprehend  who  have  closely 
watched  thetn  during  the  last  thirty 
j'ears.  Berlin  is  the  only  capital  In  Eu- 
rope, or  the  world  perhaps,  that  has  no 
slums. 

Conserving   tho   Beauty   of   Cities. 

Naturally,  because  of  its  youth.  Ber- 
lin Is  more  comparable  to  American 
cities  than  either  Paris  or  Vienna,  be- 
tween which,  as  most  folk  agree,  tha 
palm  for  greatest  beauty  lies.  For  tha 
same  reason  Berlin,  like  all  American 
cities,  seems  an  unfinished  one  as  com- 
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the  most  complete  and 
example  of  tho  Parisian 
uniformity  Is  essential  to 
to  be  .seen  In  the  Place 
where  the  famous  bronze 
pillar  commemorating  many  of  Na- 
poleon's victories  la  surrounded  by  a 
circle  of  gray  buildings  all  exactly 
alike.  They  wore  used  by  the  gov- 
ernment in  the  days  of  the  first  em- 
pire, but  now  are  devoted  to  busi- 
ness. Interiorly  they  have  under- 
gone many  alterations,  but  the  city's 
authorltlea  have  declared  that  their 
exterior  aspect  may  never  be  chang- 
ed. To  many  American  eyes  they 
seem  like  great,  gray  cardboard 
houses,  rather  barn-like  than  other- 
wise  in  appearance. 

London,  which  doesn't  even  claim 
beauty,  ahows  more  Interesting  vari- 
ety In  Its  architecture  on  half  a 
dozen  "blocks"  than  a  whole  mile 
on  .some  of  the  most  famous  thor- 
oughfares of  Paris. 

But  Paris  la  beautiful.  Its  Inter- 
minable rows  of  trees,  its  great  open 
spaces.  Its  graceful  bridges.  Its  boule- 
vards— where  can  they  be  matched? 
But  Paris  is  no  longer  entitled  to  be 
termed  a  "finished  city";  even  now 
great  patches  of  pavement  In  tho 
Avenue  of  the  Opera  are  out 
of  place,  while  extensions  to  the 
Metropolitan  railway — the  Parisian 
Bubway — are    being    put    down. 

Paris  la  also  allowing  greater  vari- 
ety In  .some  places  than  formerly,  the 
famous  Champa  Elysee  of  all  thor- 
oughfares being  one  of  them.  In 
one  of  tho  most  notable  stretches  a 
newly  rich  man,  an  advertiser  of 
retail  wares,  whose  shrewdness  has 
yielded  him  many  millions,  has  been 
allowed  to  put  up  a  house  so  different 
In  dftslgne  from  its  neighbors  that  all 
Parla   Is   complaining. 

Moreover,    th9   complaints   are   weU 
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municipal  evolution  evirywhcre  in 
Europe  Is  a  result  latjpely  of  this  so- 
ciety's intelligent  and  ^arty  co-oper- 
ation with  the  authorities. 

The  ct}-oi>eratlon  of  artistic  so- 
cieties and  city  authorities  l:i  a  fea- 
ture of  municipal  evoiuUou  ovcry- 
where  in  Europe,  as  4t  \^  gettlngr  to 
be  in  American  citiis,  th<^  scheme 
having  been  carried  furtlior  perhaps 
In  Boston  than  in  anr  ->'>cr  Ameri- 
can  city. 

In  Paris  the  cons.'rvallon  of  mu- 
nicipal    beauty     is     niirustrd     to     rhe 


minister  of  public  Instruction,  the 
Ueaux  Arts  and  of  religion.  The  so- 
ciety of  the  Beaux  Arts  supplements 
the  efforts  of  the  government,  and  Is 
often  deferred  to.  In  Buda-Peslh, 
Dresden  and  all  the  famous  beauty 
cities  of  the  continent,  no  great  im- 
provement is  undertaken  without  ar- 
tistic supervision,  and  such  super- 
vision will  be  necessary  in  America 
if  the  cities  of  the  United  States  are 
to  realize  their  possibilities  as  to 
beauty.

Today  and  tomorrow  the  managers 
of  the  Copper  country  teams  leave  for 
Chicago  to  attend  the  adjourned  ses- 
sion of  the  annual  meeting.  At  this 
meeting  the  schedule  committee  will 
make  its  rtport,  and  It  is  expected 
that  a  schedule  for  the  coming  season 
will  be  drawn  up  and  adopted.  It  will 
also  be  necessary  to  elect  a  successor 
to  President  Thomas  Hoatson  of  Calu- 
met, resigned,  and  it  Is  understood 
that  a  Copper  country  man  is  slated 
for  the  position.

What  would  he  do  if  he  had 
four? 

Ju.-i  what  the  great  Chicago  National 
pitcher  could  do  with  four  fingers  is  wha( 
mc ny  followers  of  the  game  are  wondcn 
ing.  Brown,  himself,  however,  makes  tH| 
startling  statement  Uiat  he  could  nol 
jilch  as  well. 

The  loss  of  his  one  finger  Rives  him  a 
wider  stretch  for  hJs  other  fingers,  and 
thereby  permits  him  to  gra.sp  tJie  baO 
more  firmly  than  the  average  hand  li 
able  to  grasp  It. 

Brown  is  the  sensation  of  baseball  thli 
year.  He  l.s  to  the  season  of  :yutj  whal 
Christy  Mathewson  was  to  last  year. 

Brown's  work  hag  aroused  other  inter- 
esting comment  on  the  hands  of  ball- 
players. 

It  is  not  generally  known,  but  there  is 
a  man  on  the  Detroit  team  crippled  in  th« 
same  way.  He  is  Capt.  Bill  Coughhn. 
The  forefinger  of  Coughlin's  left  hand  ia 
gone,  and  yet  it  is  with  that  hand  that 
he  makes  those  sensational  stops  that 
have  won  him  a  position  this  year  Iv  thfl 
sjde  of  Bill  Bradley  and  Jimmy  cbllina 
as  a  third  bastman. 

Bill  Bradley  is  probably  the  better  all- 
around  third  ba-veman.  He  can  hit  bcttef 
and  is  smoother  In  getting  after  bunts. 
Jimmy  Collins.  In  his  best  days,  was 
probably  a  Oashier  and  more  spectacular 
pla>er.  But  on  real  hard  work  no  one  at 
third  has  it  on  Coughlin.  No  man  knocks 
down  the  line  drives  that  look  good  when 
they  start  for  extra  bases,  the  way  he 
doe?. 
And  yet,  he  has  but  three  fingers. 
Baseball  players'  hands  afford  an  in« 
teresiting  study.  Some  are  harder  than 
the  molder's  or  farmer's  hande.  Others 
are  soft  as  a  woman's. 

Coughlin's  hands  are  hard  as  wood,  and 
he  has  a  grip  of  iron. 

It  is  all  in  the  way  the  player  takes 
the  ball.  The  reason  some  players  are  In- 
variably hurt  or  have  lame  hands  is  be- 
cause they  fight  the  ball.  They  do  not 
know  how  to  handle  a  hot  grounder,  or, 
rather,  cannot  acquire  the  knack  of  nand* 
ling  it  60  that  it  will  not  hurt  them. 

CJiarlle  Carr,  whose  disposition  prt  %t:nt« 
eJ  him  from  being  one  of  the  best  first 
basemen  of  the  American  league,  prob- 
ably ha-5  the  knack  of  handling  a  hard- 
thrcwn  ball  or  a  drive  from  the  bat  down 
to  a  finer  point  than  any  other  pl.ayer. 

To  shake  his  hand  one  would  think  hlnj 
a  ribbon  counter  clerk.  When  an  ln« 
fielder  threw  a  man  out  at  first  Car* 
would  reach  for  the  ball.  As  scon  as  tha 
bail  touched  his  hands  he  drew  his  arms 
back,  so  that  the  ball  stopped  gnidually. 
Kid  Elberfield  fights  the  ball  and  getai 
away  with  it  just  about  as  well  as  any 
other    player. 

He  comes  in  after  every  Infield  hit  and 
snatches  it  up.  You  never  see  the  Kl<t 
waiting  for  a  ball  to  come  to  him.  Ha 
goes  right  after  it,  .spears  it,  and  throws 
him  man  out.  Ofttiines  If  he  waited,  the 
runner  would  be  safe.  If  Charge  O'Leary 
of  Detroit  would  come  in  faster  he  would 
be  a  great  shortstop. 

Elberfield,  however,  has  the  trick  of 
fighting  the  ball,  and  yet  giving  Just  so 
I  much  with  It  that  he  docs  not  hurt  him- 
self greatly.  His  hands,  from  his  long 
year.s  at  play,  are  scarred  and  calloused. 
The  outfielders'  hands  are  usually  soft, 
and  a  pitcher's  hands  do  not  need  to  be 
hard.  George  Mullin,  In  good  form,  has 
I/rcibably  the  best  curved  liall  In  the  game, 
and  yet  hi.s  hands  are  comparatively  soft. 
The  catchers  are  the  real  men  to  suffer. 
Jack  Warren's  fingers  are  as  gnarled  and 
twisted  from  fast  shoots  as  those  of 
Charlie  Bennett,  who  played  In  the  days 
when  there  were  no  milts  to  protect  a 
man. 

The  third  baseman,  catcher  and  .short- 
stop really  have  the  most  work  to  do  with 
their  fingers.  And  as  a  general  rule  their 
hands  show  it.

Sporting  writers  and  sports  in 
general  all  over  the  country  have 
been  doing  their  best  to  determine 
via  the  moving  pictures  whether 
Battling  Nelson  really  did  hand  Joe 
Gans  a  foul  in  the  big  battle  at 
Goldfield,   Nevada.

Private 
exhibitions  of  the  pictures  have  been 
given  before  newspaper  per.sons  and 
others  throughout  the  country  and 
still    the    argument    is    on.

The  beauty  of  the  game  for 
exercise  was  quite  apparent,  while  it 
contains  none  of  the  rough  elements 
of  football,  or  the  strain  on  the  play- 
er's endurance,  so  evident  in  basket 
ball.  The  field  is  divided  off  into  five 
squares,  with  a  stmi-circle  in  front 
of  each  of  the  four  goals.  All  the 
players  are  stationed  in  one  or  an- 
other of  the  squares,  and  are  not 
allowed  to  leave  their  allotted  terri- 
tory. This  allows  the  contest  to 
change  from  one  part  of  the  field  to 
the  other  with  the  ball,  while  only 
certain  of  the  contestants  can  be 
in  action  together.  Yesterday  the 
Reds  defeated  the  Whites  by  a  score 
of  35  to  28.  The  game  is  still  In  an 
experimental  state,  but  as  the  class 
plays  It  three  times  a  week,  on  Tues- 
days, Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  at  4 
o'clock.  It  will  probably  be  developed 
into  most  of  Its  possibilities  before 
the  weather  makes  the  field  inac- 
cessible. Kicking  as  well  as  throwing 
the  ball  is  permitted,  and  an  intricate 
system  of  scoring  has  been  devised. 
When  the  scoring  has  been  simplified, 
and  the  kicking  part  of  the  game 
worked  up,  it  will  in  all  probability 
become  very  popular  among  young 
women  as  well  as  among  young  men.

"iPiCm  RACES  NEXT  YEAR 

At  the  Jamestown  Exposition,  Will  be  Events  Long  to 

be  Remembered  in  the  Annals  of 

Yachting. 


About  twenty-three  miles  from  Kam- 
loops,  B.  C,  says  a  writer  In  the  Peloid, 
London,  there  is  a  lake  known  as  Fish 
lake,  in  which  the  fishing  is  so  e.xtraor- 
dlnary  as  to  border  on  the  regions  of  ro- 
mance, though  locally  It  is  considered  a 
jnatter    of    course.      For    lake    fishing.    In 

foinl  of  numbers.  It  is  impossible  that 
his  piece  of  water  could  be  beaten.  It 
is  like  a  battue  In  shooting,  the  number 
to  be  caught  Is  only  limited  by  the  skill 
and  endurance  of  the  angler;  Indeed,  little 
skill  Is  needed,  for  anyone  can  catch  fish 
there,  though  a  good  fisherman  will  catch 
the  most.  Also,  fish  can  be  caught  on 
any  day,  some  days  being  better  than 
others,  but  a  blank  day  is  an  impossi- 
bility. 

The    lake    is    twenty-three    mileg    south 

of   Kamloops,   and    is   reached   by  a  good 

road,   and   there    Is   now   a  small   wooden 

house,  where  one  can  stop  and  hire  boats. 

Ten    years    ago    there    was    only    a    trail, 

which  was  rough,  traveling  on  horseback, 

with  a  pack  horse  to  carry  tent  and  pro- 

I  visions.       The    lake    has    been    a    fishing 

I  ground    for    the    Indians    from    time    Im- 

I  memorial,    and    fisli    used    to    be    brought 

down   by   them   to   Kamloops   from  a  fish 

trap    built    in    the    creek    running    out   of 

the  lake. 

I  have  also  seen  them  fishing  with  bait 
and  spearing  fish  at  night;  but  the  true  j 
bait  for  Fish  lake  is  the  fly,  and,  con-  ; 
trary  to  the  usual  case,  the  white  man 
with  a  fly  and  modern  tackle  can  make 
catches  which  far  surpass  any  that  the 
Indian  ever  made. 

The  trap  has  now  been  abandoned, 
and  the  Indians  do  not  fish  on  this  lake 
any  more.  P>om  time  to  time  half- 
breeds  and  cowboys  came  into  Kam- 
loops with  stories  of  big  catches  of 
trout  made  with  a  willow  bough  and  a 
piece  of  string  with  a  fly  tied  to  It. 
Sometimes  300  or  400  fish  would  be 
brought  down  which  had  been  caught  in 
this  way. 

This  stimulated  the  sporting  Instinct 
of  the  Inhabitants,  and  a  few  visits  were 
paid  to  the  lake  and  good  catches  were 
made,  but  the  fishermen  who  went  were 
of  a  very  amateur  kind.  In  the  summer 
of  1S97  an  American  proposed  to  me  that 
we  should  go  up  and  try  what  good 
tackle  could  do;  in  fact,  he  proposed 
that  wo  should  go  up  and  try  to  make  a 
record. 

We  went  up  In  the  first  week  of  August, 
and  the  result  far  surpas.<»ed  our  wildest 
imagination.  We  fished  three  full  days, 
and  brought  back  1.600  trout,  which 
weighed  TOO  pound.s,  cleaned  and  salted. 
The  first  day  we  caught  350,  for  some  time 
was  wasted  in  finding  the  best  places. 
The  second  day  a  start  was  made  at  5 
a.  m.  and  we  fished  till  long  after  dark, 
about  9:30  p.  m.,  catching  650.  The  third 
day  We  caught  about  BOO.  The  weather 
was  Intensely  hot  and  fine,  sometimes 
dead  calm,  sometimes  a  strong  breeze, 
and  at  night  a  brilliant  moon;  but 
whether  dead  calm  or  blowing  strong.  It 
made  no  difference  to  the  fish,  for  they 
were  taken  as  freely  in  the  moonlight  as 
at  midday. 

Flle.s  were  abundant,  and  the  fish  were 
ravenous  for  both  real  and  artificial;  they 
almost  seemed  to  fight  for  our  files  as 
soon  a.s  thoy  touched  the  water.  Even 
when  almost  every  feather  had  been  torn 
oflf  they  would  take  the  bare  hook.  We 
fl.shed  with  throe  flies,  and  often  had  three 
fish  on  at  one  time.  On  one  occasion  my 
companion   handed   me  a  cast  and   three 


Norfolk,  Va.,  Nov.  10. — The  Interest 
of  Emperor  William  and  Sir  Thomas 
Llpton  In  the  yacht  racing  to  be  held 
at  the  Jamestown  exposition  in  Vir- 
ginia, In  1907,  In  addition  to  the  en- 
thusiasm of  the  Americans  themselves 
will  go  far  toward  making  tho.se  races 
an  event  long  to  be  remembered  in 
the  annals  of  yachting. 

The  exposition  Is  to  be  held  beside 
the  historic  waters  of  Hampton  Roads, 
a  wide  sheet  of  tidewater,  comparable 
only  with  the  Roads  at  Portsmouth, 
the  Firth  of  Clyde,  the  Riviera,  Kiel 
or  the  Sea  of  Mormora.  There  is 
at  this  spot  plenty  of  breeze  for  the 
best  yachting  results,  yet  the  wind 
rarely,  if  ever,  reaches  the  magnitude 
of  a  storm  beneath  the  sunny  skies 
and   langurous  zephyrs  of  the   region. 

The  spot  Is  pregnant  with  hl.storic 
significance.  Since  the  birth  of  the 
American  republic,  this  neighborhood 
has  been  the  center  of  the  nation's 
life,  around  which  have  revolved  all 
Its  struggles  toward  freedona  and  ad- 
vancement in  learning  and  power  to 
the  splendid  position  It  occupies  to- 
day. Not  far  away  Is  the  birthplace 
of  George  Washington,  greatest  of  all 
Americans,  and  a  little  farther  away 
is  the  home  in  which  he  died,  which 
Is  the  shrine  of  all  Americans,  and 
those  of  other  nationalities  wiio  ad- 
mire high  thoughts  and  noble  living. 
It  Is  to  celebrate  the  national  begin- 
nings of  the  United  States  at  James- 
town In  1607  that  the  exposition  has 
been  planned.  Every  stage  of  the 
nation's  growth  will  be  recalled  at 
this  great  celebration. 

The  Americans  have  arranged,  at 
a  meeting  held  in  New  York  in  July, 
that  the  races  shall  be  sailed  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  adopted  at  the  Atlantic 
Coast  conference  In  January,  1906. 
Canada  and  the  United  States  have 
been  divided  into  eleven  districts  for 
the  purpo.se  of  the  regatta,  and  a  com- 
mittee composed  of  one  representative 
from  each  of  them,  known  as  the  "re- 
gatta committee,"  will  have  entire 
charge  of  the  races  to  be  held  next 
yeaar. 

The  International  Championship 
races,  In  wiilch  several  noted  Euro- 
pean yachtsmen  are  expected  to  take 
part,  will  be  run  off  by  the  boats  of 
the  "p"  class,  consisting  of  30-foot- 
ers.  This  rating  was  decided  upon  by 
members  of  the  Regatta  committee  in 
order  to  provite  for  a  large  representa- 
tion of  foreign  yachts.      It  is  probable 


that  boats  of  this  sma*  size.  Inasmuch 
as  they  may  be  parried  across  the 
Atlantic  lashed  to  t^e  deck  of  steamers 
— will  be  largely  represented. 

The  Hampton  Roads  Yacht  club, 
whose  roomy,  comfortable  house  Is 
only  a  few  hundred  yards  from  the 
spot  wiiere  the  races  will  take  place, 
will  be  the  host  of  the  visiting  yachts- 
men. 

There  will  be  twenty-one  races  on  the 
program  and  several  times  that  num- 
ber of  trial  or  elimination  races,  A 
great  deal  of  attention  has  been  griven 
to  the  "free-for-all"  races,  which  will 
be  free  to  all  in  fact  as  well  as  In 
name.  The  only  restriction  imposed 
Is  that  the  contestants  shall  be  sailing 
craft  without  auxiliary  power  of  any 
kind.  In  this  classitlcaliou  everything 
that  sails,  from  the  catamaran  to  the 
flshboat   will   be   represented. 

The  matter  of  motor  boating  has  not 
been  gone  Into  as  extensively  as  that 
of  yacht  racing.  Thery  was  appointed 
however,  at  a  mfeetlng,  immediately 
following  the  American  Motor  Boat 
carnival  In  New  York,  In-July,  a  com- 
mittee representing  all  the  prominent 
motor  boatmen  and  the  large  motor 
boat  clubs  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  This  series  of  races  will  be 
known  as  the  Jamestown  International 
Motor  Boat  carnival.  The  several 
American  associations  Interested  In 
motor  boating  has  taken  a  deep  Inter- 
est in  the  series  of  races  to  be  held 
The  events  promise  to  bo  the  most 
successful  ever  contested  in  America. 

At  an  early  date  the  members  of  the 
carnival  committee  will  meet  at  Hamp- 
ton Roads  and  will  go  over  the  waters 
on  which  the  races  will  be  sailed. 
These  will,  in  all  probability,  be  held 
off  the  end  of  the  great  piers,  which 
will  be  half  a  milt  long,  forming  a 
splendid  landing  place  for  the  small 
craft  attached  to  warships,  pleasure 
steamers  and  motor  boats  them.selves. 
Features  of  those  motor'  boat  races  will 
be  the  contests  between  the  boats 
equipped  with  the  ne^f  hydroplanes, 
which  tend  to  life  boats  out  of  the 
water,  and  those  not  «•©  equipped.  It 
is  claimed  by  advocates  of  the  hydro- 
plane that  it  will  at  least  double  the 
speed  of  the  boat  and  lift  its  body,  un- 
der proper  clrcumstaftct  s,  clear  from 
the  water.  As  this^iieduccs  the  fric- 
tion of  the  water  to  ft  jfjliilmrm  it  Is  of 
the  greatest  value  In  increasing  speed.

Bisbee.  Ariz.,  Nov.  10.— The  work  of 
preparing  the  Warren  townsite  for 
the  public  Is  now  wvli  under  way,  and 
It  will  jirobably  not  be  very  long  before 
a  definite  day  Is  set  for  the  placing 
of  lots  in  the  new  town  on  sale.  All 
of  the  detail  work  In  connection  with 
the  plans  for  the  townsite  have  been 
completed,  and  for  the  past  couple  of 
weeks  a  large  force  of  men  has  been 
constantly  employed  grading  what  will 
be  the  main  street  of  the  new  city,  and 
doing  such  Incidental  work  as  must  be 
completed  before  It  will  be  practicable 
to  start   building. 

The  first  ground  on  the  Warren 
town.«ite  was  broken  by  Mrs.  Seth  E. 
Hazz;ird  very  close  to  the  foothills  on 
the  southeastern  corner  of  the  town- 
site  a  couple  of  weeks  ago.  and  at  the 
head  of  what  will  be  the  main  street 
of  ♦»!,■  oify.  A  force  of  men  was  Im- 
mediately TJt  to  work  grading  this 
t^...>i,  .ind  at  the  pre.«eni  nine  4.u.mj 
feet  of  the  thoroughfare  have  been 
graded.  This  street  will  be  110  feet 
wide,  and  will  run  directly  through  the 
city. 

At  the  lower  end  of  the  main  street 
the  railroad  depot  will  be  erected,  and 
adequate  facilities  for  switching  will 
be  allowed. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  new  town, 
which  will  not  only  beautify  the  city, 
but  will  also  afford  the  children  a 
playground.  Is  the  vista.  The  vista  will 
be  3.i»00  feet  in  length,  200  feet  wide  at 
the  lower  end,  and  300  feet  wide  at  the 
upper  end.  This  will  be  aranged  In  a 
system  of  small  parka  throughout. 

The  exact  location  for  the  water 
works  and  electric  lighting  plant  have 
not  been  selected  as  yet.  but  this  mat- 
ter will  be  attended  to  In  the  very 
near  future. 

The  first  section  of  the  townsite 
which  will  be  occupied,  and  which  will 
form  the  nucleus  of  the  city,  is  the 
r'art  situated  in  the  basin  formed  by 
the  surrounding  hills.  As  the  town 
grows  the  small  hills  surrounding  the 
city  will  be  occupied,  and  the  streets 
in  this  section  have  been  so  arranged 
that  no  driveway  is  more  than  5  per 
cen^  grade.  On  these  small  hills  the 
streets  will  be  built  around  and  around, 
each  new  turn  of  the  road  being  far 
enough  distant  from  the  preceding  one 
to  leave  plenty  of  room  for  the  con- 
struction of  two  houses,  one  facing 
each  road. 

The  houses  on  these  hills  will  also 
be  arranged  In  such  a  way  that  the 
occupants  of  each  house  will  have  an 
unobstructed  view  of  the  rest  of  the 
city. 

The  projected  street  car  line  will 
occupy   the   middle  of  the  main   street. 

The  matter  of  naming  the  streets 
of  the  new  city  is  now  under  consid- 
eration, and  from  reliable  authority 
!t  is  learned  that  there  are  several 
plans  now  In  view.  One  of  these 
plans  is  to  name  the  streets  of  the 
city  after  the  pioneers  of  the  Warren 
mining  district,  and  the  other  is  to 
select  euiihonlous  Spanish  names.  It 
is  understood,  however,  that  the  plan 
to  name  the  streets  after  the  pioneers 
cf  the  district  will  probably  receive 
the  preference.  In  this  event,  the 
main  street  of  the  city  would  be 
named  Warren  avenue,  or  Warren 
street,  in  memory  of  George  Warren, 
who  is  looked  upon  as  the  locator  of 
the  district.* 

The  entire  townsite  has  bene  laid 
out    In    accordance    with    the    Ideas    of 


men  who  are  high  In  their  respective 
professions.  Warren  H.  Manning,  the 
well  known  landscape  engineer,'  was 
consulted  on  matters  pertaining  to 
the  arrangement  of  the  townsite. 
Manning's  ability  in  this  matter  is 
ttstilied  to  by  the  fact  that  he  has 
been  selected  to  formulate  the  plans 
for  the  laying  out  of  the  Jamestown, 
Va.,  exposition,  which  is  now  in  con- 
templation. 

On  the  matter  of  the  architecture, 
Huger  G.  Elliott,  professor  of  archi- 
tecture at  Pennsylvania  university, 
was   called    into  consultation. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  new 
town  will  be  a  model  of  modern  city 
building,  and  will  be  of  such  a  char- 
acter that  the  men  who  are  employed 
in  the  district  will  have  a  place  to 
bring  their  families.  It  Avill  be  a 
city  of  homes,  and  not  of  boarding 
houses,  which  form  no  attraction  ex- 
cept as  a  place  to  live  while 
enough    to  move  elsewhere.

The  Bangor  and  Syracuse  are  newly 
acquired  properties  which  are  now  being 
opened  up  and  which  will  go  Into  com- 
mission next  year.  Plckands,  Mather  & 
Co.  have  about  a  dozen  mines  on  the 
Menominee  and  Gogebic  ranges,  one  of 
the  newest  of  which— tlie  Caspian,  in  the 
Stambaugh  valley— will  make  one  of  the 
biggest  producers  in  the  Menominee  fields, 
in  all  probability  rivalling  the  great  Cha- 
pin. 

The  Leonard  mine,  which  has  been 
operated  by  the  Leonard  Iron  Mining 
company,  a  subsidiary  company  of  the 
Great  Northern  railroad,  will  probably  be 
the  source  whence  all  the  ore  will  come 
that  is  to  be  mined  next  year  from  the 
Hill  lands  recently  acquired  by  the  Steel 
corporation.  The  Leonard  is  the  only 
active  mine  to  enter  into  the  deal,  and  as 
most  of  the  other  tracts  have  not  even 
bten  explored,  it  hardly  .seems  possible 
that  shipments  can  be  made  from  any  i 
other  deposit.  The  Leonard  has  only 
been  on  the  shipping  list  for  three  years, 
and  the  most  it  has  produced  in  one  year 
has  been  in  the  neighborhood  of  300,000 
tons.  The  minimum  shipment  from  the 
Hill  lands  for  the  first  year  is  TuO.OOO  tons, 
a  quantity  considerably  In  excess  of  the 
Leonard's  largest  output.  There  is,  how- 
ever, no  importance  to  be  attached  to  the 
previous  shipments  of  the  Leonard  as  a 
basis  upon  wliich  to  judge  what  can  be 
done  there.  The  Leonard  is  a  combined 
open  pit  and  underground  mine,  but  its 
present  condition,  wljile  much  improved 
as  compared  with  the  situation  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  is  not  particularly 
favorable  to  large  shipments.  The  pit  is 
very  confined  in  its  present  area,  an 
effort  having  been  made,  seemingly,  to 
get  down  to  the  ore  as  quickly  as  possible, 
regardless  of  the  condition  of  the  mine 
very  far  in  the  future.  As  a  result,  the 
pit  is  now  very  deep  for  its  horizontal 
area,  and  the  ore  most  easy  to  mine  has 
been  taken  out  to  an  extent  detrimental 
to  the. easy  mining  of  the  remainder. 
During  last  winter  a  new  external  shaft 
was  built  which  facilitated  matters  ma- 
terially, as  formerly  the  ore  from  the 
pit  w"as  hoisted'  through  the  vertical 
shaft  to  which  it  had  to  be  trammed.  No 
underground  work  has  been  done  this 
season,  but  there  is  Utele  question  that 
three  quarters  of  a  million  tons  of  ore  can 
be  mined  from  the  Leonard  next  season 
if  desired. 

Tliere  are  said  to  be  nearly  a  score  of 
diamond  drills  in  commission  on  the  so- 
called  Cuyuna  range,  Minnesota's  new 
iron  field;  but,  while  considerable  ore  has 
been  found  on  scattered  tracts,  it  does 
not  average  much  over  45  per  cent,  and  is 
usually  high  in  phosphorus.  Among  the 
operators  interested  are  the  Steel  cor- 
poration, the  Chisholm  interests  of  Du- 
luth, the  Shenango  Furnace  company. 
Pickands,  Mather  Ai  Co.,  the  Federal  Iron 
company,  the  Zeno  Iron  company  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroad  and  C  uyler 
Adama  of  Duluth,  the  most  extensive 
landholder    In    the    district.  Plckands, 

Mather  &  Co.  have  put  down  the  only 
shaft  on  the  range,  but  after  cross-cutting 
and  drifting  a  little,  it  was  allowed  to  fill 
with  water.  Tho  ore  on  both  the  proper- 
ty of  the  Shenango  Furnace  company  and 
Pickands,  Mather  &  Co.  is  of  stich  a 
grade  that  it  could  be  used  if  transporta- 
tion conditions  were  favorable.  The 
Northern  Pacific  is  the  only  railroad 
available,  and  it  has  established  an  80- 
cent  rate  from  the  range  to  the  Head  of 
the  Lake,  which,  considering  the  low 
grade  of  the  ore,  is  prohibitory.

Little  Biographies  of  Big  Men. 


Percy  Oysshe  Shelly  was  born  Angust 
4,  1T92,  at  Field  Place,  the  splendid  coun- 
try seat  of  hia  father,  at  Sussex,  Eng- 
land. He  was  the  first  child  of  his  pa- 
rents, and  when  nine  years  old  was  the 
brother  of  four  bright,  gay  sisters,  to 
whom  the  world  Is  greatly  Indebted  for 
their  many  reminiscences  of  the  subject 
of  this  sketch,  for  so  little  else  Is  known 
of  the  boy  Percy  Shelly,  save  thot  which 
bis  proud  slaters  have  told  us. 

To  these  sisters  Percy  was  a  most  af- 
fectionate brother  and  playmate,  and  they 
looked  with  pride  and  Indulgence  upon  tbe 
beautiful  and  high  spirited  brother  who 
was  to  them  a  hero.  There  was  another 
brother,  but  being  14  years  younger  than 
Percy,  he  was  never  a  companion  to  blm 
who  was  destined  to  become  so  great. 
While  the  younger  son— John  by  name — 
was  still  an  Infant,  Percy  was  away  at 
■chool  most  of  the  time,  returning  to  the 
parental  rooftree  only  during  the  school 
vacations. 

But  In  their  advanced  years  It  was  with 
fiib  greatest  delight  that  Percy's  sisters 
would  recall  those  home-comings  of  their 
elder  brother.     He  would  accompany  them

on  their  rambles  through  fields  and  woods, 
lending  them  to  unfrequented  spots  where 
tbey  would  not  have  dared  to  venture 
without  his  protection.  Even  to  the  nur- 
sery would  the  fond  brother  make  his 
way.  Joining  in  their  games  and  leading 
In  sports  invented  by  him  for  their  amuse- 
ment. 

And  sometimes  their  youthful  sport  was 
more  fantastic  and  uncanny  than  that 
usually  engaged  in  by  other  children.  It 
was  the  Shelly  children's  wont  to  dock 
themselves  In  strange  gnrb,  the  girls  rep- 
resenting formidable  monsters— such  as 
had  never  inhabited  the  earth  —  while 
Percy  would  Impersonate  the  great  devil. 
To  add  realism  to  his  favorite  role  Percy 
"would  carry  In  front  of  blm  a  small 
flre-stove  flaming  with  Infernal  liquids;" 
and  one  day  when  he  set  fire  to  a  stock 
of  fagots  his  excuse  for  such  conduct  was 
that  he  "wanted  a  little  hell  of  his  own." 

In  Ills  young  ailnd  the  Fairyland,  teem- 
ing with  fairies,  demons  and  the  Evil 
One  bordered  that  land  of  romance  Into 
which  bis  maturer  Imagination  would 
wander  in  later  years. 

While  still  In  his  early  teens  Shelly 
could  quote  long  passages  of  Latin  at  his 
father's  bidding,  much  to  the  admiration 
and  surprise  of  his  mother  ond  sisters, 
for  he  would  embellish  his  speech  ty 
strong  dramatic  intonations  and  excited 
gestures. 

From  his  extreme  youth  Shelly  was 
proud— not  to  sny  vain— In  matters  per- 
taining to  dress;  though  being  something 
of  a  young  dandy  did  not  deter  him  from 
being  mischievous  at  limes  In  school.  Ho 
was  wont  to  blow  up  the  schoolground 
boundary  palings  with  gunpowder;  once 
going  so  far  as  to  blow  open  the  ild  of 
his  desk  with  the  same  noisy  explosive, 
to  tbe  amazement  of  master  and  pupils. 

But  Shelly  was  the  born  dreamer,  and 
when  still  In  his  first  school  he  would  re- 
main apart  from  the  other  boys  during 
the  recreation  time  and  "walk  backwards 
and  forwards  along  the  southern  wall, 
pursuing  his  own  shadowy  thoughts." 
Even  then  the  Muse  of  Poesy  was  whisp- 
ering In  his  ear,  filling  his  young  mind 
with  fancies  which  would  lead  blm  to 
wondrous  aclilevements  when  he  should 
leuru  the  mysteries  of  her  tongue.

Well,  he  had  a  gun  and  he  shot  at  the 
little  helpless  thing,  hitting  it  in  the 
wing.  It  was  at  the  time  In  the  air  Just 
over  me.  and,  when  hit.  fell  into  my 
upper  branches,  where  it  lodged  In  a 
clo.se,  protecting  fork  out  of  the  wicked 
hunter's  sight.  There  the  dear  helpless 
thing  lay  for  several  dnys;  then,  feeling 
60  hungry.  It  came  out  upon  the  limb 
where  It  now  sits  to  get  a  worm  th.it  was 
crawling  up  tbat  way.  This  Just  hap- 
pened today,  nnd,  after  eating  tbat  worm, 
tbe  poor  thing  felt  stronger  and  tried  to 
fly.  But  the  injured  wing  would  not  hold 
Its  share  of  the  weight  of  the  l)ody,  and 
the  bird  had  to  give  up  and  return  weak 
and  exhausted  to  Its  present  place.

While  I'm  not  proud 
of  decayed  places  In  my  sides,  which  pro- 
duce deep  holes — for  tbey  are  a  sign  of 
coming  destruction  to  me— 1  am  some- 
times almost  glad  to  have  the  atQictlon, 
for  In  them  little  sparrows  nnd  squirrels 
hide  owny  from  the  winter's  blast  and 
find  a  snug  house.  Now,  If  I  withhold 
complaint  over  these  hurts  to  myself,  that 
others  might  find  succor,  might  not  you — 
without  hurt  to  yourselves— be  nt  least 
humane  toward  these  poor  helpless  crea- 
tures that  add  so  much  to  our  pleasure? 

".■\nd  now  1  must  speak  of  myself, 
which  may  sound  selfish,  perhaps.  But 
even  trees  have  their  love  of  life.  In- 
deed, trees  have  so  much  to  live  for. 
Tbey  give  so  much  and  ask  for  so  lit- 
tle. In  the  first  place  we  render  a  fine 
cool  shade  to  travelers  In  the  summer 
and  shelter  pedestrians  from  the  show- 
ers. Under  our  protecting  boughs  the 
cattle  love  to  lie  when  tbe  sun  sblnes 
hot  In  the  pasture.  And  nil  this  time 
we  that  bear  fruit  are  busy  preparing 
the   harvest   of   nuts   and   fruits   for    both 


the  children  and  the  grownups,  not  to 
mention  the  bug.i,  tho  worms  and  small 
animals.  And  what  do  we  ask  in  re- 
turn? Nothing  but  soil,  atmosphere  and 
rain.  Of  these  man  gives  us  nothing.

Bakersfleld,  Cal.,  Nov.  12.— At  9 
o'clock  this  morning  a  bulletin  was 
issued  from  the  McKlttrick  ranch, 
stating  that  Maj.  Gen.  William  R. 
Shaffer,  the  hero  of  Santiago,  in  the 
Spanish  war,  was  near  to  death,  and 
all  hope  of  his  recovery  had  been 
abandoned.  Dr.  Mitchell  was  in  con- 
stant attendance  all  night,  and  Dr. 
A.  Schafer  was  sent  for  in  haste. 
Capt.  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  McKlttrick  and 
a  cousin  and  nieces  were  then  gath- 
ered  at   his    bedside. 

For  seven  days  the  veteran  soldier 
has  been  confined  to  his  bed,  but  not 
un^ll  Friday  night  was  it  known  to 
the  attending  physicians  that  acute 
pneumonia  was  sapping  the  life  out 
of    their   patient.

The  recado  or  saddle  used  In  the  West 
is  much  the  same  aa  in  the  South.  It  con- 
sists of  a  couple  of  smooth  pieces  of 
wood  to  be  laid  on  a  blanket  behind  the 
horse's  witliers.  Over  these  smeral  thiek- 
ntsses  of  Heeco  or  soft  blankets  are 
strapped  a  pair  of  stirrups  thrown  over 
the  whole,  and  tlio  recado  is  ready  for 
use.  This  sounds  like  a  crude  arrange- 
ment, and  such  It  often  Is;  nevertheless 
I  have  heard  a  number  of  Knglislimen 
who  have  used  it  claim  that  the  recado 
gives  a  knee  grip  In  the  soft  blankets  that 
In^sures  a  seat  more  sure  than  that  pos- 
sible in  any  saddle  of  hard  leather. 

The  most  inseparable  companion  of  the 
gaucho  of  the  West  is  his  rilienka,  or 
whip.  This  has  a  heavlb'-loaded  handle 
about  a  foot  and  a  half  long:,  wliich  ter- 
minates in  a  thick  single  or  doul»lc  thong 
of  rawhide  of  the  same  length  as  the 
handle.  The  handle  is  sometimes  covered 
with  hide.  or.  again,  heavily  inlaid  with 
silver.  A  blow  from  the  handle  of  a 
ribenka  will  fell  a  horse,  and  a  cut  from 
its  lash  will  tear  open  a  gesh  in  the  flank 
of  a   tough-sklnned    mule.  ,  ^  ,  . 

The  gaucho  of  the  South  fights  with  his 
knofe  In  one  hand  and  his  folded  p<jncho 
In  the  other  as  a  shield.  The  Western 
gaucho  substitutes  the  ribenka  for  the 
poncho,  and  must  make  a  far  more  for- 
midable opponent.  His  great  facon.  or 
knife,  reposes  most  of  the  time  In  his 
belt;  his  ribenka  never  leaves  his  hand 
during  the  dav.  and  at  niglit  he  sleeps 
with  the  thong  of  it  about  his  wrist.

Rome,  Nov.  12.— The  several  visits 
which  Herr  von  Tschlrsky,  the  German 
secretary  for  foreign  affairs,  paid  to 
the  Vatican  last  week,  including  the 
private  audiences  he  had  with  the  pope, 
led  to  no  diplomatic  success.  He  fail- 
ad  to  persuade  the  pope  to  interfere  in 
the  contention  of  the  Catholics  in  Prus- 
sian Poland  that  their  children  should 
be  taught  religion  in  the  government 
schools  in  their  own  language  instead 
of  In  German.  The  agitation  against 
this  school  rule  had  become  so  great 
that  the  Prussian  authorities  feared 
serious  disorders.  So  It  was  thought 
advisable  to  enlist  the  aid  of  the  Vati- 
can, as  the  majority  of  the  people  of 
Prussian  Poland  are  Catholics  and  the 
matter  concerned  them  more  than 
others.  Much  as  the  Vatican  authori- 
ties desire  to  maintain  harmony  with 
the  German  officials,  it  was  impossible 
to  accede  to  the  request  for  direct  in- 
tervention, and  they  limited  their  ac- 
tion to  the  giving  of  indirect  advice. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  It  was  known  at 
the  Vatican  that  several  of  the  Polish 
bishops,  among  them  the  archbishop  of 
Posen,  supported  the  people  in  their  con- 
tention, and  It  would  have  been  incon- 
sistent for  the  Vatican  to  aid  the  gov- 
ernment in  the  matter. 

Just  now  the  relations  between  the 
Vatican  and  the  German  government 
are  rather  strained,  principally  because 
Plus  X.  is  anxious  to  give  no  offense 
to  the  French  ofllicials  by  showing  too 
much  friendliness  toward  Germany. 
Besides,  a  few  days  ago  an  important 
Catholic  paper-  here,  the  Vera  Roma 
had  an  artlele  regarding  the  relations 
between  the  Vatican  and  Germany,  the 
publication  of  which  caused  some 
trouble  at  the  Vatican.  Tne  article 
pointed  out  that  the  ^^^^^^^ ."^^l^'^^^l 
was  an  heretical  sovereign  and  as  such 
could  not  expect  the  Holy  S*^t-  ^^  ao 
his  bidding.

The  DOpe  is  now  bent  upon  reducing  the 
number  of  dioceses  in  Italy,  as  it  has  long 
been  thought  there  are  too  many,  bonie 
of  them  have  in  their  jurisdiction  but 
one  or  two  httle  villages  with  a  few  thoii- 
sand  inhabitant",  and  It  is  the  pope  s 
iilan  to  incorporate  such  small  dioceses 
with  larger  ones,  if  an  understanding  can 
be  arFanged  with  the  Italian  officials. 
Pius  X  desires  that  at  lea.st  a  part  of 
the  Income  set  aside  for  the  support  of 
th<-  suppressed  dioceses  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  larger  ones  which  shall  ab- 
sorb them,  but  so  far  the  necessary  con- 
sent ot  the  government  has  not  been  c.b- 
tained.  In  fact,  there  is  talk  of  a  parlia- 
mentary commission  to  take  up  the  ques- 
lion  of  reducing  the  salaries  of  seveial 
bishops  in  Italy,  which  are  considered 
extravagant.  Among  these  are  Reggio  in 
Calabria,  with  an  annual  income  of  Jb.otiy; 
Pisa,  with  JU!,0(iO;  Aversa,  with  $8,500;  Ce- 
falu  with  ?26,00(t.  and  a  number  of  others. 
The' Vatican  might  consent  to  reductions 
provided  the  excessive  incomes  should  be 
turned  over  to  the  use  of  poorer  dioceses 
and  the  support  of  the  nominaries,  but  to 
this  it  is  hardly  expected  the  government 
officials  would  consent. 

It  has  been  olficially  denied  that  the 
Marquis  de  Ojeda,  the  new  Spanish  am- 
lai-f-ador  to  tlie  Vatican,  sent  h's  resig- 
nation to  his  government  because  he 
could  not  come  to  accord  with  the  Vati- 
can authorities  regarding  legislation  pro- 
posed by  the  Liberal  cabinet  for  the 
church  in  Spain,  -^s  a  matter  of  fact  the 
marquis  Is  still  a  frequent  visitor  to  the 
Vatican,  and  there  is  a  well  fouiraed  re- 
port to  the  effect  that  an  agreement  has 
been  reached  Vetween  the  Spanish  gov- 
ernment and  the  church  authorities 
whereby  the  former  will  not  submit  to 
the  cortes  the  drastic  legislation  they  had 
prf'posed  against  the  religious  orders.  It 
la  estimated  that  there  are  over  &0.«» 
members  of  religious  orders  in  Spain,  who 
would  naturally  resist  attempts  to  de- 
prive them  of  their  rights  and  property. 
It  was  this  factor  in  the  situation  that 
led  some  to  suppose  that  the  religious  or- 
ders would  take  common  cause  with  the 
Carlists  in  harassing  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment. 

The  Vatican  palace  is  just  now  full  of 
workmen,  making  the  repairs  arranged 
for  some  time  ago.  which  are  to  cost  the 
Vatican  administration  many  thousands 
of  dollars.  Several  apartments  are  being 
rearranged,  among  them  those  occupied 
bv  the  cardinal  secretary  of  state. 
Rooms  are  oeing  arranged  for  the  picture 
gallerv  soon  to  be  removeel  to  a  lower 
floor,  and  the  now  quarters  are  being  pre- 
pared for  the  astronomical  observatory. 

The  personal  solicitude  of  the  pope 
for  the  protection  of  Catholic  Interests 
all  over  the  world  hag  again  been  made 
patent  bv  a  letter  just  sent  from  the 
Vatican  to  Menelik,  emperor  of  Abys- 
sinia, exhorting  him  to  extend  his  pro- 
tection to  all  the  Catholics  In  his  do- 
minions. It  is  said  that  tnis  letter  was 
provoked  by  some  measures  of  hostil- 
ity to  Catholics  recently  adopted  in 
Ethiopia,  of  which  the  bishops  In  that 
re.erion  promptly  informed  the  Vatican 
authorities.  ^    ^, 

It  Is  considered  more  than  probable 
that  the  recent  proclamation  of  the 
czar  granting  full  religious  liberty  In 
his  empire  will  find  an  echo  In  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  papal  delegate  at  the 
Russian  capital.  The  plan  h.as  been 
under  consideration  for  some  time  and 
the  carrying  of  It  out  was  one  of  tne 
dearest  wishes  of  the  late  pope.  It  Is 
asserted  that  the  Russian  government 
favors  the  appointment  and  that  tne 
onlv  opposition  met  with  comes  from 
theholv  svnod  of  the  Orthodox  church. 
It  i"  hoped  now  to  overcome  all  dlf- 
fleulties  and  thus  to  Improve  the  condi- 
tions of  the  church  in  Russia.

Speaking  of  the  progress  of  the  under- 
taking, James  Shanks,  the  chief  execu- 
tive officer,  says:

Situation  on  Eastern  Road 

Serious— Engineers 

Also  Restive. 

New  York,  Nov.         12.    —    The 

question  of  a  strike  ot  the  fire- 
men of  the  Erie  railway  system  be- 
cause of  the  refusal  Saturday  of  the 
oflicials  of  that  company  to  grant  the 
men's  demands  for  reduced  working 
hours  was  voted  on  under  direction  of 
the  firemen's  grievance  committee  at 
headquarters    here,    to    take    a   poll   of 

their   fellow    workmen. 

Grand  Chief  Hanrahan  of  the  Broth- 
erhood of  Ijocoinotive  iFremen,  spent 
a  busy  Sunday  in  conferences  with 
grievance  committees  of  Erie  fire- 
men. At  the  close,  he  refused  to 
make   any    statement. 

If  the  2,275  firemen  vote  for  a  strike, 
a  strike  will  be  ordered  immediately 
which  will  affect  the  Erie  and  all  its 
subsidiary  lines  from  New  York  to 
Chicago. 

Sixty  engineers  representing  the  men 
on  the  Erie  Lackawanna,  New  York 
Central  and  the  New  York,  New  Ha- 
ven and  Hartford  railway,  held  a  con- 
ference with  Waiirt-n  S.  Stone,  grand 
chief,  and  a  meotluK:  of  West  Shore  en- 
gineers was  lield  ax'  Union  Hill,  N.  J., 
last  night. 

It  was  .said  on  good  authority  that 
the  marine  engineers  on  the  tuprs  and 
the  ferry  boats  of  the  Erie  railroad 
had  demanded  an  increase  of  $20  a 
month. 

E.  W.  Hurley,  a.ssistant  grand  chief 
of  the  engineers  brotiierhood,  said  that 
the  Erie  engiw-ere  were  neither  ex- 
pecting nor  deffiring  a  strike.  He  re- 
marked, however,  tbat  the  brotherhood 
was  in  excellent  condition  to  stand 
a  strike,  as  were  the  firemen.

Asliland.  and  his  body  carried  a  mile 
on  the  engine  pilot;  gold  coin  and 
bank  notes  AeKCi'sa.t\ng  $20,000  wer 
scattered  along  the  track.  The  ticket 
agent  at  Ashlflnd  Recovered  J5s000,  and 
another  rallrofd  man  found  $4,000  in 
gold. 


Judge  Cant  Imposes  Sen- 
tences on  Three  Who 
Pleaded  Guilty. 


Cmly  22  years  old  and  with  a  record  of 
nine  years  spent  in  the  state  tralnmg 
school,  the  reformatory  and  the  work- 
hcuse.John  Jacobson, an  alert, boyish  look- 
ing fellow  who  hails  from  Minneapolis, 
appeared  before  Judge  Cant  this  morning 
and  was  sentenced  to  the  state  peniten- 
tiary on  the  reformatory  plan  as  a  punish- 
ment for  grand  larceny  In  the  second  de- 
gree, a  charge  to  which  he  pleaded  guilty 
Saturday    axternoon. 

Jacobson  admitted  the  theft  of  a  quan- 
tity of  clothing  and  some  Jewelry  belong- 
ing to  the  clerk  at  the  Metropole  hotel. 
Ihe  evidence  accumulated  by  the  police 
sh.owed  that  Jaeohson  Wiis  one  of  a  gang 
of  young  criminals  that  came  to  Duluth 
in  August  and  started  out  to  work  the 
town.  Walter  Madden,  one  of  his  pals 
was  convicted  of  stealing  some  clothing 
from  the  \Vest  hotel  on  the  Bowery.  A 
large  quantity  of  the  stolen  property  was 
found  in  Jacobson's  possession.  Jacobson, 
following  his  arrest,  wanted  his  case  con- 
tinued for  a  time,  claiming  he  would  es- 
tablish an  alibi,  but  lie  soon  gave  that  up 
and  even  attempted  to  shoulder  the  blame 
ot  the  theft  at  the  West  hotel.  It  Is  pre- 
sumed by  the  police  that  he  did  this  with 
the  idea  that  he  was  pretty  sure  of  a 
stiff  si^ntence  anyway  and  thought  he  | 
might  be  able  to  get  his  pal  Madden  off 
clear.  After  the  authorities  investigated  ! 
the  matter  they  took  no  stock  in  Jacob-  j 
ton's  story  that  he  was  responsible  for 
both  thefts. 

Jacobson  did  not  show  any  signs  of 
repentance  when  questioned  by  the  court 
this  morning.  He  admitted  without  re- 
serve hia  detention  at  various  penal  in- 
stitutions of  the  state  and  rather  seemed 
lo  carry  the  idea  that  the  dangers  of  a 
life  of  crime  appealed   to   him. 

Jfacobson's  mother  is  a  widow,  residing 
at  Minneapolis,  and  in  poor  circum- 
stances. She  came  to  Duluth  when  her 
son  was  first  arrested  and  the  authorities 
were  tuld   that   he  had  given  her  a  great 


deal   of   trouble.     The  youth   is   a  printer 
by  trade. 

In  passing  sentence  the  court  remarked 
that  he  might  have  con.sidered  the  advis- 
ability of  sending  Jacoljson  to  the  state 
reformatory  but  from  the  fact  that  Mad- 
tUn  had  already  been  sentenced  lo  tliat 
institution  and  the  two.  were  tliey  to  get 
together,  miglit  concoct  further  mischief. 
Judge  Cant  said  that  some  of  the  best 
authorities  in  the  country  now  concede 
tiiat  the  sentence  on  the  reformatory  plan 
is  about  the  best  thing  for  youthful  per- 
sons charged  with  crime  and  for  wliom 
tl-.ere  is  a  possibility  of  reformation,  lie 
.added,  however,  that  a  great  deal  rests 
with  the  accused,  whether  he  reforms  or 
not,  and  the  indeterminate  sentence  gives 
such  tlie  opportunity  of  showing  what 
they  do  along  that  line  If  they  are  so  dis- 
poied. 

Dempsey  Lewis,  the  young  colored 
woman  who  pleaded  guilty  to  the  theft  of 
a  quantity  ot  clothing  from  a  house  on 
Lake  avenue,  was  given  a  Jail  term  of 
four  months.  In  passing  sent  once  tlir- 
court  said  he  would  have  sent  her  to  the 
reformatory  had  there  been  a  place  pro- 
vided in  sucli  an  Institution  for  women. 
The  Lewis  woman,  although  pleading 
guilty  to  the  cltarge,  claims  that  she  was 
brought  to  Duluth  from  Minneapolis  un- 
der the  belief  that  she  was  going  to  be 
given  a  good  position  doing  housework, 
but  found  herself  located  in  a  house  of 
questionable  repute.  She  claimed  that 
she  took  the  clothing  to  sell  it  with  me 
idea  of  procuring  money  enough  to  take 
her  back  to  Minneapolis. 

Joseph    Solonowski,     a    young    Russian  ' 
wlio  could  not  speak  English,  was  given  a 
term   in  the  state  reformatory  for  grand 
larceny  in  the  second  degree.     Solonowski  , 
admitted  stealing   $2S1   from   a  companion  ; 
of  his  nationality  in  a  logging  camp  not  I 
far  from  Duluth.    Through  an  interpreter  '. 
Solonowski    claimed    this    to    Ix-    the    fir.-^t 
time   that    he   ever   attempted    a    crlmlnai 
act.      He    said    he    was    willing    to    give 
back    what    money    he    had    left    and    to 
make  good  the  remainder,  which  amounts 
to   about   $40.     The   young   man's   appear- 


ance was  far  from  that  of  a  hardened 
criminal;  in  fact,  the  c^jurt  remarked  that 
ho  was  impressed  witli  the  belief  that  It 
was  really  his  first  attempt  to  depart 
from  the  path  of  honesty,  in  view  of  the 
large  amount  of  money  taken,  however. 
Judge  Cant  thought  that  Solonowski 
sliould  be  impressed  with  something  of  the 
enormity  of  the  crime.  Through  the  In- 
terpreter, John  Gonska,  the  court  gavo 
tlie  young  man  an  earnest  warning  of 
the  nt'cesslty  of  sticking  to  the  path  of 
honesty  in  the  future. 


STABBED  BYJIIS  FATHER. 

Minneapolis    Man    Receives    Probably 
Fatal  Wound  in  Row  With  Parent. 

Minneapolis,  Nov.  12.— (.Special  to 
The  Herald.)

"NO  REBATE  FOR  ME," 
SAYS  REV.  M.S.  RICE. 

"The  topic  is  too  broad  for  our  time,"  declared  Dr.  Rice  in  his 
sermon  on  "The  Merchant."  last  night,  "for  it  reaches  at  once  into 
every  phase  of  our  industrialism,  the  popular  line  of  the  world's 
thought  today. 

"The  merchant  of  today  is  entirely  different  from  the  men  of 
the  ages  gone  who  catered  to  the  needs  of  the  world.  His  methods 
of  transportation  and  sale  have  so  changed  that  he  himself  has  been 
made  over  in  the  process.  A  general  definition  of  a  merchant  would, 
perhaps,  be  "a  man  who  has  provided  himself  with  what  we  want 
and  charges  us  enough  to  get  it  to  insure  him  a  living  in  the  pro- 
cess, a  tribute  we  pay  for  his  having  sense  enough  to  anticipate  our 
needs. 

"The  first  thing  in  the  mocfern  spirit  of  merchandise  is  the  bar- 
gain. I  d<in't  like  the  word,"  declared  the  preacher  with  emphasis. 
"It  smacks  of  gambling.  It  caters  to  the  morbid  desire  for  gain 
without  pay.  As  a  customer  who  always  insists  on  paying  the  fiill 
price,  no  rebate  for  me,  I  protest  against  the  spirit  of  the  bargain 
counter.  It  cheapens  the  basis  of  your  patronage.  It  spoils  mer- 
chant and  customer  alike.  I  am  afraid  of  the  merchant  who  con- 
Etantlv  bawls  out,  "Bargains!"  and  keeps  the  windows  full  of  red 
cut  prices.  The  method  is  wearying,  unfair.  Men  strain  it  beyond 
honesty.  Customers  get  such  an  appetite  that  they  want  to  buy 
bargains  always.  They  are  the  crop  of  the  false  practice  of  the 
merchant.     He  created  them.     I  detest  the  principle. 

"There  is  a  very  subtle  idea  abroad  that  if  a  man  is  shrewd  he 
does  not  really  have  to  earn  a  living;  it  can  be  gotten  without  labor; 
gotten  out  of  profits  easily  found  in  far  flung  trades,  in  buying  and 
selling.  Profit  is  the  reward  of  sharpness  and  not  the  just  reward 
of  service.  I  speak  with  care  when  1  say  it  is  the  principle  running 
mad  in  American  life  today  that  is  producing  many  of  our  greatest 
problems.  We  need  not  be  surprised  at  the  gross  revelations  of  our 
day.    We  need  not  wonder  at  graft  and  rebate. 

"The  whole  moral  tone  of  the  conception  of  trade  is  low.  The 
call  of  our  day  is  making  itself  heard  at  every  hand,  but  is  scarcely 
understood  in' its  full  meaning,  for  it  speaks  in  a  strange  language. 
It  is  for  a  new  conscience  in  business — conscience  moulded  on  the 
pood  old-fashioned  bed-rock  religious  model  known  as  plain,  un- 
selfish honesty.  If  1  seem  to  speak  plainly,  it  is  because  I  am  con- 
vinced plain  words  are  needed." 

This  sermon  beinj^  so  much  on  the  same  lines 
as  our  much  talked-about  "Saturnight  Talks" 
published  in  The  Herald  during  last  spring  and 
summer,  we  wish  to  subscribe  to  it  from  the 
merchant's  standpoint,  who  is  unwilling  to  sub- 
mit to  the  bad  custom  still  prevailing  in  many 
local  stores,  of  making  people  believe  that  they 
can,  all  the  year  around,  get  goods  for  less 
than  they  are  worth  or  of  allowing  fictitious, 
misleading  and  double-dealing  rebates  to 
some  people  while  overcharging  the  others. 
Our  main  purpose  is  to  give  a  new  mean- 
ing to  the  word  "bargain,"  so  that  if  we  use 
it  in  connection  with  a  special  otter,  every- 
one may  know  here  is  an  opportunity 
which  is  not  of  the  every-day  variety.

BEST  LOCOMOTIVES. 

Altoona.  Penn.,  Nov.  12.— All  the 
conditions  of  a  1,0'W-mile  run  by  a 
locomotive  pulling  a  heavy  train  can 
be  duplicated  in  the  huge  indoor 
engint'-irial  plant  which  the  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad  ha.^  Just  completed 
here.  iiy  the  arrangement  of  the 
testing  apparatus  the  largest  engines 
can  be  run  at  the  ijp  speed  without 
traveling  an  Inch.  The  great  ad- 
vantage is  that  constant  results  are 
obtainable,  and  that  these  results  can 
be  measured  and  tabulated  with  far 
greater  exactness  tlian  is  possible  In 
road    trials 

The  amount  of  fuel  consumed,  the 
steam  evaporation,  even  the  weight 
of  the  cinders  and  sparks  that  go  up 
the  smokestack,  the  friction  of  the 
various  parts— these  are  only  a  few 
of  the  elements  of  l-jcomotive  perfor- 
mance that  are  ascertained  at  the 
testing  plant.  Although  this  plant 
Involved  con-Hlderable  expense,  offlclals 
of  the  motive  pow'er  department  say 
that  the  value  of  the  results  obUin- 
able  with  it  far  exceed  the  cost  of 
the  venture.

"We  recognize  that  pro- 
gress in  locomotive  building  Is  not  con- 
fined to  anv  one  road."  said  one  of  the 
Pennsylvania  officials.  "By  tests  and 
service  and  by  keeping  in  touch  with 
advanced  practice  elsewhere,  wo  de- 
termine the  best  points,  and  in  the 
future  are  able  to  use  to  advatage  the 
Ideas  we  get  from  this  study."  .

PULPWOOD 
MOVEMENT 

Railroad  Men  Say  Last 

Year's   Total  Will 

be  Doubled. 

This  May  Result  in  an 
Inparaileled  Conges- 
tion of  Traffic. 


Duluth  railroad  agents  are  looking  for 
an  extraordmarily  heavy  movement  of 
IMilpwDcd  through  the  Head  of  the  Lakes 
tliia  year.  It  is  estimated  that  between 
S,OW  and  10.000  cars  will  pass  through  the 
city,  coii.slgaed  to  the  big  Wisconsin  fac- 
torifs  In  th  ■  Fox  rlvor  valley.  Last  year 
tlie  moviui  rit  did  not  total  half  this 
amount,  and  the  hgures  have  not  been  so 
high  for  two  or  three  years. 

This  means  that  the  congestion  of 
traflfic  at  prfsent  being  felt  by  all  the 
roads  will  eoriiinue  Well  Into  the  spring. 
The  puli)wood  dot-s  not  begin  to  move  until 
early  in  l>..e<'ii>ber.  but  it  starts  before 
tho  "grain  rush  is  over,  so  the  traffic  men 
will  have  no  time  to  rest  between  the  two 
busy  periods. 

Extreme  difficulty  is  being  met  with 
Just  now  In  moving  any  freight  with  dis- 
patch. This  condition  ia  said  to  be  due 
more  to  a  sliorlage  of  motive  power,  and 
to  a  lack  of  adequate  terminal  facilities, 
than  to  a  shortage  of  cars.  The  first  fall 
of  snow,  and  colder  weather,  will  make 
this  condition  all  the  more  pronounct-d. 
for  It  will  necessitate  the  shortening  ot 
irfHns.  and  traffic  will  be  handicapped  all 
around.  Heavy  storms  this  winti-r  would 
result  In  a  congestion  unequaled  In  the 
history  of  railroads  of  the  country. 

An  indication  of  the  heavy  pulpwood 
movement  t-xpected  Is  seen  In  the  fact 
that  all  the  large  companies  have  this 
fall  established  agents  in  Duluth  to  look 
after  their  interests  In  the  way  of  mak- 
ing contracts  with  producers  and  looking 
after  the  railroad  end  of  the  business. 
While  mo.st  of  these  comjjfinles  are  known 
to  bo  In  a  combination,  popularly  known 
aa  a  trust,  tlie  individual  members  of  the 
combine  tlnd  It  necessary  to  have  men  in 
Duluth  just  the  same.  Last  year  was 
tho  first  time  this  was  done  at  all,  and 
then  there  were  only  one  or  two  such 
agents   here. 

The  pulpwood  business  is  a  source  of 
considerable  profit  to  the  Northern  Min- 
nesota settlors,  who  have  little  to  do  In 
the  winter  besides  getting  out  timber  In 
one  form  or  another.  Th<jy  turn  their  at- 
tention to  the  cla.<!3  of  timber  that  will 
bring  in  the  highest  return.s,  and  at  pres- 
ent pulpwood  is  the  favorite,  for  the  de- 
mand will  be  such  that  there  will  be  a 
ready  markt^-t.  at  good  price.<»,  for  all  that 
i-i  cut.  This  means  that  .stttlers  will  not 
ship  so  much  stove  wot>d  as  usual,  which 
may  result  in  a  scarcity  of  that  com- 
modity, with  higher  prices  than  have  pre- 
vailed In  past  seasons. 


SCALPERS  DOWN  AND  OUT. 

No  Sale  In  Chicago  for  Return  Slips  of 
Football  Tickets. 

Among  the  many  who  took  advantage 
of  the  110  and  $U  round  trip  rate  to  Chi- 
cago on  a'^count  of  the  football  game 
were   .•:*■  who   had   no   Intention   of 

returniiift,  ui  iJuluth,  It  Is  said,  but  who 
hoped  to  dispose  of  the  return  portion 
of  their  tiekets  to   brokers  in   Chicago. 

These  people  will  be  greatly  disap- 
pointed wh-n  they  reach  Chicago,  for 
there  are  no  brokers  to  do  the  busi- 
ness with  in  the  Windy  City,  since  they 
have  been  driven  out  of  business  there 
aa  In  Duluth  and  the  Twin  Cities.  No 
other  agents  will  dare  handle  the 
iKkets,  as  it  would  bf  very  dangerous 
to  do  so.  It  la  claimed  that  some  hotel 
clerks  In  the  Twin  Cities  thought  re- 
cently that  they  miglit  scalp  tickets, 
but  the  railroads  got  after  them  and 
soon  put  a  stop  to  the  business. 

Tills  is  the  first  time  the  general  pub- 
lic has  derived  any  benefit  from  the 
abolition  of  the  ticket  broker.  When 
the  scalping  business  was  In  full  swing, 
the  railroads  on  all  popular  excursion 
business  issued  a  form  of  ticket  which 
involved  all  kinds  of  bother.  When  a 
man  went  on  a  special  round  trip  rate 
to  Chicago,  for  example,  he  had  to  ac- 
cept a  ticket  which  contained  a  full 
description  of  the  purchast-r  and  re- 
quired his  signature.  When  he  wanted 
to  return  he  was  compelled  to  go  to  a 
validating  agent  In  Chicago,  who 
charged  25  cents  for  his  services.  In 
f  Jise  the  conductor  was  suspicious  as  to 
tiie  traveler,  he  would  compel  him  to 
sign    Ills    name. 

This  worked  a  hardship  in  many 
cases.  W'om'-n  were  affected  In  parti- 
eular.  The  ticket  agent  would  tell 
her  to  .sign  her  glvon  name  on  the  i 
ticket,  and  th'-n,  perhaps,  a  suspicious 
conductor,  looltlng  out  for  the  Interests 
of  the  road,  would  come  along  and  the 
woman  In  hrr  excitement  would,  per- 
haps, sign  the  Initials  of  her  husband. 
The  conduefor  might  then  refuse  to  ac- 
cept the  tl<:ket  on  the  grounds  that  the 
Identification  signature  was  not  the  j 
same  as  the  other.  | 

The  only  restriction  on  the  new  form  i 
of  ticket  Is  that  tliey  must  be  used 
clear  through  to  Chicago,  or  other 
point  named,  in  order  to  bo  good  fo 
return  trip.  It  would  not  be  allow- 
able, for  example,  for  a  person  to  stop 
off  in  Milwaukee  on  a  ticket  reading 
through  to  Chic.igo.  and  then  board  the 
train  at  Milwaukee  again  for  the  re- 
turn   trip.

FREIGHT  RATES  CASE  UP. 

Kansas  City  Federal  Court  Begins  Hear- 
ing Burlington  Contest. 

Kansas  City,  Nov.  12.— The  federal

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THE  PEOPLE  ON  GUARD. 

Tlie  Crookston  inucs  puts  U  up  to  the  people  of 
Miniu-Mita  this   way: 

Now  that  the  campaign  la  ov*»r  and  a  governor 
and  a  full  coinplLrnent  of  lawmakers  have  once 
more  been  chosen,  what  are  we  going  to  do  about 
It?  Nothing?  That  la  what  we  usually  do.  and  then 
We  grumble  because  we  are  not  entirely  satisrted 
with  the  result.  Why  not  attend  to  the  busines.>4  of 
stale  all  the  year  around  for  u  change,  and  see  If  we 
cannot    get    better    results? 

I'hc  Times  is  rather  pessimi.stic  upon  this  subject. 
It  seems  to  The  Hcraid  that  we  are  about  to  do  a  great 
deal.  Xearlj'  all  of  the  legislative  candidates  elected  are 
pledged  to  practical  reform  measures,  and  they  can 
hard!}  f-rget  their  promises  to  the  people  in  the  few 
weeks  yet  to  elapse  before  they  as.semble  in  St.  Paul. 

But  the  point  made  is  that  the  people  do  not  pay 
enougli  attention  to  public  matters;  that  they  tiiink  it 
is  all  over  when  they  have  voted  and  elected  public  offi- 
cials; and  that  it  is  a  good  deal  like  it  would  be  if  "a 
business  man  selected  a  force  of  clerks  with  great  care 
and  then  turned  his  business  over  to  them  and  never 
went  near  it  for  a  couple  of  years,"  to  quote  the  Times 
again. 

If  a  business  mr.n  selected  his  force  of  empl'iyes  with 
great  care,  he  ought  to  be  able  to  turn  his  business  over 
to  them  with  confidence  that  they  would  handle  it  prop- 
erly.    But  the  chances  are  that  they  would  n.^t,  no  mat- 
\  ter  how  competent  they  were,  because  businesss  needs 
I*  a  responsible  head,  and  nobody  can  take  that  place  like 
lihe  man  that  owns  the  business. 

It  is  a  little  different  with  public  business.  Every- 
body's business  is  nobody's  business,  so  the  people  elect 
responsible  heads  to  oversee  things  for  them.  But  it  is 
as  true  in  this  case  as  it  is  in  the  case  of  a  business  enter- 
prise, tiiat  if  the  people  go  skylarking  and  leave  things 
in  the  hands  of  their  employes,  business  will  suffer, 
unless  perchance  they  have  selected  an  uncommonly  able 
head  of  affairs. 

But  it  does  not  pay  for  the  people  to  take  chances. 
'A  par;igraph  in  The  Hcraid  the  other  day  said  that  too 
many  people  think  tlie  business  of  government  is  all  over 
when  the  election  has  been  held,  when  as  a  matter  of 
fact  it  has  just  begun.  The  people  should  take  a  per- 
petual and  earnest  interest  in  their  affairs,  and  let  their 
servants  know  that  they  are  watching  all  the  time.  That 
is  usually  enough  to  keep  them  straight.  For  instance. 
If  the  legislators  who  will  go  to  St.  Paul  in  a  few  weeks 
realize  that  the  people  are  looking  on  very  attentively, 
they  are  not  likely  to  forget  their  promises  or  neglect 
their  duties. 

Therefore,  if  the  lav.-makers.  you  elected  made  fine 
promi>cs,  do  not  let  it  go  at  that.  Keep  track  of  them. 
See  that  they  fulfill  these  promises,  and  if  they  fail,  see 
that  tiiey  realize  that  you  know  it. 


THE  WORST  OF  IT. 

A  little  pamphlet  on  "Export  Prices  to  Date,"  by 
5yroii  W.  Holt,  published  by  the  Reform  club  of  New 
York,  contains  some  interesting  material  for  those  who 
are  arguing  the  need  of  a  reasonable  revision  of  the 
tariff. 

The  Krcat  argument  against  the  present  tariff  sched- 
ules is  that  they  permit  manufacturers  to  hold  up  the 
people  of  this  country  for  excessively  high  prices,  while 
they  are  selling  their  products  abroad  at  lower  prices. 
ffhc  pica  by  the  advocates  of  the  prohibitive  tariff  that 
this  i.  'lone  to  keep  American  workmen  employed  is 
hypocritical,  and  the  argument  that  the  prohibitive  tariff 
i$  in  the  interests  oi  labor  is  equally  ridiculous  in  view  of 
the  fri.ct  that  .Vmerican  manufacturers  are  now  able  to 
compol'.-  in  foreign  lands  with  products  made  by  the 
labor  of  those  lands,  after  paying  ocean   freights. 

A'  .'.dvocatcs  of  the  tariff  denied  that  American 

goo(i:>  ..-.o  sold  al)ro:id  clieaper  tlian  at  home.  When 
that  was  no  longer  possible,  they  tried  to  justify  it  by 
talking'  ai)out  ktcpi;.-;  labor  employed.  Labor  would  be 
tmployed  just  as  well  it  this  ountry  could  get  the  bene- 
fit of  the  lower  prices,  for  that  would  certainly  stimulate 
the  dt:r.iind. 

Thij  pamphlet  contains  the  export  discount  from  list 
prices,  the  home  discount  from  list  prices,  and  the  per- 
centage of  difference  in  favor  of  export  prices,  on  about 
400  articles,  all  of  which  enter  into  everyday  living  as 
necessirtes  There  is  a  differential  in  favor  of  export 
pric'j^  u  every  item,  some  of  then;  running  as  high  as 
60  per   cent. 

Fur  instance,  take  kerosene,  which  is  protected  b}'  re- 
laliat  ly  duties  averaging  100  per  cent.  Mr.  Rockefeller 
charge-,  us  12  cents  a  gallon  for  a  certain  grade  of  oil  in 
barrel  lots,  and  he  quotes  the  same  grade  for  export  at 
Jrj4  cents  a  gallon.  Sold  in  bulk,  we  pay  10  cents  a 
gallon,  and  the  foreigner  gets  it  for  6.40  cents.  Thus  oil 
ifi  sold  to  us  for  about  4  cents  more  than  the  oil  trust  is 
glad  to  get  for  it  from  the  people  of  other  lands. 

Wire  nails  cost  $1.90  per  hundred  pounds  at  home, 
and  $1  55  abroad. 

Barbed  wire  sells  for  $2.45  here,  and  $2.22li  abroad. 

Hoes  cost  $4.75  per  dozen  abroad  and  $5  50  at  home. 

Wagon  and  hay  scales  bring  $75  here  and  $67.50 
abroad. 

Augur  bits  sell  for  $J  a  dozen  here  and  $1.21  abroad. 

And  so  it  goes. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  voters  are  beginning  to  de- 
feat standpat  candidates? 


STATEHOOD  RESULTS. 

'  Full  returns  from  the  vote  in  Arizona  and  Xew  Mex- 
ico on  the  joint  statehood  proposition  are  not  yet  in, 
but  enough  is  known  to  justify  the  course  of  those  who 
protested   against   forcing  this   condition   upon   the  two 

prritories  without  giving  them  a  voice  in  it. 

k  The  original  plan  was  to  provide  joint  statehood  for 
Ihese  territories  upon  the  same  basis  as  that  upon  which 
it  was  conferred  upon  Oklahoma  and  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory.    But  it  was  made  clear  that  while  Oklahoma  and 


Indian    Territory    wanted    it    and    deserved    it,    it    was  | 
equally   clear   that   Arizona   and    New    Mexico   did   not 
want  it,  whether  they  deserved  it  or  not. 

New  Mexico  was  willing,  of  course,  since  she  has 
the  greater  population,  the  least  resources,  the  greatest 
expense  of  government  and  the  least  advancement.  But 
for  these  very  reasons,  Arizona  did  not  want  it,  and  the 
results  show  that  it  would  have  been  a  high-handed  out^ 
rage  to  carry  out  the  original  plan  of  not  giving  her  any 
option. 

Both  the  Republican  and  Democratic  territorial  con- 
ventions in  Arizona  declared  against  joint  statehood,  and 
the  indications  are  that  in  Arizona  hardly  one  vote  in 
ten  was  cast  in  favor  of  it.  New  Mexico  will  probably 
show  a  majority  for  it,  but  it  cannot  be  large  enough  to 
overcome  the  immense  hostile  majority  in  Arizona.  Be- 
sides, the  consent  of  both  territories  was  required. 

So  unpopular  was  the  Republican  proposal  to  rape 
the  independence  of  the  territories,  and  force  joint 
statehood  upon  them  without  their  consent,  that  though 
saner  counsels  prevailed  and  the  choice  was  reluctantly 
extended  to  them,  the  result  of  the  election  is  that  the 
Democrats  have  made  great  gains  in  all  of  the  terri- 
tories. The  legislature  of  Arizona  will  be  Democratic 
and  Oklahoma  went  overwhelmingly  Democratic,  al- 
though in  the  latter  case  it  is  said  that  opposition  to  pro- 
hibition is  the  cause. 

It  is  interesting,  to  those  who  believe  that  better 
results  in  government  will  be  secured  when  the  people 
are  brought  more  closely  in  touch  with  the  government, 
to  note  that  the  result  of  the  election  in  Oklahoma  will 
probably  be  the  adoption  of  the  initiative  and  the  refer- 
endum in  that  state.  This  policy  was  in  the  Democratic 
platform,  and  as  the  Democrats  are  in  control,  lliey  will 
have  a  chance  to  put  it  into  practice. 

It  is  hard  to  oppose  this  policy  on  any  other  ground 
than  that  of  a  distrust  of  popular  govcrrment.  It  has 
not  failed  where  it  has  been  tried.  Switzerland  has  it 
in  the  most  perfect  form  of  any  state  in  the  world,  and 
Oregon  has  this  year  given  the  country  a  vivid  illustra- 
tion of  how  well  it  works. 

The  initiative  and  the  referendum  will  be  brought 
before  the  legislature  this  winter  in  Minnesota,  and  the 
action  upon  it  here  will  be  watched  with  great  interest.

GOLDBRICKED  AGAIN? 

Have   we  been   bunkoed   again  on  a  piece  of  legisla- 
tion from  which  we  hoped  much? 

When  the  bill  removing  the  tax  from  alcohol  made 
unfit  to  drink — as  though  any  alcohol  were  fit  to  drink — 
for  use  in  the  arts  and  industries  was  pending  in  the 
national  legislature  we  were  told  of  marvelous  benefits 
that  would  accrue  from  it.  We  were  told  that  it  would 
be  made  and  sold  for  about  the  price  of  gasoline  or 
cheaper,  and  that  as  it  was  more  potent  than  gasoline  it 
would  soon  run  out  the  Standard  Oil  trust.  We  were 
told  that  it  could  be  made  from  almost  anything  almost 
anywhere,  and  that  every  little  community  could  have 
its  denatured  alcohol  plant  to  make  alcohol  for  local 
uses  from  the  products  of  local  farms  and  gardens. 
It  sounded  well;  almost  too  good. to  be  true. 
And  now  that  we  have  the  free  alcohol  bill,  after 
much  stress  and  storm,  it  appears  that  our  internal  rev- 
enue department  has  surrounded  its  manufacture  with 
such  binding  restriction*  that  it  is  going  to  cost  about  35 
cents  a  gallon,  nearly  twice  as  much  as  gasoline,  and 
that  its  manufacture  will  be  so  complicated  and  difficult 
that  it  will  probably  be  confined  to  the  big  distilleries. 
And  as  the  Standard  Oil  trust  is  taking  over  the  whisky 
trust,  here  we  are  again,  brought  up  with  a  round  turn 
by  the  oil  trust's  busy  lasso. 

The  present  tax  on  ethyl  alcohol  is  about  $2  per  wine 
gallon  of  180  degrees  proof,  and  the  price  runs  from  $2.30 
to  $2.50  a  gallon  for  the  strongest  alcohol.  The  removal 
of  the  tax  and  the  cheapening  of  the  process  of  manu- 
facture ought  to  bring  the  price  down  very  materially, 
but  the  regulations  provided  by  the  treasury  department 
have  made  it  so  that  the  reduction  will  not  be  propor- 
tionate. • 

In  the  first  place,  the  department  has  made  de- 
natured alcohol  expensive  by  providing  that  the  de- 
naturing shall  be  done  by  adding  one  part  of  wood 
alcohol  to  ten  parts  of  ethyl  or  grain  alcohol,  with  a 
slight  mixture  of  benzine.  This  makes  the  alcohol  unfit 
to  drink,  but  it  also  makes  it  expensive  enough,  appar- 
ently, to  eliminate  most  of  the  benefits  expected  from 
it.  Many  cheaper  denaturing  ingredients  might  have 
been  found,  but  apparently  the  wood  alcohol  interests 
have  busied  themselves  for  the  protection  of  their  in- 
dustry. 

Again,  the  manufacture  of  the  stuff  is  to  be  sur- 
rounded by  a  multiplication  of  conditions  that  will  con- 
tribute to  its  expense.  Special  bonded  warehouses  must 
be  provided,  and  government  inspectors  employed. 
These  requirements  will  make  it  too  expensive  for  small 
concerns  to  go  into  the  business,  and  naturally  the 
whisky  trust  and  \^e  Standard  Oil  company  will  absorb 
the  industry,  unless  the  government  relieves  it  from 
some  of  the  needless  restrictions,  and  permits  a  cheaper 
method  of  denaturization.  Great  Britain  only  requires  5 
per  cent  of  wood  alcohol  instead  of  the  10  per  cent  to 
be  required  here. 


"A  new  insuranco  law  that  goes  into 
effect  in  New  York  th»  firut  of  the  year 
will    handicap   the   Insufance   business    all 

Dane  of 
regulates 
the  conjmls.sions  to  be  paid  to  agent.s, 
and  also  regulates  conditions  under  which 
life  Insurance  business  J»  to  be  done.  On 
renewals  alone  the  now  law  cuts  com- 
missions in  half  by  reducing  the  number 
of  renewals  from  twenty  (years  to  ten 
years,  and  where  commissions  of  from 
«i)  to  75  per  cent  havQ  ,been  paid,  under 
the  new  law  they  will  be 'reduced  to  50 
per  cent. 

"The  new  law  will  have  the  effect  of 
paralyzing  bu.siness  and,  life  insurance 
win  languish  until  the  legislators  see  the 
necessity  of  modifyinR  the  law.  It  will 
bo  impo-sijible  for  agents  to  make  a  living 
at  the  new  price.s.  The  law  also  provides 
that  no  life  insurance  company  shall 
make  advances  to  agents,  and  violations 
of  this  provision  is  regarded  as  a  crim- 
inal offense.  It  has  been  the  general 
practice  to  size  up  an  agent  and  estimate 
him  at  his  probiUjle  pnxiuclng  value.  One 
man  would  be  worth  (50  a  week,  another 
$40,  and  under  an  agreement  to  remain 
in  the  service  fur  a  number  of  years  ad- 
vances were  made  on  that  basis  when- 
ever the  agent  required  money.  A  great 
many  jigents  failed  to  remain  the  tlma 
they  had  agreed  upon,  a  contract  of  this 
.sort  being  binding  only  upon  the  com- 
pany employing  the  party,  and  advances 
would  be  left  against  them  to  the  tune 
of  JlOO,  $1,000  or  even  $5,000.  The  law  pro- 
hibiting such  advances  Is  designed  to  pro- 
tect the  policyholder  from  probable  loss, 
but  It  closes  up  an  avenue  of  encouraging 
business,  which  has  been  traveled  by  all 
the  companies. 

"The  law  passed  by  the  New  York  legis- 
lature Is  universal  in  effect,  because, 
while  the  New  York  legislature  cannot 
make  laws  for  other  slates.  It  can  and 
does  provide  that  no  company  doing  busi- 
ness In  the  state  of  New  York  sliall  do 
certain  things.  As  New  York  is  the  head- 
nuariers  for  most  of  the  large  companies. 
It  Is  evident  that  the  law  really  holds 
good  all  over  the  country."

"The  problem  of  how  to  help  the  girl 
who  works  on  a  low  ."salary  has  been 
solved  in  Indianapolis,"  said  C.  M.  Uob- 
Inson  of  Indianapolis,  Ind..  at  the  St. 
IjouIs.  "The  Mutual  Service  association 
turned  the  trick.  The  organization  start- 
ed two  years  ago  with  $5  contributed  by 
a  business  man.  and  it  now  has  a  home 
valued  at  $10.0(.iO.  and  is  doing  no  end  of 
good  among  the  girl.i  who  have  a  hard 
time  mbaking  both  ends   meet. 

The  general  belteriiK-nt  of  Women  work- 
ers, either  in  the  home  or  in  the  business 
world.  IS  the  aim.  and  the  association 
gladly  takes  the  Initiative  or  offers  co- 
operation to  any  other  organization, 
whenever  a  case  of  need  comes  to  Us  at- 
tention. Thirty  young  women  can  be 
comfortable  accommodattMl  at  the  home, 
which  is  attractively  situated  on  a  tract 
of  land  four  or  five  acres  in  extent,  pret- 
tiU  timbered.  During  the  summer  a 
c.imp  was  maintained  at  the  home  and 
many  young  women  availed  themselves 
o"  the  opportunity  of  getting  away  from 
th«  hent  and  noise  of  the  city,  and  to 
si€nd  their  night  in  the  quietness  of  the 
camp. 

"The  work  of  keeping  up  the  home  is 
dene  by  young  women  meml)ers  them- 
si'.ves.  Each  young  woman  looks  after 
her  own  room  her.self,  and  In  addition  to 
this  she  assists  in  light  housework.  The 
girls  take  care  of  the  grounds  about  tho 
home  .IS  well  as  tho  inside  work.  They 
have  flower  beds,  truck  gardens,  etc.. 
and  their  work  In  this  respect  results  in  a 
neat  little  proHt  for  themselves.  Aside 
fiom  the  money  gain,  the  gain  in  health 
was  an  important  factor,  which  alone 
made  the  outdoor  work  worth  while."

"The  Chicago  factory  I  represent  claims 
to  have  solved  the  problem  of  a  smoke 
preventer  that  really  prevents."  said  S. 
AY  Gladstone,  of  Chicago,  at  tho  Mc- 
Kav.  "The  thing  that  did  t!ie  trick  is 
an  "arch  of  fire  brick,  directly  under  the 
boiler.  The  company  recently  reset  It.s 
boiler,  and  made  the  change  in  construc- 
tion at  that  time.  The  arch  of  lire  brick 
was  constructed  over  the  entire  top  of 
the  combustion  chamber,  directly  back  of 
the  fire  box,  so  that  the  eomparatlvely 
cool  surface  of  the  boiler  itself  does  not 
come  in  contact  with  the  volatile  gases 
from  the  hre,  that  go  to  makeup  the 
greater   part   of   tho    smoke.

DOYLE  NOT  GUILTY 

OF  WEILER  MURDER. 

Morden„  Man.,  Nov,  12.— M.  I>oyle 
is  a  free  man  after  spending  eight 
months  In  jail.  He  was  declared  in- 
nocent of  the  murder  of  V<ncent  Wel- 
ler  of  Mount  Carmel,  N.  D.,  after  a 
trial  consuming  ten  days.  The  jury 
was  out  less   than  an   hour. 

The  climax  of  a  tierce  fight  over  a 
human  life  was  devoid  of  dramatic 
soundings,  though  there  were  sensa- 
tional elements  earlier  in  the  day, 
when  counsel  on  each  side  were  argu- 
ing the  case  and  the  court  was  an- 
alyzing  the   vidence. 

The  case  goes  down  In  criminal 
history  as  one  of  the  real  mysteries 
of  the  great  prairie  province. 

Justice  Richards  chraged  strongly 
In  favor  of  the  accused,,  pointing  out 
the  evidence  gathered  by  the  crown 
was  largely  circumstantial,  and  some 
of  it   unworthy  of  credit. 

While  the  opposing  counsel  and 
judge  were  addressing  the  jury.  Mrs. 
Doyle  and  ten  children  of  the  ac- 
cused occupied  a  prominent  position 
in    the   court   room. 

Nothing  was  .said  by  his  lordship  or 
the  prisoner  himself  as  he  stepped 
from  the  court  room  a  free  man. 
Doyle  showed  little  more  emotion 
than  he  has  betrayed  throughout  the 
entire  trial,  and  it  was  seldom  he 
moved  a  muscle  in  his  features,  even 
in  the  face  of  startling  statements,

NORTHROP 

Men  Listen  to  Eloquent 

Talk  by  State  University 

President 

Y.  M.  C  A.  Meeting  at 

Lyceum  is  Very  Well 

Attended, 


Cyrus  Northop.  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota,  delivered  an  ad- 
dress on  ■  rhc  Twentieth  Century  Keli- 
gton"  yesterday  afternoon  at  the  Ly- 
ceum theater,  before  the  largest  crowd 
that  has  gathered  at  any  of  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A  'n  Sunday  afternoon  meetings  for  men. 
Dr.  Northup  spends  all  of  his  time 
looking  after  an  instltuiion  of  learning 
(or  young  men  and  women,  and  therefore, 
as  he  said,  he  was  able  despite  his  gray 
nalrs  to  view  things  from  the  young 
man's  point  of  view  and  his  talk  yester- 
day seemed  to  confirm  his  contention. 

He  talked  straight  from  the  shoulder 
ab(>ut  "The  Twentieth  Ceniury  Religion,  " 
•.vhat  Its  tendencies  Were  and  what  it 
.ihould  be.  He  declared  that  by  the  way  it 
was  drifting,  there  seemed  to  l>e  a  dispos- 
lUon  to  leave  God  Almighty  out  of  it  al- 
together and  it  was  agaia.st  that  that  lie 
spoke  mo."5t  eloquently  and  emphatically. 

He  declared  against  the  practice  of  do- 
ing some  kindness  to  a  neighbor  and  im- 
agining that  that  was  all  tht^re  was  to 
religion.  That,  he  said,  sliould  not  be 
;ho  twentieth   century  religion. 

Dr.     Northop    was    greeted    with      loud 

>  lu  ers    when    he    arose    to    talk,    after    an 

iitroduction   by   C.   A.    Smitii,   principal  of 

lie  Duluth  high  school.    Dr.  Northop  said 

Ml    part: 

■'The  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  when  It  was  organ- 
2ia  something  like  fifty  years  ago.  was 
-supposed  to  look  after  only  the  moral 
iiid  spiritual  welfare  of  the  young  man 
')Ut  since  then  its  scope  has  been  broad- 
•iied  and  now  it  looks  after  the  physical 
md  Intellectual  well-bting  of  the  young 
man,  as  well.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the 
spiritual  work  is  the  hardest  of  all  and  to 
Aliieh  there  is  the  least  response. 

"it  is  not  hard  to  impress  a  man  with 
he  need  of  physical  and  intellectual 
tlevelopnient.  If  he  in  not  interested  in 
any  of  these  movemenla.  he  is  likely  to 
bi  found  In  some  pUn-tj-  that  is  undesir- 
;ible,    disgraceful   and   degrading. 

"but  my  topic  is  'Thi;  Twentieth  Cen- 
tury Religion.'  And  we  take  It  for  granted 
that  the  twentieth  century  la  going  to 
iiuve  a  religion.  Just  like  the  eighteenth 
and  nineteenth  ceiiiuries.  It  is  not  going 
[.)  be  Mohammedanism. Buddhism  or  any 
jf  the  other  'isms'  but  It  la  going  to  be 
'  hristianity   in  some   form. 

"Let  us  take  an  inventory  of  the  stock 
on  hand.  What  is  it  that  men  are  after 
all  the  time,  every  day  in  the  year,  every 
iionth  in  the  year  and  year  in  and  year 
<iuf.'  Money:  That  is  the  topic  every- 
where, money.  NVe  are  told,  by  the  bank 
rioarings.  etc..  that  the  bu.siness  of  the 
Cnited  States  has  increased  tremendously 
during  Ihe  last  live  years  and  you  believe 
it  readily  because  you  are  familiar  with 
it.  We  are  living  In  an  era  of  great 
l.ro.sperity.  Any  man  with  his  eyes  half 
npen  can  see  that. 

"In  the  course  of  economic  revolutions 
and  political  changes,  however,  the  dtll- 
'  ate  balance  of  pro.sperity  is  going  to  be 
upset,  and  what  Is  comfortable  now  will 
become   very    miserable   indi-ed. 

"The  poor  man  sies  his  more  prosperous 
neighbor  piling  up  wealth,  and  thinks, 
with  some  reason,  that  he  gets  very  little 
of  it  The  workman  8<»ea  the  profits  of 
iho  eompany  for  which  he  works  go  hlgli-  i 
or  and  higher  and  feels  that  he  gtts  very 
little  of  them.  A  New  York  justice  ha.s 
resignt'd  a  berth  on  the  ben<  h  which  paid 
iiim  JlT.uOO  a  year  in  order  that  he  might 
•  nter  the  practice  of  law  again  and  pro- 
vide for  his  nine  children,  five  of  whom 
I  are  women.  And  who  can  blame  him. 
We  all  want  money. 

"People,  in  the  matter  of  money,  are 
drunk,  and  there  you  have  the  atmos- 
phere of  .'\meriea  today.  A  craze  for 
monev,  that  is  what  it  is,  and  do  you 
wonder  that  the  churches  are  cold  and 
that  the  prayer  meeting  does  not  flour- 
ish? 

"Sometimes  people  think  of  other  things. 
They  think  of  flections,  of  football  game.s. 
of  a  revolution  in  Cuba  or  a  volcano  in 
Mexico.  Yet  even  then  they  are  thinking 
of  money,  for  they  bet  on  the  outcome  of 
the  election,  on  the  football  game,  and  1 
am  not  sure  that  In  a  short  time  they  will 
be  betting  on   volcanoes. 

"Duluth  is  a  great  place  for  making 
money.  I  have  no  doubt  that  after  I 
have  gone  you  will  be  scrambling  in  a 
lively   fashion  after  money. 

"But  I  am  not  in  favor  of  Idleness.  I 
believe  In  the  accumulation  of  wealth,  but 
1  think  that  It  should  be  more  evenly 
distributed  rather  than  piled  up  for  the 
few.  ,       ^    ^   J, 

"Go  back  a  few  centuries  and  what  do 
you    find?     You   find    tliat   everyone   wor-  | 
shiped    God.      The    architecture,    pictures  i 
and    sculptures    were    all    expressions    of 
the  love  of  man  for  Cod  Almighty.     The 
relation   of  God    to   man   was   very   close.  ! 
Everyone  prayed  all  tlie  time.  Tliey  feared 
God.     They   were  afraid   of   him.   .so   they 
prayed   often.     But    1    do    not    think    that 
they   loved   Him   so  very   much. 

"But  we  are  swinging  the  pendulum  too 
much  the  other  way.  We  are  thinking 
too  much  of  money  and  we  are  leaving 
God  out  of  it  altogether.  There  Is  no 
nligion  without  God.  Some  people  think 
that  if  they  do  a  neighbor  a  service,  they 
are  embracing  religion  and  all  that  It  con- 
tains, but  they  are  not.  Leave  God  out 
of  your  thoughts  and  you  may  be  amiable, 
but  vou  cannot  be  spiritual. 

"In  this  twentieth  century  I  suppose 
that  you  have  got  rid  of  the  old  Idea  of 
hell.  But  do  you  believe  that  sin  goes 
unpunished?  We  rau.-st  give  an  account- 
iner  .somewhere  and  sometime.  And  we 
will  not  be  asked  what  we  have  got  or 
how  much  money  we  had  when  we  died, 
but  what  we  liave  been  doing. 

"Whv  do  the  churches  need  so  much 
help  at  present?  Because  people  are  not 
thinking  so  much  of  God.  Right  here  in 
this  city  I  supp<jse  that  there  are  thou- 
sands of  young  men  who  are  untouched 
by  this  association,  and  you  are  needed 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  rescuing  them. 
Stand  up  for  Jesus.  Let  us  be  true  to 
the  truth  and  to  the  God  who  made  usl" 

Rev.  Alexander  Milne  offered  a  prayer 
and  Rev.  M.  S.  Rice  pleaded  eloquently 
for  a  generous  contribution.  The  Orpheus 
Singing  society  sang  and  there  were  sev- 
eral numbers  by  an  orchestra.

ELECTRICITY 
FROM  STOMACH 

San  Francisco  Scientists 

Perform  Scientific 

Experiments. 

San  Francisco,  Nov.  12.— Before  a 
number  of  medical  men  and  scientists, 
yesterday.  Doctors  Albert  J.  Atkins 
and  E.  J,  Lewis  succeeded  in  charg- 
ing an  electrical  clrpult  with  human 
electricity  to  such  a'  degree  that  ex- 
ternal sound  waves  were  transmit- 
ted and  heard  through  an  ordinary 
telephone  received.  The  experiment 
consisted  of  the  application  to  the 
walls  of  the  living  stomach  of  two 
platinum  electrodes  that  were  con- 
nected with  a  telephone  and  micro- 
phone. The  moment  the  electrodes 
were  swallowed  sufficiently  to  touch 
the  walls  of  the  stomachy  human  elec- 
tricity flowed  over  the  wires,  render- 
ing audible  sounds.  The  electric 
charge  measured  from  7  to  8  milli- 
volts. .  ^     ^ 

Col.  B.  P.  Richardson,  the  subject 
of  the  experiment,  swallowed  the 
electrodes  and  succeeded  In  retaining 
them  for  a  considerable  time.  After 
a  brief  rest,  he  was  given  a  drink  of 
whisky,  and  on  again  connecting  tlie 
electrodes  with  the  Interior  lining  of 
his  stomach,  the  galvanometer  regis- 
tered  15   millivolts.

MILLIONAIRE  SOCIALIST 
IS  STUDYING  FARMING. 

Madison.  Wis.,  Nov.  12.— Joseph  Me- 
dill  Patterson,  the  young  millionaire 
Socialist  whose  meteoric  career  In  Chi- 
cago politics  last  year,  ending  as  It 
did  in  his  conversation  to  the  doctrines 
of  Socialism,  attracted  national  atten- 
tion, has  enrolled  as  a  student  In  the 
short  course  in  agriculture  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin.  Mr.  Patterson 
is  a  grandson  of  Joseph  Medill,  founder 
of  the  Chicago  Tribune,  and  Is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Yale.  After  completing  his  col- 
lege course  he  returned  to  Chicago, 
where  he  was  appointed  commissioner 
of  public  works  by  Mayor  Dunne.  He  at 
once  began  a  vigorous  crusade  against 
numerous  private  interests  which  had 
encroached  upon  public  property 
without  authority,  and  succeeded  In 
collecting  thousands  of  dollars  of  rental 
for  the  city  of  Chicago.  In  the  midst  of 
his  work  of  reform,  he  became  convinc- 
ed of  the  hoplessness  of  the  struggle 
under  present  conditions,  and  tender- 
ing his  resignation  to  Mayor  Dunne, 
announced  his  espousal  of  the  cause 
of  Socialism.  His  determination  to 
study  agriculture  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  this  winter  Is  evidently  the 
result  of  his  recognition  of  the  Im- 
portance to  return  of  a  large  part  of 
the  population  to  farming,  as  the  only 
solution  for  the  evils  of  congested  life 
In  large  cities. 

Mr.  Patterson  Is  the  second  young 
millionarle  to  take  advantage  of  the  in- 
struction of  the  short  course  In  agri- 
culture at  the  state  university.  Last 
year  Fred  Pabst,  son  of  the  late  Capt. 
Fred  Pabst  of  Milwaukee,  resigned  his 
position  In  the  management  of  the 
great  brewery  Interest  w^lth  which  his 
name  has  long  been  associated,  and 
decided  to  take  up  the  raising  of  blood- 
ed hor.ses  as  his  occupation.  Accord- 
ingly he  entered  the  short  course  last 
winter,  and  took  special  work  In  the 
breeding  and  care  of  horses.  Upon 
completing  his  work  last  spring,  he 
purchased  a  ranch  of  several  thou- 
sand acres  In  Dakota,  and  Imported 
hundreds  of  the  finest  Russian  horses. 
Since  then  he  has  been  busily  engaged 
In  developing  this  new  line  of  work, 
which  promises  to  prove  an  exceeding- 
ly profitable  one.

Quite  a  change  in  eleven  years  in 
population  and  wealth.  It  would 
have  been  &0  per  cent  greater  had 
the  fertile  agrlotiltural  lands  of 
Roseau  county  been  favored  with 
railroads.  This  has  been  the  great 
drawback  to  the  development  of  the 
county.  The  Great  Northern  railroad 
has  graded  a  roadbed,  running  from 
Thief  River  Falls  to  Warroad.  The 
road  is  only  built  and  operated  to 
Grecnbush.  The  Canadian  Northern 
passes  through  Warroad  on  its  trunk 
line,  running  from  Winnipeg  to  P^ort 
Arthur.  This  line  will  give  a  through 
pas.senger  and  freight  .service,  via 
Beaudette,  with  the  Duluth,  Rainy 
L.ake  and  Winnipeg  railroad,  not 
later  than  March,  1S07.  With  this 
line  in  operation,  the  Great  Northern 
will  no  doubt  get  busy,  and  lay  the 
fcteel  rails  on  the  balance  of  Its  the 
graded  road,  from  Greenbush  to 
Warroad,  These  two  railroads  will 
give  a  great  boost  to  the  price  of 
Roseau  county  farm  lands,  beside 
trebling  the  population  of  Green- 
bush,  Badger,  Roseau  and  Warroad. 
In  a  single  twelvemonth.  The  sun 
has  never  shone  upon  more  fertile 
•oil  for  all  the  requirements  of 
farming,  dairying  and  stock  raising. 
The   county  and   state  are  perfecting  ideclding 


a  system  of  drainage  ditches,  which 
now  includes  the  Two  Rivers  and 
Badger  ditches,  while  a  channel  is 
being  dredged  in  the  Roseau  river, 
and  through  Roseau  lake,  to  the  in- 
ternational boundary.  The  estimated 
cost  is  $60.,000;  of  this  amount  $2.1,000 
has  been  appropriated  by  the  state. 
In  addition  there  is  the  Hay  creek 
ditch,  that  cost  $15,000,  the  county 
paying  $3,000  and  the  state  $12,000. 
There  Is  a  well-developed  plan  to 
carry  on  the  work  of  good  roads,  be- 
sides completing  the  system  of 
ditches  for  drainage  of  all  classes  of 
agricultural  lands  in  Roseau  county. 
This  is  a  work  that  most  new  coun- 
ties neglect  until  the  land  values 
make  it  an  object.  In  this  respect 
Itoseau  is  far  ahead  of  her  older 
sister  counties  in  Minnesota,  Iowa 
and   Illinois. 

To  prove  that  this  is  a  dairy  county, 
where  stockraislng  Is  one  of  the  lead- 
ing features,  we  point  to  the  four 
creameries  that  are  owned  and  operat- 
ed by  the  farmers  of  Roseau  county. 
The  creameries  are  located  at  Green- 
bu.'sh,  Badger,  Ro.seau  and  Pelan.  and 
produce  14,000  pounds  per  week  of  high 
grade  butter.  The  dairy  interest  is 
just  developing,  and  In  another  few 
years  will  be  equal  to  that  of  any 
county  in   the  state. 

Ro.seau  county  is  noted  for  her  flour 
mills,  and  the  superior  quality  of  the 
flour  made  from  No.  1  Northern  wheat, 
grown  in  this  favored  region.  The 
mills  are  located  to  the  best  advan- 
tage of  the  farmer  settlers.  They  are 
the  Roseau  flour  mills,  daily  capacity, 
75  barrels;  Badger.  100  barrels,  and 
Wannaske,  75  barrels. 

The  grain  elevators  are  well  distribut- 
ed, being  located  at  Warroad  and 
Greenbush,  where  900,000  bushels  of 
wheat,  oats  and  flax  were  handled  In 
1&05.  while  there  is  a  large  increase  in 
the    crop    grown    this    year. 

As  an  agricultural  county  Roseau 
Is  the  peer  of  any  in  the  state.  The 
soil  is  wonderfully  rich  black  and  dark 
sandy  loam  with  clay  subsoil;  no 
stones,  no  wet  land,  except  prairie 
grass  swamp  land,  which  when  drain- 
ed Is  the  most  productive.  The  soil 
produces  small  gi-aln  equal  to  any, 
while  corn  is  successfully  grown;  in 
fact,  this  will  be  the  future  corn  belt 
of  the  United  States.  It  Is  today  the 
banner  section  for  all  kinds  of  root 
crops,  timothy  and  red  clover.  No  bet- 
ter county  can  be  found  for  dairy- 
ing, stock  raising  and  diversified  farm- 
ing.

What  would  have  happened  if  it  had 
not  rained  is  what  all  the  "dope"  artists 
are  now  striving  to  figure  out  with  refer- 
ence to  the  Chicago-Minnesota  game  of 
Saturday.  The  Chicago  men  claim  they 
would  have  played  a  much  faster  game 
and  would  have  made  at  least  one  touch- 
down. They  think  the  wet  field  favored 
Minnesota,  because  It  prevented  their 
own  team  doing  fast  work.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Minnesota  men  claim 
they  would  have  done  much  faster  work 
and  would  have  sprung  some  surorises 
that  would  have  been  an  enlightening  ex- 
hibition of  the  possibilities  of  the  game 
under  the  new  rules,  had  the  condition  of 
the  field  permitted. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  final  result 
would  probably  have  been  no  different. 
Tho  Minnesota  men  were  faster,  a  thing 
which  not  a  Chicago  man  looked  for. 
They  displayed  a  speed  that  startled  their 
opponents,  and  they  kept  It  up  to  the 
finish,  too.  It  was  in  the  kicking  depart- 
ment of  the  game  tliat  Chicago  expected 
to  have  Us  greatest  advantage,  because 
of  the  mighty  Eckersall.  and  yet  Larkin 
held  his  own  very  well  with  the  Chicago 
man.  It  was  an  astonishing  thing  to 
Chicago,  too,  that  Minnesota  won  by 
the  very  play  that  Chicago  li>okod  for  to 
cause  victory  to  perch  on  its  own  ban- 
ners, a  kick  from  the  field. 

Eckersall  had  some  other  great  sur- 
prises, too.  He  has  always  been  one  of 
the  most  elusive  men  that  ever  stepped 
on  a  gridiron,  dodging  and  running  in  a 
most  Bcnsallonal  manner.  But  on  the 
Minnesota  team  he  found  those  who 
could  down  him.  He  got  away  sev- 
eral times  for  good  gains  and  once  was 
almost  in  reach  of  Minnesota's  goal  when 
Marshall  downed  him,  but  In  the  main, 
though  he  played  brilliantly  and  like  a 
demon,  he  found  himself  downed  in  his 
tracks  time  and  again  as  he  caught  punts. 
Once  when  he  tried  a  fake  play,  one  that 
counted  against  Michigan  last  Thanks- 
giving day.  Marshall  detected  the  play 
and  downed  the  little  quarter  on  the  Chi- 
cago one-yard  line.  It  was  not  Marshall 
alone  either  that  got  down  the  field  un- 
der the  punts  in  groat  style,  but  Snyder 
on  the  other  end,  and  Doane.  the  speedy 
little  halfback,  were  equally  spry  and  as 
certain  in  their  tackllngs. 

The  stars  of  the  game,  however,  are 
conceded  to  be  Marshall  and  Schuck- 
necht,  the  latter  because  of  his  long  run. 
Safford,  the  center,  and  a  Duluth  man  by 
the  way,  played  such  a  suiprismg  game 
that  he  Is  picked  by  some  as  the  logical 
man  for  the  position  on  the  all  Western 
team  He  was  nervous  before  the  game, 
so  much  so  that  his  teammates  were 
afraid  that  it  would  mar  his  work,  but  It 
seemed  to  affect  him  tho  other  way,  for 
he  outplayed  his  opponent  every  minute 
of  the  game. 

Larkin  ran  his  team  with  great  general- 
ship and  the  safety  he  allowed  was  his 
one  slip  of  the  game.  There  Is  a  dif- 
fer'^rce  of  opinion  as  to  that.  Some  con- 
tend that  because  of  the  obliteration  of 
the  lines  by  the  rain  he  thought  he  was 
c.itching     the  ball  back  of  his  own   line. 

As  to  the  play  there  Is  a  difference  of 
opinion  but  Dr.  Williams,  Minnesota  s 
coach,  admits  It  was  an  error  and  that 
ought  to  settle  It.  Another  vew  of  the 
matter  Is  expressed  in  the  following  re- 
port In  one  of  the  Twin  City  papers  yes- 

"But*  while  Bobby  Marshall  virtually 
von  the  game  for  Minnesota  by  his  place 
kick  and  by  his  remarkable  work  at  end. 
and  while  Larkin  deliberately  gave  Chi- 
cago her  two  points,  the  quarterback 
should  be  given  equal  credit  with  Mar- 
shall, for  that  safety  was  o"®  o^^^^^^ 
smoothest  tricks  ever  pulled  off  on  a 
football  field.  Never  has  there  been  a 
hetUP  liieco  of  gniclc  thinking  ddfie  in 
ony  game.  .v._ 

"Eckersall  had  punted  from  near  the 
certer  of  the  field  to  the  Minnesota 
thr'te-vard  line,  where  Larkin  caught  the 
ball.  "Larkin  could  have  returned  the 
sphere  five  yards.  But  even  that  Is 
doubtful,  for  {he  Mardon  ends  were  down 
upon  him  like  a  flash  and  werd  T^Uhin  «i 
few  yards  of  him  when  he  mad©  tjie 
catch.  Larkin  gave  a  quick  glance  up 
the  field  and  then  turned  and  deliberately 
ran  behind  his  own  goal  with  the  ball 
and    touched  it  to  the  ground. 

"A  cry  of  dismay  went  up  from  the 
Minnesota  stands,  for  all  of  the  enthusi- 
asts did  not  understand  the  play.  They 
did  know  that  it  meant  two  points  for 
Chicago,  however,  and  that  It  put  them 
in  a  position  where  a  drop  kick  would  win 
the  game  for  Chicago.  Referee  Hackett 
Immediately  determined  it  a  safety  and 
the  Chicago  rooters  went  wild,  not  realiz- 
ing that  they  had  been  outgeneraled. 

"Larkin  realized  as  soon  as  the  ball 
went  sailing  through  the  air  off  Ecker- 
sall's  toe  tliat  It  would  remain  dangerous- 
ly near  the  Minnesota  goal,  no  matter 
who  retained  the  ball.  In  case  he  should 
be  downed  on  the  5-yard  line,  the  Minne- 
sota quarterback  would  have  to  punt  out 
from  behind  his  own  goal  posts. 

"There  was  a  possibility  that  the  punt 
would  be  blocked  and  a  Chicago  man  fall 
on  the  ball.  At  any  rate,  he  would  hard- 
ly have  punted  more  than  thlrty-flve  or 
forty  yards  at  the  most,  and  this  would 
give  the  mighty  Eckersall  a  chance  to 
drop  a  goal  from  the  field.  On  the  other 
hand.  If  he  gave  Chicago  two  points 
by  a  safety,  he  would  have  the  privilege 
of  punting  out  from  his  own  25-yard  line, 
and  thus  get  the  ball  out  of  danger. 

"All  of  this  Larkin  thought  out  In  al- 
most the  twinkling  of  an  eye.  It  prob- 
ably saved  the  game  for  Minnesota,  as 
there  Is  no  telling  what  might  have  hap- 
pened had  he  tried  to  carry  the  ball 
out." 

While  It  was  Marshall's  kick  that  won 
the  game.  It  was  the  splendid  work  of  the 
entire  team  that  made  It  possible  for 
him   to   make   It.     Safford    sent   the   ball 
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back  to  the  kneeling  Larkin  as  straight 
as  a  bullet,  Larkin  poised  It  perfectly  and 
so  well  did  the  line  hold  that  Marshall 
could  have  t.aken  several  seconds  more 
to  make  his  kick  had  he  chosen  to. 

Altogether  It  was  a  gt^jsat  game,  one  of 
the  greatest  the  West  has  ever  seen.  Min- 
nesota now  has  the  Western  champion- 
ship.

Boston,  Nov.  12.— Football,  under  the 
rules  as  demonstrated  in  the  Harvard- 
Carlisle  game  at  Cambridge,  Saturday, 
meets  with  favorable  comment  from 
Piesldent  Charles  W.  Eliot,  of  Harvard 
university,  in  an  Interview  made  public 
today.  President  Eliot,  whose  attitude 
trwards  the  sport  la.'^t  year  made  it  seem 
nrobable  that  football  would  soon  be 
dropped  from  Harvard's  athletic  schedule, 
alieiided  Saturday's  contest  and  ex- 
pressed his  enjoyment  of  the  game  whicn, 
he  said,  appeared  to  him  "free  from  un- 
necessary roughness."  President  Eliot 
said:  ,,  ,     _. 

"I  saw  the  game  between  Harvard  and 
Carlisle    at    the    stadium    and    I    can    .say 
frankly  that  I  enjoyed  it.    I  consider  that 
many    of    the    things    which    appeared    to 
me   to  be  objectionable  under  the   system 
employed  In  former  years  have  been  erad- 
icated by  the  new  rules,   or.  perhaps,   by  , 
the  new   way  of  playing  the  game.     1  he  . 
contest.   Insofar  as  I  could   see,  was   free  . 
from    unnecessary     roughness    and    there  ( 
was   apparently   no    brutality.     Much    has  i 
been  done,  to  my  mind,   in  improving  the 
game   by    the   rules   committee    this  year, 
and  there  only  remains  further  Improve- 
ment In  other  years  along  the  same  lines.

Sewell.  corps  of  engineers,  Unite-d  States 
army,  signs  an  article  In  the  current  is- 
sue of  the  Fireproof  Ma.erazine,  which 
forecasts  a  new  era  in -fireproof  building 
Capt.  Sewell's  high  rank  as  an  expert 
makes  the  opinions  he  expresses  in  this 
article  the  most  important  contribution 
yet  brought  out  in  the  vigorous  discus- 
sion of  construction  problems  no#  going 
on  among  arcliitects  and  builders  all  over 
the  country. 

"In  the  matter  of  fireproof  construc- 
tion," Capt.  Sewell  says,  "reinforced  con- 
crete should  be  treated  as  a  structural 
material,  superior  in  many  respects  to 
steel,  but  one  demanding  protection  from 
tire.

J.  L  Cromwell    Talks 

About  Supreme  Lodge, 

Knights  of  Pythias. 

Returns  From  a  Several 

Weeks'  Visit  at  New 

Orleans. 


James  L.  Cromwell  has  returned  from 
New  Orloatis,  where  he  attended,  from 
Oct.  16  to  'M.  the  supreme  lodge  of  the 
Knights  of  Pythias.  Mr.  Cromwell  and 
George  Tawney  of  Winona  were  the  su- 
preme representatives  from  Minnesota. 

The  supreme  lodge  is  the  highest  gov- 
erning body  in  the  organization.  It  is 
comprised  of  150  supreme  representatives 
who  were  present  from  all  the  states  and 
territories  in  the  United  States,  as  well 
as  from  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Ontario,  in  Canada  and  British  Columbia. 
"Minnesota  was  recognized  in  tiie  su- 
preme lodge,"  said  Mr.  Cromwell,  in 
speaking  of  the  session.,  "by  the  reappoint- 
ment of  Arthur  J.  Stobbart  of  St.  Paul  as 
major  general  of  the  Uniform  Rank,  and 
of  Judge  J.  F.  Hiisclier  of  St.  Paul  as  a 
member  of  the  supreme  tribunal,  which 
is  the  supreme  court  of  the  order. 

"One  of  the  most  important  things 
done  by  tlie  supreme  lodge  was  the  estab- 
lisliing  of  the  fifth  clasd  of  membership 
in  the  endowment  rank,  prich  provides  a 
method  of  insurance  as  solid  as  old-line 
insurance,  with  several  of  its  features,  at 
a  cost  considerably  less  than  old-line  In- 
surance. This  lesser  cost  is  made  pos- 
sible by  a  difference  in  the  cost  or  ex- 
pense of  securing  new  policyholders.  For 
an  instance,  in  a  gei\eral  way,  it  may 
be  said  that  wiien  fraternal  insurance 
costs  somewhere  between  $16  and  $20  an- 
nually, the  cost  of  old-line  insurance  will 
run  from  $(iO  up  as  high  us  $2U0  a  year. 

"The  new  rales  are  liased  on  the  Ameri- 
can mortality  tables  Instead  of  the  Na- 
tional Fjaternal  congress  tables,  because 
the  American  tables  are  more  conserva- 
tive. 

"Another  thing  done  by  the  supreme 
lodge  was  the  placing  of  the  power  with 
tho  sulxirdinate  lodges  to  control  their 
own  funds  and  legislate  on  tlie  ques- 
tions of  weekly  sick  and  funeral  bene- 
fits. 

"Regt-nnlng  In  the  year  1908  the  Uniform 
Rank,  supreme  assembly,  will  have  the 
authority  to  choose  tlie  major  general. 
This  will  place  the  control  of  the  Uniform 
Rank  in  the  hands  of  that  body  and  will 
be  more  in  keeping  with  the  democratic 
principles  of  the  organization.  At  the 
present  time  the  major  general  is  appoint- 
ed by  tho  tiupreme  lodge. 

"Another  thing  done  by  the  supreme 
lodge  WHS  to  change  the  qualifications  of 
membership.  No  person  engaged  In  deal- 
ing in  intoxicating  liquors  can  become  a 
Knight  of  Pythias.  This  rule  has  l>een 
made  broad  enough  to  cover  wholesale 
liquor  dealers  and  hotelkeepera  who  run 
a  bar  in  connection  with  tlieir  hotel.  Any 
person  who  is  now  a  member  of  the  order 
and  who  hereafter  enters  the  liquor 
business  will  forfeit  his  membership.  ' 

Tomorrow  evening  the  local  Knights  of 
Pythias  will  hold  an  "old-timers"  meet- 
ing. The  gutsts  of  honor  will  be  the 
men  who  have  for  a  long  term  of  years 
been  identified  with  the  order,  and  some 
of  whom,  by  reason  of  their  advanced 
age,  are  no  longer  active  and  who  have 
retired.  Among  the  "old-timers"  who  will 
be  present  will  be  D.  E.  Hol-ston,  the  old- 
est Knight  of  Pythias  in  tho  Northwt'St 
in  point  of  membership,  also  Capt.  Asa 
Dailey,  who  joined  the  organization  in 
an  early  day. 

The  eontf-st  between  thr  d»'gree  teams 
of  North  Star  lodge,  No.  3o.  of  Duluth, 
and  Zenith  lodge,  No.  33.  of  Ishpeming. 
Mich.,  for  the  championship  of  thf  North- 
west, has  been  postponed  until  after  the 
holidays.  Arrangements  had  been  made 
to  have  the.se  two  degree  teams,  one  tlie 
champion  of  Minnesota  and  the  other 
tlie  cliampion  of  Michigan,  to  come  to- 
gether on  neutral  «round,  the  Grand 
Opera  house  at  Superior,  Wis.,  about 
Thanksgiving,  but  as  so  many  of  tlie 
members  on  both  teams  ha*e  business 
that  will  keep  them  too  busv  to  give  the 
degree  work  the  time  it  needs  before  the 
contest,  it  has  been  decided  best  to  wait 
until  after  the  holiday  rush  is  over. 

The  outcome  of  the  contest  will  be 
watched  for  with  great  intenst  by  the 
Knlghs  of  Pythias  all  over  the  country, 
as  Duluth  and  Ishpeming  havo  the  ac- 
knowledged crack  degree  teams  of  the 
order,  and  there  will  bo  a  battle  royal 
for  honors   when   they  meet.

ELECTRICAL 
EDIICATION 

Special  Training  Given 

by  Navy  in  Tiiis 

Brancti. 

Recruiting  Officer  Blenk- 
horn  Tells  flow  War- 
ships Get  Electricians. 


There  are  few  opportunities  for  young 
mechanics  so  good  ti»  lliose  offered  by 
the  electrical  branch. of  the  naval  serv- 
ice, in  the  opinion  of  B.  W.  Blenkhorn, 
gun  captain,  in  charge  of  the  Duluth 
naval  recruiting  office  In  the  federal 
building.  He  says  tiiero  are  scores  of 
young  men  who  go  into  it  each  year, 
and  that  they  find  theiB  pay  increased 
materially  after  the  fecial  training 
which  the  government  gives  them  in 
preparation  for  the  particular  work 
they  will  liavo  to  do. 

"There  is  an  increasing  demand  for 
eiectrlciana  in  the  navy."  said  Officer 
Blenkhorn  yesterday,  not  for  special- 
ists but  for  all  around  practical  men 
wiio  can  manipulate  and  care  for  the 
many  types  of  electrical  machines  used 
on  llie  modern  siilp.  .,. 

"Each  new  battle  ship  in  turn  be- 
comes the  most  complete  electrical 
plant  to  be  found  iinywluye,  for,  when 
its  power  and  tho  variety  of  Its  ma- 
chinery are  considered,  it  la  without 
comparison.  The  tJbnnectlcul,  Just  com- 
pleted at  the  BrooRlyrx.  na^  yard,  will 
require  the  constant  services  of  thirty 
expert  electricians  to  take  care  of  the 
machinery  whlca  doea  the  -work  for  IWO 
men. 

"To  educate  men  for  this  diversified 
sort  of  work  the  government  lias  to 
support  its  own  schools.  It  has  two, 
one  in  New  York  and  one  on  Mare 
island,  California,  and  the  enlisted  elec- 
trician is  sent  to  one  of  these  before 
being  given  an  appointment  on  board 
ship.  No  matter  what  his  previous  ex- 
perience or  teclinical  education  as  an 
electrician  may  have  been  he  will  find 
in  these  schools  many  things  to  learn; 

"The  students  are  mechanics,  electric- 
ians and  graduates  of  technical  schools. 
They  are  put  to  work  at  the  most  prac- 
tical things,  and  instead  of  class  work 
there  is  individual  instruction.  Theory 
is  taught  only  as  it  may  be  new  to  the 
pupil  the  object  being  to  make  him 
conversant  with  the  reasons  for  t.ie 
things  he  may  formerly  have  done  al- 
together  mechanically. 

"The  wireless  telegraph  systems  come 
In  for  a  great  deal  of  attention,  as 
the  navy  supports  many  land  stations 
as  well  as  the  ones  on  shipboard.  It 
has  not  yet  been  decided  which  of  the 
several  systems  la  best  suited  to  t.ie 
navy's  demands,  and  for  that  reason 
every  student  is  required  to  become 
thoroughly  familiar  with  each.  He 
learns  not  only  the  theory  of  the  wire- 
less working,  but  becapies  an  operator, 
more  or  less  expert,  Recording  to  his 
ability.  i  iJ  ..  ^ 

•Upon  completing  tho  course  the 
graduate  is  sent  to  a  wireless  station 
or  given  an  appointment  on  shipboard 
Any  capable  man  c-^  leave  school 
with  a  rating  of  electtftcian  of  the  sec- 
ond class,  and  the  more  successful  will 
be  rated  as  flrst-cla^s.  From  this  lat- 
ter grade  there  is  bft  mie  step  to  the 
position  of  chief  electrician,  who  has 
charge  of  the  elertric.tl  machinery  on 
board  ship,  and  who^  deals  direct  with 
the  ship's  officers.       .  ,    ■ 

"The  pav  for  this  position  Is  $.0  a 
month,  with  ail  the  usual  living  ex- 
penses paid  by  the  navy.  This  Is  very 
good  money,  indeed,  ns  tlie  monthly 
salary  can  be  set  down  almost  entire 
as   savings." 


THE  RECENT 
ELECTIONS 

Give  Evidence   of  the 
Power  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Voter. 

Members  of  Present  Con- 
gress Who  Are  Among 
the  Missing.

Washington,  Nov.  12.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Now  that  the  smoke  of 
battle  has  lifted  and  a  clearer  view  is 
offered  of  the  recent  conflict  between 
the  great  political  parties  of  the 
United  States,  there  cannot  help  but 
come,  in  the  ntidst  of  tlie  jubilation 
to  the  Republican  party,  a  profound 
realization  that  its  tenure  in  office  was 
brought  about  not  only  by  the  act- 
ivity of  President  Roosevelt  but  by  tho 
use  of  his  name  as  a  pledge  for  further 
reform.  While  party  lines  were 
smashed  in  many  states  and  while 
Republicans  and  Deiuocrats  exchanged 
places  for  candidates  it  tnust  not  be 
forgotten  that  the  exchange  was  in 
the  interest  of  reform  as  viewed  by 
lliese  opposing  interests. 

Karly  in  the  camjjaign  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  through  its  pres- 
ident, Samuel  Gonipers,  announced  its 
intention  to  take  an  active  hand  in  tiie 
political  situaiionand  the  magazine  of 
that  great  organization  boldly  de- 
clared that  it  Would  light  those  who 
had  been  inimical  to  the  interests  of 
labor  and  would  support  those  who 
had  been  fair.  It  marked  for  saughter 
Lilllefield  of  Main,  Cannon  of  Illinois, 
Mudd  of  aMryland,  Dalzell  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Lilly  of  Connecticut,  Lafean 
Pennsylvania   and   Babcock  of  Wis- 
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consin,  as  among  the  more  prominent 
members  of  the  fifty-ninth  congress. 
Out  of  this  number,  however,  but  one 
scalp  hangs  at  the  belt  of  Samuel 
Gompers,  Babcock  of  ^Viscousln  goes 
down  iu  defeat  while  the  rest  have 
been  elected,  some  with  normal,  some 
with  increased  and  some  with  reduced 
majority. 

In  the  great  fight  which  William 
Randolhp  Hearst  waged  in  Xew  York, 
one  thing  is  certain,  labor  gave  him 
earnest  and  loyal  support,  and  while 
he  was  defeated  his  strength  must 
still  be  reckoned  with  in  the  presi- 
dential battle  to  come.  Unexpectedly 
William  Randolph  Hearst  was  taken 
seriously  by  the  people,  not  only  of 
New  York  city,  but  by  the  state  and 
his  surprisingly  large  vote  polled  on 
election  day  continues  him  as  a  power 
in  the  political  equation. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  Republi- 
cans will  have  in  the  neighborhood  of 
fifty  majority  in  the  lower  house  of 
the  sixtieth  congre.ss,  the  power  of 
the  independent  voter  was  never  so 
forcefully  expressed  as  during  the  last 
election  and  the  absence  of  many  of 
the  stalwart  figures  which  have  been 
in  evidence  In  former  congresses,  par- 
ticularly on  the  Republican  side,  will 
be  noticable.  The  'Sage  of  Athens," 
as  Charles  H.  Grosvenor  has  come  to 
be  known,  as  well  as  "Old  Probabilit- 
ies" will  be  particularly  missed,  a  Re- 
publican succeeding  him  from  the 
eleventh  Ohio  district.  Gen.  Grosvenor 
was  defeated  by  Albert  Douglas  of 
Chillicothe.  In  the  primaries  bv  an  ex- 
ceedingly small  majonty.  This  left 
many  sores  and  in  the  eraliest  returns 
on  election  night  it  looked  as  if  the 
friends  of  Gposvotior  had  "knifed" 
Douglas  for  his  Deniocrdtic  opponent. 
Later  returns,  however,  showed  that 
Douglas  was  elected;  but  by  a  slight 
margin. 

Next  to  the  absence  of  Grosvenor 
that  of  Joseph  W.  Babcock  of  Wiscon- 
sin, chairman  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia committee,  will  be  most  com- 
mented upon.  While  it  was  known 
that  he  had  a  hard  fight  In  front  of 
him  by  reason  of  his  continued  oppo- 
sition to  Senator  La  Follette  It  was 
believed  that  Babcock,  who  Is  an  ex- 
ceedingly resourceful  politician,  would 
win  out.  but  the  opposition  proved  too 
strong  and  he  is  among  the  missing. 
Babcock  came  to  congress  in  1894  and 
has  continuously  served  in  the  lower 
house  ever  since.  He  was  not  only 
chairman  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
committee  since  1S96.  but  has  been  a 
member  of  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittee for  the  last  eight  years.  His 
defeat  means  two  splendid  committee 
assignments  for  .«:omebody  of  Repub- 
lican principles  and  who  will  have  the 
ear  of  "Uncle  Joe"  Cannon,  the  next 
speaker  of  the   .sixtieth  congress. 

The  Independent  voter  who  really  de- 
serves the  name  "scratcher"  because 
he  marks  his  ticket  to  suit  him.self, 
has  at  his  belt  three  other  Republicans 
of  national  reputation.  First,  possibly 
because  of  his  antogonism  to  the  so- 
called  Bevfrldge  meat  inspection,  bill 
wherein  Mr.  Wadsworth  as  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  Agriculture  op- 
posed the  provision  that  the  packers 
should  pay  the  cost  of  inspection  In- 
stead of  the  government  as  the  bill 
now  provides.  Mr.  Wadsworth.  who 
as  a  farmer  in  the  valley  of  the 
Genessee  In  New  York,  and  owning 
broad  acres  in  that  great  farming 
community.  has  made  agriculture  a 
study,  and  who  by  reason  of  his  con- 
nection with  the  committee  on  agri- 
culture has  been  Instrumental  In 
bringing  about  very  liberal  appropria- 
tions for  the  agricultural  department, 
was  marked  for  slaughter  because  of, 
what  the  farmers  of  the  thirty-fourth 
New  York  District  believed  to  be  a 
covert  attack  upon  the  president.  Dur- 
ing his  years  in  congress  Mr.  Wads- 
worth necessarily  made  enemies  be- 
cause he  could  not  secure  for  all  appli- 
cants government  jobs  and  places  of 
power  In  political  affairs.  He  Incurred 
the  enmity  of  F.  C.  .Stevens,  president 
of  a  bank  here  in  Washington,  but  a 
state  senator  from  the  Genessee  district 
and  it  Is  now  alleged  that  Stevens, 
who  was  gerrymandered  out  of  his 
place  as  state  senator  from  the  thirty- 
fourth  district,  placed  the  sinews  of 
war  to  bring  about  Wadsworth's  de- 
feat in  the  hands  of  a  picturesque  per- 
son by  the  name  of  Peter  A.  Porter  of 
Niagara  Falls  who.  while  running  as  a 
Republican,  received  the  endorsement 
of  the  Democratic  and  Independence 
league  parties. 

Early  In  the  campaign  Mr.  Porter 
bethought  him  that  a  fine  play  to 
make  would  be  to  draw  attention 
the  farmers  to  the  fact  that  Mr, 
Wadsworth  and  the  president  were 
not  of  one  mind  on  the  meat-  In 
speotlon     question,     and     that

cow,  announcing  that  issue  was  the 
trust,  and  Wadsworth's  opposi- 
te the  meat  inspection  bilL  and 
he  proposed  to  make  the  cow 
emblem  of  his  campaign.  The 
and  Porter  were  constantly 
together,  and  in  not  a  few  towns 
Porter  made  his  entrance  Into  his 
meeting,  where  they  were  held  on 
the  ground  floor,  mounted  on  the 
emblem   of  his   campaign. 

One  of  the  most  surprising  results 
of  the  election  is  the  defeat  of  James 
T.  McCleary  of  Mankato,  Minn.,  who 
ha^  served  continuously  in  congress 
since  1894.  Mr.  McCleary  Is  one  of 
the  most  Intense  tariff  standpatters 
in  congress,  and  has  well  won  his 
title  of  "schoolmaster,"  because  he 
has  been  one  of  the  premiers  of  tariff 
education  since  his  entrance  into  the 
political  arena.  Mr.  McCleary's  op- 
ponent used  the  pronounced  views 
which  the  former  entertains  toward 
the  tariff  to  advantage,  and  as  a 
large  element  in  Minnesota  wants 
tariff  revision,  his  defeat  was  brought 
about. 

Another  of  the  old  stalwarts  Is 
numbered  amongst  "the  dead  or 
missing"  in  the  person  of  John  Flet- 
cher Lacey.  Republican,  of  the  Sixth 
Iowa  district.  Barring  one  congress. 
Judge  Lacey  has  served  continuously 
in  the  lower  house  since  the  Fifty- 
first  congress  having  begun  his  pres- 
ent service  March  4,  1893,  with  tlie 
Fifty-third  congress.  For  years  Judge 
Lacey  has  been  chairman  of  the  pub- 
lic lands  committee,  and  many  of  the 
public  land  laws  owe  their  origin  to 
him.  Lacey  is  a  pronounced  stand- 
patter, and  during  tlie  campaign  for 
the  gubernatorial  nomination  in 
Iowa,  look  decided  stand  with  George 
D.  Perkins,  editor  of  the  Sioux  City 
Journal,  as  against  the  present  gov- 
ernor. Albert  S.  Cummins,  who  was 
renominated  and  re-elected  by  a  de- 
creased majority  on  Tuesday  last. 
Lacey  Incurred  tho  enmity  of  the 
Cummins  crowd  by  reason  of  his 
pronounced  views  on  the  tariff,  and 
he  was  marked  for  slaughter.  His 
defeat  tells  an  Interesting  story  of 
the  power  of  the  independent  voter, 
and    the   fellow   with    a   "grouch." 

While  the  Republicans  lose  many 
of  their  leaders,  and  in  the  shake-up 
suffer  much  more  laregely  than  the 
Democrats,  the  latter  are  not  with- 
out their  dead,  wounded  or  iniss- 
ing.  The  defeat  of  Bankhead  by  the 
aspiring  Richard  Pearson  Hobson. 
who  prides  him.self  upon  looking 
somewhat  like  Bryan,  to  say  nothing 
of  having  Bryan's  voice  and  his 
magnetism,  is  first  among  the  Demo- 
crais  whose  absence  will  be  marked 
from  his  parties  councils.  And  yet 
the  defeat  of  Bankhead  will  probably 
give  him  a  place  in  the  upper  branch 
of  congress,  having  been  chosen  by 
the  constltutcncy  of  Alabama  to  suc- 
ceed to  the  first  vacancy  created  by 
liie  death  or  resignation  of  one  or  the 
other  of  the  distinguished  senators 
from  that  state.  Should  Senator  Pet- 
tus,  who  is  reported  as  a  very  sick 
man  at  his  home  in  Selma,  pass  over 
the  bar,  he  will  be  succeeded  by  John 
H.  Bankhead,  whose  place  Hobson 
will  succeed  to  in  the  Sixtieth  con- 
gre.ss. 

There  will  be  other  vacancies  In 
the  Democratic  ranks,  some  of  whom 
will  be  missed,  and  some  of  whom 
will  be  soon  forgotten.  Ajnong  the 
Democrats  who  go  out  are  Timothy 
D.  Sullivan,  William  Randolph 
Hearst,  Charles  A.  Towne  and  Jacob 
Rupert,  Jr..,  the  big  brewer  of  New 
York.  And  so  they  como  and  go,  but 
the  government  at  Washington  still 
lives.

RUNAWAY  ENGINE'S  HAVOC. 

Detroit  Freight  Depot  Wrecked  and  One 
Killed  and  Several  Hurt. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  Nov.  12.— George  R. 
Booth,  parcel  agent,  was  killed  and 
several  men  injured,  three  of  them 
badly,  today,  when  a  Michig-an  Cen- 
tral railroad  freight  engine  ran  away 
and  Clashed  into  the  Third  street 
depot,  tearing  down  a  large  section 
of  the  structure. 

The  severely  injured  were:  Donald 
Thompson,  assistant  district  superin- 
tendent of  the  Pullman  company; 
Earl  S.  McEuen,  cashier  of  the  Pull- 
man office;  Bert  Haner,  a  Michigan 
Central  conductor. 

The  engine  was  switching  in  the 
yards  a  mile  from  the  station,  when, 
it  Is  said,  the  crew  saw  a  passenger 
train  approaching  behind  them, 
thought  a  collision  was  about  to  oc- 
cur and  jumped  from  the  engine.  It 
was  running  at  good  speed  and,  un- 
checked, da.shed  into  the  station  and 
hit  the  west  wall,  tearing  out  a  sec- 
tion twenty-five  feet  wide.  The  sec- 
j  ond  and  third  lloors  over  this  section 
also    collapsed.

Sto<'k   Gossip. 

Gay  &  Sturgis:  Now  that  the  elec- 
tions have  been  eliminated  from  the 
stock  market  situation,  the  speculative 
element  has  come  to  a  realizing  sense 
that  existing  money  conditions  consti- 
tute tiie  dominant  factor.  On  Friday 
call  money  touched  16  per  cent,  the 
highest  in  two  months,  on  Saturday 
the  announcement  was  made  by  Secre- 
tary Shaw  that  he  would  not  relieve 
the  market  by  refunding  government 
bonds,  by  Increasing  deposits,  or  in  any 
other  way  unless  conditions  should 
change  materially.  Thus  the  attitude 
is  generally  taken  that  no  appreciable 
lessening  In  the  monetary  situation  ean 
reasonably  be  expected  before  the  first 
of  the  year.  The  market  of  today  Is 
In  the  same  peculiar  position  as  It  wag 
exactly  a  year  ago.  As  was  expected 
yesterday  the  W«'St  had  financed  Its 
crop  and  was  able  t<^  furnish  large 
sums  of  money  in  response  to  the  25  and 
50  per  cent  call  money  needs,  which  Is 
decidedly  helpful  to  the  market  oper- 
ators. 

Then,  too,  it  may  be  supposed  that  the 
trust  companies  last  year  expanded  their 
own  liabilities  on  n  scale  which  over- 
stepped conservatism,  but  w^lilch  also 
a'ded  the  oper.ators.  Will  the  next  two 
iiionths  witness  a  repetition  of  such 
stringent  money  conditions  present  ex- 
actly a  year  ago?  I  think  not.  The  In- 
terior bank  position  is  much  weaker  than 
a  year  ago,  tho  demand  for  funds  from 
our  various  business  lines  is  more  urgent, 
while  the  trust  company  inflation  will  be 
checked  by  the  reserve  law.  which  did  not 
then  oxist  ^s  one  level  headed  financial 
authortty  says:  "The  fact  that  a  mone- 
tarv  Btrlngencv  is  so  much  talked  about 
and  prepare<l  for  is  one  of  the  best  rea- 
sons for  thinking  it  will  never  come." 
JudKlng  from  the  existing  conditions, 
however  we  are  likely  to  see  a  continua- 
tion of  the  liquidation  movement  on  a 
moderate  scale,  with  occasional  r.allies, 
until  an  adiustment  of  the  money  mar- 
kets and  values  has  been  made. 

I  ogan  &  Brvan  to  Paine.  Webber  &  Co.: 
The  market  "is  closing  lower,  but  at  a 
substantial  rally  in  most  ca.ses  from  the 
low  point  of  tlie  day.  A  20  per  cent 
call  monev  rate  Is  mot  condueive  to  tho 
bull  market.  Traders  found  this  a 
stumbling  block.  an4  for  the  time  being  it 
overshadows  all  else.  General  Increases 
In  wages  by  railroad  nnd  Industrlnl  cor- 
porations is  causing  wide  comment.  It 
will  do  much  to  offset  the  growing  feel- 
ing against  corporations,  and  It  will  add 
to  the  purchasing  pov.er,  thereby  making 
for  far  more  in  tlie  prosperity  than  we 
have  yet  seen.

sections,  but  the  conductor  of  the  west- 
bound train  was  not  notified  of  this. 
When  the  first  section  had  passed,  he 
therefore  pulled  out  and  started  for 
Chicago  on  the  main  track,  and  the 
collision    followed. 

The  Immigrant  train  was  the  second 
section  of  tho  regular  express  and  the 
first  section  did  not  carry  any  signal 
to  Indicate  that  the  second  section 
was  following.  The  freight  train 
pulled  out  on  the  main  track  and  met 
the  immigrant  train  on  a  curve.  Engi- 
neers and  firemen  saved  them- 
selves by  jumping  though  the 
engineer  of  the  passenger  was 
badly  scalded  by  escaping  steam.  The 
passengers,  mainly  all  Poles,  wera 
asleep  when  the  accident  occurred  and 
many  were  killed  while  they  slept.  The 
cars  caught  fire  at  once  and  many 
were  pinned  in  the  wreckage  and  were 
unable  to  release  themselves  before  the 
flames  reached  them  and  were  con- 
sumed. Cries  of  the  dying  filled  the 
air  and  those  who  were  badly  hurt 
tried  to  save  others  but  they  were 
not  very  successful  and  the  flames 
drove  them  back. 

The  Immigrant  train  was  bound  for 
Chicago.  The  accident  was  caused  by 
the  freight  crew  falling  to  observe 
signals  on  the  flrst  section  of  the  ex- 
press train  that  another  section  was 
following.  The  immigrant  train'  caught 
fire  and  was  entirely  consumed.  There 
were  167  passengers  on  it  and  117  of 
them  have  been  accounted  for.

RAILWAY  PROBE 

Great  Northern  President 
May  be  Asked  Politi- 
cal Questions. 

St.  Paul.  Nov.  12.— (Special  to  The  Her- 
ald.)—Now  that  the  election  is  over  the 
freight  rate  hearings  are  to  be  resumed 
in  about  a  week  by  the  state  railway  and 

warehouse  commission  and  will  then  be 
pushed   to  a   finality.

Northern  Railway  company,  is  to  be  the 
feature  of  the  hearings  when  they  are 
resumed,  and  if  the  statement  of  an  of- 
ficial connected  with  the  state  depart- 
ment has  any  significance,  no  technicali- 
ties will  be  permitted  to  stand  in  his  way 
as  a  witness.

COTTON  CLOTH  DUTIES. 

Federal  Supreme  Court  Renders  Decision 
of  Moment  to  Merchants. 

Wasnington,  Nov.  12.— In  deciding  the 
case  of  the  t^nited  States  against 
George  Rlggs  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  to- 
day,   the    supreme    court    of   the    United 

States  held  that  figured  cotton  cloth 
Imported  from  foreign  countries  must 
pay  a  specific  duty  under  paragraph  315, 
of  the  Dlngley  tariff  law  in  addition  to 
the  advalorem  duty  required  to  be  paid 
under  paragraphs  30G  and  307.  The 
case  was  a  test  one  and  the  decision 
has  been  awaited  with  much  interest  by 
both  importers  and  manufacturers  all 
over  the  country.

Finn  Franei.'sco.  Nov.  12.— General  WU- 
liafM  R.  .Shafter.  commander  of  the 
l';il:"d  .'-:ral''s  f'-ruc-*  at  l.'ie  -<i.'ge  of 
Santhigo  during  the  Spanish  war.  died 
ju.«it  before  noon  today  on  the  Mc- 
Klilrick  ranch,  near  Bakerstteld.  of 
I'Ufunioni  1  II*  was  born  at  Gales- 
burg.

Says  That   No   Person 

Can  Have  Monopoly 

on  Knowledge. 


Cyrus  Northrop,  president  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota,  spoke  to  the 
pupils  of  the  Duluth  Central  high 
scnool  thU  morning. 

Principal  Smith  introduced  President 
Nortnrop  as  a  man  who  is  entitled  to 
speak  with  authority  on  all  matters 
pertaining  to  education,  as  he  is  one 
of  tile  greatest  coilego  presidents  of 
the  present  day.  President  Northrop 
spoke  as  follows: 

"My  young  friends:  From  the  num- 
ber of  speeches  tiiat  1  am  making  in 
i>uluih  you  might  be  led  to  think  that 
1  am  running  for  office.  This  is  not 
so,    howe>  er. 

•"1  am  here  this  moniing  because  of 
the  love  which  1  bear  for  your  super- 
intendent, principal,  teachers  and 
yourselves. 

"Everyone  of  you  who  has  entered 
this  high  school  may  consider  himself 
well  up  in  the  world.  And  yet,  looking 
out  at  the  beautiful  hillsides  which 
rise  above  you,  you  may  realize  that 
there  are  still  greater  heights  to  at- 
tain, and  something  to  be  seen  on  the 
other  side.  You  have  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  high  schools  in  the  world, 
with  better  equipment  and  supplies 
than  any  other  school  in  the  state. 
Vou  are  taking  advantage  of  the  great 
opportunity  which  is  offered  to  you 
to  secure  an  education.  You  are  work- 
ing  for   knowledge   and    not    money. 

"There  is  a  great  difference  between 
the  two.  There  is  not  enough  money 
to  go  around  an  dsatisfy  all.  If  one 
man  secures  a  great  amount  of  it,  an- 
other man  must  take  a  corresponding- 
ly small  share.  It  is  not  so  with 
knowledge.  You  may  all  take  as  much 
as  you  want  and  carrj'  It  away  with 
you.  but  the  r;uantity  Is  not  diminished 
in  the  least. 

""You  are  to  be  future  citizens  of 
the  state  of  Minnesota.  The  responsi- 
bility of  the  state  will  rest  on  you. 
It  Is  a  great  thing  to  have  tra.ined 
and  cultivated  minds,  it  is  a  great  thing 
to  have  a  good  education,  but  if  that 
is  all  you  are  going  to  have.  God  help 
the   riate  of   Minnesota. 

"Wo  want  men  who  will  always  do 
V.  hat  they  know  Is  right.  If  you  will 
just  determine  to  do  what  is  right,  you 
will  have  very  little  trouble  In  distin- 
•  tiisliliisr  between  the  good  and  evil. 
Yon  don't  need  any  rules  to  help  you 
in  this.  You  simply  recognize  the  dif- 
ference and  choose  the  right. 

'  i  came  here  twenty-two  years  ago. 
There  were  about  twenty  pupils  in  the 
Duluth  Ceniral  school  then.  There  are 
more  than  800  now.  The  appreciation 
of  the  value  of  an  education  is  a  great 
thing.  It  is  becoming  more  widespread 
all  the  tlmo.  The  time  was  when 
mo.si  bushiess  men  could  get  along 
with  the  help  of  uneducated  employees. 
That  day  has  pas.sed.  We  have  more 
than  TiOO  young  men  at  our  university 
training  to  be  eiigineers.  and  every  one 
<»f  them  will  be  able  to  secure  a  good 
jMisltion  after  he  has  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted his  course. 

"I  am  not  iure  to  Influence  you  to  at- 
tend our  university.  We  have  a  large 
number  there  now.  But  if  you  wish  to 
attend  come  and  see  me  about  it.  I 
sh;ill   be   glad    to    talk    to   any   of   you. 

"Go  to  whatever  c<.>Ilege  or  university 
you  de.slre  to;  secure  a  good  educa- 
tion; stand  up  always  for  that  which 
you  know  to  be  right:  and  It  shall 
be  hard  If  the  future  of  the  state  of 
Alinnesnta  Is  not  as  glorious  as  we 
could  desire.

Minneapolis,  Nov.  12. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — At  the  opening  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor's  an- 
nual meeting  a  band  of  110  pieces, 
picked  from  the  local  musicians  union 
played  the  Star  Spangled  Banner.  Rev. 
C.  P.  Magill,  pastor  of  the  Oliver  Pres- 
byterian church,  n^ade  the  opening 
prayer,  and  Alderman  A.  E.  Merrill 
welcomed  the  federation  In  behalf  of 

the  city. 

President  Gompers  was  responding 
to  the  address  when  an  outburst  of 
cheering  gave  notice  that  Governor 
Johnson  had  entered  the  hall.  Mr. 
Gompers  at  once  resigned  the  floor  to 
the  governor,  saying  that  while  It 
would  be  a  presumption  to  introduce 
a  man  of  the  national  standing  of 
Governor  Johnson,  he  considered  it  an 
honor  to  pre.sent  him.

Pall  Mall  Gazette:  That  iuferestiag 
bird,  the  hoopoe,  is  now  represented  In 
tlie  zoological  society's  menagerie. 
Compared  with  a  bird  of  paradise,  the 
hoopoe  is  a  humble  looking  creature 
In  its  red  sandy  plumage,  barred  with 
black;  but  In  its  way  It  Is  beautiful.  It 
has  a  large  curved  beak,  and  Its  head 
Is  adorned  by  a  crost  of  stiff  feathers. 
The  hoopoe  Is  well  known  In  Asia  as 
well  as  in  Europe.  There  Is  a  SpanLsh 
legend  concerning  it  which  has  been 
related  by  Kingsley. 

The  story  goes  that  once  upon  a 
tlmo  the  holy  bird  who  run  up  and 
down  on  the  Prado  at  Seville  among 
the  ladies'  pretty  feet  had  goldei» 
crowns  on  their  heads.  One  day  the 
birds  and  beasts  all  went  to  pay  hom- 
age at  the  court  of  King  Solomoi\; 
among  them,  of  course,  were  the 
hoopoes.  "\A'hen  their  turn  came  they 
made  tlielr  request,  which  was  that 
the  king  would  pray  for  them  Uiat 
their  crowns   might  be  changed. 

So  King  .Solomon  praj-^d,  and  Instead 
of  golden  crowns  they  received  crowns 
of  feathers.  Ever  since  then,  the  legend 
continues,  the  hoopoes  "live  as  merrily 
as  crickets  in  an  oven,  and  also  have 
the  honor  of  bearing  the  nam©  of  his 
Most  Catholic  Majesty  King  Solo- 
mon.'

SIX  GROUNDS 
FOR  DIVORCE 

Committee  on  Uniform 
Laws  Presents  Its  Pro- 
posed Bin. 

Philadelphia,  Nov  13.— The  national 
congress  on  uniform  divorce  laws 
held  Its  second  meeting  in  this  city 
today.  The  first  meeting  was  held 
at  Washington,  nine  months  ago,  at 
which  time  an  adjournment  was 
taken  to  permit  a  committee  to  draft 
a  bill  on  uniform  divorce  laws,  to  be 
presented  to  the  legislatures  of  all 
the  states. 

The  Idll  drawn  by  the  committee 
names  six  causes  for  which  divorces 
can  be  granted  indetlnitely — felony, 
bigamy,  desertion,  liabitual  drunken- 
nebs  and  Intolerable  cruelty.  The 
committee  recommends  that  the  vari- 
ous legislatures  be  asked  to  agree  on 
a  period  of  residence,  before  applica- 
tion may  be  made  for  divorce.  It  is 
expected  that  this.  If  adopted  by  all 
the  stales,  will  decrease  the  number 
of   migratory    divorces.

Have  Lived  in    Duluth 

Many   Years    But 

Are  Aliens. 

There  are  many  foreigners  who 
came  to  this  country  fifteen  or  twenty 
years  ago  and  who  never  became  act- 
ual citizens  of  the  United  States,  who 
di.  not  realize  that  they  are  aliens  un- 
til they  take  a  journey  outside  tlie 
boundaries  of  the  couatry. 

An  instance  of  this  was  brought  to 
the  aitentlon  of  William  H.  Dean,  im- 
migration inspector,  today  when  he 
iiad  to  Impose  the  usual  liead  tax  of  $2 
upon  t\v<i  nun  who  came  in  from  Can- 
ada, N\  ho  had  been  residents  of  Duluth 
since  1S87  and  188S.  Gus  Peterson, 
I  aged  46  year.i,  and  Oscar  Jackson,  aged 
J3i)  years,  were  the  two  nn-n  in  question. 
The  former  landed  in  New  York  in  1SS7 
i'nd  thi'  latter  in  188S,  butas  they  had 
never  tal^en  out  their  citizen  papers, 
they  cannot  re-enter  the  country  after 
an  absence  without  being  treated  as 
aliens. 

Both  had  filed  their  intentions  to  be- 
come citizens  as  far  back  of  1890.  but 
that  Is  as  far  as  either  of  them  went 
in  the  way  of  becoming  naturalized.

Washington.  Nov  13.— Some  of  the 
Cuban  generals  who  have  been  as- 
sisting the  Americans  in  tlie  effort 
to  disarm  and  send  to  their  homes 
the  insurrectionists  in  the  late  revolu- 
tionary movement,  appear  to  have 
legalized  the  crime  of  hurse  stealing 
in  the  most  ingenious  manner,  accord- 
ing to  reports  that  have  reached  the 
war   department. 

When  the  rebel  soldiers  surrendered 
their  arms,  they  were  told  that  they 
might  keep  their  horscs  until  they 
could  reach  their  homes.  Now,  tliese 
horses  liad  be<.-n  stolen  mostly,  and 
the  individual  soldier  was  told  that 
he  must  return  tho  horse  to  Its  owner 
if  the  latter  could  show  that  the 
animal  was  registered,  according  to 
the  Cuban  law.  Each  of  the  soldiers 
was  given  a  certilicate,  describing 
tho  liorse^   and   the   conditions. 

Two  facts  made  this  reclamation 
impossible  in  most  ca.ses.  In  tho 
first  place,  only  a  small  proportion 
of  the  liorses  in  Cuba  were  registered, 
So  that  no  matter  how  thoroughly  a 
farmer  could  identify  his  own  ani- 
mal in  the  possession  of  one  of  these 
rebels,  ho  could  not  obtain  possession 
for  lack  of  the  registration  certificate. 
In  the  second  place,  the  disbanded 
rebels,  before  returning  to  their 
iiomes,  took  care  to  exchange  horses, 
so  that  an  animal  stolen  in  Santiago 
would  not  be  returned  to  that  prov- 
ince, btit  would  find  a  home  in  Pinar 
De!    Rio. 

Tljls  state  of  affairs  was  made 
worse,  according  to  the  repi>rt,  by  the 
action'  of  some  Cuban  generals,  in 
issuing  certificates  in  blank;  to  the 
disb.anded  soldiers,  so  that  it  was 
possible  for  them  to  continue  indefi- 
nitely to  steal  horses,  all  that  was 
necessary  for  them  to  do  being  t<> 
pick  out  a  likely  hor.se,  make  aure 
that  it  was  not  registered,  fill  in  the 
blank  certificate  with  the  description 
of  the  animal,  and  defy  the  owner 
to  reclaim  it.  <

Homing  pigeons  have  been  put  to 
a  new  use  by  a  part}'  of  hunters,  who 
ai>  out  after  deer,  about  100  miles 
fnjm  Duluth  on  the  north  .shore. 

The  party  is  composed  of  T.  T.  Hud- 
son, City  Attorney  Bert  Fesler,  City 
Clerk  H.  W.  Cheadle.  and  several  other 
sportsmen  from  the  southern  part  of 
the    state. 

They  took  with  them  a  number  of 
homing  pigeons  belonging  to  Theodore 
Frerker,  and  they  have  been  releasing 
ono  each  day  since  their  arrival  in 
camp.  The  pigeon  carries  a  brief  mes- 
sage from  the  hunters  to  their  families, 
and  in  this  way  they  can  keep  in  com- 
n.unicatlon    with   their   friends. 

The  first  pigeon  arrived  in  the  city 
ves-terday,  bringing  word  that  all  of 
the  hunters  were  well  and  that  Mr. 
(.  hoadle  had  secured  the  first  deer  on 
Saturday. 

uwing  to  the  fact  that  they  are  locat- 

'  ed  many  miles  from  the  nearest  post- 

1  office,    and    farther    yet    from    a    tele- 

'  graph  office,  it  would  be  impossible  to 

cf.mmunlcate     with     their     families     in 

any  other  way.     The  pigeons,  however, 

can  deliver  a  message  as  rapidly  as  a 

telegram  would  be  delivered.  For  a  well 

bred    homing    pigeon.    100    miles    is    an 

1  easy    matter,    and    the   birds   can    make 

this  trip  in  two  or  three  hours.

=  Pliiies:  and  to  allay  the  anxiety  of 
the  families  of  the  sportsmen.  In  fact, 
it  is  not  unlikely  that  in  a  year  or 
two,  a  few  homing  pLgeons  will  be  look- 
ed upon  as  a  part  of  the  outfit  of  a 
w-ell    regulated     camp. 


ASKS  FOR 
DAMAGES 

Trial  of  Gust  Swanson 

Against  Missabe  Road 

is  Begun. 

Husband  Claims  Wife  Was 
Killed  Through  Com- 
pany's Negligence. 


Was  Mrs.  Gust  Swanson  killed 
through  the  negligence  of  the  railway 
company,  or  was  there  good  reason 
to  bf-lleve  that  her  death  was  due 
to  contributory  negligence? 

This  is  the  question  which  again 
confronts  a  jury  in  Judge  Cants 
room  in  the  damage  ca.se  started 
against  the  Duluth,  Missabe  &  North- 
ern Railway  company  by  Gust  Swan- 
son, administrator  of  his  wife's  es- 
tate. The  flrst  trial  of  the  case  re- 
sulted 111  a  disagreement.  Swanson 
asks  $5,000,  which  is  the  statutory 
limit   for   damages  in   case  of   death. 

According  to  the  testimony  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  Swanson,  this  morning, 
his  wife  was  riding  from  Virginia 
toward  Eveleth,  last  Christmas  night, 
in  a  sleigh,  with  Swan  Sanberg  and 
a  young  lady  with  whom  he  was 
keepijig  company.  Sanberg  claims 
that  he  was  sitting  in  the  laps  of 
the  women,  driving  the  horse.  He 
Claimed  tiiat  when  Utey  approached 
tile  road  crossing  of  the  Duluth, 
Missabe  &  Northern  llailway  com- 
pany's tracks,  none  of  the  party  no- 
ticed a  passenger  train  approaching 
Irom  the  direction  of  Virginia,  until 
ilie  rig  was  directly  on  tue  track, 
and  the  engine  was  practically  on 
ineni.  Sanberg  cdaimed  that  no  one 
of  the  three  persons  in  the  sleigh 
heard  the  whistle  or  bell,  nor  saw 
the  train,  although  he  admitted  that 
the  headlight  and  all  the  other  lights 
in    the    traui    seemed    to    be    lighted. 

Cross-examined  by  C.  O.  Baldwin, 
attorney  for  the  railway  company,  Mr. 
Sanbeig  admitted  that  he  was  not 
paying  any  attention  to  the  railroad 
when  the  rig  approached  it  and  did 
not  think  to  either  look  up  and  down 
the  track  or  listen  for  any  approach- 
ing train.  He  claimed  that  none  of 
the  three  persons  in  the  party  had 
their  ears  covered  up,  so  that  they 
could  have  heai-d  the  train  had  the  en- 
gine whistled.  Mr.  Sanberg  claimed 
that  he  did  not  know  how  far  a  train 
could  be  seen  approaching  from  a 
point  from  100  to  l-'«  feet  from  the 
/rossing. 

This  afternoon  the  railway  company 
is  getting  in  its  testimony  in  the  at- 
tempt to  show  contributary  negligence. 

In  staling  the  defense  to  the  Jury 
this  noon,  Mr.  Baldwin  claimed  that 
the  company  would  show  by  actual 
photographs  taken  two  days  after  the 
accident,  that  aJiy  person  approaching 
the  crossing  had  a  clear  view  of  the 
track  toward  Virgina  for  a  distance 
of  4.200  feet  or  about  three-fourths  of 
a  mile.  He  said  witnesses  would  be 
produced  to  show  that  the  usual  warn- 
ing signals  were  given,  the  same  care 
was  exercised  by  the  engineer  as  when 
the  train  usually  passed  the  point  of 
the  accident,  and  that  the  circum- 
stances all  seemed  to  point  to  the  fact 
that  Sanberg  was  racing  his  horse 
to  get  across  the  track  ahead  of  the 
engine,  when  the  accident  occurred. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  first  glimpse 
the  engineer  had  of  the  rig  was  when 
the  horse  and  sleigh  with  one  occu- 
pant, Mrs.  Swanson,  shot  in  his  range 
of  view  ahead  of  the  engine  as  the 
train  reached  the  crossing.  It  Is 
claimed  that  testimony  will  be  intro- 
duced to  .show  that  Sanberg  and  the 
young  lady  accompanying  him  jumped 
from  the  sleigh  a  number  of  feet  back 
from  the  track. 

Photographs  were  Introduced  in  evi- 
dence this  morning  tending  to  show- 
that  there  are  no  trees  or  undergrowth 
for  over  100  feet  back  from  the  track 
so  that  the  view  of  the  railroad  track 
Is  unimpeded.

Judge  Engerud  made  the  announcement 
thet  in  the  eyent  of  the  election  of  Judge 
Knauf  he  would,  resign  from  the  bench. 
Two  weeks  later  Knauf  was  appointed  to 
the  bench  by  Governor  Sarles  to  succeed 
Judge  N.  C.  Young,  who  resigned  to  enter 
practice  at  Vnxgo.  Judge  Kngerud  kept 
Ills  word,  and  when  the  first  term  of  the 
supreme  Ijtiich  was  convened  at  Grand 
Forks,  Judge  Engerud  failed  to  appear, 
and  made  a  stutemeiit  in  which  ho  ga\'o 
his  reasons  for  not  doing  so.  These  rea- 
sons did  not  reflect  creditably  on  Judge 
Knauf  as  a  jurist,  and  this,  oeeurriiig 
just  at  the  opening  of  the  campaign,  was 
given  the  widest  publicity.  Judge  Engirud 
was  attacked  on  one  side  for  trying  to 
inlluenee  the  voters  again.st  Judge  Ktiauf, 
and  on  the  other  side  he  was  commended 
for  an  action  tii.at  could  be  construed  into 
no  other  form  tlian  that  of  favoring  a 
non-partisan  bench. 

The  election  resulted  in  Judge  Knaufs 
defeat  by  a  large  majority,  and  naturally 
it  was  e.vpected  that  Judge  Engerud,  who 
had  made  the  flght  for  Judge  Fisk,  would 
be  the  first  to  welcotiie  him  to  the  bench, 
whicli  he  no  doubt  will.  Right  on  top  of 
all  the  fi.ght.  however,  comes  the  an- 
nouncement from  a  source  that  la  abso- 
lutely reliable  that  Judge  Engerud  has 
decided  to  retire  from  the  bench. 

The  retirement  of  Judge  Engerud  will 
give  Governor-elect  Buike  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  successor,  and  while  thi  re  are 
many  candidates,  it  is  expected  that  the 
appointment  of  the  new  governor  will  be 
approved. 

Friends  of  Judge  Fisk  are  of  the  opinion 
that  lie  will  not  qualify  until  after  the 
first  of  the  year,  in  order  to  give  Gover- 
nor-elect Burke  a  chance  to  appoint  his 
successor  in  this  district.  There  is  little 
question  but  B.  G.  Skulason  will  receive 
the  endorsi'inent  of  the  district  bar  as.so- 
ciation.  and  in  that  event  Mr.  Burke  will 
see  Ills  way  very  clear  to  appoint  him. 
Mr.  Skula.sion  was  chairman  on  the  com- 
mittee having  In  charge  Judge  Fisk's 
campaign.  He  is  a  Republican,  a  young 
man,  and  his  appointment  would  but 
carry  out  the  campaign  crv  of  a  non-par- 
tisan judiciary,  wiiieli  helped  immensely 
In   the  election  of  Judge   Fisk.

Brier,  traveling  freight  agent  of  the 
Great  Northern,  with  Ijonie  and  head- 
quarters in  Duluth,  to  make  the  remark- 
able  discovery    that   It    is    the    man    with 

the  gaily  colored  njackinaw  who  shoots 
the  must  game. 

The  red  acts  on  the  deer's  curiosity 
in  the  same  manner  that  a  piece  of  col- 
oied  bunting  on  a  stick  attracts  and 
holds  the  attention  ot  antelope  on  tiie 
Western  plains,  according  to  Mr.  Brier, 
who  returned  last  niglit  from  a  trip  up 
the  Dulutli  &  Irop  KaiiKe,  bringing  wim 
hiju  a  large  bucK  wnose  admiration  for 
a  ttaming  red  coat  worn  by  the  nUlroad 
man    resulted   in   his    untimely    Ueath. 

"Mrs.  Brier  used  to  in.sist  that  1  wear 
a  coat  of  this  de-scription,"  lie  said  tliiS 
nmrning,  'being  afraid  lUal  1  would  be 
mistaken  for  a  deer  and  shot  if  1  donned 
ordinary  attire  before  going  into  the 
woods.  To  satisfy  lier  it  original- 
ly was  my  custom  to  start  from 
liome  with  such  a  garment  adorning  my 
person,  but  as  soon  as  I  got  in  liie  woods 
1  generally  hid  it  under  a  pile  of  brush, 
and  braved  the  dangers  of  ilie  forest  in 
ordinary  clotlies.  But  the  hunters  are 
so  numerous  lliis  fall  that  1  thought  it 
tlie  better  part  of  viUor  to  put  the  gar- 
ment into  active  service  while  after  deer, 
and  since  arriving  at  iliai  conclusion  1 
have  been  glad  tliat  1  did  so,  lor  1  prob- 
ably would  not  have  been  successlul  in 
my  hunt  had  it  not  buen  for  the  coal. 
In  future  1  shall  w»fur  It  when  after  deer. 

"It  happened  this  way:  A  friend  and 
myself  started  out  from  cump  Sunday 
morning,  and  both  of  us  had  our  scarlet 
plumage  much  in  evidence.  In  the  course 
of  a  lew  hours'  hunting  we  jumped  a 
buck  and  doe.  We  shot  two  or  three 
times  as  we  caught  glimpses  of  the  ani- 
mals going  througli  the  biush,  but  after 
thi.s  fusilade  the  tlue,  on  reaching  a  little 
opening  and  ca^tching  sight  of  tiie  red 
coats,  stopped  a  moment  to  look  at 
them,  probably  to  decide  whether  that 
particular  Bhade  of  Ved  would  Ihj  becom- 
ing to  lier  complex:<4i.  The  pause  was 
fatal,  for  a  well-ainid  bullet  from  my 
friend's  trusty  rillc  tjrouglu  her  po  the 
gxo'jnd. 

"Then  it  was  up  to  me  to-g«l  the  buck. 
We  dressed  the  animal  shot,  and  started 
In  the  direction  taken  by  ills  majesty. 
We  got  pretty  close  to  him,  and  pretty 
soon  he  started  oft  at  a  nineiy-mlle  gait. 
I  got  in  a  few  shots,  and  then  the  buck's 
eye  caut,'ht  a  glint  of  red  and  he  stopped 
and  rubbered  at  me.  I  wasn  t  in  a  very 
good  position  and  scored  another  miss, 
but  came  so  clote  that  his  buckshlp  took 
I  himself  to  safer  ciuariers  without  entirely 
quenching  his  thirst  for  knowledge  con- 
cerning the  latest  fashions  in  wearing 
apparel  in  the  metropolitan  centers  of  the 
great  Northwest,  as  was  evidenced  by  his 
actions  later  on. 

"I  surmised  that  he  would  take  a  cer- 
tain direction  from  the  place  where  we 
started  him  the  second  time,  and  there- 
fore took  It  upon  myself  to  get  ahead  of 
him.  leaving  my  lucky  friend  to  follow 
the  trail.  By  taking  a  short  cut  I 
thought  1  reached  a  spot  wliere  he  was 
likely  to  piiss  and  took  up  my  position 
on  a  stump,  where  1  had  a  coinnianding 
view  of  the  surrounding  country.

REICHSTAG  IN 
SESSION  AGAIN 

Von   Buelow   Fails   to 

Make  His  Expected 

Speech. 

Berlin,  Nov.  13.— The  Reichstag  re- 
assembled today  with  crowded  galler- 
ies in  expectation  of  a  speech  from 
Chancellor  Von  Buelow,  who  It  had 
been  widely  rumored  would  take  the 
first  opportunity  to  discuss  foreign 
affairs.  He  did  not  do  so,  however, 
but  probably  he  will  address  the  house 
tomorrow,  as  Herr  Ba.«serman.  na- 
tional Liberal,  intends  to  Interpolate 
the   government   on   Us   foreign   policy. 

Von  Buelow  and  his  a.ssociated  min- 
isters will  have  to  meet  several  serious 
questions,  among  them  the  extraordi- 
nary ri.se  in  the  price  of  meat,  the  co- 
lonial administration  and  the  unrest  in 
Poland  on  account  of  the  school  strike, 
which,  although  a  Prussian  Internal 
problem.  Is  likely  to  be  the  subject  of 
a  debate  in  the  Reichstag,  as  sixteen 
seats  are  filled  with  aggressive  Polish 
nationalists. 

ENFORCE  EiGHT-HOUR  LAW. 

Federal  Attorneys  Given  Fresh  Instruc- 
tions by  Their  Chief. 

Washington,  Nov.  13.-Attorney  General 
Moodv  today  issued  a  circular  letter  of 
instructions  to  I'nited  States  attorneys 
regarding  prosecutions  for  violations  of 
the  eight-hour  law,  in  which  he  says  the 
government  is  determined  upon  a  strict 
enforc<inent  of  this  statute  as  relating 
to  public  works  of  the  United  StatetJ. 
In  the  last  ten  weeks  as  many  as  300 
alleged  violations   have  been   reported.

the  formation  of  a  state  organiza- 
tion. 

"For  a  number  of  years  the  im- 
perial council  has  been  endeavoring 
to  induce  the  .subordinate  councils  in 
Minnesota  to  make  application  for  a 
charier  for  a  grand  council,"  said 
John  Christie,  vice  imperial  Good 
Samaritan,  this  morning.  "This  ac- 
tion has  been  oppo.^^ed  by  a  number 
of  the  councils,  and  particularly  by 
the  council  in  West  Duluth.  Real- 
izing the  importance  of  the  organiza- 
ticin  of  the  state  body,  the  imperial 
council  at  its  annual  meeting  last 
June  amended  the  constitution  so 
that  the  organization  could  be  made 
upon  the  application  of  twenty  coun- 
cils, and  upon  the  failure  of  twenty 
councils  to  make  .such  appli*  ation, 
then  the  imperial  council  could  es- 
tabli.sh  the  state  body  as  soon  as  the 
number  of  councils  in  the  state  had 
reached  thirty,  with  a  membership  of 
not  less  than  3,000. 

"As  the  councils  failed  to  make  any 
application  for  a  charter,  the  imper- 
ial council,  a  few  months  ago,  took 
the  necessary  steps  to  effect  the  or- 
ganization, without  any  action  on  the 
part  of  the  subordinate  councils.  As 
the  imperial  council  has  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  manifested  a  desire  to 
have  the  grand  council  formed,  the 
statement  in  the  morning  paper  that 
this  action  was  taken  as  a  result  <>f 
the  protest  of  G.  J.  Mallory  and  M. 
Jacoby,  is  entirely  contrary  to  the 
facts,  as  these  two  gt-ntlem<  n  have 
been  persistently  endeavoring  to  pre- 
vent the  formation  of  tiie  state  or- 
ganization." 

It  is  expected  that  the  meeting  to- 
morrow will  be  addressed  by  Gover- 
nor John  A.  Johnson  and  Mayor 
Smith  of  St.  Paul.  The  order  was 
started  In  Duluth.  and  has  more 
members  here  than  anywhere  else. 
Consequently  there  will  be  more  dele- 
gates from  Duluth  than  eLsewhere. 
Branch  lodges  have  been  established 
in  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis,  St.  Cloud, 
Mankato,  Wabasha.  Princeton.  Two 
Harbors.  Aitkin,  Highwood,  Zumbrota, 
and  Staples,  all  of  which  will  be 
represented   at   the   St.    Paul   meeting. 

The  Modern  Samaritans  is  a  fra- 
ternal and  assessment  order  instituted 
in  1S97  in  this  city.  There  are  three 
lodges  in  Duluth  proper.  Alpha,  No.  1, 
Beta,  No.  2.  and  West  Duluth,  No.  4. 
There  are  about  7.500  members  in  the 
state,  and  in  North  Dakota,  Wisconsin 
and  Michigan  there  are  about  2,000 
more.

Policemen  and  Firemen 

Will  Get  Extra  $5 

Per  Month. 


First  Victory  For   Half 

Fares  Won  on  ParR

Firemen  and  policemen  were  given  a 
sub.stantial  raise  in  pay,  under  a  reso- 
lution passed  by  the  council  last  evening. 

The  new  schedule  was  prepared  by  the 
finance  committee  comj-osed  of  Aldermen 
Haven,  Getchell  and  McKwen,  and  it  was 
found  possible  to  grant  the  raise  with  the 
funds  available. 

Tlio  aldermen  felt  that  the  efficiency  of 
the  departments  wa.s  lnlng  impaired  by 
the  low  salaries  paid.  It  is  impossible  to 
keep  the  eligible  list  full,  and  men  are 
constantly  resigning  from  the  depart- 
n-t  nts  because  ol  the  low  wages  and  the 
long    hours. 

The  raise  amounts  to  $r.  per  month  for 
the  regular  men,  but  it  will  not  take  ef- 
feoL   until   after  July   1. 

In  the  police  d.,>artment,  under  the  new 
schedule,  the  salaries  will  be  as  follows: 
Chief,  $2,20(1;  captain,,  |1,32.);  lieutenants 
and  detectives.  %'Sii  p^r  month;  srrgeants, 
$♦5  per  month;  first  clu.s.s  patrolmen,  J^SO 
per  month;  second  clas.s  patrolmen,  J75 
per  month;  third  class  patrolmen,  $70  per 
month. 

Thf  firemen  are  given  the  same  raise, 
to  take  effect   at  the  same   time. 

Alderman  Lyle  maintained  that  the 
ra1s<;  was  too  small  and  that  It  should  be 
made  greater,  if  possible,  and  maile  to 
take  effect  at  once. 

"It  is  only  a  rai.se  of  7  cents  a  day," 
h5  said,"  and  each  promotion  should  be 
voith   an   extra  $10  a  month." 

It  was  pointed  out  by  the  finance  com- 
mit ur,  however,  that  the  raise  granted 
was  as  large  as  the  funds  could  stand, 
and  In  order  to  save  the  other  aldermen 
from  being  forced  to  vote  asain.st  a 
meusiure  which  they  favored,  Alderman 
I.yU  withdrew  his  itraendment  at  .Alder- 
man Moore's  request,  and  the  schedule 
adt'i'ted   by   the  committee    was   endorsd.

The  first  victory  for  the  half  fare  move- 
ment for  school  children  has  been  won. 

The  Interstate  Traction  comp.iny,  oc- 
cording  to  the  statement  of  Alderman 
Lyle  last  evening,  has  consented  to  put 
in  service  a  special  car  for  school  chil- 
dren. The  car  will  run  In  the  morning, 
at  noon,  and  In  the  evening,  and  will  carry 
children  for  one  half  the  regular  fare. 
The  car  will  go  Into  service  on  Nov.  15, 
and  Park  Point  children  who  are  com- 
pelled to  ride  to  school  will  hereafter  be 
charged  but  2Vi  cents  In  place  of  6  cents. 

The  council  also  voted  last  evt-ning,  to 
send  the  committee  composed  of  Alder- 
men Lyle.  Getchell  and  Staples,  Mayor 
Cullum  and  Bishop  McGolrick,  to  St.  Paul 
to  meet  with  the  committees  from  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis.  The  trip  will  be 
made  some  time  within  the  coming  week.

The  report  of  the  special  auditor,  Will- 
iam  Fr.ank,  was  submitted  last  evening. 

He  was  appointed  by  the  coimcll  to 
make  the  annual  audit  of  the  city's  books, 
and    has   Just    completed    the   work. 

In  his  report  to  the  council  he  discussed 
In  detail  some  minor  errors  iu  book- 
keeping which  he  hafl  discovered,  but 
the  errors  were  purely  technical  ones 
and  did  not  affect  the  accuracy  of  the 
accounts  as  a  whole.  Following  are  some 
extracts  froni   the   report: 

"I  have  carefully  gone  over  the  bills 
and  receipts  of  cich  of  the  departments 
and  have  checked  them  against  their 
books  and  against  the  books  of  the  comp- 
troller. For  the  sake  of  brevity  and  sim- 
plicity, I  refer  your,  honorable  body  to 
the  annual  report  of  each  department. 
I  shall  set  forth  under  the  head  of  each 
dep.irtment  any  error  that  may  exist  In 
their  books  or  annual  reports. 

"The  comptroller's  department  has  kept 
the  accounts  of  the  various  funds  cor- 
rectly, barring  a  few  entries  in  which 
some  accounts  werp  charged  to  the 
wrong  fund,  but  they  were  subsequently 
corrected   by    cross  entries. 

"The  comptroller's  system  of  book- 
keeping is  very  good,  and  he  Is  studiously 
endeavoring  at  all  times  to  Improve  the 
samp  wherever  It   Is  necessary. 

"In  the  treasurer's  department  I  found 
nn  excellent  system  of  bookkeeping.  Ac- 
counts are  accurately  kept  and  no  errors 
were  found.  The  treasurer's  report  for 
1905  is  a  true  copy  of  the  condition  of  the 
funds  as  shown  In  his  books. 

"The  city  clerk's  accounts  are  correct- 
ly kept  and  they  agree  with  the  comptrol- 
ler's  and    treasurer's   accounts."

Alderman  I.,yle  submitted  a  resolution 
that  a  waiting  room  be  provided  for  the 
residents  of  Park  Point,  at  the  ferry 
bridse.  He  stated  that  the  street  car 
company  would  pay  one-half  of  the  cost 
of  such  a  waiting  room,  and  his  motion 
that  the  city  pay  the  other  half  was 
carried.

EARLY  REPORT 
WILL  BE  MADE 

On  Rivers  and  Harbors 

Bill  at  the  Coming 

Session. 

Wa.shlngton.  Nov.  13.  —  Chairman 
Burton  of  the  committee  on  rivers  and 
harbors  of  the  house,  has  called  a 
special  meeting  of  his  committee  for 
Nov.  29,  in  order  to  get  an  early  start 
in  the  preparation  of  a  bill  that  will 
carry  between  $50,000,000  and  $60,- 
000,000.  Heretofore  the  river  and 
harbor  bill  has  been  kept  back  until 
the  end  of  the  session  and  kicked  from 
pillar  to  post.  It  is  intended  to  change 
this  program  and  report  the  bill  early 
and  make  a  hard  fight  for  all  its  pro- 
visions. 

Among  the  most  important  improve- 
ments that  will  be  authorized  will  be 
those  for  inspecting  the  connecting 
channels  of  the  great  lakes.  A  new- 
lock  is  to  be  built  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
and  the  channel  i<\.  Detroit  is  to  be 
deepened.  In  all  the.se  improvements 
the  committee  will  follow  the  recom- 
inendations  of  the  army  engineering 
corps. 

The  importance  of  the  waterways  of 
the  country  is  being  recognized  more 
now  than  for  many  years.  A  river  im- 
provement convention  was  held  in 
Washington  la.st  spring,  which  was 
largely  attended  by  delegates  from  all 
parts  of  the  country. 

Repre.sentative  Lorlmer,  who  is  one 
of  the  leading  niembers  of  tae  house 
committee,  will  make  a  hard  fight  for 
the  deep  waterway  from  the  lakes  to 
the  gulf,  and  will  hav.»  the  support  of 
the  delegations  from  at  least  twenty- 
two  states,  "who  will  be  directly  bene- 
fited by  the  improvement.  i'he  St. 
Louis  convention  will  give  this  project 
a  big  impetus,  and  as  a  result  Mr. 
Lorlmer  expects  to  bring  sufficient 
pressure  to  bear  to  get  an  appropri- 
ation to  start  the  work. 


CHURCH  CONTRACT. 
Virginia,  Minn.,  Nov.  13. — James 
Simpson  has  been  awarded  the  con- 
tract for  the  erection  of  a  new  church 
for  the  Methodist  congregation.  It 
will  occupy  the  site  the  old  one  did, 
at  the  corner  of  Cleveland  avenut 
and  Spruce  street,  and  will  be  built  on 
the  old  foundation.  The  contract  price 
is  In  the  neighborhood  of  $8,700.  This 
Is  exclusive  of  foundation,  plumbing, 
wiring  and  heating,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  total  cost  of  the  building  will 
exceed  $10,000.

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DEATH  TRAP  COACHES. 

Yesterday  an  '  iiuinigrant  tram"  un  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  raiircad  had  a  collision  with  a  freight  train  in  In- 
diana. The  six  passenger  coaches  of  the  "immigrant 
train"  vsltc  smashed  into  kindling  wood,  and  as  they 
immediately  burst  into  flames,  the  results  were  horrible. 
Out  of  165  passengers  on  the  train  forty-seven  were 
either  killed  outright  by  tlic  collision  or  burned  to 
death  and  thirty-ciKlit  were  seriously  injured,  so  seri- 
ously that  many  of  tliem  will  die.  More  than  half  of 
the  pvi-Tseagcrs,  therefore,  were  either  killed  or  badly 
hurt. 

\Vc  are  informed  by  the  news  reports  of  the  accident 
that  it  was  due  to  the  "blunder  of  some  employe  of  the 
railroad  com-pany.'" 

That  is  to  say,  somebody  made  a  mistake  in  i>suing 
or  receiving  orders,  and  this  was  the  detail  that  resulted 
in  the  .collision. 

But  the  real  blame  for  this  horrible  outcome  must 
be  placed  higher  u\k  No  employe  can  be  saddled  with 
that.  The  fault  is  that  of  the  railroad  company  itself, 
and  it  is  a  fault  of  which  many  other  railroad  companies 
are  guilty,  though  perhaps  they  have  been  more  fortu- 
nate in   iL^ults. 

Wluit  kind  of  cars  were  those  that  a  collision  would 
"flmash  into  kindling  wood?"  They  must  have  been 
frail,  "Id  wooden  coaches,  which  had  outlived  their  use- 
fulness in  the  regular  passenger  irafTic.  and  were  there- 
fore deemed  -good  enough  to  make  up  an  "immigrant 
train."  Several  of  the  freight  cars  in  the  other  train 
were  also  smashed,  though  the  report  does  not  say  how 
many.  It  would  appear,  however,  that  the  freight  cars 
were  sUonger  than  the  death  traps  that  composed  the 
immigrant  train,  for  while  only  "several  cars"  of  the 
freiglit  train  were  wrecked,  the  entire  immigrant  train 
was  "smashed  into  kindling  wood." 

It  "light  to  be  a  crime,  severely  punished  by  law,  f'jr 
any  railroad  to  carry  passengers  in  such  coaches. 

Til  ere  are  plenty  of  coaches  made  nowadays  that 
are  almost  immune  to  injury  in  collision.  They  are 
made  <>\  .-vieel,  and  though  a  collision  would  shake  them 
up  anii  M-ratch  the  paint  off,  they  could  not  be  "smashed 
Into  kindling  wood." 

Cars  that  can  be  smashed  into  kindling  wood  in  a 
collision  must  be  made  of  kindling  wood  in  the  first 
place.  There  is  no  excuse  for  running  such  coaches  on 
any  railroad  in  this  eountry,  and  their  use  should  not  be 
permitted. 

People  that  can  atTor.d  to  pay  extra  fares  ride  in  the 
itrong  steel  cars  that  arc   almost  impervious  to  injury. 

Immigrants  and  poor  people  that  are  in  luck  to  be 
able  to  find  the  plain,  ordinary  fare,  have  to  ride  in 
death  traps. 

The  railroads  must  be  made  to  realize  that  a  man 
is  a  nian,  whether  he  wears  fustian  or  broadcloth,  and 
that  in  the  eye  of  God  and  justice  one  human  life  is  as 
valuable  as  another. 

The  fact  that  the  Baltimore  &  Oliio  railroad  parked 
men,  women  and  children  into  cars  that  were  evidently 
about  as  solid  as  ilrygoods  boxes  ought  to  make  it 
liable  at  law  for  the  death  of  every  victim  of  yesterday's 
horror.  And  if  it  is  held  for  damages,  it  may  find  that 
it  would  have  been  more  ecoiiomi'-al  in  the  lonij  run 
If  it  had  put  its  money  into  cars  fit  for  human  beings 
to  ride  in.

James  J.  Hiil  says  that  there  is  no  more  reason  why 
this  country  should  dread  Canada  in  unprotected  busi- 
ness competition  than  there  is  why  North  Dakota  should 
fear  Pennsylvania,  and  no  more  reason  why  Canada 
and  the  United  States  should  be  separated  by  a  tariff 
wall  than  lliere  i-.  why  one  state  should  be  separated 
from  an-'tli.  r  '..    ^irli  a  partition.

Canada  has  coal  that  we  could  use  in  our  business, 
but  we  can't  get  it  because  of  the  tariff.  Our  coal  is 
closely  held,  and  prices  are  arbitrarily  fixed  without 
reference  t*  the  value  of  the  prothict.  American  coal 
can  he  bought  across  the  line  cheaper  than  it  can  in 
this  country.  If  there  were  no  tariff  on  coal,  Canada 
could  ship  her  coal  to  this  country  and  compete  with 
the  American  coal  trust,  to  the  great  relief  of  consumers. 

To  use  another  example,  Canada  has  pulpwood  and 
lumber,  and  the  tariff  we  have  imposed  to  shut  them 
out  is  simi)ly  an  implement  that  brings  about  our  own 
undoincj.  Our  lumber  and  our  pulpwood  arc  closely 
held,  and  the  prico  we  pay  for  them  are  enormous. 

As  Mr.  Hill  said  in  his  Chicago  speech  Saturday 
night,  "if  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  absolute  free  trade, 
the  least  that  it  demands  is  ample  reciprocity.  There 
cannot  he  a  beginning  until  we  have  fixed  in  our  minds 
the  desirability  of  free  interchange  of  natural  products 
and  raw  materials,  giving  to  the  New  England  manu- 
facturer his  fuel  and  to  the  farmer  of  the  western  plain 
his  lun-ber.  and  to  the  makers  of  books  and  newspapers 
everywhere  their  print  paper  free  from  the  exactions 
that  a  needless  tariff  now  permits  monopoly  to  impose." 

Can  anybody  figure  out  a  reason  why  this  country, 
iquirming  under  the  exactions  of  the  coal  trust,  the  lum- 
ber trust  and  the  paper  trust,  should  voluntarily  keep 
tip  tariff  schedules  that  prohibit  relief  from  nearby  sup- 
plies of  coal,  lumber  and  pulpwood  in  Canada? 

VVe  have  no  competition  at  home  because  these 
neces.iities  are  held  by  monopolies  that  charge  us  as 
much  as  they  think  we  can  possibly  stand. 

We  have  no  competition  from  abroad  because  the 
tariff   slnits   it   out.

IMPROVING   WATERWAYS. 

In  the  call  lo.-  the  meeting  of  the  National  Rivers 
and  Harbors  Congress,  which  will  meet  in  Washington 
Dec.  6  and  7,  there  are  some  pertinent  facts  and  figures 
about  waterways,  tending  to  show  that  though  the  sums 
devoted  to  their  improvement  by  this  country  look  large 
enough  by  themselves,  when  compared  with  what  other 
countries  have  done  our  figures  appear  rather  niggardly. 

It  is  shown  that  we  have  in  this  country,  excluding 
the  seaboard  of  course,  43,799  miles  of  navigable  water- 
ways. Since  i8io  we  have  appropriated  and  spent  $470,- 
000,000  for  their  improvement. 

Yet  Holland,  with  only  2,000  miles  of  waterways,  has 
spent  $1,500,000,000.  or  more  than  three  times  the  amount 
the  United  States  Uas  scattered  over  twenty  times  as 
many  miles  of  waterways. 

France,  with  only  4,000  miles  of  navigable  waterways, 
has  spent  $1,120,000,000. 

Belgium,  with  i,2jo  miles,  has  spent  $80,000,000  since 

1875- 

Hamburg    has    put    $75,000,000    on    her    own    harbor 

alone;  Liverpool's  harbor  has  cost  $200,000,000;  New- 
castle's harbor  has  taken  $27,000,000;  Marseilles  has 
spent  $24,000,000  on  her  harbor;  Havre  has  spent  .$35,- 
000.000,  and  Rotterdam's  harbor  has  cost  $9,000,000. 

Of  course  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  these  coun- 
tries have  been  in  business  much  longer  than  the  United 
States,  and  that  that  accounts  in  part  for  their  greater 
expenditures.  Still,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this 
country  has  not  done  its  duty  toward  its  waterways, 
and  that  there  is  room  for  the  expenditure  of  vast  sums 
in  addition. 

Another  important  fact  to  be  noted  in  this  connec- 
tion is  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  money  this 
country  has  spent  was  wasted.  The  rivers  and  harbors 
bill  is  a  "pork  barrel,"  into  which  congressmen  are  per- 
mitted to  dip  once  in  a  while  in  order  to  make  them 
solid  in  their  own  districts.  This  distribution  of  the 
funds  available  for  such  work  has  resulted  in  the  lavish 
expenditure  of  money  on  projects  that  nobody  ever  sus- 
pected would  amount  to  anything,  while  real  water- 
ways like  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Mississippi  river 
have   suffered   from   lack   of   attention. 

There  is  probably  not  so  much  of  this  now  as  there 
used  to  be,  but  there  must  always  be  some  of  it  so  long

ing.    Six  passc-nger  coaches  and    three 
freight   cars   were  hurled,   with   the  lo-  | 
comotlves,    over   an   embankment.    Fire  ^ 
followed    at    once^    and    forty-seven"  of 
the  people,   pinned   in   the   wreck,   were 
burned    in    plain    sight    of    the    survlv-  I 
ors     and     farmers,     who     gath.ered     In  j 
nunilx^rs.  | 

Many   of   the   victims   were   Russsian  i 
Jews    and    Poles,    whose    passages    had  ' 
betJn    paid    by    refugees,     who    fled    to  > 
America    to    escape    massacres.      These 
refugees    made    most    pathetic    scenes 
about    the    depot    her«,     while    several 
became   sK>   excited   that   they   attempt- 
ed    to    attack    depot    attaches,     whose 
uniforms    led    them    to      believe      they 
were    employed    by    the    Baltimore    & 
Ohio    road. 

Among    the    wounded    brought    here 
was   Mrs.   Anna  Chyza,   who  had  come 
from     Warsaw    to    meet    her    husband,  \ 
who    has    been    working    here    for    six  i 
montlis.

Mankato.  Minn.,  Nov.  13. — Driven 
insane  from  llie  fear  that  the  result  of 
the  recent  election  would  bring  about 
the  ruin  of  the  nation,  Martin  N. 
Thorslad,  a  farmer  of  Butternut  Val- 
ley township,  was  examined  before  a 
commission  in  llie  probate  court 
yesterday  afternoon  and  committed  to 
the  asylum  at  St.  Peter. 

Few  speeches  during  the  campaign 
were  mortearnest  tir  impassioned  than 
that  delivered  by  Thorstad  during  the 
progress  of  his  examination  in  court. 
Striking  a  dramatic  attitude,  with 
rare  eloquence  he  deplored  the  election 
results.  Later  he  gave  further  evi- 
dence of  being  mentally  unsound  by 
picturing  the  enthusiasm  shown  at  a 
rousing  meeting  on  the  Fourth  of  July, 
when  he  made  a  groat  speech  nominat- 
ing James  Thompson  McCleary  for  re- 
election to  congress  from  this  district. 
After  relating  the  story  of  his  nom- 
inee's defeat,  he  touk  up  the  Mc- 
Cleary slogan  of  '•Hammond,  Hunger 
and  Hard  Times,"  and  made  the  court- 
room ring  with  his  prophecy  that  '•the 
greatest  nation  of  the  world  is  going 
to    the    dogs." 

Thorstad  is  a  farmer  of  moderate 
means,  living  in  an  obscure  part  of 
the  county.  He  was  violent  at  different 
times  during  the  day  and  was  handled 
by  the  officers  with  great  difficulty.

New  York,  Nov.  13.— The  untalented 
woman  when  she  faces  the  problem  of 
bread  winning  is  perhaps  the  most  de- 
serving of  sympathy  of  any  of  her  sex. 
One  who  found  a  field  calls  herself 
"emergency  woman"  and  gives  it  as  her 
experience  that  there  Is  plenty  of  op- 
portuntiy    for    other    women    to    follow 

in  her  footsteps.    She  admits,  however, 
that  the  preliminary  years  of  drumming 

up  custom  were  not  so  easy  that  one 
cares  to  dwell  upon  them,  says  the  Sun. 
The  emergency  woman  fills  in  any 
gap  in  the  domestic  fabric  at  a  mom- 
ent's notice.  While  she  has  no  one 
great  talent  she  has  a  smattering  of 
many,  and  it  Is  by  making  a  patch- 
work of  them,  which  lias  been  careful- 
ly fitted  to  the  pattern  of  life,  that  she 
has  been  able  to  manufacture  a  cover 
for    the   very    coldest    weather. 

Her  telephone  bell  is  constantly 
ringing  and  the  belt  of  inquiries  ex- 
tendi from  Harlem  down  town  to  the 
area  of  business  and  professional  of- 
fices, where  women  find  it  necessary 
to  depend  on  another  to  help  them 
out. 

She  IE  called  upon  to  do  all  sorts 
and  kinds  of  work,  and  has  discovered 
that  every  sort  and  kind  of  informa- 
tion that  she  has  ever  gained  can  be 
put  to  practical  use.  Tho  trouble  with 
the  woman  who  Is  obliged  to  become  a 
wage  earner  is  that  she  Is  discouraged 
at  the  outset  because  she  cannot  do 
I  one  thing  so  well  that  she  is  In  instant 
i  demand. 

The  emergency  woman  when  the  re- 
porter saw  her  was  putting  up  fruit 
cake  and  plum  puddings  for  a  long  list 
of  customers. 

"I  used  to  do  do  this  in  my  married 
days  as  a  joke;  now  I  find  that  I  can 
turn  a  pretty  penny  by  it.  Of  cour.se, 
1  could  not  depend  on  this  for  my 
support,  but  It  is  a  fraction  and  it 
doesn't  take  so  many  fractions  to  make 
a  unit,  if  they  are  only  important 
enough    to   begin    with. 

"Housewives  know  the  value  of  the 
cake  and  pudding  that  are  prepared  in 
the  fall  for  Christmas  table.  There 
is  as  much  difference  as  there  is  in  the 
vintage  of  a  wine  that  Is  recently  bot- 
tled, and  one  that  has  the  boucjuet  of 
age." 

During  the  summer  while  her  custom- 
ers were  out  of  the  city  the  emergency 
woman     took    advantage    of    the    cool 
days   to   put   up   a   largt^  stock    of  pre- 
!  serves,    brandied   peaches,    marmalades 
j  and    jams.      Some   of    these   she   makes 
r  every    year    to    fill    up    the    shelves    of 
I  housekeeping  patrons,  a  great  many  fill 
new  orders  from   bachelor   women   and 
I  young    couples    who    do    light    house- 
^||J^,^'"fi  j  keeping,  and  she  even  has  a  few  bache- 
can  j  jQ^g  ^^.jjQ  have  breakfast  in  their  rooms 
and  like  to  have  a  shelf  of  sweet  things. 

Willie  you  might  think  that  trade 
would  lag  in  the  hot,  weather,  the 
contrary  has  been  the  case,  and  she 
has  been  kept  hard  at  work.  Her 
mail  is  a  large  one,  consisting  of 
requests  from  out  of  town  folk  to 
send  some  forgotten  article  left  in 
the  flurry  of  departure,  to  do  some 
shopping,  to  purchase  bridge  whist 
prizes,  or  to  take  advantage  of  some 
bargain    noted    in    the    Sunday    papers. 

"Just  to  give  you  an  example,"  she 
says  between  hurried  steps  from  pan- 
try to  visitor,  •'one  of  my  ladies  tele- 
grapiied  me  to  get  her  some  arrack 
punch  for  a  5  o'clock  tea  she  was 
going  to  have,  and  the  very  same 
mail  I  got  a  hurry  call  to  meet  a 
pet   dog. 

She  is  called  upon  often  to  open 
and  air  apartments  before  the  home- 
coming, to  find  maids  and  have  them 
ready — the  most  herculean  labor  of 
all— and  in  lieu  of  that  to  do  such 
work  In  the  apartment  .as  may  ren- 
der  it    habitable. 

In  her  spare  moments  the  emer- 
gency woman  has  perfected  herself 
in  the  triple  need  of  modern  days, 
manicuring,  facial  massage  and 
shampooing.  She  does  not  care  to 
make  her  money  in  this  way  if  bet- 
ter opportunities  offer,  but  she  can 
fill  in   unemployed  hours. 

In  the  neighborhood  of  private 
schools  she  can  often  be  seen,  a  trim 
little  figure,  leading  one  or  two  chil- 
dren to  their  daily  tasks,  and  when 
school  is  over  she  returns  to  escort 
them  home.  Many  women  are  un- 
able to  spare  a  servant  or  to  go 
themselves,  while  the  child  cannot  be 
trusted    to   go   alone. 

Her  care   of   children   extends     to     a 

wider    field.      She    takes    them    to    the 

dentist,    to    the   matinees,    to    any   and 

all    kinds    of    amusements.      Often    at 

children's   parties   she   attends,    to   h?lp 

them,     and     on     her 

names   of   two   little 

takes     once     every 

their      grandparents, 

from   whom   the  parents  are  estranged. 

From  some  of  the  fashionable 
schools  outside  the  limits  of  town 
she  meets  a  group  of  girls  every 
tortnight,  and  takes  them  to  lun- 
cheon, and  then  to  the  matineee  or 
concert.  She  does  not  leave  them 
until  the  train  pulls  out  of  the  sta- 
tion. 

Another  of  her  Interesting  duties 
Is  the  entertainment  of  guests  who 
want  to  shop  or  go  to  places  of  in- 
terest, of  which  their  hosts  are  tired. 
By  filling  in  a  day  of  this  kind  she 
relieves  the  situation,  and  brings  the 
guests  back  at  night  tired  and  happy, 
to  find  the  woman  of  tho  house  de- 
lighted to  welcome  them,  having  had 
her  own   day  free. 

Among  these  customers  is  a  weal- 
thy bachelor,  whose  mother  makes 
him  an  annual  visit,  and  with  whom 
she  takes  delightful  trips  of  all 
kinds;  this  engagement  is  a  from  year 
to  year  one,  and  the  week  of  that 
visit  all  her  other  duties  have  to  be 
rearranged.  Once  when  she  was  111 
the  visit  was  postponed  until  her 
recovery. 

Convalescent  nursing  is  another  of 
her  offerings.  She  can  give  no  regu- 
lar trained  service,  but  for  the  pa- 
tient who  can  take  short  walks, 
wants  to  be  read  to  or  roused  from 
mood.s  of  languor  and  depression,  she 
makes  a  capital  substitute  for  the 
professional. 

The  pri>rate  detective  work  she  has 
been  called  upon  to  do  now  and 
then  for  a  well  known  law  firm,  she 
admits,  Is  the  most  exciting.

vert   all    iratfice    without    loss   of    time 
by  way  of  liollidaysburg. 

While  this  is  the  practical  advantage 

the    public   gains    by    the   improvement, 

'interest   is   al.«o   centered  at    this   point 

{because    it    Is    the    place    where    canal 

[boats,    in    years    gone    by,    were    taken 

out    of    tlie    old    canal,    transferred    to 

cars     and     hauled     up     the     mountains 

by   the  old   Portage   railroad.

then  the  scene  of  great  bustle. 

The  increasing  volume  of  freight 
business  in  the  past  few  years  made 
it  necessary  to  relieve  the  main  line, 
and  for  five  or  six  years,  the  low 
grading  freig-ht  line  has  been  building' 
for  this  purpo.sc.  For  its  entire  length 
tlie  maximum  grade  is  three-tenths  of 
jone  per  cent.  At  West  Morrlsvllle, 
jiiear  Trenton,  the  low  grade  line  joins 
the  main  line  to  Philadelphia  and  Jer- 
sey City.  "Runs"  on  the  low  grade 
line  are  arranged  from  Pitcarln,  just 
outside  of  Pittsburg;  from  Hollidays- 
burg  to  EInola,  near  Harrisburg,  and 
from  Enola  to  West  Morrlsvllle. 

In  the  Hollidaysburg  yards  there  arc 
engine  accommodations.  Including  a 
24-stall  engine  house,  coal  wharf,  two 
75-foot  turntables,  and  four  ashpits 
with  pneumatic  hoists  and  traveling 
cranes.  There  are  shop  yards  (for  re- 
pairing cars),  machine  shop,  power 
house,  store  house,  oil  house,  planing 
mill   and   lumber  sheds. 


RIVAL  CAUSES  MURDER. 

Italian  in  Brookiyn  Foully  Slain  Just 
After  His  Wedding. 

New  York.  Nov.  13.— Fifteen  min- 
utes after  he  had  married  Maria  Aran- 
stini,  in  Brooklyn,  Augustine  Sylvestra, 
20    years   old,    was    shot    In    his    home, 

where  he  was  celebrating  his  wedding, 
and  died  at  midnight  in  the  Sency  hos- 
pital, with  his  bride  at  his  bedside. 

The  shooting  was  done  by  six  un- 
known Italians,  who  entered  the  room 
and  started  a  row.

"It  is  his  duty  to  send  out  notices  to 
surveyors  and  engineers  and  to  receive 
bids  for  the  work  of  surveying  the 
land.  The  surveyor  who  gets  the  work 
of  surveying  the  land  Is  instructed  to 
take  great  care  to  note  on  his  chart  or 
field  plat  of  the  land  just  what  parts  j 
of  the  town  are  occupied  by  settlers. 
This  Js  done  so  that  there  will  be  less 
confusion  at  the  opening  and  so  that 
applicants  will  not  tile  for  the  land 
which  has  already  been  claimed  by 
settlers. 

■'After  the  land  has  been  surveyed  and 
the  chart  on  the  plat  has  been  filed  In 
the  office  of  the  surveyor  general,  no- 
tice is  .sent  to  the  local  land  office  in 
which  ever  district  the  towns  are 
situated  and  the  matter  is  turned  over 
to  the  land  commissioner.  The  land 
commissioner  advertises  the  opening  of 
tlie  towns  for  a  period  of  three  weeks, 
during  which  time  the  applicants  may 
start  to  form  a  line  at  the  entrance  to 
the  land  office  as  soon  as  they  please. 
This  is  not  generally  done  until  only  a 
f<  w  days  before  the  opening. 

On  the  morning  of  the  opening,  the 
man  or  woman  who  is  first  in  the  line 
has  the  choice  of  filing  for  any  tract 
of  land  up  to  ItiO  acres.  Anyone  who 
has  settled  on  any  of  the  land  may 
come  to  the  land  office  any  time  within 
ninety  days  of  tiie  filing  of  the  plat 
with  the  surevyor  general  and  lay 
claim  to  his  patricular  share  of  the 
town.  If  tills  is  found  to  be  a  bonafide 
claim  and  is  borne  out  bv  testimony, 
the  land  Is  his  and  a  title  to  it  is  given 
him.  If  anvone  else  has  fllt»d  upon  the 
land  at  the  opening,  a  contest  before 
the  land  commissioner  is  the  result, 
but  the  squatter  or  settler  has  a  prior 
right.

Washington.  Nov.  IS — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Among  the  unexpected 
results  of  the  election  last  Tuesday 
was  the  defeat  of  the  chairmen  of  two 
of  the  most  important  committees  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  Mes^s. 
Babcock  of  Wisconsin  and  Wadsworth 
of  New  York.  The  former  has  been  j 
at  the  head  of  the  committee  on  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  many  years, 
and  was  also  chairman  of  the  Repub- 
lican congressional  committee  until 
the  close  of  the  last  campaign,  when 
he  was  succeeded  by  James  S.  Sher- 
man of  New  York. 

Mr.  Babcock's  defeat  was  due  to  the 
factional  fight  in  his  home  state  and 
to  the  antagonism  of  Senator  LaFnl- 
lelte.  who,  having  failed  to  defeat  Bab- 
cock for  renomination,  is  reported  to 
have  used  all  his  Influence  to  defeat 
him  at  the  polls. 

The  elimination  of  James  W.  Wads- 
worth  as  a  factor  in  national  legis- 
lative alTairs  is  sincerely  regretted  by 
every  man  in  congress  who  has  been 
heard  from  to  date.  Mr.  Wadsworth 
has  been  at  the  head  of  the  committee 
on  agriculture  for  the  past  ten  years, 
and  it  is  due  very  largely  to  hi.s  intelli- 
gent knowledge  of  the  agricultural 
affairs  of  the  country  that  the  depart- 
ment has  grown  to  be  the  important 
di\ision  of  the  federal  administration 
which  It  is  today.  Ten  year.s  ago  the 
budget  provided  less  than  three  mil- 
lion dollars  for  the  expenses  of  the  de- 
partment. The  appropriations  this 
year  are  approximately  nine  millions, 
or  three  times  as  much.  Mr.  Wads- 
worth made  a  close  study  of  the  work 
of  every  bureau  of  the  department, 
and  he  made  personal  examinations 
of  the  accounts  of  the  different  bu- 
reaus each  year.  The  biennial  •'hear- 
ings" upon  the  appproprlation  bill  are 
telling  witnesses  to  the  knowledge 
possessed  by  the  chairman,  for  they 
show  on  each  page,  through  the  ques- 
tions which  he  submitted  to  the  var- 
ious bureau  and  division  chief.s.  that 
he  always  kept  himself  fully  informed 
as  to  the  work  and  accomplishments 
of  each. 

It  was  because  of  his  in.slstent  en- 
quiries Into  the  most  minute  details 
of  the  work  of  the  department  that 
he  was  not  cordially  loved  by  some 
of  the  scientists.  Each  of  thewe  gen- 
tlemen naturally  believes  his  particu- 
lar work  to  be  the  most  important  in 
connection  with  the  department,  and 
naturally  each  desires  to  extend  the 
scope  of  the  work  upon  which  he  was 
engaged.  But  Mr.  Wadsworth,  while 
always  willing  to  aid  In  extending  use- 
ful work,  was  never  disposed  to  waste  and  he  has  Just 
the  public  funds,  and  he  frequently  ixew  York,  one 
had  to  cut  down  the  estimates  in  order 
to  avoid  extravagance.  The  outcome 
of  this  policy  was  the  quiet  antag- 
onism of  some  of  these  chiefs  of  bu- 
reaus. Several  of  thorn  contributed 
to  the  columns  of  the  agricultural 
press  and  aided  In  poLsoning  the  minds 
of  the  editors  of  those  Journals  against 
Wadsworth. 

In   1900,   during  the  fight  over  the 
proposition    to    increase    the    tax      on 
oleomargarine  to  a  prohibitive  figure, 
Wadsworth,  although  a  large  own-

service  was  first  inaugurated  by  John 
Wanamakir    in    the    Harri.son    admin- 
istration,   the    few    carriers    employed 
were    paid    at    the    rate    of    $600    per 
annum.

He  held 
that  If  people  want  oleomargarine 
they  have  a  right  to  buy  it  without 
paying  an  exorbitant  tax.  and  he  pro- 
posed a  substitute  which  would,  if 
adopted,  protect  the  consumer  and 
the  maker ,of  butter  absolutely,  with- 
out destroying  a  legitimate  industry. 
There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
Wadsworth  substitute  or  .something 
very  similar  to  it,  will  be  adopted  by 
congress  this  winter.  But  Mr.  Wads- 
worth's  position  in  1900  and  his  atti- 
tude towards  the  meat  inspection  bill 
last  May  was  used  as  a  club  to  drive 
voters  away  from  him  by  the  thou- 
sand- The  district  was  literally 
flooded  with  circulars  and  newspapers 
picturing  him  as  a  friend  of  the  pack- 
ers, an  enemy  of  the  farmers,  and  an 
antagonist  of  the  president. 

Mr.  Wadsworth  was  urged  to  ap- 
peal to  the  president  to  refute  the 
latter  charge,  but  he  declined  to  do 
so.  There  are  several  facts  con- 
nected with  the  meat  Inspection 
legislation  which  are  not  generally 
known.  In  the  first  place,  Mr.  Wads- 
worth has  urged  for  ten  years  that 
the  cost  of  Inspection  ought  to  be 
paid  by  the  packer  so  long  as  In- 
spection was  not  compulsory.  But 
the  comptroller  of  the  treasury  de- 
cided that  under  the  section  of  the 
revised  statutes,  which  prohibits  the 
acceptance  of  voluntary  service  by 
the  government.  It  was  not  compe- 
tent for  the  agricultural 
ment  to  appoint  inspectors 
paid  by  the  packers.  When  inspec- 
tion for  all  meat  food  products  to  be 
used  In  Interstate  commerce  was 
made  compulsory  In  the  Interest  of 
public  health,  Mr.  Wadsworth  held, 
and  congress  stood  by  him.  that  the 
cost  of  such  Inspection  was  a  Just 
and  righteous  charge  against  the 
public  revenues.  Further  than  this 
the  president  himself  declared  that 
he  opposed  the  policy  of  public  pay- 
ment of  Inspection  only  because  a 
time  might  come  when  the  appro- 
priations would  become  Inadequate 
and  inspection  might  fail.  But  this 
contingency  was  met  by  the  Increase 
of  the  appropriation  for  inspection 
from  $800,000  to  $3,000,000  for  the 
current  fLscal  year.

Representative  Howell  of  Utah  is  to 
be  the  next  man  atacked  on  the  "Mor- 
mon" question  If  Senator  Du'BoIs"  of 
Idaho  can  carry  out  his  plan.

Howell  is  serving  his  second  term  In 
congress  and  although  he  is  attached 
to  the  "Mormon"  religion  he  has  never 
been  accused  of  the  violation  of  the 
law  in  any  i)articular.

Com- 
pared with  the  onslaught  upon  Senator 
Smoot  the  attacks  against  the  validity 
of  the  election  of  Senator  Brj'ce  and 
Senator  Clark  of  Montana,  some  years 
ago  were  as  the  tickling  of  a  house 
fly  to  the  kick  of  an  ostrich. 

Senator  .^moot  still  retains  his  seat 
and  he  will  probably  continue  to  do 
so  until  the  end  of  his  term.  There 
is  no  chance  to  reopen  the  contest 
against  him  In  the  senate  and  In  con- 
sequence the  scene  is  to  be  transferred 
to  the  house.  Mr.  Howell  Is  to  be 
put  to  the  expense  and  inconvenience 
of  defending  himself  in  a  contest 
simply  because  the  Mormons,  who  are 
American  citizens,  continue  to  exercise 
their  political  rights  and  refu.se  to 
abstain  from  voting  a  ticket  which 
suits  them  Just  to  please  Senator  Du- 
Bois.  That  gentleman  will  retire  from 
the  senate  in  March,  largely  becau.se 
the  Mormons  and  other  Republicans 
of  Idaho  Joined  in  electing  a  legislature 
which  will  choose  a  Republican  as  his 
successor.

care    to   listen,   I   will    tell  you   a  little 

story  along  this  line  which  may  prove 
interesting."  « 

I.  K.  Blackwell.  an  American,  for 
; years  in  ihe  English  merchant  service, 
iiad  an  attentive  group  around  him, 
in  the  lobby  of  the  St.  Charles  hotel, 
a  few  nights  ago,  and  as  everybody 
wanted  to  hear  11,  the  story  was  fortli- 
coming. 

"Just  before  I  started  to  run  from 
Liverpool  to  this  port,  on  the  Head 
Line  sliips,  1  was  attached  as  second 
otflcer  to  tiie  Pearl  of  Ceylon,  a  British 
steamer  In  the  East  India  trade,"  Mr. 
Blackwell  started  off  after  lighting  a 
fresh  cigar,  "and  we  made  a  regular 
trip  to  Calcutta  and  points  along  the 
way. 

"On    one    of   our    voyages    somethinar 
went    amiss    with   our    screws    and    we 
had    to    lay    up    at    Calcutta    for    two 
long    months    while    the    necessary    re- 
pairs were  pni  on   the  Pearl  of  Ceylon 
I  at    the   government    yards.       We    were 
I  masters  of  our  own  time,  that  is,  thoae 
;of  us  in  the  officers'   mess,  and  whiled 
the  days  away  as  best  we  could  for  a 
couple   of   weeks,    and   then    the  whole 
thing    growing    monotonous,    we    made 
up  a  parly   with   some   young  men  and 
went  up  the  Ganges  for  a  week's  hunt. 

"We  stopped  at  a  small  place  about 
thirty  miles  from  Calcutta,  a  place 
with  a  name  I'm  not  going  to  even 
to  pronounce,  and  using  the 
as  our  headquarters,  made  in- 
roads into  the  jungle  country,  looking 
for  tigers,  lions,  elephants,  leopards, 
wild  dogs  or  any  other  fierce  creature 
the  district  produced. 

"We  were  earnest  sportsmen,  I'd 
have  you  know,  but  our  luck  wasn't 
great,  and  the  most  terriJic  beast  we 
killed  in  the  eight  days  of  our  excur- 
sion was  a  half  grown  jackal,  a  poor 
little  beast  that  couldn't  have  hurt  n. 
child.  We  were  keen  enough  for  sight 
of  a  tiger,  or  even  one  of  the  measly 
India  lions,  which  don't  compare  in 
strength  or  ferocity  with  the  feline 
king  of  Africa,  but  never  a  one  of 
either  beast  did  we  see,  and  perhaps  it 
was  lucky  that  we  didn't,  as  none  of  us 
could  hit  a  bullseye,  and  were  all  a 
nervous  lot. 

"This  story  hasn't  to  do  with  any 
achievement  of  our  own,  but  is  about  a 
cheetah,  or  hunting  leopard,  and  a 
tamo  wild  dog.  That  tame  wild  dog 
sounds  paradoxical,  doesn't  It?  But 
there's  no  other  way  to  put  it,  as  there 
are  only  two  kinds  of  dogs  in  India, 
the  wild  dogs,  capable  of  giving  Sl  tiger 
a  lively  riffle,  anu  the  Hind'Ks  mon- 
grels, as  starred  and  wretche<i-look- 
ing  as  their  bro-Rn  skinned  masters. 

"The  cheetah  and  dog  were  owned 
by  Lieut.  Bursley.  a  young  officer  vtho 
had  command  of  the  small  force  of 
soldiers  ki-pt  in  the  bum  town,  more 
for  a  display  than  anything  else.  Bur- 
sley was  a  fine  chap,  and  although  ho 
tried  to  keep  a  straight  face,  we  could 
see  that  he  was  laughing  at  us  each 
evening  when  we  came  back  to  the 
post  with  nothing  to  show  for  our 
shooting  exercise  but  some  rldiculou.sly 
small  birds  or  animals  as  equally  in- 
significant.

"Bursley  used  his  cheetah  for  hunting 
deer  and  Jungle  wolves,  and,  doubtless 
he  felt  sorr>'  for  us.  Two  days  before 
it  was  time  for  us  to  go  back  to  Cal- 
cutta, he  propo.sed  that  we  go  with  him 
the  next  morning  for  a  little — as  he 
called  it — real  sport  'I'll  bring  Nippo 
along,  and  you'll  see  what  a  fine  hunts- 
man he  Is.'  the  lieutena'nt  said,  and  we 
all  Jumped  at  the  invitation. 

"The  next  morning,  bright  and  early, 
we  started.  Bursley,  a  cousin  of  his 
lately  from  Eengland  for  his  health; 
myself  and  five  others  who  had  made 
the  trip  with  me  from  Calcutta.  We 
went  on  foot,  and  had  six  or  seven  na- 
tives to  carry  our  arms  and  provisions 
and  two  to  look  after  Nippo. 

"Nippo  did  no  journey  on  foot,  but 
rode  In  a  little  canvas  covered,  two- 
wheeled  cart,  which  was  drawn  by  one 
of  the  Hindoos.  Another  In  our  party 
I  forgot  to  mention  was  Lionheart,  who 
trotted  along  through  tlie  Jungle  grass 
at  his  master's  side. 

"We  made  four  miles  In  as  many 
hours,  going  was  so  slow  through  the 
underbru?h.  and  about  noon  reached 
the  portion  of  the  wilderness  which 
was  belted  across  In  a  straight  line 
with  a  thin   fringe  of  trees.

inents,  it  la  the  mission  and  the  bounden 
duty  of  the  much-abused,  misunderstood 
md  misrepresented  organized  labor  raove- 
ii<  nt  of  our  country  and  our  time  to 
lighten  burdens,  abolisli  wrong  and  at- 
tain the  rigliis  too  long  denied. 

"Without  detracting  one  Iota  from  any 
:is»o<iation,  there  can  be  no  question 
imon.g  thinking  men  that  the  modern 
:  lirjr  movement  has  done,  is  doing,  and 
A'ill  undoubtedly  do  more  in  the  interest 
■  f  mankind  and  to  humanize  the  human 
lamiiy  than  all  other  agencies  combined. 

'Yet,  despite  the  necessary  beneticent 
1  "Suits  which  follow  and  have  their  being 
I  torn  the  result  of  our  movement,  it  is 
iitaekvd  and  viilifled  as  is  no  other  In- 
-litution   on   earth. 

"That  the  trade  union  movement  and 
uur  icderatiun  is  the  highest  and  best 
developed  working  class  movement  thus 
tar  evolved,  n<j  thinKing  man  can  suc- 
cessfully dispute.  That  we  are  improv- 
ing and  perfecting  our  organizations  and 
making  them  more  effective  to  protect 
and  i.iomote  the  best  Interests  of  all  the 
toilers  in  every  field  of  activity  and  op- 
portunity,  is  clearly   manifest." 

Mr.  Gompers  collected  statistics  to  show 
that  317  charters  had  been  issued  by  the 
federation  during  the  pa.st  year,  of  which 
lb(  Were  to  local  trade  unions,  87  to  fed- 
eral labor  unions,  53  to  city  central  bodies, 
4  to  state  federations  and  6  to  interna- 
tional unions.  There  are  now  affiliated 
with  the  federation  119  international 
unions,  a6  state  federations,  f.38  central 
bodies  and  759  local  trade  and  federal 
labiir   unions.  , 

"It  will  be  observed,"  comments  the 
president,  '"that  despite  the  bitter  antag- 
onism of  the  worst  elements  in  the  capi- 
talistic forces  and  the  relentless  war  up- 
on our  movement  which  they  have  un- 
dertaken to  wage,  afl  well  as  the  attempt 
of  those  who  mask  under  pretended 
frien.l.ship  tor  labor,  and  their  efforts  at 
undermining  and  dividing  our  organiza- 
tion, our  movement  steadily  forges  to  the 
front,  is  augmented  by  large  nunilK'rs 
of  the  previously  unorganized  and  brings 
into  the  fold  of  our  brotherhood  interna- 
tional,  state,   city  and  local  unions." 

Of  the  natural  development  of  trade 
unionism,  he  said;  '"Tht^  trade  union 
movement  sets  no  hard  and  fast  lines  for 
itsi-lf.  It  reckons  with  the  workmen  as 
they  are,  and  not  as  it  would  wish  them 
to  be.  It  undertakes  to  deal  with  them 
and  the  problems  confronting  them  so 
that  tlit-y  may  m<ike,  as  they  are  making, 
the  trade  union  movement  broader,  more 
comprehensive  and  effecUye  for  their  own 
good,  as  well  as  for  the  common  good  of 
all." 

In  a  general  survey  of  the  internal  con- 
ditions of  the  order,  Mr.  Gompers  foun<l 
fiiMisfactory  evidence  of  prosperity  and 
htalthy  growth.  In  immediate  neighbor- 
ing countries,  as  in  Canada,  he  found 
a  healthy  condition,  and  In  Porto  Rico 
he  was  gratified  to  find  a  marked  in- 
crtase  in  organization  and  a  raise  in 
wages.  He  Congratulated  the  printers 
upon  the  struggle  they  have  been  making 
and  upon  the  results  thus  far  achieved. 
lie  also  found  matter  for  congratulation 
in  the  furtherance  of  organization  among 
the  textile  workers  and  the  betterment 
of  their  condition.  Of  the  eight-hour 
struggle,  he  said: 

"There  can  be  neither  justification  nor 
excuse  in  our  time  for  longer  deferring 
the  Ideol  and  practical  universal  work 
day  of  eight  hours.  Neither  industry  nor 
economy  require  a  longer  work  day.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  thi-  history  of  industry 
will  show  that  an  eight-hour  day  brings 
In  its  wake  greater  industrial  develop- 
ment and  conuneixial  expan.sion,  a  hlgli- 
er  and  better  hianhood  and  makes  for  so- 
cial  uplift. 

"Today  labor  is  very  generally  em- 
ploytxl.  From  the  authentic  reports  re- 
ceived at  our  office  the  state  of  unem- 
ployment would  indicate  that  whereas  for 
the  year  UWo  the  unemployed  was  about 
3  per  cent,  y*  t  from  the  indications  for 
the  present  year  It  will  be  about  2^4  per 
cent.  Of  course,  so  long  as  there  is  ox\q 
wage  earner  unemployed  through  no  f.iult 
of  his  own.  so  long  is  there  a  great 
wrong  from  whicli  he  suffers,  and  just  so 
long  will  It  be  the  mi.wion  of  the  trade 
union  movement   to  right   it." 

The  remainder  of  President  Gompers' 
r<  port  was  devoted  to  the  considt  ration 
of  national  legislation,  passed  and  pend- 
ing, such  as  the  anti-injunction  bill,  the 
possibility  of  the  reversal  of  the  Chinese 
exclusion  policy,  the  convict  labor  regu- 
lation bill,  the  Panama  canal  labor  bill, 
the  railroad  labor  limitation  bill,  the  rail- 
roa<l  arbitrtiaiin  act,  etc. 

Of  the  result  of  the  recent  political 
campaign,  which  excited  so  much  pub- 
lic interest,  he  said:  "While  at  this 
time  no  dellnlte  results  can  be  predict- 
ed I  feel  confident  that  we  have 
enough  congresmen  elected  and  pledged 
to  the  rights  of  labor  and  the  people  as 
to  make  it  impossible  for  another  hos- 
tile or  indirterent  congress  to  treat  la- 
bor's demands  in  the  future  as  thty 
have  been  treated  In  the  past.  •  •  • 
If  labor's  efforts  sliall  prove  not  to 
have  fulfilled  Its  highest  hopes  we 
shall  not  be  greatly  disappointed;  we 
know  that  the  toilers  will  not  be 
downcast.  Our  movement  is  not  only 
of  and  for  today,  it  stands  for  eternal 
justice." 

'Financially,  as  well  as  otherwise, 
the  American  Federation  of  Lfibor  has 
had  a  prosperous  year."  said  Secretary 
Frank  Morrison  in  his  report  for  the 
year  ended  .'Nept.  30.  he  year  .closed 
with  $113,540  in  the  treasury.  The  total 
re<-«  ipts  from  all  sources  were  $217,815.18, 
divided  as  follows:  Per  capita  tax.

MISSOURI  RATES 
MAKE  PROFITS 

St.  Paul  Expert  Shows 
Up  Injustice  of  Bur- 
lington. 

Kansas  City.  Mo.,  Nov.  13. — E.  M. 
Fisher,  expert  accountant  of  St. 
Paul,  Minn.,  employed  by  the  State 
of  Missouri  to  examine  the  books  of 
the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Qulncy 
railway,  testified  yesterday  before  E. 
L.  Scholfield,  special  master  in  chan- 
cery of  the  federal  court,  that  the 
Burlington  freight  rates  were  from 
25  to  35  per  cent  higher  in  Mis- 
souri than  in  any  state  east  of  the 
Missouri  river.  He  went  to  Chicago, 
June  16,  and  began  an  examination 
of  the  Burlington  books  and  he  has 
worked  uncea.singly  since  that  time. 
He  is  still  employed  in  in.spectlng 
the  waybills  turned  in  at  tho  aud- 
itors'   office. 

"The  methods  of  keeping  accounts 
adopted  by  the  Burlington  is  not 
fair  in  showing  the  apportionment  in 
Missouri  earnings."  Fisher  testified. 
•'Rates  are  from  25  to  3  5  per  cent 
higher  than  in  Iowa  or  Illinois?,  and 
the  earnings  are  90  per  cent  greater. 
Two  reasons  may  be  assigned  for 
this:  First,  the  higher  rates;  second, 
the  density  of  population  and  traffic."

Some  of  the  forty-five  miles  represent 
branches  of  the  main  line  built  to  tap 
tho  timber  which  Alger,  Smith  &.  dim- 
ri'iiy.  owners  of  the  road,  and  other  lum- 
bering interests  are  planning  to  cut  dur- 
ing the  next  few  years  but  the  main  line 
was  extintled  twilve  mile«.  Sauf  i^ake 
IS   now    the   terminus. 

When  the  new  irain  service  Is  begun 
Monday,  iho  dislauce  Irom  Duluth  to 
Ciii.iui  Marias  will  be  shorten. -d  one  day. 
ihe  trains  will  carry  n»aJl  and  the  citi- 
zena  of  Grand  Marias  will  receive  their 
k tiers  and  papers  a  day  earlier  than  they 
1  ave  In  the  post. 

Not  only  niiul  but  loggers*  supplies  and 
other  freight  will  be"  sent  out  over  the 
line  of  the  Duluth  &  Northern  Muuu- 
sota  rather  than  from  Two  liarbors.  This 
will  mean  quiekt-r  service  and  an  In- 
ena-se   in   the  D.   &    N.   M.    busines-s. 

I'L-rsistent  rumors  have  been  ailuat  re- 
e.-ntly  to  the  effect  that  Alger-Smiih  peo- 
ple were  going  to  extend  the  Duluth  &.

Pari.s,  Nov.  14.— The  Countess  Dd 
Castellane  (formerly  Miss  Anna. 
Gould)  was  today  granted  a  divorce 
from  the  notorious  Count  Bonl  de 
Castellane,  on  the  grounds  of  re- 
peated acts  of  cruelty,  gross  infidel- 
ity and  wasteful  squandering  of  her 
millions.  She  was  given,  also,  the 
custody  of  the  children,  but  will  not 
be  allowed  to  take-  them  from  France 
without  the  consent  of  Count  Boni 
De    Castellane^    their    father. 

The  end  of  the  famous  case  came 
suddenly.  The  court  brushed  aside 
the  demand  of  the  count's  lawj'ers 
foi  an  examination  of  witnesses  and, 
as  anticipated,  the  public  prosecutor 
did   not  even  ask  to   be  heard.

Rising  fifteen  stories  high,  the 
Knickerbocker,  with  a  frontage  of  186 
feet  on  Forty-second  street  and  102 
on  Broadway,  is  a  conspicuous 
monument  in  the  very  center  of  New 
York's    liveliest    district.  Although 

millions  have  been  spent  on  the  in- 
terior decorations  and  furnishings. 
Col.  John  Jacob  Astor's  architects 
and  builders  did  not  stop  at  outer  ap- 
pearances. 

To  make  the  1,000  that  the  Knicker- 
bocker can  accommodate  feel  that 
they  are  securely  as  well  as  luxurious-  ^ 
ly  housed,  the  fire  proofing  of  the  new  , 
hotel  was  made  one  of  the  principle  | 
features.  This  idea  has  been  so  com-  i 
pletely  carried  out  that  should  a  blaze  ' 
break  out  in  any  room.

INCREASING  LEAD. 


Governor  Johnson  and  the  Amendments 
Still  Run  Well. 

St.  Paul,  Nov.  14.— The  wide-open  tax 
amendment  has  received  G4,559  votes  of 
a  total  vote  of  117,903.  cast  in  forty- 
six  counties  that  have  reported.  This 
puts  the  amendment  about  S.SijO  votes 
ahead  of  the  majority  necessary,  in 
the  counties  heard  from.  The  good 
roads  amendment  is  running  very  close, 
and  may  be  lost,  but  the  peddlers 
privilege  amendment  runs  strong,  get- 
ting  big   majorities   everywhere. 

Morrison  county  cast  a  total  of  4.097 
votes,  of  which  2,299  were  cast  for  the 
tax  amendment,  and  Marshall  county 
reports  a  total  of  2,710  votes,  of  which 
1,396  are  for  the  amendment.  It  ran 
a  little  behind  in  Blue  Carth,  getting 
2,619  votes  out  of  a  total  of  5,3;<8,  but 
Todd  county  comes  in  strong  with  2,122 
votes  out  of  3,697,  and  Hubbard  also 
shows  up  strong  with  1,094  votus  out  of 
1,&S8. 

Governor  Johnson's  lead  Is  increased 
by  the  complete  vote  of  Marshall 
county,  whlrh  gives  Cole  711  and  John- 
son 1,760.  Hubbard  county's  official 
vote  shows  It  rather  close,  witlt  8'28 
for  Cole  and  737  for  Johnson.  Johnson's 
plurality   now    stands    at   70,762.

New  Law  Likely  to  be 

Drafted  by  This 

County. 


The  fact  that  there  is  no  system 
of  township  or  school  district  audit  in 
St.  Louis  county,  or  for  that  matter, 
In  any  of  the  counties  of  Minnesota, 
has  led  a  number  of  Duluth's  promin- 
ent citizens  and  taxpayers  to  con- 
.sider  seriously  the  matter  of  bringing 
the  condition  of  affairs  to  the  attention 
of  the  legislature  when  it  meets,  this 
winter,  with  a  view  of  getting  some 
legislative  relief  in  the  way  of  protec- 
''■'n   for  the  taxpayers. 

From  the  present  outlook  It  Is  pretty 
certain  that  St.  Louis  county  Interests 
who  have  been  giving  the  matter  care- 
ful thought  and  some  investigation, 
will  ask  the  delegation  from  this  part 
of  the  country  to  the  state  legislature, 
to  frame  and  pre«tnt  a  bill,  which 
shall  in  some  form  or  other  provide  for 
a  system  of  audit  of  the  books  and 
aceoimts  of  all  township  and  school 
district  officers. 

The  state  and  county  officials  have 
theiir  books  and  accounts  regularly 
audited  or  checked  up  by  the  public 
examiner,  who  is  really  the  auditing 
officer  for  the  state  in  that  particular. 
He  is  supposed  to  find  out  If  the  of- 
ficials are  ketplng  their  accounts  in 
the  proper  condition,  to  show  them  how 
to  do  so,  and  then  see  that  they  follow 
his  instructins.  Below  the  county  of- 
ficials, however,  there  Is  absolutely  no 
check  on  township  or  school  district 
officials,  except  as  may  be  had  through 
grand  jury  action,  and  that  is  claimed 
to  be  too  erratic  to  be  of  any  practical 
good. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  there  are  many 
taxpayers   who  feel  convinced  In  their 
own   minds,   or   who  have   some   reason 
to   believe   that  there  have  been  many 
cases  in  imM  ye^ars  of  a  perversion  of 
public    funds   in    town.ship    and    school 
districts.     The   records   of   the   district 
court  will  bear  out  a  statement  to  that 
effect.  There  are  known  to  Yte  Instances 
where  money  has  been  handled  through 
township  and  school  officers  on   which

The  morning  trains  out  of  the  city 
carried  scores  of  hunters,  who  have 
been  waiting  for  the  first  fall  of  snow 
before  venturing  Into  the  woods  in 
search  of  deer.  They  have  had  every- 
thing in  readiness  to  start  at  an  hour's 
notice,  and  when  they  awoke  this 
morning  to  «ee  a  mantle  of  white 
covering  the  ground,  it  took  only  a 
short  time  for  them  to  be  properly 
dressed  and  equipped  for  the  hunt. 
Teams  were  also  brought  into  active 
service,  and  a  number  of  sportsmen  left 
Duluth  in  rigs,  bound  for  points  north 
of  Duluth. 

While  snow  is  not  really  neces.sary 
for  deer  hunting,  a  man  stands  a  much 
better  sliow  of  getting  what  he  Is  after 
if  two  or  three  lnch»'s  of  snow  covers 
the  ground,  particularly  so  If  it  has 
fallen  the  night  b«'fore.  Not  only  is  ho 
able  to  follow  the  animals  wiierever 
tiiey  may  lead  him,  but  he  can,  by 
reading  the  tracks,  tell  within  an  hour 
or  two  how  long  since  the  de«r  have 
been  in  a  (^ertaln  place,  and  even  a 
novice  is  enabled  to  tell  by  the  number 
of  tracks  whether  he  is  in  a  country 
where  there  is  good  liunting.  This  end 
is  not  so  easily  accomplished  before 
the  first  fall  of  snow,  .and  it  takes  one 
well  versed  in  the  arts  of  the  forest  to 
ascertain  for  a  <'ert.alnty  whether  tae 
game  is  numerous  enough  in  any  cer- 
tain district  to  make  it  worth  while  to 
remain    tlie  re. 

Another  advantage  is  that  with  snow 
the  hunter  does  not  make  so  much 
noise  going  through  the  brush  as  he 
does  wlien  there  is  no  su'-a  carpet  to 
keep  his  feet  from  clo.ser  contact  with 
the  sticks  and  twigs  and  dry  leaves 
scattered  over  the  ground.  There  are 
always  plenty  of  men  who  go  hunting 
before  there  is  a  fall  of  snow,  but  tlie 
additioal  advantages  mentioned  above 
usuaiy  resut  in  a  good  many  more 
hunters  turning  out  after  deer  than 
would   otherwlsti  be   the   case. 

From  all  reports  received  in  the  city 
up  to  tlie  present  time,  p.irties  of 
sportsmen  have  been  nieeting  with 
very  good  sucfoss  so  far.  Deer  cai- 
casses  are  beginning  to  arrive  In  the 
city  in  large  numbers,  and  the  shlp- 
m»>nts  in  this  respect  will  be  on  tlie 
increase  for  the  next  week  or  two. 
Some  of  the  animals  have  been  killed 
near  enough  the  city  to  be  brought  in 
Ijy  team,  and  tw6  made  their  appear- 
ance In  town  the  day  the  season 
opened   in  an   automobile. 

This  happened  in  the  morning,  and 
the  m.atter  looked  suspicious  to  a  game 
warden,  but  he  soon  became  convinced 
that  the  speed  of  the  present  day  auto' 
was  good  enough  explanation  of  the 
early  arrival  in  the  city  of  these  deni- 
zens of  the  forest.  In  Wiscon.sin  there 
is  a  law  saying  that  no  carcasses  can 
be  brought  out  of  the  woods  until  five 
days  after  the  season   has  opened.

Albert  of  Flanders  Sworn  In  as  Member 
of  Belgian  Upper  House. 

Brussels,  Nov.  14. — Prince  Albert 
of  Flanders,  heir  apparent  to  the 
Belgian  throne  and  nephew  of  King 
Leopold,  was  sworn  in  yesterday  as 
a  member  of  the  Belgian  senate.

City. 


Capt.  Michael  Norrts,  one  of  Duluth** 
pioneer  citizens,  died  about  1:30  this  morn- 
ing at  ills  residence,  112  East  Third  street. 

He  had  been  In  poor  health  for  about 
a  year  and  a  half,  having  been  afflicted 
Willi  heart  disease.  During  the  last  week 
or  two  Ills  Illness  became  acute,  and  for 
two  or  three  days  his  condition  was  such 
that  Idttle  hope  was  held  out  for  his  re- 
covery. He  passed  away  rather  sudden- 
ly, after  a  slislit  rally  early  this  nionv- 
ing. 

Capt.  Norris  was  one  of  the  earliest  set- 
tlers in  Duluth  and  sadled  out  of  this 
port  before  tliere  was  a  .ship  canal 
througii  the  Point.  He  was  born  in  1S45 
In  Sandusky.  Ohio,  and  was  consequently 
61  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  liis  death. 
His  eitrly  days  were  spent  in  Sandusky 
and  he  was  educated  there.  When  Zl 
years  of  age  he  came  to  Duluth  and  for 
many  years  after  that  was  engaged  in  the 
lake  vessel  business,  acting  as  captain  on 
several  lake  boarts  sajling  from  Duluth. 
He  sailed  the  old  Manistee  for  a  time, 
and  left  that  vessel  just  a  short  time  bo- 
fore  she  w;is  wrecked.  L^ter  he  was  cap- 
tain of  the  IjOltie  Benard  and  sailed  her 
for  several  years.  He  was  captain  of  tlie 
Lottie  Benard  w^hen  that  vessel  went 
ashore  In  a  storm  on  the  north  shore  of 
L»ake  Superior.  John  Williams,  a  former 
county  commissioner,  was  tlien  engineer 
of  the  same  vessel.  Several  lives  were 
lost  in  the  wreck,  and  tlie  survivors  suf- 
fered  great    hardships. 

In  1879  he  quit  the  lakes  and  settled  in 
Duluth,  having  realized  the  future  ahead 
of  the  city.  He  then  engaged  in  the  ho- 
tel and  real  estate  business,  and  by  care- 
ful and  .shre'wd  invesinients  he  made  iila 
fortune  in  the  latter.  Cant.  Norris  never 
lost  his  faith  In  Dulutli  real  estate,  and 
while  others  were  selling  at  panic  prices, 
he  was  buying  and  always  liolding  and 
improving  what  he  secured. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  one  of 
the  largest  owners  of  property  in  Duluth. 
He  owned  several  large  blocks  on  Su- 
perior street,  and  numbers  of  reslde»ici'S 
and  small  houses  scattered  about  in  all 
parts  of   the  city. 

He  al.so  dealt  quite  extensivelj'  in  ii-on 
and  pine  land.s,  and  left  a  fortune  esti- 
malud  well  up  in  the  hundreds  of  tliou- 
sands. 

Capt.  Norris  leaves  a  wife  and  two  chll- 
drt^n.  Tlie  children.  Miss  Lottie  and 
George,  are  living  at  home.  He  also  had 
five  sLsiers,  all  of  wliom  are  still  living 
in  Ohio.  His  mother  died  about  two 
years  ago  and  his  father  is  also  dead. 

Capt.  Norris  has  always  been  one  of 
the  most  pronidnent  figures  In  Duluth. 
and  In  the  early  days  was  one  of  the 
builders  of  the  young  city.  The  old  set- 
tlers will  remember  him  as  a  man  wiii> 
never  lost  confide<nce  in  the  future  of  Du- 
luth and  wiio  always  did  all  in  his  power 
to  advance  its  prosperity.  He  had  many 
firm  friends  among  those  who  knew  him 
best  and  who  recognized  a  warm  heart 
and  a  generous  nature  under  a  rather 
gruff  anci  rugged  exterior. 

The  funeral  aiTangements  have  not  yet 
been  made.

Contest    Will    Probably 

Settle  Championship 

of  the  East 


New  Haven.  Conn.,   Nov.   14.— The  Yale- 
Princeton  game  next  Saturday  will  prob- 
ably   decide    the    Eastern    championehip. 
j  The  Tigers  and  Ells  will  come  to  the  big 
I  game    with    a    clean    record    of    victories. 
There    is    no    disguising      the      fact    that 
Princeton  Is  the  favorite  over  Yale.     No 
team    in'   the    country    has    got    so    much 
lout  of  the  new  style  of  football  as  Prince- 
ton.    The  forward  pa.ss,   the  on-side  kick 
and  a  host  of  other  startling  plays  have 
been    mastered    by    the    shifty    Princeton 
team    in  such   a   manner  as   to   make   the 
Tigers    the    most    dreaded    teajn    on    tho 
gridiron   today. 

The  42-0  victory  of  Princeton  over  I>art- 
mouth  was  one  of  the  most  sensational  of 
i  the  year,   and  it  wjis  due  almost  emtirely 
;  to   Princeton's   oomplete  surrender   to   the 
new    style    of    football.      Although    Dart- 
1  mouth,  whose  team  beat  Prince-ton  a  year 
a«-o.    6-0,    had    a    heavier     and     stronger 
eleven    than    the   Tigers,    it    could   do    ab- 
solutely nothing  with  the  great  speed  ar- 
rayed against  It. 

In  Wister  and  Hoakland,  Princeton  has 
two  ends  who  seem  made  for  the  for- 
ward pass,  while  Cooney  and  Herring  at 
tackle  can  hardly  be  Improved  on.  The 
same  Is  true  of  the  guards,  Capt.  Dillon 
and  Stannard,  while  Phillips  has  devel- 
oped into  a  splendid  center.  But  It  is 
In  the  back  field  where  Princeton  shines 
most  brightly.  One  would  have  to  go 
far  to  find  a  better  quartet  of  backs  than 
that  made  up  of  E.  Dillon  at  quarter- 
back. Rulon-Mller  and  Harlan  at  half- 
backs and  McCormick  at  fullback.  These 
men  possess  great  speed  and  strength 
and  comprise  the  fastest  attacks  of  any 
team  in  the  country. 

This  year  Yale  is  somewhat  of  an  enig- 
ma. Physically,  the  Yale  men  &eem  to  be 
inferior  to  the  Princeton  bunch.  Although 
they  have  had  an  army  of  about  thirty 
coaches  on  the  field  for  the  last  two 
weeks,  the  team  has  failed  to  respond  in 
the  manner  expected.  The  Ells  have  a 
great  variety  of  trick  plays,  but  they 
don't  work  in  games  like  they  do  in  prac- 
tice. This  is  what  makes  the  Elis  fear- 
ful of  the  result  of  the  Princeton  game. 
Thtre  are  only  three  men  on  the  Yale 
team  who  seem  to  be  equals  of  their 
Pri.nceton  rivsUs.  The.se  are  Forbes,  the 
former  tackle,  who  has  been  sWfted  to 
end;  Jones,  generally  admltteii  to  be  one 
of  the  best  quarterbacks  in  the  country, 
and  Capt.  Morse,  who  has  been  shifted 
from  halfback  to  fullback  on  account  of 
the   injury  to  Fullback  Roome. 

Pennsvlvania  and  Cornell  have  already 
been  eliminated  from  the  fight  for  the 
football  championship  of  the  E:ast,  which 
leaves  PVinceton,  Yale  and  Harvard  still 
In  the  running.  Should  PrincetcMi  best 
Yale  and  Yale  down  Harvard  the  Tigers 
would  have  undisputed  right  to  the  title. 
But  if  Princeton  beats  Yale  and  Har\'ard 
then  downs  the  Elis  the  Princeton  m.n 
might  still  lay  claim  to  the  champion- 
ship on  their  se-ason's  record,  which  was 
much  better  than  that  of    Harvard's.

TO  ABOLISH 
GUILLOTINE 

French  Radical  Majority 

Expected  to  End  Capital 

Punishment. 

Salary  of  the  Executioner 

to  Be  Stopped,  as 

Beginning. 


Paris,  Nov.  14.— When  the  long  par- 
liamentary vacations  are  over  and  the 
French  chamber  meets  again,  a  porten- 
tous question  will  have  to  be  decided 
once  and  for  all:  "Is  capital  punish- 
ment to  be  abolished  in  France  and  the 
executioner  to  go?" 

There  seems  little  doubt  that  the 
Radical  majority  will  answer  this  ques- 
tion in  the  affirmative  and  we  may  ex- 
pect that  ere  long  the  terrible  guillo- 
tine—the   "widow,"  as  it  is  facetiously

once  guillotined  eight  sailors  at  Brest 
at  a  single  stroke  of  the  knife.  Louis, 
who  succeed  him,  died  two  years  ago 
at  the  ripe  age  of  81,  after  having 
terminated  the  existence  of  forty-seven 
criminals  of  both  sexes. 

The  executioner's  mantle  descended 
on  the  shoulders  of  Anatole,  who,  as 
his  fathers  assistant,  had  already 
distinguished  himself  on  many  tragic 
occasion's  by  his  coolness  and  resource- 
fulness. He  ia  a  big,  powerful  man, 
with    blue    eyes   and   a   short    chestnut 

'beard,  and  looks  in  private  life  any- 
thing but  an  executioner.  Since  his 
nomination  he  has  presided  at  four 
execution.s,  the  last  being  that  of  the 
assassin  Pozzl,  at  Belfort  in  October, 
1905. 

The  salary  and  emoluments  of  the 
public  executioner  are  anything  but 
contemptible.     M.  de  Paris  has  a  fixed 

[annual    income   of   6.000   francs    ($1,200). 

It  owhich  must  be  added  a  further  sum. 
of  8.000  francs  ($1,600),  for  the  upkeep 
of  the  guillotine.  He  has  four  assist- 
ants, two  of  whom  are  paid  4,000 
francs  ($800),  the  other  two  3,000  francs 
($600),  per  annum.  Then  an  allowance 
of  ten  francs  ($2),  is  made  to  each 
executioner  for  every  day  that  the 
guillotine  Is  in  operation.  An  import- 
ant perquisite  Is  the  sale  of  new  and 
second  hand  guillotines  to  the  colonies 
and  to  foreign  countries,  and  of  "guil- 
lotine" cigar  cutters,  which  are  much 
sought  after  in  certain  circles.  The 
net  annual  income  of  the  Diblers  may, 
therefore,  be  calculated  at  30.000  francs 
$6,000. 

M.  Dibler  lives  in  a  nice  little  villa 
In  the  rue  de  Billiancourt  near  tho 
"fortiffs"  (fortifications).  It  is  a  kind 
of  Swiss  chalet  and  in  the  midst  of  a 
garden  with  a  fine  acacia  overshadow- 
ing the  gate.

A  NEW  FIELD. 

Recent  elections  have  shown  nothing  more  interest- 
ing or  more  valuable  than  the  fact  that  there  is  an  open- 
ing in  the  field  of  politics  for  men  who  are  single-minded 
in  their  devotion  to  the  public  good,  and  who  are  not 
seeking  ulterior  ends  in  the  guise  of  "reform." 

It  has  not  always  been  that  way.  In  the  days  when 
partrsanship  held  absolute  sway,  there  was  little  opening 
for  such  men.  They  appeared,  and  pressed  their  can- 
didacies and  their  issues,  but  the  bosses  laughed  at  them, 
the  p<»!it«cal  machines  made  a  turn  or  two  and  ground 
the  heart  out  oi  them,  and  they  subsided  into  discour- 
aged defeat. 

But  since  the  rule  of  partisanship  w;n  broken,  things 
are  dilTcrent.  Candidates  no  longer  have  to  deal  only 
with  the  bosses  and  their  political  machines.  That 
condition  could  exist  only  when  the  voters  were  con- 
tent to  let  partisanship  be  the  sole  arbiter  of  elections, 
and  when  the  party  label  was  enough  to  settle  the  issue. 

Partisanship  came  to  its  downfall  through  its  stupid 
arrogance  and  its  blind  persistence  in  the  abuses  that 
naturally  followed  in  its  train  It  took  time,  for  people 
had  to  realize  that  they  had  been  selling  their  birth- 
right when  they  turned  over  their  votes  to  the  party  ma- 
chines to  use  as  they  wished.  That  gave  the  full  power 
into  the  hands  of  a  few  people,  usually  one  central  figure 
with  its  surroundnitj  parasites  and  hangers-on.  If  those 
who  thus  gained  control  had  used  it  wisely  and  well, 
there  would  have  been  no  trouble.  They  used  it  neither 
wisely  nor  well,  however.  They  used  it  to  fatten  their 
own  i)nrses  and  to  manufacture  special  privileges  which 
they  sold  at  high  prices. 

When  the  people  discovered  that  this  was  wrong, 
their  next  discovery  was  that  the  way  to  stop  such  pro- 
ceedings was  to  refuse  to  give  their  votes  into  the  hands 
of  the  bosses.  By  using  this  privilege  themselves,  and 
by  exercising  independent  judgment,  they  found  a  ready 
and  effectual  remedy.  From  that  discovery  dated  the 
downfall  of  bi>s-.i^in  and  machine  policies,  and  the  rise 
of  the  candidates  who  sought  to  work  with  the  people 
for  the  common   good. 

With  the  people  in  this  wholescmiely  independent 
frame  of  mind,  there  is  a  v\idc  field  for  the  endeavors 
of  men  who  seek  no  end  but  the  public  good,  and  who, 
if  they  seek  fame,  strive  to  gain  it  by  lighting  the  con- 
ditions under  which  the  people  suffer. 

In  older  days,  men  said  to  their  younger  associates, 
"Do  not  go  into  politics;  it  is  unclean,  and  you  will  be 
defiled." 

Now  they  can  say  to  the  young  and  the  ambitious, 
"Go  into  politics,  and  work  for  your  fellow  men;  there 
is  no  field  of  endeavor  where  there  is  so  much  to  do 
and  where  the  rewards  are  surer.  Politics  will  be  what 
you  make  it;  if  you  make  it  unclean,  it  will  be  unclean; 
but  if  you  aim  to  make  it  clean,  it  will  be  clean."

A  DWINDLING  ARMY. 

The  pension  rolls  of  the  United  States  are  decreas- 
ing. 

This,  while  it  means  a  reduction  in  the  public  expen- 
ditures for  the  relief  of  deserving  veterans  and  their  de- 
pendent ones,  and  therefore  a  saving  in  taxes,  carries 
•  pathetic  note  in  the  intelligence  that  it  also  means 
that  these  veterans  are  going  away  from  us,  and  that 
from  now  on  the  march  down  the  slope  into  the  valley 
of  darkness  will  be  more  rapid 

After  the  number  of  names  on  the  pensions  rolls  had 
exceeded  900,0(X)  for  the  last  fourteen  years,  the  maxi- 
mum, 1,004, I9(j  wa.T  reached  on  the  last  day  of  January, 
1905. 

By  June  30  oi  this  year  the  rolls  had  diminished  to 
985,971.  and  the  commissioner  of  pensions  says  that  the 
decrease  will  be  more  marked  during  the  current  year. 

This  decrease  is  coming  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  pension  laws  have  been  made  more  and  more 
liberal.  The  first  great  pension  law,  that  which  came 
shortly  after  the  Civil  war.  provided  pensions  only  for 
those  that  had  been  actually  injured  in  the  war,  and 
for  the  dependents  of  tho.se  who  came  to  their  death 
through  causes  originating  in  the  service. 

In  i8t>0  a  much  wider  law  was  passed,  giving  pen- 
sions to  veterans  that  had  since  become  disabled  through 
Other  causes,  and  to  their  widows.  Tlu^  enlarged  the 
functit)ns  of  the  pension  bureau  enormously,  and  brought 
about  a  vast  mcrcase  in  the  pension  rolls. 

Then,  within  two  years,  an  executive  order  broadened 
this  law  ^till  further  by  giving  pensions  to  all  veterans 
who  had  reached  the  age  of  60,  regardless  of  their  physi- 
cal condition,  and  this  brought  about  further  large  addi- 
tions to  the  pension  rolls. 

Besides,  the  Spanish-American  war  has  added  names 
to  the  rolls  to  take  the  place  of  the  vanishing  army  of 
pensioners  growing  out  of  the  Civil  war. 

And  yet  the  rolls  are  diminishing  rapidly.  They  have 
reached  the  maximum,  and  are  going  down  the  hill  again. 
At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  there  were  on  the 
rolls  666,453  survivors  of  the  wars,  a  decrease  for  the 
year  of  18,155.  The  largest  increase  among  the  pension- 
ers was  of  widows,  amounting  to  over  5,000.  The  rec- 
ords of  the  old  wars  show  that  the  widows  greatly  out- 
number the  veterans,  and  also  that  they  are  putting  in 
the  greatest  number  of  applications.  For  instance,  there 
are  4.540  survivors  of  the  Mexican  war,  and.  7,653  widows. 
The  number  of  pensioners  of  the  Spanish  war  ranks  next 
to  that  of  the  Civil  war.  The  total  on  June  30.  1906,  was 
22,621,  an  increase  of  2,130  during  the  year. 

As  yet  the  expenses  of  the  pension  bureau  are  not 
greatly  reduced,  because  as  the  disabilities  increase,  the 
pension  ratings  are  correspondingly  increased,  and  the 
fewer  veterans  of  this  year  are  drawing  nearly  as  much 
money  as  the  larger  number  of  a  year  ago.

DRAINAGE  GOLD  MINES. 

In  view  of  the  wide  sentiment  that  has  been  aroused 
in  Minnesota  in  favor  of  state  action  in  draining  the 
swamp  lands  of  the  state,  the  plans  that  the  state  of 
Florida  has  prepared  for  making  its  great  swamp  areas 
into  farming  lands  will  be  of  interest. 

Everybody  has  heard  of  the  Everglades,  of  course, 
as  an  enormous  area  of  worthless  territory  that  prob- 
ably forms  the  greatest  swamp  in  the  world.  It  has 
stood  in  miasmatic  solitude,  the  home  only  of  noisome 
reptiles,  for  thousands  of  years,  but  now,  if  present  plans 
'  do  not  miscarry,  it  is  to  be  changed  into  a  theater  of 
busy  industry. 

About  500  miles  of  canal  50  feet  wide,  and  50  miles 
120  feet  wide,  will  have  to  be  built.  This  the  state  will 
do,  leaving  to  the  persons  owning  the  land  the  work  of 
cutting  lateral  ditches  to  drain  their  lands  into  the  state 
canals.  Lake  Okeechobee  will  be  lowered  four  feet, 
which  will  make  it  possible  to  drain  a  million  acres  of 
circumjacent  land  into  it,  while  6,500,000  acres  will  be 
drained  by   the  canals  already  mentioned. 

There  are  7,500,000  acres  of  land  in  the  big  swamp, 
and  of  this  the  state  owns  3,000,000  acres,  the  balance 
being  owned  by  syndicates,  farmers  and  others.  For 
the  purpose  of  drainage,  the  state  has  authorized  a  tax 
of  5  cents  per  acre  upon  privately-owned  lands,  which 
would  raise  $125,000.  This  tax  is  resisted  by  nearly  all 
of  the  owners,  but  the  state  is  in  earnest,  and  they  will 
be  compelled  to  pay.  The  state's  part  of  the  work  will 
cost  about  $1,000,000,  which  is  a  small  price  to  pay  for 
turning  land  that  is  absolutely  valueless  into  land  that 
should  be  some  of  the  most  fertile  and  most  valuable 
in  the  South.  Besides  the  gain  by  reclaiming  the  lands, 
the  canals  will  form  an  important  system  of  interior 
waterways,  and  will  solve  the  question  of  good  roads 
for  the  farmers  who  will  settle  upon  the  reclaimed 
lands,  by  giving  them  cheap  transportation  to  the  mar- 
ket for  their  products. 

Discussing  this  project  the  Baltimore  Sun  says: 
"Florida  will  be  enabled  to  produce  largely  increased 
crops  of  early  fruits  and  vegetables  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Gulf  and  Atlantic  states,  and  inasmuch  as  the  drain- 
age area  will  be  proof  against  drought,  and  winter  frosts 
seldom  go  so  far  South,  it  ought  to  be  as  good  as  a  gold 
mine." 

Minnesota  has  a  gold  mine,  almost  as  great  as  this, 
ready  to  be  opened  whenever  she  sees  fit  to  open  it. 
The  drainage  of  the  swamp  lands  of  Northern  Minnesota 
will  open  up  not  only  these  lands,  but  thousands  of  dry 
acres  that  the  swamps  now  guard  from  development. 

It  will  not  only  develop  Northern  Minnesota,  but 
by  placing  more  land  upon  the  tax  rolls,  it  will  develop 
the  entire  state.  Furthermore,  as  the  swamp  lands 
belong  to  the  school  fund,  their  sale  will  bring  enormous 
revenues  into  that  fund,  to  the  great  profit  of  every 
county  in  the  state.

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THE  PARENTAGE  OF  TRUSTS. 

Attorney  General  Moody  says  it  is  not  the  tariff,  but 
the  railroad  rebate,  that  is  the  mother  of  trusts. 

He  is  partly  right.  The  rebate  system  has  been  as 
powerful  as  any  other  influence  in  building  up  trusts, 
because  it  has  enabled  them  to  stifle  competition.  But 
if  it  were  not  for  the  tariff,  shutting  out  competition 
from  abroad,  not  even  the  rebate  could  have  sustained 
the  trusts. 

So  while  the  trusts  can  hardly  be  said  to  have  two 
mothtrs,  at  least  they  have  had  one  mother  and  a  very 
attentive  wet-nurse. 

A  trust  with  free  competition  in  trade  is  an  anomaly, 
of  course.  To  make  the  trust  complete  it  must  abolish 
competition  and  stand  supreme  in  its  own  particular 
field. 

Competition  at  home  must  be  gotten  out  of  the  way, 
but  competition  from  abroad  is  equally  dangerous,  if 
not  more  so,  and  it,  too,  must  be  disposed  of. 

So  the  trusts  have  been  disposing  of  competition 
very  effectively,  using  the  tariff  against  competition 
from  abroad,  and  using  the  rebate  against  competition 
at  home. 

The  tariff  has  been  perpetuated  at  a  level  where  it  is 
practically  prohibitive,  largely  because  of  the  excuse 
that  it  "protects  American  labor."  That  argument  is 
still  being  used.  Yet  our  immense  exports,  exceeding 
by  portentous  figures  our  imports,  show  that  the  prod- 
ucts of  American  labor  are  able  to  compete  abroad  with 
the  products  of  the  foreign  labor  that  is  so  greatly  feared, 
and  when  American-made  goods  can  do  this,  there  ought 
not  to  be  any  grave  danger  from  foreign-made  goods 
in  this  country. 

The  rebate  is  on  a  par  with  the  bludgeon  of  the  high- 
wayman. The  trust  magnates  who  have  used  the  rebate 
to  kill  competition  are  the  Dick  Turpins  of  modern 
times,  with  none  of  the  dashing  courage  and  romantic 
glamor  of  the  outlaws  whose  natures  they  parallel  so 
closely. 

The  rebate  has  been  used  mercilessly  in  this  country, 
and  it  is  good  to  know  that  at  last  we  are  rooting  out 
this  evil  and  taking  such  a  felonious  weapon  away  from 
the  trust  brigands.    - 

The  use  of  the  rebate  has  been  accompanied  by  a 
stealth  and  treachery  that  was  necessary  to  its  life.  Many 
a  manufacturer  has  suddenly  awakened  to  the  knowl- 
edge that  in  some  mysterious  way  a  great  competitor 
was  underselling  him  in  every  market,  and  that  he  could 
not,  without  ruining  himself,  sell  his  products  at  such 
prices. 

Evidently  there  was  some  advantage  against  him, 
and  he  pondered  over  every  detail  of  manufacture  to 
see  if  he  could  not  cut  down  the  cost,  out  without  avail. 
Then,  when  it  was  too  late,  when  he  had  either  gone  into 
bankruptcy  or  sold  out  to  the  trust  at  a  price  that  meant 
about  the  same  thing,  he  has  learned  that  the  railroads 
had   killed  his  business  by  discriminating  against   them. 

They  are  twin  evils,  the  prohibitive  tariff  and  the  re- 
bate, and  both  should  be  and  must  be  driven  out.

"The  prfjgress  made  by  the  Dakotaa 
during  the  lust  few  years  is  surpris- 
ing." said  D.  N.  Proctor  of  Grand  Forks, 
N.  D.,  at  the  McKay.  "Land  In  North 
Dakota  now  sells  from  |1'J  to  |75  an 
acre,  and  a  few  years  ago  the  same 
farms  could  be  got  for  about  one-tenth 
their  present  value.  Farms  are  being 
cut  up  Into  smaller  areas,  and  farming 
is  done  along  scientific  lines,  Instead 
of  following  out  the  haphazard  fashion 
of  five  or  ten  years  ago. 

"When  I  first  went  to  the  Dakotas 
land  there  was  almost  unsalable,  and 
that  was  only  fifteen  years  ago.  It 
was  the  custom  to  have  farms  ranging 
In  size  from  5.0<W  to  6,000  acres,  and  tlie 
wheat  crop  for  the  year  was  all  the 
farmers  had  to  depend  upon.  If  that 
failed  they  were  up  against  it.  At  best 
they  hivd  money  only  once  a  year, 
which   was.   of  course,  at   harvest   time. 

"The  stores  were  forced  to  extend  al- 
most unlimited  credit  to  their  custom- 
ers, or  else  go  out  of  business.  The 
farmer  would  go  to  his  grocer  or  gen- 
eral merchant  and  arrange  with  him 
for  a  credit  to  a  stated  amount,  say 
$1,000  br  $2,000.  He  would  receive  a  due 
bill  from  me  merchant  for  the  amount 
speeifiod  and  would  be  given  a  pass 
book.  Then  in  return  for  the  credit  ex- 
teniled  him  he  would  give  the  merchant 
a  first  mortgage  on  his  year's  crop.  Be- 
cause of  the  possibility  of  failure  tho 
mortgage  woiud  run  also  for  tlie  sec- 
ond year's  crop.  In  case  It  were  not 
satisfied  the  ftrst  year,  and  sometimes 
^he  crops  for  three  years  ahead  would 
l)e    tied    up. 

"In  the  fall,  when  the  harvest  was 
over,  it  often  was  necessary  for  the 
merchant  to  hire  men  as  detectives  to 
keep  ta('  on  the  customers  who  had 
given  the  nortgage,  to  see  that  they 
did  not  rii.spose  of  their  crop  elsewhere. 
The  date  of  thrashing  was  ascertained 
and  the  merchant  would  have  a  confi- 
dential man  keep  track  of  the  grain. 
Sometimes  he  would  have  to  seize  a 
portion  of  the  grain  himself  in  order 
to  get   the   money  due   lum. 

"Land  mortgages  were  looked  upon 
as  worthless,  for  every  one  was  land 
poor,  and  the  property  could  not  be 
sold  at  any  price.  Sometimes  the  farm- 
er would  load  up  all  his  wheat  in  a 
number  of  wagons,  take  a  few  house- 
hold goods  and  drlvo  to  some  elevator, 
where  he  would  sell  tho  wheat  and 
then  dispose  of  the  teams.  With  tho 
money  In  his  pockets  he  would  start 
for  the  East  again  leaving  the  farm 
to  take  care  of  itself.  The  year's  crop 
was  frequently  worth  twice  what  the 
land  would  bring.  Of  course,  all  that 
Is  changed  now,  and  the  land  can  be 
readily   sold    at   good   prices."

Frank  Goodson,  foreman  of  a  line 
crew  for  the  Duluth  Telephone  com- 
pany, who  resides  at  No.  10  East 
Fourth  street,  was  arrested,  yesterday 
afternoon  in  Duluth,  accused  of 
robbing  Olaf  N.  Breisoth,  at  the  Split 
Rock  saloon.  In  West  Duluth,  Monday 
morning.  When  he  was  arraigned 
before  Judge  Cutting,  at  i>ollce  court 
Uils  morning,  he  pleaded  not  guilty, 
and  asked  for  an  examination. 

Goodson  had  been  arresttd  on  the 
same  charge,  Monday  afternoon,  but 
owing  to  lack  of  evi^tnce  against 
him,  he  was  released.  More  evidence 
was  secured  by  Lieut.  Brlgg^  and 
Patrolman  Toewe  of  the  West  Du- 
luth police  department, .^yesterday  af- 
ternoon, and  Goodson  w*s  again  ar- 
rested. 

Brelseith,  wtiose  homgja  at  22  West 
First  street.  Is  a  driv«  Cor  the  Du- 
luth Telephone  comprfby,  and  was 
with  a  crew  of  men  working  at  this 
end  of  the  city,  Monday  morning. 
He  and  Goodson  visited  the  Split 
Rock  saloon  several  times,  and  soon 
Brelseth  became  morel  -or  less  Intoxi- 
cated. While  he  was  hi  this  condi- 
tion Goodson,  It  -  fa  claimed, 
relieved  him  of  his  money, 
about  $30  In  all,  telling  Brel- 
seth that  he  would  tak.^  care  of  It 
until  he  got  over  his  sprcMj.  Goodsim 
tlien  took  Brelseth  imo  a  l>ack  r<Jom 
and  told  him  to  rets  up  before  go- 
ing to  work  again.  la  tlxe  meantime 
the  bartender  had  become  su.spiclous 
of  Goodson,"  and  summoned  Officer 
Toewe.  Upon  the  appearance  of  the 
otlicor,  Goodson  hurried  into  another 
room  and  soon  returned  and  demand- 
ed that  If  they  suspect' d  him  of  rob- 
bing Brelseth,  they  could  search  him. 
This  was  done  at  the  West  Duluth 
police  station,  but  the  money  was 
not   found  upon  Good.son's  person. 

A  search  was  made  of  the  room 
where  Goodson  had  gone  just  before 
being  searched,  but  no  trace  of  the 
money  could  be  found.  As  there  was 
no  proof  tha,t  Goodson  had  taken  the 
money,  the  officers  were  compelled  to 
release  him.  Yest«rday  afternoon, 
however,  Lieut.  Brigge  made  another 
search  of  the  room,  And  found  the 
$30  hidden  away  in  a  crevice  In  the 
wall.  The  second  arrest  of  Good- 
son  followed  and  J»*»,  vv^^  probably 
be   bound   over   to    the   grand   Jury.

TRAIN  BLOCKADED. 

Freights  Were  Laid  Up  at  West  Duluth 
All  Night 

On  account  of  a  slight  blockade  in 
the  Northern  Pacific  yards  at  Duluth, 
freight  trains  have  been  strung  out 
at  West  Duluth  and  between  Duluth 
and  this  part  of  the  city  since  lest 
evening  and  at  one  time  there  were 
seven  trains  near  here.

Three  more 
trains  soon  took  their  places  In  the 
waiting  line  at  West  Duluth  and  re- 
mained a  good  share  of  the  morning. 
The  trains  are  mostly  grain  trains 
having  come  In  from  Staples  since 
last  evening.

Yards. 


Slab  Wood    Piles  and 

Part  of  Tramway 

Destroyed. 


There  was  a  close  call  from  total  de- 
struction for  the  William  O'Brien 
saw^mlll,  formerly  the  old  St.  Louis 
mill,  at  West  Duluth  last  night,  in  a 
fire  which  started  in  a  cord  slab  pile 
in  the  yards.  The  mill  was  saved  by 
the  prompt  efforts  of  about  seventy- 
live  employes  of  the  Lesure  mill  which 
is  adjacent  to  the  O'Brien  mill. 

The  slab  pile  where  the  fire  started 
is    about    200    feet    from    the    mill    but 
the  blaze  gained  considerable  headway 
before  it   was  discovered    by   the   night  j 
watchman,  George  Fellows,  who  turned  ] 
in    the    alarm.      The    West    Duluth    fire 
company    was    the   first    to   arrive    and  j 
at   that   time   the  llames   were  shooting  , 
high   in   the  air.     A  second  alarm   was 
turned  In   and   the   company   from   the 
West    end    responded.      Some    difficulty 
was  experienced  by  the  firemen  in  get- 
ting the  apparatus  to   the  scene  on  ac- 
count of  the   location  of  the  mill,  and 
jit   was  nearly  half  an   hour  before   the 
I  first    stream    of    water   was    turned    on 
the   blaze.   The  fire  burned   until   near- 
ly   midnight    but    the    firemen    kept    it 
confined   to   the  slab   pile. 

The  superintendent  of  the  company. 
J.  P.  McDonald,  was  unable  to  give  a 
positive  estimate  of  the  loss  this  morn- 
ing but  said  that  It  would  amount  to 
about  $3,000  as  part  of  the  old  tram- 
way had  been  burned  besides  the  500 
cords  of  slabs  which  were  practically 
all  destroyed.

Wound  From  Rusty  Nail  May  be  Serious 
for  Fireman. 

Several  days  ago  while  working

I  a  very  bad  case  of  blood  poisoning.

Into    a    serious    case,    and    the    doctor 
would    not   predict   how   soon   Belanger 
could   be   out   again.     After   the    treat- 
ment at  the  hospital   he  was   taken  to 
his  home.

FALSE  BILLING 
ORDER  REFUSED 

Commerce    Commission 

Declines  to  Compel 

Railroad  Reports. 

Washington,  Nov.  14.— The  interstate 
commerce  commission  has  declined  to  is- 
sue an  order  to  compel  railroads  to  re- 
port all  Ciuses  of  false  billing,  classifi- 
cation and  weighing  and  misrepresent- 
ation of  the  contents  of  packages  or  re- 
fiorls  of  weight  by  shippers  de- 
ivering  freigiit  for  transportation,  in  or- 
der that  the  shipper  may  be  prosecuted. 
'Ihe  decision  is  set  forth  in  a  letter  to  the 
Larkin  company,  soap  manufacturers  of 
Buffalo.  N.  Y..  and  Peoria,  111.,  which 
sought  the  order  under  the  belief  that, 
if  granted,  the  railroads  could  safely  mod- 
ify the  rule  in  regard  to  the  c'lassUi- 
cations  of  boxes  of  freight  containing 
several  articles  of  different  classes.  The 
railroads  have  agreed  after  Dec.  31  the 
shipments  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  for 
the  highest  class  contained  in  the  ship- 
ment.

TIRED  OF  EQUAL  SUFFRAGE. 

No  More  Colorado  Women  Will  hi  G.ven 
Nominations. 

Denver,  Colo.,  Nov.  14.— Leaders  of 
both  big  political  parties  announce  that 
no  more  women  will  be  nominated  for 
office,  except  possibly  state  superin- 
tendent  of  schools.     They   say  Color;ido 


voters,  time  and  again,  have  registered 
their  protest  against  women  holding 
office.  Equal  suffrage  is  dead,  they  de- 
clare. 

Four  women  ran  for  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives recently,  three  of  them  on 
the  Deniocratlc  ticket  and  the  other 
ran  on  the  Socialist  ticket.  All  were 
defeated  by  decisive  majorities. 

It  was  during  Governor  Waite's  ad- 
ministration that  equal  suffrage  was 
granted  residents  of  Colorado.  An 
act.  passed  Dec.  2.  1893,  by  a  vote  of 
35,798  to  29,451,  accorded  women  the 
same    voting    rights    as    men. 

The  legislature  of  1895  had  three  fe- 
male members  of  the  house,  that  of 
IKt"  had  two.  while  ih  1899  four  were 
elected.  In  1903  only  one  wom.in  was 
elected  to  tliat  body,  and  none  since 
then. 

No  woman  ever  has  been  elected  to 
thf   state  senate.

THE  RAILWAY 
POSTAL  CLERKS 

Say  Salaries  Are  Practi- 
cally Same  as  Ten 
Years  Ago. 

Washington.  Nov.  14.  -  Secretary 
George  A.  Wood,  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Railway  Postal  Clerks,  who 
is  also  editor  of  the  Railway  Post- 
office,  the  official  org.an  of  the  associa- 
tion, says  that  the  bulletins  of  the  bu- 
reau of  labor  showing  that  a  day's 
work  purchases  more  today  than  ever 
before  In  the  history  of  the  country 
does  not  apply  to  the  railway  postal 
clerks.  Ho  says  that  for  years  and 
years,  while  their  duties  on  the  train 
and  off  have  grown  heavier  by  reason 
of  the  growth  of  the  country  and  of 
the  volume  of  mall,  their  salarle-s  re- 
main practically  the  same  as  they  were 
ten  years  ago. 

"The  railway  postal  clerks  never  have 
been  paid  according  to  the  standard  of 
other  government  employes.  Consider- 
ing the  high  order  of  physical  manhood 
reijuired  to  stand  the  strain  of  the 
work,  the  constant  dangers  to  which 
the  men  are  exposed,  and  the  early 
age  at  which  they  become  worn  out— 
the  average  age  of  retirement  Is  under 
50  years— they  ought  at  least  to  get  as 
much  for  their  work  as  the  average 
clerk  in  Washington.  So  long  as  they 
are  compelled  to  pay  their  expenses 
while  away  from  home  they  assuredly 
do  not.  Figured  on  an  average  basis 
the  railway  postal  clerk  gets  $1,vu.j  a 
year.  Of  this  he  has  to  pay  out  at  least 
llrtO  a  year  for  meals  and  lodging  away 
from  home,  and  $20  more  is  required 
for  pencils,  forwarding  slips,  fines  lev- 
ied by  the  department  for  missent  let- 
ters and  registered  pouches,  so  that 
when  your  clerk  finishes  up  his  year's 
work  he  has  paid  out  $180  of  his  salary 
in  expenses  not  Incurred  by  other  gov- 
ernment clerks.  This  leaves  him  J«S6 
as  his  net  Income  with  which  to  main- 
tain his  home  In  these  times  of  high 
prices,  and  let  me  tell  you  that,  be  he 
as  economical  as  he  may.  he  has  little 
left.  He  gets  an  average  of  $2.iii  per 
day.  Day  laborers  and  street  sweepers 
in  many  places  get  almost  as  much, 
•and  the  sort  of  men  who  are  In  the 
mall  service  command  twice  as  much 
in  the  business  world  today,  as  a  rule. 
So  today  while  all  the  rest  of  the  coun- 
try is  enjoying  an  unprecedented  pros- 
perity the  railway  postal  clerk  tinds 
Himself  a  victim  of  the  high  prices  that 
go  with  that  prosperity  and  finds  him- 
self without  any  Increase  In  income 
wherewith  to  meet  the  higher  prices. 
I  believe  that  If  congress  will  allow 
the  clerks  their  expenses  while  away 
from  home.  Just  as  it  does  all  other 
government  employes  In  the  discharge 
of  duty  It  will  bo  a  fair  adjustment  of 
the  whole  matter."

author  as  well.  Ml.<Mi  Mansfield  Is  28. 
and  typically  English.  On  her  fathers 
side,  she  Is  descended  from  one  of  the 
three  oldest  families  In  the  west  of 
England.  Through  her  mother  cornea 
her  claim  of  Puritan  stock,  for  the 
American  Mathers  of  Mayflower  and 
witch-burning  fame  were  her  maternal 
ancestors. 

Until  the  Boer  war.  Miss  Mansfield 
lived  the  quiet  life  of  the  well-to-do 
country  girl.  The  woes  of  the  strife  In 
South  Africa  insplrcni  her,  and  she 
wrote  her  first  poem.  Those  Who  Walt 
and  Weep.  She  sent  a  copy  to  a 
friend  In  town,  who  In  turn  sent  It  to 
William  Waldrof  Astor's  paper,  the 
Pall  Mall  Gazette,  The  poem  struck 
the  right  chord.  It  attracted  immediate 
attention.  The  London  Telegraph  se- 
cured It.  and  sold  it  in  aid  of  Its  war 
fund.  Both  Queen  Alexandra  and  the 
late  Queen  Victoria  received  souvenir 
copies  and  %\-rote  notes  of  thanks  to 
tlto   author    for   her   v<n\i.. 

Encouraged,  Ml^  Mansfield  beg-an 
writing  in  earnest.  Her  verse,  some- 
what resembling  that  of  Ella  Wheeler 
Wilcox,  began  to  appear  In  magazines. 
The  Outlook  and  the  Academy  took  her 
up  seriously.  So  It  was  not  surprising 
when  a  volume  or  two  of  her  verse 
w;l8  published,  and  met  with  favor. 
Of  th^se.  Flowers  of  the  Wind,  la  per- 
haps the  most  popular. 

Fairly  established  as  the  English 
poet  of  passion,  Charlotte  Mansfield 
suddenly  deserttMl  the  muse  and  plung- 
ed Into  art.  She  gave  an  exhibition 
of  hir  work  in  the  Bond  street  gallorIe>s, 
which  was  attended  by  royalty,  and 
therefore,  according  to  English 
measure,  was  a  great  success. 

She  deserted  art,  however.  Just  as 
suddenly,  and  tix)k  up  politics.  In  a 
motor  car  she  toured  Hampshire  and 
made  speeches,  and  sought  votes  for 
the  Tories.  When  she  returned  to 
town,  she  once  more  returned  -to  liter- 
ature, her  first  love.  The  Ladlea'  Iqi- 
perlal  club  seldom  sees  her  now,  for 
she  Is  devoting  all  her  time  to  writing 
poems,  and  working  on  a  forthojmlng 
novel.  Her  fii^t  one.  Tern  Lace,  shock- 
ed many  folk,  but  the  critics  were 
kindly,  and  it  was  a  succ«iss.  The  Girl 
and  the  Gods  quickly  folowed.  It  la 
Zolaesque  In  the  extereme.  When  it 
reaches  the  United  States.  Anthony 
Comstock  may  pounce  on  it.  Yet  It 
Is  an  uncommonly  protnlslng  piece  of 
work.

Claiming  that  she  was  unlawfully 
arrested  without  cause  at  Mountain 
Iron  on  last  October  4,  and  kept  In 
custody  for  several  hours,  Sister  Mar- 
garet Walsh,  the  proprietor  of  a  hos- 
pital at  Minocqua,  Wis.,  has  started 
a  suit  for  damages  In  the  United 
States  district  court  against  James  B. 
McGlaughlin,  the  village  marshal  of 
Mountain  Iron,   who  made  the  arrest, 

and  James  Hogan,  prle.<?t  of  the 
Catholic  church  at  Virginia,  who  she 
claims  was  the  Instigator.  For  this 
wrongful  arrest  and  detention,  judg- 
ment for  $21,225  is  demanded  by 
Sister  Walsh. 

As    Is    set    forth    in    the    complaint, 
which   has   been   filed   in   the   office   of 
the  clerk   of  the   United   States  court. 
Margaret     Walsh     is     a     resident     of 
Minocqua,    Wis.,    where    she    conducts 
j  a  hospital.        She  has  been  In  charge 
I  of    the     ho.spital     for     the     last    seven 
I  years,   during  which   time  she  has  re- 
ceived    all     patients,     whether       they 
I  could    pay    for    her    services    or    not. 
I  What  pay  she  did  receive  was  greatly 
I  insufficient    to    keep    up    with    the    ex- 
1  pensos  of  the  hospital,  and  it  was  her 
]  custom  to  .spend  several   months  each 
year,     soliciting    subscriptions    for    Its 
support. 

The  complaint  says  that  Sister 
Walsh  has  been  in  the  habit  of 
spending  the  fall  months  traveling 
about  from  town  to  town  in  St. 
Louis  county  soliciting  funds.  She 
has  done  this  for  several  years  and 
has  always  been  able  to  secure  sev- 
eral hundreds  of  dollars  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  hospital  each  trip.  Her 
trip  this  year  was  commenced  about 
Sept.  1,  and  she  was  able  to  visit 
several  of  the  towns  before  her 
trouble  commenced.  By  the  end  of 
September,  she  had  collected  some- 
thing   over    $400. 

A  few  days  later,  the  complaint 
allege.s,  Sister  Walsh  arrived  In 
Mountain  Iron,  where  she  intended 
to      continue      her     soliciting.  But 

here  she  was  met  by  an  officer  of 
the  law  who  arrested  her.  John 
B.  McGlaughlin,  the  village  marshal, 
made  the  arrest  and  kept  his  charge 
In  custody  at  Mountain  Iron  for  sev- 
eral hours.  Sister  Walsh  claims 
that  he  had  no  warrant  for  the 
arre.«!t  and  that  It  was  made  wrong- 
fully and  without  cause.  After  she 
had  been  detained  for  a  few  hours 
at  Mountain  Iron,  McGlaughlin  com- 
pelled her  to  go  with  hhn  to  Vir- 
ginia, where  she  was  taken  before 
James  Hogan.  the  priest  of  the 
Virginia    Catholic    church. 

It  Is  maintained  In  the  complaint 
that  the  arrest  was  made  at  the 
instance  of  Father  Hogan,  and  that 
there  was  no  warrant.  It  Is  alleged 
that  when  she  appeared  before 
Father  Hogan,  he  intimated  to  her 
that  It  would  be  best  for  her  to 
leave  the  town  on  the  afternoon 
train  and  told  her  that  If  she  ever 
visited  that  vicinity  again  to  solicit 
funds  for  her  hospital,  he  would 
have  her  arre.sted.  The  complaint 
does  not  state  why  he  objected  to 
her  presence  or  the  solicitation,  but 
at  any  rate  she  says  she  was  com- 
pelled to  leave  town  at  3:30  of  the 
afternoon  of  the  day  she  was  ar- 
rested. 

Sister  Wal.sh  claims  that  she  had 
Intended  to  spend  the  remaining  part 
of  October  and  all  of  November 
visiting  the  range  towns,  and  that 
on  account  of  her  wron.gful  arre.st, 
and  Father  Hogan'a  threat  she  is 
prevented  soliciting  hundreds  of 
dollars  for  the  support  of  her 
hospital.  Through  the  unlawful  ar- 
re.st  and  on  account  of  being  de- 
prived from  ."securing  more  money. 
Sister  Wal.sh  claims  that  she  has 
been  damaged  to  the  amount  of 
$21,225,  and  Is  suing  for  this 
amount. 

She  is  repre.sented  In  the  case  by 
Ross  &  McKnlght,  attorneys  of  Du- 
luth. No  answers  have  been  filed  by 
the    two    defendants.

DISCORD  IN  THE 
ONTARIO  CABINET 

Rumors  of  Trouble  Be- 
tween Premier  Whitney 
and  Minister  Beck. 

Toronto,  Ont..  Nov.  14.— Premier 
P.  Whitney  is  being  kept  busy  de- 
nying rumors  of  discord.  Rumor  has 
It  that  the  apple  of  discord  has 
dropped  into  the  cabinet.  Rumor  goes 
farther  and  gives  details,  to  wit. 
that  Mr.  Whitney  has  fallen  out  with 
his  power  minister,  Adam  Beck  of 
London.  Mr.  Whitney  says  It  isn't 
any  such  thing;  and  the  public  is  left 
to  infer  that  it  Is  all  a  malicious 
slander,  set  on  foot  by  ptsople  who 
don't   like  the   Beck   power   policy. 

More  than  once  before,  since  the 
Conservatives  attained  the  pinnacle 
in  (-)ntarlo.  there  have  been  wars,  or 
at  least  rumors  of  wars,  only  here- 
tofore they  have  had  to  do  with  the 
question  of  patronage,  and  the  dis- 
tribution thereof.  Now  Mr.  Whitney 
is  issuing  denials  on  a  new  score, 
and  is  at  the  same  time  putting  up 
his  arm  to  ward  off  the  bumps  of 
brickbats  thown  by  Orange  Conserva- 
tives on  the  same  old  question  of 
patronage.

Grain  Gossip. 

Logan  &  Bryan,  Chicago:  Wheat— 
We  believe  wheat  is  running  into  a 
most  healthy  speculative  situation. 
Tnere  has  been  some  of  the  fresh 
speculative  and  investment  buying  but 
this  feature  of  the  trade  has  been  cau- 
tious. Those  who  buy  wait  for  soft 
spots  and  when  they  take  wheat  It  Is 
to  hold  for  a  long  pull.  Perhaps  noth- 
ing else  in  the  situation  is  as  signifl- 
eant  as  the  fact  that  best  authorities 
in  the  Northwest  are  gradu.illy  lower- 
ing their  e.stimate8  on  the  yields  of  the 
year,  both  sides  of  the  Canadian  line. 
It  is  this  situation,  coupled  with  the 
important  falling  off  in  the  Northwest 
receipts  fur  a  long  period  of  time, 
which  has  caused  the  cleverest  people 
here  and  In  tlie  Northwest  to  desert 
the  short  selling  side,  cover  their  lines 
and  get  in  position  for  a  bull  market.

Bismarck— When    asked    yesterday    re- 
garing    reports    that    he    had    resigned, 
Judge    Knauf    said: 

"I  wrote  Judge  Flsk  that  I  wished 
to  return  to  my  private  practice  at  the 
tarllest  possible  mcjment,  and  suggest- 
ed that  if  he  would  come  to  Bismarck 
on  Nov.  12  I  would  resign  and  would  be 
pleased  to  swear  liim  in  as  suiueme 
judge.  He  replied  he  could  not  qualify 
at  that  time  owing  to  press  of  work  in 
his    district. 

'It  is  now  up  to  Judge  Fisk,  as  my 
resignation  practically  lies  in  liis 
hands.  I  understand  that  Governor 
Sarles  is  ready  to  appoint  Judge  Fisk 
whenever  tlie   latter  is  ready.  " 

Nothing  Is  known  here  as  to  Judge 
Engtrud's   resignation. 

The  State  Hi;^torical  society  has  been 
presented  wltli  several  relics  connected 
with  the  early  history  of  the  state,  the 
most  interesting  of  which  is  a  pair  of 
snowshoes  wliich  were  worn  by  Joe 
Rolette,  when,  as  a  number  of  the  Min- 
nesota house  of  representatives,  he 
stole  the  bill  for  the  removal  of  the 
state  capital  from  St.  F'aul  '  to  St. 
Peter  and  made  his  way  across  the 
Snow-covertd  prairies  to  his  home  in 
Pembina,  now  in  this  state,  but  then  a 
part   of   Minnesota. 

The  snowshoes  were  presented  by 
Robert  Macnider,  who  also  donated  an 
old-fashioned  Colt  revolver,  forty-five 
caliber,  of  the  pattern  known  in  early 
times  as   a  navy   revolver. 

The  pistol  is  a  relic  of  the  Gen.  Sib- 
ley campaign  against  the  Indians  In 
North  Dakota  forty-three  years  ago. 
The  pistol  was  found  hidden  In  a  bad- 
ger hole  at  a  place  where  the  First 
Minnesota  volunteer  infantry  had  a 
hard  fight  with  the  redskins.  It  was 
the  property  of  Sergt.  G.  W.  Reed,  who 
lost    his    life    in    the    fight.

LOSE  THEIR 
POSITIONS 


After  a  dreary  vigil  of  nearly  two 
weeks  In  the  corridor  of  the  federal  build- 
ing, the  settlers  waiting  to  file  on  the 
township  opened  this  morning  were  beat- 
en out  of  their  positions  by  a  little  party 
of  six  or  se^'en  men,  who  forced  their 
way  in  aliead  of  them  and  got  first 
chance  at  the  new  lands. 

The    trick    was    turned    al>out    4    o'clock 

this  morning.     The  first  man  in  the  line 

\va3  peacefully  sleeping  on  the  hard  floor, 

about  six  feet  away  from  the  diwr  to  the 
land  office,  wlien  the  men  stole  into  the 
building  and  en.sconced  themselves  in  the 
space  between  liim  and  the  door.  When 
the  settlers  awoke  it  was  to  find  all  their 
long  weary  wail  in  vain.  Tiie  newcomers 
presented  a  bold  front  and  evidently  In- 
tended to  hold  thoir  places.  The  land  of- 
fice authorities  and  the  police  were  pow- 


erless to  prevent  the  lnju.*tice.  The  land 
ofhce  recognizes  no  such  line,  and  it  ia 
a  case  of  first  come  first  served.  The 
police  had  no  right  lo  interfere  except  to 
prevent  disorder,  and  it  was  a  case  In 
which  posse.'^sion  was  everj'thlng.  If  the 
newcomers  had  attempted  lo  st^cure  their 
positions  by  force  the  police  would  have 
Ivad  a  right  to  prevent  them  and  arrest 
them  for  disorderly  conduct,  but  they  met 
with  no  resistance,  and  had  the  other 
settlers  attacked  them  It  would  have 
been  the  duty  of  the  police  to  Interfere. 

The  man  lo  secure  the  first  position  was 
Thomas  Madden,  a  West  Superior  street 
saloonkeeper,  and  he  made  the  first  entry 
when  the  doors  wire  opened  tiiis  morn- 
ing. 

While  the  trick  greatly  Incensed  the 
settlers  who  had  been  waiting  so  long  to 
file,  it  probably  did  not  make  much  dif- 
ference to  them.  The  line  became  dis- 
organized, and  there  w;is  some  pushing 
and  jostling,  but  the  pohce  managed  to 
keep  order,  and  all  finally  made  their  en- 
tries. Out  of  the  forty-three  entries  there 
were  verv  few  confiiots.  so  far  as  could 
bo  ascertained  l)y  the  land  office  officials 
early  this  afternoon,  and  it  is  not  hkely 
that  any  man  lost  his  claim  by  reason  of 
the  trick. 

There  will  be  no  chance  of  a  repetition 
of  the  trick  tomorrow.  Tho.se  in  waiting 
for  the  third  and  last  of  the  towiishipa. 
will  move  up  close  to  the  door  at  12 
o'cl>Kk  tonight  and  stand  In  line  until  the 
doors  open.
